about 10,000 persons 

Another large fair (Baisakhy) w also held here in April, which 
too lasts for the same uumber of days and 1s visited by about the 
same number of peuple 

There 18 a dharmeala for the accommodation of visitors in the 
village and ekkus can be had at Batala Railway Station for con-

Some four or five hundred years ago one Ghose Thakur, a 
disciple of the great Chaittanya of Navadwip, settled here and 
«stabhshed the image of Gopmath (Kmshna) To commemorate 
this man one of the principal fairs and festivals of the district 1s 
held here m the month of March every year, just on the eleventh 
day after Dole Jatra ceremony About 25,000 pilgrims attend this 
fair. 


There are no serats or dharmsalas at Agradwmp, but temporary 
anat sheds are erected for the accommodation of pilgrims dunng the 
fur Bullock carts are generally available at Bethuadahan for 
conveyance of pilgrims to Agradwip

AGARTALA, OLD 


Village in Hill Tipperah State, Eastern Bengal and Assam, 
situated about 4 miles east of the present capital Residence of the 
Rajas until 1844, when the capital was removed to the new town 
The ruins of the old palace stall stand together with some monuments 
tu the Rajas and Rams Adjacent to the palaceis asmall temple 
much venerated by the hillmen and contaming 14 heads of gold, 
silver and other metals, which represent the tutelary gods of the

There 1s a College, Maharajyas High School, Maharan’s Girls

There are no dharmealas at Agartara and the pilgnms must 
either stop in the temple or make their own arrangements for 
lodging 


AGASHI 


Town and port in the Bassein Sub-Division of Thana District, 
Bombay Presidency, 10 miles north of Bassein and 3} miles west 
of Virar Station on the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, 
with which it 1s yomed by a metalled road 

There 1s a Portuguese School here and a large temple of Bhavani 
Shankar built m AD 1691, which enjoys a yeurly grant of £5 
from Government The bathing place close to the temple has the 
reputation of effecting the cure of skin diseases 

Agash: drives a great trade with Bombay in plantains and 
betel leaves, 1ts dmed plantains being the best in the district It 
is of historical interest 

Tongas and gharrvs can be bad at Virar Railway Station for 
Agashi, where there is a dharmsala (rest-house) for the accom- 
modation of Indian visitors

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AGRA 


A large, handsome city on the nght bank of the Jumna river, 
139 miles from Delhi It was founded by Akbar, the great Moghat 
=r i in 1566, and remained the capital of his successors till 
1 

Agra 1s celebrated for the mausoleum of the Ta) Mahal, which 
was erected by that most “ magnificent of all the Royal Builders ” 
Shah Jahan in 1648 asthe tomb of his wife Arymand Bano Begam 
known 1n history as Mumtaz Mahal 


The exquisite beauty of this wonder of the world stands un- 
rivalled It 1s built of purest Jaipur marble, with tall and graceful 
minarets at each corner, and stands on a raised platform Beneath 
the large dome and within an enclosure of most delicately carved 
marble fret-work are the nchly inlaid tombs of the Empress and 
her husband Shah Jahan In regard to colour and design the 
mterior of the Taj may rank first in the world for purely decorative 
work, while the perfect symmetry of its extemor and the aenal 
grace of 1ts domes and minarets impress the mind of the beholder in 
& manner never to be forgotten The nver Jumna presents a 
fascinating view from the Ta) 

The other principal and interestang buildings of Agra are the im- 
posing fortress of Akhbar, contaimng Machi Bawan, the Shish Mahal 
anc Moti Masjid (pearl mosque) Outside the city 1s the Jama 
Masjid and the tomb of I’tmad-ud-Daula, Vazer and father-in-law 
of Shah Jahan The Shish Mahal and the tomb of the Vazer are 
the two perfect masterpieces of art and afford a study of Onent- 
al architecture Akbar’s own tomb 1s 1n Sikandra, about 5 mules 
trom Agra, and 1s worth seeing 


Agra 1s the head-quarters of the Division and District The 
town 1s constructed mostly of stone and 1s considered one of the 
best built towns m India There are splendid roads and well laid 
out public gardens. 


The chief commercial fair in the district 1s that held at Batesar 
on the nght bank of the Jumna, at which about_150,000 persons 
assemble and a great trade 1s transacted in horses, camels and 
cattle 

Agra w famous for excellent work mm stone carving and 
sculpturmg Chief exports are shoes, darns, gold lace, cotton. 

_carpets, etc. It 1s also a great maré for grain and sugar 

The Great Indian Peninsula, East Indian, Bombay, Baroda 

(and Central India, and Agra-Delhi Chord Railways meet here 


There are several good hotels and serats, and conveyanges are 
procurable at al} trmes There is also a dharmsala about 400 yards 
north-east of Agra Fort Station, built by Lala Ram Kishen Das 
Garaogi, ard a duk Lungalow about a mile from thus station. 
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People wishing to see Agra buildings should book to \vra Fort

AHAR 


Ancient town in Bulandshahr Distnct, Umted Provinces, 
lying on the nght bank of the Ganges, 21 mules north-east of 
Bulandshahr Large fair in June, at which crowds assemble to 
hathe in the Ganges The town abounds in temples whieh asc 
however, of no great antiquity nor of any architectural interest 
There 1s one kucha seraz for travellers 


Ekkas are generally available at Chola Bulandshahr Station 
on the East Inchan Railway for Bulandshahr and thence to Ahar 


Bulandshahr is &66 miles from Calcutta, third class fare 
Rs 7-13-0 


AHIYARI 


Vullage in Darbhanga Distnct, Bengal, 15 miles from Darbhanga 
and one mile from Kamtowl Railway Station on the Bengal and 
North-Western Railway Scene of rehgious gathering held on thc 
day of Ram Naunn = [tiscalled Ablyasthan, after a daughter of «a 
Raja who marned Gautam Mum and died at Ahyan About 
10,000 persons attend this fair The village contains five temples 
with images of Rama and Sita 


No serat, dharmsala or dak bungalow Luropeans can stay in 
Maharaja’s bungalow at Kamtowl on payment of charges, 
other visitors and pilgrims must make their own arrangementa in 
the village

AHMEDABAD 


Junction station of Bombay, Baroda and Central India, Raj- 
putana-Malwa (Rajputana Section), Great Indian Peninsula 
(Dhond-Manmad Section) and Ahmedabad-Pranti) Railways, and 
is the head-quarters of the District of the same nime in the 
Bombay Presidency 


Ahmedabad ranks first among the cities of Guzerat and 1s one of 
the most picturesque and artistic townsin the whole Bombay 
Presidency There are numerous mosques and tombs mm the city 
and its neighbourhood, but the most mteresting are the Jama 
Masnd, not far from the well-known Three Gates, and w said to he 
the mast beautiful mosque in India, Ram Sipri’s mosque, built bv 
the widow of the king of Guzerat, Sultan “‘Mahraad Begada, which 
has been called the “‘Gem of Ahmedabad,” and 1s of 1ta kind one of 
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the most exquisite buildings in the world, and Haibat Khan’s 
mosque, chiefly interesting as one of the earliest attempts to 
combine Hindu and Mohammadan elements of architecture 


Outside the city are Dada Hanr’s well of peculiar and very 
striking construction, Shahi Bagh, Shah Alam and Sarkhy, which 
will repay a visit : 


Shah Alam 1s a group of buildings of very pleasing design built 
in memory of the religious guide of Sultan Mahmud Begada It 
comprises a tomb, a mosque and an assembly hall 

Hath Singh’s tomb 13 al-o worth se ing 

' The artificial lake at Sarkhiy 1s a work of great beauty 


There are upwards of 120 Jain temples at Ahmedabad and no 
Jess than 24 fairs are held here annually 


There 1s a refreshment room and waiting rooms with sleeping 
accommodation at the station, a travellers’ bungalow in the city 
and dharmsalas and Parsi travellers’ quarters near the station 
Conveyances are always procurable 


Ahmedabad 1s 310 miles from Bombay and 539 miles from Delhi 
by the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, third class 
fare Rs 3-6-0 and Ra {-12-0, respectively 


AHMEDNAGAR 


A large Civil and Military station the Bombay Presidency 


The ‘“‘ Happy Valley,” a pleasantly cool place during the hottest 
weather, 1s 14 miles from the station A good metalled 10ad leads 
the greater part of the way to it, and the only charge made 1s annas 
8 for conservancy The city 1s about 3 miles and the canton- 
ment about 5 miles from the station Tongas and carts meet every 
train, 

There are many places of interest in Nagar and 1m its vicinity 
The fort built by the Mohammadan Kings of Nagar 1s in good 
preservation, surrounded by a deep ditch with a drawbndge, and 1s 
used as an Arsenal and Library, etc Six miles from Nagar 1s Sala- 
bat Khan’s tomb, situated on a hill, and 1s now used as a sani- 
tarlum Ahmednagar was the capital of the old Mohammadan 
Princes 


Nagar 1s generally garmsoned by a Battery of Artillerv, a 
European and a Native Infantry Regiment, and 1s the head-quarters 
of the Collector and Judges of the District, besides having the 
courts of other Revenue and Judicial Officers There are several 
churches, schools, etc 

There are good waiting and refreshment rooms at the station 
and two dharmsalas for Indians 1n the city, one about 2 miles and 
the other 2} mules from the station There 1s also a travellers’ 
bungalow about 23 mules from the railway station 
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Tongas are availuble at moderate charges all day to carry 
passengers from the railway station to the citv 


Ahmednagar 1s 257 miles from Bombay by the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway vs Manmad and 218 miles wd Dhond 
Junction , third class fare Rs 2-10-0 and Rs 2-5-0 respective ly 


AHOBALAM 


Village and shrine in Karnool (Kurnool) District, Madias 
Presidency Three pagodas of great local sanctity stand on a hull 
near the village, one at the foot, one half-way up, and one at the 
top The first 1s the most interesting, as it contains beautiful 
relievos of scenes from the Ramayana on its walls and on two great 
stone porches (mantapams) whuh stand in front of 1t, supported 
by pillars 8 feet in circumference, hewn out of the rock A fuir 
18 held here on Holi Purnima in the month of Phalgun (February- 
March), which lasts for fourdays and 1s visited by a large number 
of persons 


There 1s no dharmsala at Ahobalam, but there 1s a man‘apam 
which 1s intended for the accommodation of Hindus only 


Ahobalam 1s 30 miles from Nandyal Station on the Southern 


Mahratta Railway, where countrv carts are obtainable for convey- 
ance 


Nandyal 1s 350 miles from Mysore and 189 miles from Bezwada, 
third class fare Rs 3-15-0 and Rs 1-15-6, respectively 


AJANTA 


A village and ravine celebrated for 1ts cave temples, situated 
in the Nizam’s Dominions, 38 mules from the Jalgaon Railway 
Station on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Four miles from 
the town are the most celebrated caves or rock-cut temples. 
Twenty-four monasteries (viharas) and five temples or chattyas for 
public worship have been hewn out of the solid rock, many of them 
supported by lofty pillars, mchly ornamented with sculpture and 
covered with highly finished paintings 

These temples and monasteries furnish a contanuous narrative 
of Buddhist art during 800 years, from shortly after the reign of 
Asoka to shortly before the expulsion of that faith from India The 
oldest of them are assigned to about 200 B C , the most modern 
seems to be of about 600 AD They are well worthy of a visit 


Pony chhukras and bullock carts can be obtained at Jalgaon. 
Guides are available on the spot to describe the caves. 


Jalgaon 1s 261 mules from Bombay , third class fare by mat 
Rea. 4-1-0 and by ordinary trams Rs 2-12-0 
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AJMER 


Is the head-quarters of the district of the same name and of the 
railway officials of the Rayputana-Malwa Railway Large admi- 
nistrative offices, locomotive and carnage and wagon shops are 
distant about one mle from the station 


This city 1s of great antiquity and celebrity, hay my been founded 
according to tradition, by Raja Aja as far back as 145 AD Its 
situated in a valley, and the surrounding hulls, though rocky, are 
very picturesque and beautiful It 1s bwlt on the lower slope of a 
hull and 1s surrounded by a stone wall on the north and west sides, in 
which there are five lofty and strong gateways To the west of 1t 
18 a very beautiful artificial lake, called the Ana Sagar, formed by 
arresting several torrents by a bund 600 yards long by 100 yards 
broad In the rainy season the circumference of the Ana Sagar 1s 
upwards of six miles 


Among the objects of interest the most noticeable 1s the Darqah— 
an object of veneration alike to Mohammadans and Hindus—where 
18 the burial place of Khwaja Moin Uddin Chishti, more bnefly 
known as Khwaja Sahib, who 18 said to have wrought several 
miracles in his life-time A festival, called Urs Mela, of six days’ 
duration, 1s held annually here in the month of August, at which more 
than 20,000 pugnms attend from all parts of the country Adhai- 
din-la-Jhopri 1s also well worth a visit, the carvings in the stone 
pillars and domes, which are 1n an excellent state of preservation, 
being of most beautiful designs and finshed workmanship 


There 1s a mosque on the lower slopes of the Taragarh hill, which 
ranks a; the finest specimen of early Mohammadan architecture. 


Elegant marble pavilions, on the edge of the lake Ana Sagar 
an the Daulat Bagh, the publhc gardens, railway offices and the 
very handsome edifice of Mayo College, intended for the education 
of the Princes of Rajputana, are other places worth visiting 


Pushkar or Pukhar fair 1s held annually in November at a village 
about 7 miles in a south-westerly direction from Ajmer It 1s the 
most noted festival in Rayputana, large numbers of horses and ponies 
from the surrounding country and deserts of Bikaner are‘ gathered 
here at fair tame and buyers from all parts of India assemble to make 
their annual purchases The attendance of pilgrims to bathe in the 
pipes Pala sacred tank here 1s also enormous during the contanuance 
of the fair. 


Ajmer 1s a station on the Rajputana-Malwa Railway and 1s the 
junction with the Malwa Section of the Bombay, Baroda and 
Central India Railway Distance from Bombay 615 miles and 
from Delhi 285 mules, \thirdj class fare Rs 6-4-0 and Rs. 2-6-0, 
respectively. 

It 1s the centre of the Rajputana transport trade. : 


Refreshment and retamng rooms at the railway station m 
addition to a good travellers’ bungalow, a Hindu hotel and a serat 
close to the station 


Conveyances can be obtained at the station and in the city 


AJODHYA 


On the Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway, 126 mies from Moghal 
Sarai Junction, 130 miles from Cawnpore Junction, and 405 miles 
from Saharanpur Junction 


Ajodhya is an ancient town in the Fyzabad Distnct on the 
nght or south bank of the Gogra (old Sarju) river The old city has 
now almost disappeared Its site 13 only known by heaps of ruins 
In remote antiquity Ajodhya was one of tho largest and most 
magnificent of Indian cities It 18 said to have covered an area of 
12 yojans, equal to 96 miles, and was the Kingdom of Kosala and 
the Court of the great King Dasaratha, the fifty-sixth monarch of the 
Solar line in descent from Rajya Manu Dasaratha was the father 
of Ram Chandra, the hero of the epic “ Ramavan ” 


With the fall of the last lang of the Solar line, Ajodhva becamo 
a wilderness and the royal families dispersed Raja Vikramaditya 
(57 BC) 1s said to have traced out the ancient city and identafied 
the differcnt shrnes and spota rendered sacred by associatidn with 
the events in the hfe of Rama, the deified son of Dasaratha = The 
most important of these are Ramkot or fort and palace of the lang, 
the Negeswara Nath shmne,'sacred to Mahadeo, the Maniparbat 
or sacred mound, and a few temples still visited by thousands of 
pilgrims 

Kosala 1s also famous as the early home of Buddhism, and the 
Chinese traveller, Huen Thsang, in the 7th century, found 20 
Buddhist temples with 3,000 monks at Ajodhya among a large 
Brahmuinical population 

The Mohammadan conquest has left behind 1t the runs of 
three mosques erected by the Emperors Babar and Aurangzeb on 
or near the site of three celebrated Hindu shrines known as Jan- 
amasthan, Swargadwara, and Tareta-ka-Thakur 

The population of the modern town 1s about 11,643 Princi- 
pal buildings are Darshan Singh’s or Man Singh’s temple and the 
Hanuman Garhi The great fair of Ram Naum, held every year 
in = month of Chetra (March-Apmil), 1s attended by about 500,000 
people 

The town is three miles from the railway station, where all 
kinds of conveyances are available 

Waiting rooms at station and several dkarmsalas in the town 


Ayodhya is 545 mules from Calcutta by the East Indian and 
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Oudh and Rohilkhand Railways and 46 miles from Lucknow; 
third class fare Rs 5-13-0 and Rs 1-1-3 respectively 


ALANDI. 


Town m Poona District, Bombay Presidency, and a station on 
the Southern Mahratta Railway Is a place of Hindu pilgnmage 


Close to the station 18 a dharmsala or rest-house for Indian 
travellers 


Aland: 1s 15 miles from Poona by the Southern Mahratta 


Railway, third class fare by muxed tram Re 0-2-6 and by mail 
Re 0-3-3 


ALAWA KHAWA 


Is the name of a celebrated fair held in Baha village, Dina) pur 
District, Eastern Bengal and Assam It 1s held im honour of 
Krishna every year on the occasion of a religious festival 
(Raspurnima), celebrated in October or November The god 1s 
worshipped by the devotees with offerings of dried nce, and hence 
the name, which means to eat dned rice The fair lasts from 8 to 
15 ore and 18 attended by about 75,000 or 80,000 persons A 
considerable trade 1s carried on here at this time 

The village 1s 36 miles from Haldiban Railway Station on the 
Eastern Bengal State Railway It has no seraes or dharmsealas and 


the pilgrims make their own arrangements Country carts are 
available at Haldiban 


Haldiban station 1s 292 miles from Calcutta, third class fare 
Rs 3-12-9 


ALIGARH 


Isthe administrative head-quarters of the Ahgarh Distnct m 
the Meerut Division, Umted Provinces of Agraand Oudh The 
Civil Station forms, with the fort, a suburb of the ancient city of 
Koil, which by local tradition 1s said to owe 1ts Origin toa Kshatriya 
of the Lunar race According to the earhest records obtainable 
Koil city was the stronghold of a powerful Dor-Rajput Chef 
and the present distnot of Ahgarh was, peopled by his clan, which 
is evidenced by the fact that at the present day the centre of the 
town 1s crowned by an old Dor fortress The district was overrun 
by Mohammadans towards, the close of the 12th century and 
afterwards by the renowned Timur and Babar of the great 
Moghal lme In the struggles for supremacy after the death of 
Aurangzeb, Koil was considered by the Mahrattas, Jats, Afghans, 
Rohullas and other factaons of great strategical importance owing to

its commanding the Mathra, Agra, Delhi and Rohilkhand roads, and 
the district of Aligarh became the battlefield of the mval armies 
During 1ts possession by the Mahrattas from 1784 to 1803 the fort 
was made almost impregnable, and was selected by Scindia as a 
depét in which to dmll his troops in the European fashton with the 
aid of his French Generals De Boigne and Perron In 1803 the 
British under Lord Lake stormed the fort, and after a desperate 
and prolonged resistance carned it by assault and this gave the 
British the command of the whole of the Upper Doabas far as 
the Siwahks 


Aligarh has 8 magnificent Mohammadan College founded by the 
late Sir Sayyad Ahmad, which ys said to be tho best college in 
India and 1s considered as a model for other colleges The educa- 
tion imparted 1s of the highest type 


Conveyances are always available There are serass and hotels 
and good refreshment and waiting rooms at the railway station 
Close to the railway station 1s a dharmsala, built by Lala Ajudhia 
Pershad, with accommodation for about 20 people ‘food, etc , 
can be obtained from shops in the vicimty, and there 1s a large bath- 
ing tank adjommgit There 1s also a dik bungalow quarter of a 
mile from the railway station 

Aligarh 1s the junction of the East Indian and Oudh ahd Rohil- 
khand Railways and is a large entrepét of trade,the principal atepics

ALLAHABAD or PRIYAG 


Is a large Civil and Military Station between the Ganges and 
the Jumna on the East Indian Railway, 514 miles from Calcutta and 
844 miles from Bombay, third class fare Rs 5-1-0 and Rs 9-1-0. 
Third class fare from Bombay to Allahabad by mai] Rs 13-13-0 
It 1s the head-quarters of the Government of the United Provinces 
of Agra and Oudh 

At some distance from the civil station and cantonment at the 
confluence of the Jumna and the Ganges rivers stands the fort 
founded by Akbar in 1575, inside of which 1s a stone pillar about 
30 feet high erected by the Buddhist King Asoka about the year 
BC 240 Asoka had his edicts inscnbed on this monument, and 
there are other scnptions connected with the history and wars of 
the time 

Allahabad 1s held in great reverence by the Hindus, bemg the 
meeting place of the three most sacred nvers, the Saraswati, the 
Ganges, and the Jumna_ The largest relgious fair in the Province, 
known as the Magh Mela, 1s held n December and January on the 
plain near the fort, just above the yunction of the Ganges and the 
Jumna, and attracts about 250,000 persons, but at the Kumbh 
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Mela, held every 12th year, as many as a milion pilgrims are pre- 
sent at one time 


There are Alfred Park, made in honour of the Duke of Edin- 
burgh’s visit in 1870, one of the finest in India, Macpherson Park 
in Cantonments, and close to the railway station 1s the Khusru 
Bagh with its three mausoleums 


There are several good hotels and serats besides the retinng 

and refreshment rooms at the railway station There 1s also a 

just outside the station bmlt by Messrs Behanlal 

Kunjelal Singhama, where all necessaries are procurable Convey- 
ances are procurable at all times 


Allahabad 1s prommently connected with the Mutiny, a regiment 
of natives having risen in rebellion 


ALWAR 


The capital of the State of the same name in Rajputana and a 
station on the Rajputana-Malwa Railway, 98 miles from Dellu 
and 792 miles from Bombay 


The city, which 1s about 2 miles from the railway station, 18 
commahded over by a magnificent fort, which mses 1,200 feet 
high and 1s surrounded with gardens and big trees, which lend 
vastly to the beauty of the town The bwidings ot most note in 
the city are—(1) the Banneh Bilas Palace, (2) the City Palace, (3) 
the Cenotaph of Maharao Raya Sewai Bakhtawar Singhy: Bahadur, 
which 18 a fine specimen of Indian architecture, and the view from the 
pavilon 1s one of the most beautiful in India, (4) the famous Library 
containing the rarest Onental and most valuable manuscripts and 
illununated scrolls worth lakhs of rupees, (5) the Armoury, (6) the 
charming Suileserh Lake, 7 miles from the capital, (7) the Lansdowne 
Palace, His Highness Maharaja Sewa: Jai Singhjt Bahadur’s Resi- 
dence built on a hill, (8) the Diamond Jubilee Tank, (9) the High 
School, (10) the Connaught House, (11) Noorshahy:’s Tomb, (12) 
Company Bagh, (13) Fateh Jang ka Gumbaz, and (14) Temple of 
Jagannath and five other large temples belonging to Jam and 
Saraog sects 


There 18 a travellers’ bungalow and a comfortable sera, called 
‘More Serai,” about a mle from the railway station and just close 
¢o the city, for Indian vistors 


Only ekkas can be had for conveyance at the station as carriages 
| are not allowed by the Durbar

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ALWAYE, MADRAS RAILWAY 


The railway crosses the Alwaye Branch and main nivers by 
handsome bridges of three and nine 80-foot spans, respectively. 


Alwaye 1s the sanitarum of Cochin, to which both Europeans 
and Indians resort during the hot months of Apnl and May The 
Remdent and the Maharaja of Travancore have houses here 
The Palace of the Raja of Cochin 1s at Chewara, 2} miles distant 
In February or March Hindus from all parts of Malabar flock to 
the great Sivaratn festival held at the temple near the nver 


Distance from Madras 415 miles and from Shoranur 55 miles , 
third class fare by ordinary trains Rs 4-8-0 and Annas 12, respectively 


There are no chuttrams and dharmsalas here, and the pilgrims 
have to stop in the open near the temple 


AMALNER 


Is m Bombay Presidency and 1s the junction of the Great 
Indian Peninsula Railway with the Tapti Valley Ralway Through 
trains run between Bhusawal and Surat vid Jalgaon and Amalner 
without change The town 1s situated on the Pon mver The 
river 1s crossed by the railway about two miles from town by a 
masonry pier of 13 spans and iron girders An annual fair 1s held 
during the Dushahra at Parola, which 1s 12 miles from the station, 
and 1s visited by nearly 10,000 people Horse tongas and bullock 
carts are procurable at the station There are ginning and cotton 
presses 

Large numbers of pilgmms attend the annual fair at Sakaram 
Bowa Mahara)’s temple } 


Aimalner 1s 327 miles from Bombiy vd Bhusawal; third class 
fare Rs. 3-7-0 


AMARAPURA (THE CITY OF THE GODS) 


A town in Amarapura Sub-Division, Mandalay District, Burma, 
on the nght bank of the Irawadi mver It was founded in 1783 as 
a new capital for the Burmese Kingdom, but 1t was destroyed by 
fire in 1810 and afterwards suffered much by an earthquake This 
town 1s well laid out, but with the exception of a few temples 1t 1s 
built only of bamboos Several of the buildings however, being 
richly gilt, have a showy appearance 

The most remarkable edifice 1s a celebrated temple, adorned 
with 250 lofty pillars of gilt wood and contamung a colossal] bronze 
statue of Buddha. The remains of the palace of the Burmese 
monarchs still exist in the centre of the town. 

An annual fair called Yedanaku Pway is held in the month of 
August about a mile from the Amarapura station in memory of two 
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brothers of the royal family who were hilled for having failed to lay 
the foundation stone of a pagoda A temporary station 1s estab- 
lished at this place during the fair for the convenience of visitors 


There are several dharmsalas and kyoungs for the accom- 
modation of pilgrims and visitors Amarapura 1s 338 mules 
from Rangoon, third class fare Rs 5-4-6 


AMARKANTAK 


Hill in Rewa State, Baghelkhand, Central Provinces Height 
above s°a-level 3,493 feet 


Amarkantak 1s one of the most holy places to Hindus It 1s 
said that Vishnu destroyed a rakshas or demon who lived here in 
three castles of metals, one within the other, under the protection 
of Brahma, th» creator Amarkantak 1s also the birthplace of 
Kalidas, author of the famous poems of Meghdut and Amar- 
kantak A fair is held here on the occamon of Maha S:varatri 
fcstival, fairs are also held when sun or moon eclipse occurs 
Thousands of pilgrims travel to bathein the holy riveron these 
occasions 


There are five kunds or pools and some interesting temples 
on this hill, all of which are considered sacred, being at the source 
of the holy nver Nerbuda 


Bullock carts, ponies and doolies can be had at the Pendra 
Road Station on the Bengal-Nagpur Railway Carts can go as far 
as the foot and ponies and dooles to the top of the hill There 
1s & dharmeala for pilgrims at Amarkantak

AMARNATH, KASHMIR 


-A very holy place m Kashmir, from Calcutta to Rawalpindi 
1,398 miles by rail, thence to Srinagar, the capital of the Kashmir 
State, by tonga or ekka, and thence to Amarnath, which 1s 8 marches 
on foot Third class railway fare from Calcutta to Rawalpind: 
Re 14-1-0 

Amarnath 1s held to be the dwellingplace of the god Siva A 
great fair 1s held here at the Salono festival and 1s resorted to by 
large numbers of pilgrims The prayers of the pilgmms are sup- 
posed to be favourably answered 1f the pigeons which inhabit ite 
recesses fly out at sound of their tumultuous supplications The 
water falling from the roof forms a s tac column, said to form 
the umage of the god and behe y the worshippers to wax and 
wane along with the moon. aaa 
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The best route from Rawalpindi to Srinagar 1s rs? Murree and the 
Jhelum valley Tongas and chkas are available both at Rawalpindi 
and Murree, but they travel by daylight Fares are as follows — 
Tongas from Rawalpindi to Murree Rs 8 a seat, distance 39 mules, 
time occupied in travelling six hours, from Murree to Srinagar 
Rs 37 with 20 seers of luggage, distance 158} miles, time 54 
hours , ekkas from Rawalpind: to Snnagar Rs 22 


AMBAD 


Chief town and head quarters of Ambad taluk, Aurangabail 
Distnct, Hyderabad territory, Nizam’s Dominions _ Its foundation 
1s ascribed to a Hindu prince, named Amba, who, weaned af tho 
cares of government in his own state in Northern India, took up 
his abode 1n a small cave to the east of the town, which he named 
after himself The site of the cave 1s now occupied by a handsome 
temple An annual fair 1s held in connection with the temple at 
the cave in the month of Aushwin (September-October), which 18 
visited by several thousand people 


Six miles from Ambad 1s a village called Awana, near which 1s 
the tomb of Saiyyad Alauddin About a thousand Mohammadans 
visit this tomb on Thursdays and Fndays 


There are no serats and dharmsalas at Ambad and the people 
have to stop 1n the temple 


Jalna, the nearest raslway station on the Nizam’s Guaranteed 
State Railway, 1s 272 miles from Secunderabad, Deccan , third class 
fare Rs 2-14-0 


Tongas and country carts are available at Jalna for conveyance 
of passengers to Ambad

AMBARNATH 


Means “‘ Immortal Lord,” a name of Siva It 1s a small village 
in Kalyan Distnct, Bombay Presidency, and a station on the Great 
Indian Peninsula Railway The old Hindu temple, situated iw a 
pretty valley less than a mule east of the village, 1s interesting as a 
specimen of genuine Hindu architecture,posably dating as far back as 
the eleventh century AD An inscription found on it 1s dated Sak 
982 (A D 1060) ach of the three doors of the temple has a porch 
approached by four or five steps and supported by four nearly 

pillars The Mandap or entrance hall 1s 22 feet 9 inches square 
The roof of the hall 1s supported by four very elaborately carved 
columns In their details notwo of them are exactly alike , but, hke 
the pillars in the cave temples of Ajanta, they have been wrought m 
pais, the pair next the shrine being if possible the mcher The 
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gobhara or shrine, also square, seems to have been stripped of its 
ornamentation, and now only contams the remams of a small 
linga, sunk in the floor The outside of the building 1s beautfully 
carved The principal sculptures are a three-headed figure with a 
female on its knee, probably tended to represent Mahadeo and 
Parvati, and, on the south-east side of the Vimana, Kah. The 
sculpture both on the pillars of the hall and round the outside 
shows a skill not surpassed by any temple in the Presidency Near 
this temple 1s a cave, where it 1s said a holy man (nsh1) remamed in 
heavenly meditation for years He could tell the past and future, 
and performed other muracles 


A fair 1s held m connection with the temple on Vadya Chatro- 
dashi (14th) of the month of Magh (January) 


‘At the railway station bullock carts can be had for conveyance 
of passengers to the village, which 1s about a mile distant There 
are no serats or dharmsalas at the village 


Ambarnath 1s 38 miles from Bombay on the Poona-Raichur 
Branch of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Third class fare 
by ordinary train Re 0-8-0 


AMBASAMUDRAM 


Town and head-quarters of the Ambasamudram taluk, 
Tinnevelli District, Madras Presidency It 1s situated about 
14 miles north-east of the railway statich and 1s chiefly inhabited 
by weavers, who trade in cloth Five mules to the south-west 
18 Papanasam, noted for its Siva temple and waterfalls Dunng 
July and December a bathing festival takes place, which draws 
a large number of pilgmms Hard by 1s Banathrtham, a place 
largely visited by devotees There 1s also a large spinmng mill 
here worked by water Paddy 1s the chief product Waiting-room 
accommodation at the railway station 


Ambasamudram (on the South Indian Railway) 1s 468 mules 
from Madras Beach Junction; third class fare Rs 5-2-0 


AMBATTUR. 


Town in Saidapet tahmsl, Chingleput Distnct, Madras Presi- 
dency, and a station on the Madras Railway Large laterite 
quarnes, from which most of the stone for the Madras 
Harbour Works was obtamed There 1s a very ancient and famous 
temple of ‘‘Mamlaman: Easvarar’’ at Thirumullavoyal about 
13 miles north-west of the station said to have been built by the 
Raja of Chola. Many persons, especially Madrassees, visit this 
temple dusing ‘‘Brahama Ootchavum,’’ which 1s performed 
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in May, near by 1s the temple of ‘‘ Pachamalat Ammen,”’ of equal 
importance, which hundreds of persons visit on the fire-treading 
festival day 


Common bullock carts can b> had at Ambattur Station for 
Thirumullavoyal dunng the fe tiva] There are several chuttrams 
for the accommodation of pilgrims near the temple in the village.

Head-quarters of the distnct of the same name in Berar and a 
railway ‘tation on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, 419 miles 
from Bombay , third class fare from Bombay Rs 46-3 The most 
remarhable building 1s the temple of Bhawani, also called 
the Amba Temple, said to have been built a thousand years ago, 
together with seven other temples built about a hundred years 
ago Tradition gees that this temple was the scene of the 
votive ceremonies of Rukmuin1, sister of Rukmm, Raya of Vidarbha, 
before her projected marriage to Sisupala, Raja of Chedi, which 
was prevented by Knshna carrying her off from Amroati 


Amraoti 1s celebrated for its cotton trade and 1s the nchest 
town in Berar There are several cotton mulls here 
General Wellesley encamped here aftcr the capture of Gawilgarh 


There are rest-houses for native and European traveliers 
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AMRESHWAR 


Is a temple on the banks of the Narbadda nver about 7 miles 
from Mortakka Station on the Rajputana-Malwa Railway and 
contains the mage of Onkarjee or Onkarnath Mahadeb The tem- 
ple 1s said to have been built in the tame of Mahabharata 


Amreshwar 1s considered a very sacred place by Hindus and 
1s much resorted to by pilgrims throughout the year, many of them 
staying there the whole month of Shrawan (July-August) A 
large fair is held here on the Kartick Purnamash: (October), at 
which about 10,000 pilgmms assemble Bullock carts are gener- 
ally available at Mortakka Station for conveyance 


There 18 a dharmsala at Amreshwar, but it 1s seldom used, 
as the Pandas or priests accommodate the pilgmms in ther 
own houses 


Mortakka 1s 356 miles from Ajmer , third class fare Rs 3-11-0.

AMRITSAR 


A large city on the North-Western Railway in the Punjab 


The principal object of terest 13s the Golden Temple or more 
commonly Lnown as Durbar Sahib Ths temple was constructed 
in 1586, and 1s much venerated by all Sikhs, and among the Sikh 
gentry it 1s considered an act of virtue to contnbute something 
towards its adornment = It1s a small building constructed of white 
marble and the roof covered with a thin plate of gold, and 18 situ- 
ated in the middle of a large tank Acausewavof marble leads to 
it and a marble pavement borders the tank The Granth Sahib 
or Sikh Scrnpture 1s kept here with great care Two minarets on 
the east of the tank are well worth a visit, the view from the top 
being exceedingly fine 


Other places worth visiting are the Hall Bazaar, the Town Hall, 
the Government School, the Santook Sar Tank, and the new City 
Gardens 


On the occasions of Dewali and Baisakh: festivals large fairs 
are held here, which are resorted to by thousands of people from all 
parts of the Punjab 


Amnisar 1s noted for carpets and shawls, which obtained 
hs gold medal at the Pans Exhibition. 

Good refreshment and waiting rooms at, and a dak bungalow 
about a mile from, the railway station Conveyances are obtainable 
at all times 

There are several serats or inns and dharmsalas at Amnitsar , 
one built by Lala Sant Ram for Hindus 1s within a few mmutes’ 
walk from the station, and one built by Mian Mohammad Shah for 
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Mohammadan visitors 1s in Hall Bazar about two furlongs from the 
railwav station

Town in Hoshiarpur Distnct, Punjab, on the left bank of the 
river Sutley Nearest convement railway station, Jullundur, 
1s 8] miles from Lahore on the North-Western Railwav, from 
where 1t 18 reached partly by ehha and partly on pony Founded 
in 1678 by Guru Govind Singh, the tenth and last spiritual suc- 
cessor of Nanak, the founder of the Sikh faith Residence of the 
principal branch of the sacred farmly of Sodlis or descendants 
of Guru Ram Das and head-quarters of the Nehang sect of Sikhs 
Great annual religious fair 1s held here about Hol: and 1s attended 
by an enormous concourse of Sikhs Centre of trade for trans- 
Sutle} tract There are two serars and three dharmsalay in the 
town. 

Another route to Anandpur 1s vtdé Sirhind on the North-Weat- 
ern Railway—from Sirhind to Ropar by tonga or ekka and thence

this place on the occasion of the grand car festival which takes 
place on Magh Sudha Akadsh: (about the end of January) and 
continues for the following five days.

Town in Bulandshahr District, United Provinces, and head- 
quarters of tahsil of the same name, 75 miles south-east of Dellt 
on the high western bank of the Ganges It was founded by 
Raja Anup Rai in the reign of Jahangir This town 1s resorted 
to by Hindu pilgrims, who bathe in the Ganges at certain seasons 
The largest assemblage 1s on the full moon of Kartik (November- 
December), when about 50,000 persons gather together from all 
quarters

of herself and a preceptor forher Giildren | Valiuhi resided on

name to the mountains His body hes buried im a cave on the 
southern slopes, which 1s now under the custody of a Musalman 
Kalandar, who resides at Attigundi, the principal village on the 
hills and about a mile from the cave, but the spot 1s equally 
venerated by Hindus, who regard it as the throne of Dattatreya 
A fair 1s held here at new moon on the occasion of Dewah festival, 
which lasts for about a month , also an Urs, which falls on the 3rd 
day of the native new year 

Kalhatti on this range 1s a summer retreat for Europeans: 
where there 15 an experimental cinchona plantation Two artifi- 
cial lakes at the base of the eastern hills

construction, one of which has an inscription bearing the date 579 
AD. The Jain cave 1s only 31] feet across by about 19 feet deep. 
These caves mark the penod when Hmduiem was reasserting 
itself previous to 1ts final trramph over Buddhism in the next cen- 
tury or two The Narasmba Avatar, Vishnu seated on the five 
headed serpent Ananta, and a vanety of sculptures still survive. 
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In one cave temple the front pillars have three brackets of wooden 
ke demgn ornamented by male or female figures and dwarfs, of 
considerable beauty of execution Some of the pillars are more 
architectural in ther forms and in the best style of Hindu art.

Peak of the maiun Himalayan range mn Garhwal Dustrct, 
United Provinces , height 23,210 feet above the sea Nearest rail- 
way station for the people of Upper India 1s Hardwar on the 
Hardwar-Dehra Branch of the Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway, 
and forthe pilgrims from other parts of India the nearest railway 
station 18 Kathgodam on the Rohilkhand-Kumaon Railway. 
Badninath 1s reached by jhampans or on foot from both the rail- 
way stations On one of its shoulders, 56 mules north-east ot 
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Snnagar, stands the shrine of Vishnu, which also bears the name of 
Badnnath This temple was built some 800 years ago by Sankara 
Swam, who brought up the figure of the deity from the bottom 
of the niver, after diving ten times, and 1s held in greatest rever- 
ence by Hindus Below the shnne a sacred tank stands on the 
hillside, supplied from a thermal spring by means of a spout in 
the shape of a dragon’s head Pailgrms of both sexes, sometimes 
as many as 50,000 persons, visit this temple annually and bathe 
in the sacred pool The god 1s daily provided with food im gold 
and silver vessels and a large staff of servants attend to his vanous 
wants The chief pnest, known as Rawal, 15 always a Brahman 
from Kirat Malawar in the Deccan 
There are several dharmsalas to accommodate the pilgnms

the produce of the lower hills 1s exchanged for that of the 
Alpine vallevs The probable attendance at this fair ranges from 
10,000 to 25,000 according to the weather

a holy man from Multan about 1620 A D

more than three hundred brick shrines to Mahadeo on the river

BAKSAR 


Village in Unao District, Oudh, on the left bank of the Ganges, 
34 mules south-east of Unao town Annual fair m the month of 
Kartak (October-November), when about 100,000 people assemble 
to bathe in the Ganges, which 1s held to be particularly sacred at 
this place, where there 1s a famous temple dedicated tothe goddess 
Chandike There 1s a villuge school and Sansent Pathshala 
This village and considerable other estate in Oudh was awarded to 
the late Maharaja Sn Digbiyai Singh, KCSI, for bis loyalty 
and giving refuge to fugitave. from the Cawnpore massacre of 
July 1857

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BALASORE 


Head-quarters of the Civil Distnct Government and a town 
of portance on the Khargpur-Waltair Section of the Bengal-

about 6 mules from the sea-coast, where at Chandipur an 
Ordnance Proof Department has been opened since 1896 for 
proof of large arm ammunition It 1s 143} mules from Howrah ; 
third class fare Rs 1-14-0. 


Close to the railway station 1s the temple of Mahadeb “ Jor- 
heswai,” which 1s said to have msen from the ground A mela 1s 
held here annually on the night of Sheoratn in the Hindu month

Is a village and a place of pilgrimage in Muttra District, 
United Provinces, 10} onles from Muttra town Modern town 
so called from a famous temple in ita centre, which 1s the daily 
resort of large numbers of pilgmms A sacred bathing tank, the 
Khir Sagar or Ocean of Milk, 1s situated close to the temple The 
ancient village was called Rirha, and now furms the suburb of the 
present town The annual fair at Dcschhat held m September 
13 attended by about 10,000 pilgrims and at the Buldeo Puonvo 
fair about 20,000 persons assemble Both these fairs are held in 
honour of Thakur Baldeoj1 


There are 12 Kunjs, two dharmsalas, and one dék bungalow at 
Baldeo Ekkas and gharrtes can be had at Muttra for Baldeo 
The usual charge for an ekka 1s from Rs 1-8-0 to Rs 2-0-0 and 
that for a gharry from Rs 4-0-0 to Rs 5-0-0.

at Haldibarn. There are no serats or dharmealas in the village 
and the pilgrims have to make their own arrangements

east The nver Panderu or Varahanadu, which washes the rock 
on which the temple stands, flows for some distance from scuth to 
north Ttas counbination of directions 18 particularly ausyicious in 
the estimation of Hindus, and the shrine, under the name of Uttara 
Vahin, 1s held in great veneration On the nver bank 1s a small 
bed of pulvenzed shale, which, from its resemblance to ashes, 18 
declared by the priests to be the site of a sacnfice performed by 
Balichakravarti

BALLABPUR

connected with the god Jagannath, which are celebrated with great 
pomp here and at the neighbounng village of Mahesh, attract 
large concourses The first 1s the Snan Jatra or bathing festival, 
which takes place in May, and lasts only one day , the second and 
more important, the Rath Jatra (car festival), 1s celebrated six weeks 
after the bathing of the idol The god 1s brought out of his temple 
in Mahesh, placed upon a car, and dragged to Ballabpur, a distance 
of about one mle Here he 1s deposited in the temple of a brother 
god, Radhaballabh, where he remams for eight days, when the Ulia 
Rath or return Journey takes place, the gad being escorted back to his 
temple in the same way as he was brought out. A large fair held 
at Mahesh at the tame of the festival lasts for aight days Religious 
ceremonial 1s confined to the first and eighth days, when the idol 1s 
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moved to and brought back from Ballabpur, on the remaining days 
a brisk trade 1s carried on On the first and last days the crowd 
18 1mmense having been estimated on some occasions to be about 
100,000 

Ballabpur and Mahesh are at a distance of 2 and 3 miles respect- 
ively from Serampur, where ticca gharries are available for convey- 
ance There 1s a bungalow at Serampur about 15 minutes’ walk 


from the railway station, but there are no dharmsalas at Ballabpur 
and Mahesh

BALOTRA, 


Town in Jodhpur State, Rayputana, situated on the nght bank 
of the Luni on the route from Balmer to Jodhpur city, 62 miles 
south-west of the latter It 1s situated on the _highroad from 
Jodhpur to Dwarka, a celebrated place of pilgnmage in the west of 
Guzerat A stream of pilgmms annually passes through the town 
There 1s an excellent market and abundance of good water A

BANAVAR 


A station on the Southern Mahratta Railway The road west 
from here leads to Halebid and Belur The former 1s the ancient 
Dora Samudra, the capital of the powerful Hoysala Kings It 
contains the remains of some of the most remarhable Hindu tem- 
ples in India In regard to the pnncipal one of the Hoysalesvara 
begun in the 11th century but never finshed, Mr Fergusson, the 
great authority on architecture, says “had 1t been completed, 1t 18 
one of the buildings on which the advocate of Hindu Architecture 
would desire to take his stand ” “The effects far surpass anything 
in Gothic art, and are just what medieval architects were often 
aiming at but which they never attained so perfectly ’’ His whole 
critique 1s well worth reading by visitors to the temple “A more 
beautiful temple than the Kedaresvara it 18 impossible to conceive, 
but 1t has now unfortunately fallen to rums owing to the growth 
of a tree in the pnncipal tower. The Jain temples are also deserving 
of notice, and contain pohshed black pillars which give a double 


At Belur the temple of Chennakesava is an equally beautiful 
example of the Chalukyan style, erected by the Hoysala King, 
Vishnuvardhana, in the 12th century But it was injured dunng 
the attacks of the Mohammadans and the tower was rebuilt in an 
incongruous style The temple 1s remarkable for the elaborate 
sculpture of its details “The amount of labour,” says Mr. Fer- 
gusson, “ which each face of the porch displays 1s such as I believe 


never was bestowed on any surface of equal extent in any building 
in the world ” 


Belur 1s 28 miles from the railway station and there 1s a good 
road to 1t for country bullock carts, which can be engaged through 
the Station Master at Rs 3 each 


There 1s a travellers’ bungalow and a dharmsala at Banavar, 
also a dharmsala at the station

BANDUKPUR 


A place of Hindu pilgrmage Fairs are held mn January and 
February at the Basant Panchm: and Sivaratri festavals, respectavely, 
when crowds of devotees visit the place forthe purpose of pouring 
water from the Ganges or Nurbudda on the image of Jageshwar 
Mahadeo 1n fulfilment of vows made or prayers granted or favours 
sohcited The temple was erected 1n 1781 by the father of Najayi 
Ballal of Damoh in obedience to a dream, which revealed to him 
that at a certain spot in the village of Bandukpur an image of 
Jageshwar Mahadeo 1s laid buned 


Bandukpur 1s a station on the Katni-Bina Branch of the Great 
Indian Peninsula Railway Distance from Calcutta by the East 
Indian Railway 788 mules, third’ class fare Rs 6-15-0, and by 
the Bengal-Nagpur Railway 704 miles, third class fare Rs 6-4-0 


BANGALORE 


On the Madras Railway about 219 miles from the city of Madras 

and 692 mies from Bombay The climate 1s very healthy and 

leasant, though in the early part of June the days are somewhat 
ot and dry 


It 1s withm the Mysore dominion, but 1s governed by British 
officials with the Readent at their head 

The principal objects of mterest are the Fort, the Residency, 
Lal Bagh and Cubbon Park, the fort 1 said to have been built 
in 1537 by Kempe Gonda In 1638 Bangalore was captured by 
@ Byapur Gencral, m 1758 the fort was given to Hyder Ah, and 
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in 1791 the Bntish army captured Bangalore, and on the fall of 
Senngapatam and the death of Tippu, 1799, Mysore was given to a 
descendant of the old Wodeyars 


The Lal Bagh 1s a public garden and1s exceedingly picturesque. 
The Cubbon Park 1s a favounte resort of an evening, a mitary 
band plays there several times a week and the local gymkhanas 
have several lawn tennis courts 


There are eight good hotels and boarding houses and nine dharm- 
ealas in Bangalore One of these dharmsalas, called Thotappah 
Chetty’s Choultry, 1s about 200 yards from the citv station and one 
about half a furlong from the cantonment railway station Four of 
the others are at one, two, three, and six furlongs from the city 
station and two at one and three miles from the cantonment 
station Single bullock carts and pony jutkas are always available 
at the two stations and m town and cantonment

BANSDA 


Native State in the Province of Guzerat, Bombay Presidency, 
At Una, 7 mules froma here, 1s a hot spring, where an annual bathing

#ix or seven thousand pilgrims assemble 


BARABAR HILL 


In Gya Distnct, Bengal, 1s a range of great interest to the arche- 
ologist, as 1t contains many remarkable antiquanan remains It 1s 
between 6 and 8 mules east of the Bela Station on the Patna-Gya 
Railway Onthe highest peak (Barabar) 1s an ancient temple, 
sacred to Sidheswara, contaiming a linga, said to have been placed 
there by Bara Raja, the Asur King of Dinajpur, whose bloody wars 
with Knshna still live in the remembrance of the people A large 
fair, called “ Ananta Chaturdas fair” and attended only by men, 
18 held here yn September in honour of the god Siva It 1s attended 
by between 10,000 and 20,000 pilgruns Worship to the image 13 done 
at mght ' An extempore bazar 1s established for the day, at which 
sweetmeats and other offerings for the god are sold To the south 
anf near the base of the hill are the remarkable rock-cut caves 
called Satghar (seven houses) Three of these caves are chiselled 
to a wonderful polish, the fourth bemg still unfinished The remain- 
ing three caves are on the Nagarjuni hill Not far off 13 the sacred 
epnng of Patalganga and at the base of Kanwadol (crow’s rocking 
stone) 1s an enormous figure of Buddha Many other figures ond 
sculptures are found among theee hills. 
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Pilgrims go to this sacred hull on foot, no conveyance of any 
kind being available at Bela 


There are no serats or dharmsalas either at Bela or on the hill, 
and the pilgrims have to take shelter in caves, which are under the 
supervision of an officer of the Tikam Ra) Each of these caves 
can accommodate two or three men at a time

BARAPIND. 


A village m Phillow Tahsil, Jullundur District, Punjab  Dis- 
tance from Goraya, the nearest railway station on the North-

Sarwar, more popularly huown as Nagahewala Pir, durmg the month 
of February, which 1s attended by about 20,000 Hindus and 
Mohammadans

Goraya 1s 101 miles from Lahore and 249 miles from Delhi, 
third class fare Rs 1-3-0 and Rs 2-10-0, respectively 


BARODA 


Is the capital of the State of that name and :ts ruler 1s called 
the Gaehwar 


The places most worth a visit are the Nazarbagh Palace, the 
Makanpura Palace, and the goldand suverguns Several new pubhec 
buildings, such as the Palace College, Courts of Justice, the Coun- 
tess of Dufferin Hospital, ete , have added matenally to the appear- 
ance of the city The new palace, ‘‘Rajmahal,” was erected at a 
cost of Rs 45,00,000 


The camp has much the appearance of an English park, a fea- 
ture which the country presents all along as far as Ahmedabad. 


There are a great many Hindu temples m Baroda; the chief 
ones to see are Vithal Mandvi, Swami: Narayan Mandvi, and the 
temple of Khandoba 


There are some remarkable Bauls m the neighbourhood, which 
fe visitor should not pass Some of them, nearly 500 years cld, 
are circnlar wells with gallened apartments round them below the 
surface ; others are surrounded with open pavilions 


The Regaha of Baroda can be seen on appheation The jewels 
worn by the Maharaja on state occasions are very fine, amongst 
them being a diamond collar of 500 diamonds of immense size, 
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The pearl carpet, 10 feet by 6, woven entirely of strings of pearls, 
touk three years to make and cost Rs 30,00,000 


There are good wanting and refreshment rooms with sleeping 
accommodation at the station, and a travellers’ bungalow im the 
camp about 1} miles from the station There 1s also a dharmsala 


near the station Convevances meet all passenger trams 


Baroda 1s 248 miles from Bombay and 602 mules from Dellu

BARSI ROAD 


Junction with the Great Indian Pemmsula and the Bara

Puja 1s performed once a year on the Ist of Chitrai, when an image 
of Hanuman 1s brought here from a small temple in the village, 
If there should have been drought before, the proceedings are said 
to be invanably followed by rain The sbrines dedicated to 
Someswara are about a mile from this village 


Adon: 1s 308 miles from Madras, third class fare by ordinary

BASIM 


Town in Berar and head-quarters of the district It is 52 miles 
south-south-east from Akola on the Bombay-Nagpur Branch of the 
Great Indien Peninsula Railway It 1 said to be a very old 
town founded by Wachh, a Rishi, and originally named after him 
as Wachh Guin. A legend tells of a King, Wasuki, afflicted 


with leprosy, who was cured by bathing in a pool outside the town,. 
which he enlarged to a tank, known as Padma Tirtha, still largely 
resorted to for bathing in. It 1s said to petrify articles 

to its action The most striking buildings are the temple and 
the tank of Balaji, constructed about 100 years ago by Bhawani 
Kah, a general of the Bhonslas

BASODA. 


Is the station for Seronj, an important commercial town, about 
15 mules to the west of the railway in the Native State of Tonk. 
There 1s an important fair held at Seron) from the middle of January

BASRA 


Village on the Bidhia Dhan nver in the 24-Parganas, Bengal, 20 
miles from Calcutta It was here that the celebrated faker, Mobarak 
Gham, who overawed the wild beasts and rode through the jungles on 
@ tiger, settled while the place was yet in the heart of the forest. 
In the Revenue Surveyor’s report of the District 1¢ 1s stated that 
altars to Mobarak Ghazi are common 1m every village in the vicimty 
of the jungles adjoimng the Sundarbans, and woodcutters 
never enter the jungle without imvoking Mobarak Ghazi’s 
protection against the wild beasts A number of fakers, who call 
themselves descendants of Mobarak Gham, earn their livelihood by 
the offerings made on these altars by woodcutters and boatmen. 
The custom 1s for the faker to go to the spot where the wood 1s to 
be cut and remain there three days without food, during which tame 
Mobarak Ghaz appears to him in a dream, marking out the pre- 
cincts within which wood can be cut by lopping branches from 
the trees Prayers and offerings are then made and the wood- 
cutters are warned not to go beyond the boundary marked out. 
When the boat is filled offerings are again made, and one or two 
rupees are given to the faker. It 1s strange enough that these wood- 
cutters are very seldom carried off by the tigera which everywhere, 
infest the jungles: they go in without fear, the hatchet required 
+o hew the tamber being their only weapon of defence

BASTAR. 


Feudatory State, attached to Chanda Distnct, Central Provinces. 
The Raja reades at Jagdalpur, which 1s the principal town. 
Throughout the State Danteswar or Maul (who 1s identified 
with Bhawam or Kah) and Mata Devi are objects of universal 
worship The higher castes also adore the well-known deities of 
the Hindu Pantheon Danteswan, however, must be regarded as 
the tutelary divinity of the Rajas, and generally of the Bastar 
dependency It was under her guardianship that the reigning 
family left Hindustan and dwelt at Warangal , and when the Moham- 
madans drove them out of the kingdom of Telingana, 1t was she 
who directed and accompanied their flight as far as Dantiwara, 
where she took up her abode Her temple stands at the confluence 
of the Sankham: and Dhankan rivers, and within the temple en- 
closure the hereditary pujar or priest has his residence Most 
travellers offer a goat to the goddess when they pass her shrine 
Some, too, consult her by placing flowers upon the head of her 
umage As the flowers fall to the nght or the left, so her response 
1s deemed favourable or the reverse The idol 13 of black stone 
and generally dressed in a white muslin sar: and weanng female 
ornaments 


BATESAR 


An ancient village situated on the nght bank of the Jumna at 
a distance of 41 miles south-east of Agra and 6 miles north-west 
of Bah, the head-quarters of Bah tahsil, in which Batesar hes It 
1s connected by an unmetalled road with Bah on the road from 
Agra to Etawah 


The early history of Batesar 1s obscure The name 1s supposed 
to be denved from Vetesaranath, a title of Siva, sigmfying “the 
lord of the banyan tree ,” but tradition states that there was a 
former city of Suraypur or Suryapur and this name 1s stall used by 
the Jams The importance of the present Batesar dates from the 
time of Raja Badan Singh of Bhadawar, who lived about the 
middle of the 17th century He bwit m 1646 the shrine of Batesar 
Nath to Mahadeo The mmterest of this place, however, centres 
mainly in the great commercial fair It begins in the middle of 
Kartik and lasta over a month, and the attendance at 1t amounts 
tw 100,000 persons, who come to bathe in the Ganges Large num- 
bers of ponies, camels, buffaloes, elephants, cattle, carts, etc, are 
brought for sale The fair 1s held on the behar on the sandy waste 
of the Jumna 


Ekkas are available at Shikohabad Station on the Fast 
Indian Railway, which 1s 12 miles from Bateser 


There are no serass or dharmsalas at Batesar, and the pilgrims 
have to stop im the open. 
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Shikohabad is 38 miles from Agra Fort Station by the East 
Indian Railway , third class fare Re, 0-8-0 


There 1s a dék bungalow at Shikohabad close to the ralway 
station 


BAUSL 


Village in Bhogalpur District, Beagal , situated near the base 
of Mandur Mill The numerous buildings, tanks, large wells and 
stone figures, found for a mile or two round the base of the sacred 
hill, show that a great city must once have stnod here The peo- 
ple of the neighbourhood say that 1t contained 52 markets, 53 
streets, and 88 tanks According to local tradition on the mght 
of the Dewali festival a large building (the ruins of which still exist, 
and the walls of which contain an immense number of small holes, 
evidently intended to huld chiraghs) was formerly illuminated by a 
hundred thousand of these hghts, each housc-holder being allowed to 
supply only one The popular tradition ascmbes the ruin of this 
building to Kala Pahar A Sanshnt inscription on a stone tnumyphal 
arch seems to show that the city was in existence less than 300 
yearsago After the destruction of the temple of Madhusudan on 
Mandar Hill, the image of the god was brought to Bausi, where 1t 
nowremains Once a ycar, on the Paus-Sankranti day, the unage 
1s carried frum Baus to the foot of the hill and 1s swung on the tn- 
umphal arch above referred to From 30,000 to 40000 pilgrims 
assemble at this festival from all parts of the country to bathe in 
the sacred tank at the foot uf the nll, and a fair w held, which 
lasts for 15 davs 

Bausi, a station of the Mymensingh-Jagannathy: Branch of the 
Eastern Bengal State Railway, 1s 363 miles from Calcutta; third 
class fare Rs 4-14-0 


REGAMABAD. 


Town in Meerut District, United Provinces, and a station on the 
North-Western Railway Distance from Delhi 29 miles, third 
class fare Re 0-5-6 


The town cuntains a handsome temple built by Ran: Bala Ba: of 
Gwahor Stkrt-Dev-ka-mela 1s held here m March m connection 
with anvther temple in the town, which lasts for four days About 
4,000 persons assemble The town contains a ruined mosque, 
built by Nawab Zafar Ali, the founder of the town ; also pohce 
station, post and telegraph offices, and school There 1s a bungalow 
and a kucha seraé near the station. 
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BEGAM KOTE 


A village in Lahore Tahal and District, Punjab, situated about 
3 miles from the Shahdara Railway Station on the North-Western 
Railway 

A large fair takes place here in the month of June at the 
tomb of ao Mohammadan Saimt, Dilawar Shah, which attracts 
about 4 or 5 thousand persons from the surrounding country

Shahdara 1s 5 miles from Lahore, third class fare Re 0-1-0 


BEHAR 


Town in Patna Distnet, Bengal, on the Bukhtiarpore-Behar 
Railway, 18} miles from Bukhtiarpore 1s a place of considerable 
trade The most remarkable building m Behar 1s a large seras 
recently built for the use of Hindu and Mohammadan pilgnms 


The tomb of Shah Mahhduin, on the south bank of the mver, 
18 resorted to by more than 20,000 Musulmans, once a year, when 
a large fair is held Many other tombs and mosques are found 
in the city 


The eity 13 supposed to hive been the eapital of the ancient 
kingdom of Magadha, svon after the commencement of the Chnstian 
era, but its early lastory 13 invol\ed in obscunty

BELGAUM 


District in the Southern Division of the Bombay Presidency In 
the Parasgad Sub-Division 1s the hill of the goddess Yellama, which 
is & famous place of pilgrimage in this Distmct At the full moon 
of April and November two fairs are held here, which last for three 
days The number of pilgrims vanes from 15 000 to 40,000 The 
November ceremonies represent the death of Yellama’s husband and 
those in April his return to life In November the ceremony 1s per- 
formed at a small shrine about a quarter of a mule distant from the 
main temple, and at a certam stage of 1t the immense multitude 
raise a deep wail and the women, in sympathy with the goddess 
an her widowhood, shatter the glass bangles on their arms 

Belgaum 1s a station of the Southern Mahratta Railway. 
Distance from Poona 245 mules, third class fare by mixed train 
Rs. 2-8-9 and by mail Rs. 3-3-0, 
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BELUR 


Village in the Hassan District, Mysore State, on the right 
bank of the Yagachi nver , 23 miles by road north-west of Hassan ; 
an ancient city known in the Puranas as Velapura and locally 
regarded as Daksluna Varnasi or Southern Benares It owes ita 
sanctity to the celebrated temple of Chenne Kesava, adorned with 
carvings and sculptures from the master-hand of Jaka ya 
This building was erected and endowed by a King of the Hoyaala 
Ballala dynasty, on the occasion of his conversion from the Jain 
faith to the worship of Vishnu, about the middle of the 12th 
century The annual festival held for five days in April 1s attended 
by about 5,000 persons Head-quarters of the taluk of the same 
name 

| Banavar, on the Southern Mahratta Railway, 1s 28 mules from 
Belur and 1s the nearest railway station forit This stationis 5123 
miles from Poona, third class fare by mixed train Rs 5-5-6 
and by mail Rs 6-11-0

BENARES or KASHI 


Junction of the Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway with the Bengal 
and North-Western Railway , 1s situated on the northern bank of 
the Ganges It 1s 476 miles from Calcutta, 938 miles from 
Bombay vn Allahabad, and 1,550 miles from Madras 


To Hindus Benares 1s the most sacred place on earth They 
affirm that 1¢ 1s not built on earth but on a point of Siva’s tndent 
At one time it 1s said to have been of gold, but m Kah Yug it 
has been turned into stones and mud Though the Ganges 1s 
believed to be sacred during its entare course, as it flows past Kashi 
its cleansing power 18 vastly creased The nites performed 
there have double efficacy , the very soil 1s fraught with blessing. 
All who die within Panch Kosi, or within a circle of 10 miles around 
the city, are sure to go to heaven, whatever may have been their 
sins 


There are numerous temples at Benares, but the temples of 
Bisheshwar, Bhaironath, and Durga are the most important 
Bisheshwar temple 1s dedicated to Siva and 1s considered the hohest 
of all the holy places in the sacred city It stands a short distance 
from Man Mandir Observatory and contams a plain hnga of uncarved 
stone The god Bisheshwar rules Benares as spiritual monarch, 
under whom Bhaironath, whose shrine 1s at some distance from 
Bisheshwar temple, acts as minster and magistrate all the mhabi- 
tants of Benares and the vast crowd of pilgmms who annually 
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visit Benares go to worship at the shrine of Bisheshwar. This 
temple 1s called by Europeans the Golden Temple as the large dome 
of the quadrangle and the spire of the temple are covered with 
platesof giidedcopper The temple of Annapurna, the “Supplier 
of Food,” 1s in front of the Bisheshwar temple and 1s much resorted 
to by the pilgmms The temple of Durga, with its fine tank, 18 
situated at the southern end of the city 


Besides the temples there are a good many sacred ghats, tanks, 
and wells The principal ghats are five m number—(1) Ass San- 
gam, the junction of the As: with the Ganges at the southern 
boundary of the city , (2) Dasashawamedh , 1t 1s said that Brahma, 
at the instigation of Siva, performed Ashwamedh or the celebrated 
horse sacrifice here, from which the ghat denves its name, (3) 
Mantkarmka ghat 1s the holy burning place of the Hindus, (4) 
Panch Ganga ghat, believed to be the confluence of five sacred 
rivers, wz, the Dhantapapa, Jarnanda, Kirnandi, Saraswati, and 
Ganga, (5) Barna Sangam, the junction of the Barna and the 
Ganges Of other ghats Kedar ghat, Raja of Nagpur ghat, and 
Scindia’s ghat are worthy of notice 


The sacred tanks are—(1) Manskarnika, near the ghat of that 
name It 1s the duty of every pilgrim to bathe here, (2) Prshach 
Mochan, or deliverance from demons All persons living in Benares 
bathe here once a year, as also pilgrims, when they come, as a pre- 
caution against evil spirits , (3) Agastya Kunda 


The wells worthy of mention are—(1) The Gyan Bam or Gyan 
Kup, between the mosque of Aurangzeb and the temple of Bisheshwar, 
in which the god Siva ws supposed to dwell, the neme of the well 
iamphes “ Well of Knowledge”, (2) Amrita Kunda or the well of 
unmortahity, the water of which 1s held to be of peculiar efficacy for 
the cure of skin diseases, includirfg leprosy, (3) Nagkunda, +e, 
“the Serpent’s Well.” This well 1s, doubtless, of great antiquity, 
and the ward in which 1t 1s situated, in the north-western part of 
the city, takes 1ts mame from 1t An annual mela 1s held here, when 
people bathe in this well as a safeguard against snake-bite — 


Prince of Wales’s Hospital on the main road from cantonment 
to Rajghat, the Town Hall built at the sole expense of His Highness 
the Maharaja of Vizanagram, Central Hindu College and Govern- 
ment College in the city, and Raja Kah Shankar’s Asylum for 
blind and leprous pauper patients, which 1s supported by the funds 
left by Raja Kah Shankar assisted by a grant-in-aid from Govern- 
ment, Divisional Lunatic Asylum, the Central Jail, the District 
Jail, the Office of the Commussioner and Agent to the Governor- 
General, the Collector’s Office and other Courts, and London Mission 
Institute in the civil lines are the modern buildings worth seeing 


A houseboat has been set aside by Babu Motichand, Rais of 
Asmatgarh, Benares city, for European gentlemen and ladies wishing

A large fair in honour of Rama 1s held in the town in October 
which lasts for 15 days and 1s attended by from 25,000 to 30,000 
persons

Chief town of the taluk of that name m the Kistna District, 
Madras Premdency, situated on the north bank of the nver Kistna.

State Railways Bezwada 1s the entrepét for most of the canal 
traffic of the Kistna Delta and connected by good waterways with 
Madras, Ellore, Masulipatam, Coconada, and Rajahmundry. It 
possesses much interest for the archeologist; contams rock-cut 
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temples of the Buddhist penod, as well as very ancient Hindu. 
pagodas During the excavation for the canals and the anicut 
(which here crosses the Kistna) many valuable antiquanan dis- 
coveries were made

September, and lasts through the entire intercalary month, an 
event which happens once 1n every nineteen or twenty years It 
1s attended by about 60,000 persons But the ceremonies at

BHADRACHALAM 


Chief town of taluk of the same name in Godavan Dpistrict, 
Madras Presidency, about 104 miles from Rajahmundry It 
receives its name from being near the rock on which Bhadradu 
performed his devotions It 1s celebrated for the temple of Rama- 
chandra, who 1s said to have crossed the river Godavan at this 
spot, on his famous expedition to the Island of Ceylon, and also 
for the annual Snramnaumi fair held here in the month of Chaitra 
(March) in his honour About 20,000 pilgmms, chiefly from the 
coast, visit Bhadrachalam on this occasion This temple was 
built four centunes ago by Rishi Pratishtha, but additions have 
been made from time to time It consists of a main building with 
a fine dome flanked by 24 smaller temples on both sides The sacred 
jewels are said to be of great value The Nizam contributes 
towards the maintenance of the temple Twenty miles from 
Bhadrachalam is Parnesla, another shrine of great antiquity. 


There 1s a Forest bungalow at Bhadrachalam, where European 
visitors can stop for a small charge of Annas 8 a day There are 
also two dharmsalas, one for Brahmins of the Vishnutte sect, and the 
other for pilgrims and visitors of all castes and creeds Durmg 
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the fair temporary sheds on a large scale are erected by Government 
for the accommodation of pilgrims 
Bhadrachalam 1s 56 miles from Yellandu Station on His Highness 
the Nizam’s Guaranteed State Railway Double-bullock country 
carts can be had at Yellandu for a hire of between Rs 5 and Rs 8 
for the whole distance from Yellandu to Bhadrachalam 
Yellandu 1s 93 miles from Bezwada and 277 miles from Wadi 
Junction , third class fare Re 1 and Rs 2-4-0, respectively. 


BHADRASA 


Town in Fyzabad Distnct, Oudh, on the banks of the Mahra 
river, 10 miles south of Fyzabad town on the road to Sultanpur. 
Rama 18 said to have met his brother Bharat at this place, and 
its name 18 derived from Bhayadarsa, “ the meeting of the brothers.”’ 
A religious fair 1s held at Bharatkund, which 1s attended by about 
5,000 persons

BHAGALPUR. 


Forty-mx mules by rail from Sahebgunge and 157 feet above 
sea-level, is a large civil station and commercial town, situated 
on the mght bank of the nver Ganges, with a population of 75,760. 


There are waiting rooms at the station, a dik bungalow, a 
large sera within view of the station, and close to 1t are two large 
Hindu dharmsalas, one named Jain dharmsala, bult by Rai 
Dhanpat Singh Bahadur of Azmganj, with accommodation for 
200 people, and the other named Tormull’s dharmsala, with 
accommodation for 100 people 


Bhagalpur 1s the head-quarters of the Commussioner and the 
usual divisional civil staff It possesses a large native college, 
a civil hospital and dispensary, and a central jail, which 1s well 
known for 1ts manufacture of pardahs, carpets, and blankets 


About 3 miles from the station there 1s a Jain temple, which 
18 @ favourite resort of pilgrims, and close to which there 1s a large 
serat for the convenience of Indians Champanagore, which was 
a Buddhist capital, 1s about 4 miles west of Bhagalpur Sultan- 
gunge, 15 miles from Bhagalpur, 1s also famous for the temple 
of Gopinath, which 1s built on a rock in the middle of the Ganges, 
and visitors wishing to see this temple can always procure a ferry.

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BHAGIRATHI. 


River of Bengal and a branch of the Ganges Hindus regard 
it as sacred About the ongin of this holy stream 1t 1s said that 
King Sagar, the thirteenth ancestor of Rama, had ninety-nine 
tames performed the Astramedha Jayna or great horse sacrifice, 
which conéisted in sending a horse round the Indian world with 
a defiance to any one to arrest its progress If the horse returned 
unopposed, 1t was understood to be an acquiescence in the surpremacy 
of the challenger and the animal was then solemnly sacnficed 
to the gods King Sagar made preparations for the hundredth 
performance of this ceremony, but the god Indra, having himself 
performed the sacrifice and jealous of being displaced by a nival, 
stole the horse and concealed 1t 1n a subterranean cell, where 
a holy sage was absorbed in heavenly meditation The sixty 
thousand sons of Sagar traced the horse to its hiding place, and, 
believing the sage to be the author of the theft, assaulted him The 
holy man thus aroused from his meditation cursed his assailants, 
who were immediately reduced to ashes and sentenced to hell 
A grandson of Sagar in search of lus father and uncles at last 
found out the sage and begged him to redeem the souls of the 
dead The holy man replied that this could only be done if the 
waters of the Ganga (the aqueous form of Vishnu and Lakshm) 
could be brought to the spot to touch the ashes Now, Ganga 
was residing in heaven under the care of Brahma, the creator, 
and the grandson of Sagar prayed him to send the goddess to 
earth He was unsuccessful, however, and died without his sup- 
plication bemg granted He left no issue, but a son, Bhagirath, 
was miraculously born of his widow, and through his prayers 
Brahma allowed Ganga to visit the earth Bhagirath led the 
way to near the sea, and then declared he could not show the rest 
of the road Whereupon Ganga, in order to make sure of reaching 
the bones of the dead, divided herself into a hundred mouths, 
thus forming the delta of the Ganges One of these mouths arnved 
at the cell, and by washing the ashes completed the atonement 
for the sin of the sons of King Sagar 


A great fair is held at Sagar in Magh Sankranti (February) 
Sagar 1s reached from Calcutta by steamer 


BHAIROGHATI 


Temple and pass in Garhwal State, United Provinces, at the 
confluence of the Bharathi and the Jahnavi, m a deep gorge 
confined within perpendicular walls of granite , considered a place 
= ark sanctity, and visited by Hindu pilgnms from all parts 
o a. 


This place 1s reached, from Hurdwar Station on the Oudh 
and Rohilkhand Railway. 
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BHANDAK 


Town 11 Chanda Distnct, Central Provinces, 18 mules north- 
west of Chanda town Tradition runs that here stood the great 
city of Bhadravati, mentioned m the Mahabharata, the scene of 
battle for Samkarna horse The demi-god Bhima, whose footpnnt 
is still pomted out on the Dewala Hill, bore away the horse for 
sacrifice by Dharma the King The temple caves at Bhandak 
and in the Dewala and Winjhasani hills, the traces of forts on 
those hills, the temple of Bhadravat, numerous other ruined temples, 
tanks, palaces, etc , testify to the existence here of a great city 
in the remote past. 


BHANDUP 


Vehar and Tuls: Lakes, which supply Bombay with water, are 
about four miles from the station Visitors to the lakes proceeding 
od Bhandup should make arrangements beforehand for horse 
or carnage conveyance Bhandup 1s the nearest station to the 
Kennery Caves, but there 1s a better road from Thana, a railway 
station on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, 21 mules from 
Bombay

BHARATPUR 


Chief town and fortress of Bharatpur State, Rajputana, on 
the Rajputana-Malwa Railway, 877 mules from Calcutta and 
815 miles from Bombay The town 1s named after Bharat, well 
known in Hindu mythology, and 1s considered to be under the 
tutelary influence of Knshna, who 1s worshipped here under the name 
of Behan The fortress is historically interesting, having been 
bemeged by Lords Lake and Combermere in 1805 and 1827 A 
considerable fair 1s held here annually Excellent chaurw are 
made at Bharatpur

transacted dunng the fair

BHERAGHAT. 


Village in Jubbulpore District, Central Provinces, on the banks 
of the Narbadda, remarkable for the scenery in ita neighbour.

rochs of magnesium limestone popularly known as the “ Marble 
Rocks,” 120 feet nigh, which appear to meet overhead and in one 
part approach so close that the people call the pass the “ Monkey’s 
Leap” By moonhght the views are specially fine, and the place 
1s much visited by travellers Indra 1s said to have made this 
channel for the waters of the pent-up stream and the footpnnts left 
upon the rock by the elephant of the god still receive adoration. 
On a conical hill in the neighbourhood stands a Hindu temple 
commanding a magnificent prospect Woods cover the hill excopt 
on one side, where steps lined with masonry lead to the shrine, 
which 1s surrounded bya circular cloister ornamented with sculp- 
ture of many Hindu gods, particularly of Siva A fair 1s held 
here every November Bhecraghat and the “Marble Rocks ”’ 
are three miles from the railway station of Mirgan) on the Great 
Indian Peninsula Railway

BHILSA. 


This place 1s noted for the remarkable and interesting series 
of Buddhist topes found m its neighbourhood.

ther, perhaps the most interesting group of topes in India,” and 
devotes half of his work on Treeand Serpent Worship and 45 
plates, besides woodcuts, to the illustration of the great tope at 
Sanchi 


The Bhilsa topes cover a distnct 17 miles east and west by 6 
miles north and south, and consist of about 65 individual exam- 
ples Sanchi possesses 10 topes , Sonar, 8 miles to the south-west, 
has 8 topes, Sadathra, 8 miles to the west, has 9 topes , Adher, 
13 miles south-east of Bhilsa, has 3 topes, and Bhojpur, 8 miles n 
the same d:rection from Bhilsa, has 35 Most of these are believed 
to be of Asoka’s period, that 1s, third century BC, but the larger 
mound at Sanchi 1s said to be some three centuries earlier

of the Ganges, and above the pool an excavation in the rock, 
about 5 feet square. occupied by a faker It 1s said that Bhima 
was stationed at this pomt to prevent the Ganges from taking 
a different course, and the small cave referred to 1s said to have 
been made by the knck of the horse on which he was mounted 
Pilgrims bathe in this pool , the waters are supposed to have the 
power of cleansing from sin A small temple has been built into 
the rock, from which a flight of steps leads down to the sacred 
pou

BHIMAVARAM. 


Village n Nellore Distnct, Madras Presidency. Adjoins the 
Shrotnem of Singara-Ayakonda and granted m support of the 
Singara-Ayakonda shrina, The ancient Vaishnav temple on a 
neighbouring hill w said to have been founded by Agastya-Mala: 
Mum , on the same hill 1s a cave temple, the entrance to which is 
blocked by a l'rge stone image, which the temple guardians 
will not allow to be removed The annual far in honour of Vishnu, 
known as Natasinhaswam!, 8 celebrated im Apnil.

A village in Gujranwala District, Punjab

each lasting for three days About 5,000 Mohammadans attend

BHOPAL 


Formerly Bhoypal (after Raja Bho), whu built it) , 1s over sever 
teen hundred feet above sea-level, and 1s pleasantly situated along 
the margin of a lake formed by the damming of the water of one 
of the sources of the Betwa rnver It 1s the capital of the Bhopai 
State, which covers an area of nearly nine thousand square miles, 
yielding a revenue of about £320,000 per annum, and having 
@ population of nearly a million mhabitants The State 1s governed 
by Her Highness Sultana Shah Jehana Begum, who resides at 
Bhopal The city of Bhopal 1s irregularly built, but there 1s 
picturesque effect in the quaimt and narrow streets with thar 
high houses having verandahs of curiously carved wood. The 
Jamma Musyid 1s one of the most prominent features, being on an 
eminence in the centre of the town, approached oy high stone 
staircases; surrounding the mosque are the princspal jewellers’ 
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and other shops. On the summit of a hill within a short distance 
is the citadel of Fatehgarh, from which a good view of the city 
and the large lake at the base of the fortress can be obtained 
Visitors can gain admission to the beautiful gardens belonging 
to Her Highness situated near the city Thereis a d&k bungalow 
and a serat, called “ Sikandn Seraz,” near the station , also several 
serars and dharmsalas in and about the city which 1s about a mule

BHUBANESHWAR 


On the Bengal-Nagpur Railway , 1s a sacred place of plgnm- 
age and for six centures was the capital of the Siva worshipping 
Kings of the Kesar or Lion dynasty of Omssa—A D 500 to 1130. 
Seven thousand shrines once clustered round the sacred tank of 
Bindusarawar, but of these only some 500 or so remain, and nearly 
all of these are deserted and in runs They exhnbit every stage 
of Onssa art from mere piles of stone in the usual sugar-loaf 
shape to the exquisite designs and ungrudging toil of the artist of 
the 7th and 12th century culminating in one lovely httle temple 
of Mukteshwar, which 1s undoubtedly the gem of the place. The 
great temple was built in the 7th century and is commonly known 
as that of Lingaray Mahadeo There are numerous temples 
around it 


About three miles from here are some Buddhist remains on the 
hills of Khondgin and Udaigiri consisting of caves and rock-cut 
temples, dating from about the 3rd or 4th century BC The 
place 1s visited by pilgrims on their way back from Juggannath 
There are several dharmsalas here 


Bhubaneswar 1s 271 miles from Calcutta, third class fare

BIANA. 


A town in Bharatpur State, 50 miles to the south-west of Agra 
Nearest ralway station, Bharatpur, 1s on the Rajputana-Malwa 
Railway. The town 1s of considerable antiquity and size Besides 
many temples and well-built stone houses, there 1s a most remark- 
able fort, called Bhim Lat or the “Staff of Bhim” This fort 
was once considered one of the chief strongholds mn India It 
was held by the Jadun Raja Biya: Pal and was taken by Sayyid 
Salar Masaud, nephew of the great Musalman conqueror Mahmud 
of Ghagni, in 1004 A.D. 
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Brana 1s a place of great sanctity in the eves of Mohammadans 
of that pirt of the country who declare that if a few of the 
followera of the Prophet had received the crown of martyrdom 
here, the place would have superseded the title for veneration 
and pilgrimage held by Mecca 


It was also the scene of a sanguinary battle between Babar 
and Rana Sanga, a Rajput prince of Udaipur

BIJAPUR.

Byapur, “the City of Victory,” was the premer city of the 
Deccan from about 1489 to 1680 It was the capital of the Adil 
Shahi Dynasty of the Mohammadan Kings, of whom the 1m- 

rtant, 1f we read history from the buildings now extant, were 
Vusuf Adil Shah (1489-1510), Ibrahim Adil Shah IJ, and Mohammad 
Adil Shah (1626-1656) The Jast was so conspicuous in his efforts 
to improve the appearance of the city that inhabitants of the 
present day are apt to ascribe to him all the buildings the ongin 
of which 1 unknown to them His tomb, the magnificent “ Bol: 
Gumbaz ” (dome of speech), 1s the first large building one meets 
with when entering the city outer wall from the railway station 
and hes east of the town The dome 1s 198 fect high and con- 
tains a most perfect whispering gallery, and the tomb 1s perhaps 
the most effective building in appearance in Bijapur 

By Mohammad also was built the Asar Mahal, the next build- 
ing of :mportance, about a mile from the station and to the left 
hand It alone of all the royal palaces survives, its immunity 
from destructaon at the hands of the Moghal Emperor Shah Jehan 
being due to its being the place of deposit of two hairs of the beard 
of the Prophet Mohammad brought to Byapur by Mir Mohammad 
Saleh Hamadam The relic 1s entrusted to a council of five, who 
alone are allowed to enter the room in which it 1s kept The hairs 
are enclosed in a glass tube in a small box of ebony and gold again 
enclosed in a strong blackwood case The box ts never opened, 
and the account of how it 1s kept uw handed down by hearsay 
Here too was the Royal Library, which fell a victam to white ante 
and rapacious and gzeedy custodians, and the remnants of which 
Err all rehgious works in Arabic) were sent to the India Office 
in : 

Ali Adil Shah IT’s tomb 1s on the nght hand on the road leading 
from the station to the city. It 1s unfinished, roofless and with 
pounted arches of dark basalt. 
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The next object of interest 1s the Sherzt Bur) (Lion Bestion) 
so called from the two figures of hons on it Here 1s the big gun 
of Byapur called the Malhk-1-Maidan or “ Lord of the Field’? It 
was cast at Ahmednagar by a Turkish Officer in 1549 and has on 
it the name of the founder, Mohammad Bin Hasan Rum, and 
two other inscriptions, the one nearest the mouth having been 
added when Aurangzcb took the city-in 1681 Near at hand 1s 
the Upan tower The story runs that in 1565, after the battle 
of Tahkote, when Ali Adil Shah I defeated the King of Viyayanager, 
he began to build the city wall, allotting a section to each of his 
nobles His famous General, Haider Khan, however, was away 
conquering Belgaum and Dharwar, and on his return the wall 
was completed To avert his chagrin at not having been given 
@ share 1m so noble a work, the King told him to build a tower which 
shou'd overlook all the others, and the Upari tower was the result 
It contains another big gun, the Lumcherry or Far Flyer 


The city outer wall 1s some 6} miles in circumference and 
its original gates ere the Bahmini (north), Allahpur (east), Mecca 
(west), and Fateh (south) The name of the last, which means 
“Victory,” was changed by Aurangzeb from Mongoli when he 
took the city as his successful attack was made from the high 
ground south of the town This gate was guarded by two of 
the strongest bastions in Byapur, the Landa-Kasab (from which 
one of the best views of Bijapur can be obtained) and the Fnnghee 
Bur) bwlt by a Portuguese General of Ah Adil Shah Outside 
the Zohra postern west of the city (the Mecca gate 1s now closed) 
are the mosque and Rauzs of Ibrabim Adil Shah II on the same 
platform containing two of the city’s handsomest buildings 


Bijapur owed perhaps to Adil Shah I more than it did to any 
of its other Kings, for Farishta says 1t was he who built the Torvi 
Water Works, which supplied water all over the city The course 
of the shafts or “ Uswas” can be still traced Torvi 1s a place 
8 miles west of Bijapur, and about a mile above that place a 
reservolr was constructed by u dam thrown across the valley 
Other buildings of interest ovtside the citadel are the Mehtar Mahal 
and the Jama Masjid The name of the former 1s thus explained, 
that Ibrahim I was stncken with leprosy, end on consulting an 
astrologer was told tnat heshould give a large sum of moncy 
to the firs; man he met when he went out m the morning and 
that the money should be spent m charity Next morning the 
King on going out first met a sweeper and not the astrologer as 
the latter mtended The sweeper astounded at his sudden wealth 
built the mosque and the gateway The Jama Masjid, the 
largest mosque in the Deccan, was commenced in 1537 A D. by 
Adil Shah I and, though helped by Aurangzeb and the head Rajya 
of Satara, was never finshed, and the Azan 1s proclammed from 
a block of marble in the centre of the courtyard in front of 
the Mimbar, there bemg no mmaret for the purpose

The Ark-Killah (or “Sun Fort”) 18 the citadel of the place. 
Within the walls are a number of artistic buildings Outside 
is & moat, which Tavernier tells was so full of crocodiles that no 
one dared crossit The buildings are —Chin Mahall, now used for 
the courts of the Judge and Magistrates, fine building called Sat 
Manhuh, formerly seven stories high but of which three are said 
to have fallen, the Anand Mahal or Tay palace now used as quarters 
for the Civil Surgeon, and the Gugan Mahall or Hall of Audience.

BIJNAUR 


Town and admunistrative head-quarters of Biynaur District, 
United Provinces, three miles from the left bank of the Ganges. 
It 1s a neat town and thrcugh its centre runs a broad main road, 
the pmncipal place of bueimess, metalled and flanked with good 
drains This town 1s the centre of a large local tradein sugar, 
for which Byynaur has a lugh reputation Manufacture of Brah- 
munical threads, cotton cloth, and knives 

A great bathing fair, held in November at Daranagar un the 
Ganges, 6 miles south, lasts for five days and attracts about 40,000 
pilgrims. 

There are serars both at Daranagar and Biynaur, also a dak 
bungalow at the latter place just opposite Civil Dispensary, 

Buynaur 1s 19 miles from Nagina Railway Station on the Oudh 
and Rohilkhand Railway Mail carts and ekkas are generally avail- 
able at the station for Biynaur at rates varying from 6 to 8 annas 
for mail carts and 4 to 6 annas for ekkas per passenger. At Biynaur 
bullock carts can be had for Daranager 

Nagina 1s 73 mules from Saharanpur, third class fare 
Re, 0-15-3. 


BILASPUR. 


On the Bengal-Nagpur Railway, 445 mules from Calcutta 
About 15 mules to the north 1s Rattanpur, formerly the capital 
of the Hai-Hai-bans: Rajputs, who ruled over India about 500 
B.C. It 1s conmdered one of the most sacred places in the district. 
The town itself 1s now 1n ruins, but the sight of the old fort, with 


its crumbling walle and half filled moat, recall 1te former grandeur. 
While looking at the town numerous blocks of solid masonry 
of uniform shape will be seen, which are said to have been erected 
to ccmmemorate the Suttias The most noticeable of these 
the pillar erected near the fort in memory of the 20 Ranis of Raja 
Lukshman Sabi, who became Satti on the funeral pyre of their 
husband. There are many temples, but the temple of Ratteneshwar, 
from whom the town derives its name, 1s the most important, 
but they are all looked upon as very sacred and of great antiquity 
There 13 a small lake enclosed by hillocks here which 1s considered 
by Hindus as very sacred, and to 1t they all proceed at full moon 
to bathe 

A metalled road leads from Bilaspur to Rattanpur, and country 
carts and tongas can be had at fixed rates 


There 18 a sera, and a dharmsala at Bilaspur about 2 miles 
and a dsk bungalow about 3 miles from the station, and only 
a Public Works Department bungalow at Rattanpur Pilgnms 
make their own arrangements 


Third class fare from Calcutta to Bilaspur Junction Rs 4-13-6. 


BILGRAM 


Chief town of Bilgram tahsil wn Hardo: Distnct (Oudh), 15 
miles south of Hardo1, where ekkas and hackney carnages are 
available for Bilgram A famous Mohammadan Saint, whose 
tomb 1s the oldest Musalman buylding mm the place, 1s said to have 
slain a demon named Bel by his enchantments, and so the name 
of the place was changed to Bilgram The town abounds with 
fragments of carved stone bas-reliefs, pillars, and capitals of old 
Hindu columns Great blocks of stone and kankar mark what 
are beheved to be the remains of the old fort and temple of Snnagar 
and the Sagar tank It 1s an important grain mart, and 1s also 
noted as the birthplace of several famous Mohammadan poets, 
histonans and Government officials 

Ram Lala fair 1s held here in November, which lasts for about 
ten days and 1s attended by 15,000 persons 

There 1s an Inspection bungalow and a serat at Bilgram. 

Hardoi, a station of the Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway, is 
259 miles from Saharanpur Junction and 261 miles from Moghal 
Serai vanction, third class fare Rs 2-15-3 and Rs 2-15-9, re- 
spectavely. 


BIRNAGAR. 


Town in Ranaghat Sub-Division of Nadya District, Bengal, 
and a station on the Ranaghat-Murshidabad Branch of the Eastera 
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Bengal State Railway, 73} miles from Calcutta Third class 
fare from Calcutta to Birnagar Rs 1-3-6 The present name 
of "iwnagar was bestowed upon the town by Government in 
appreciation of the bravery displayed by the inhabitants in 
captumng a gang of dacoits, while its older and more popular name 
is * Ula” Birnagar was one of the foremost towns in rural Bengal 
in respect of population, arts and industnes, but the epidemic of 
1857 caused great ravages, and 1t has ever since been steadily 
dechning A festival lasting throe days and attended by about 
10,000 pilgrims 1s held here in May, in honour of the goddess 
Ulai, the goddess of @holera, one of the forms of the wife of 
Siva. 


The loca] magnates, known as Mukerj: Babus, keep open their 
Athvthwala to all guests who want free board and lodging 


Carts, palanquins and carnages are available at Birnagar 
at short notice. 


BIRUR 


Junction with Shimoga Branch and station for the Baba Budan 
Mountains The chain 1s in the form of a horseshoe The cave 
containmg the grave of Baba Budan, who first mtroduced coffee 
into Mysore, 1s styled the Southern Mecca and 18 a place of great 
pilgrimage for Mohammadans The Hindus, who equally venerate 
the-place, call it the throne of Dattatraya, the reappearance of 
whom at the mouth mte which in ancient times he vanished 1s 
looked upon as a sign prophetic of the final avatar of Vishnu 
and the beginning of the millennium 


Birur 1s a place of considerable traffic in cocoanuts, arecanuts, 
gram and other produce. 


There 13 @ third class travellers’ bungalow just close to 
the railway station and two dharmsalas in the town, which 1s 
three-quarters of a mile from the station 


Birur 1s a station on the Southern Mahratta Railway, 494} 
aa va Poona ; third class fare by mail Rs. 6-7-3 and by mixed 
6. . 


BITHUR (BRAHMAVARTA) 


Town in Cawnpore Distnct, United Provinces, lymg on the 
south bank of the Ganges, 12 miles south-west of Cawnpore city 
on the Cawnpore-Achnera Branch of the Bombay, Baroda and Cen- 
tral India Railway. Bithoor or Brahmavarta 1s a celebrated place 
of Hindu pilgrimage and the large bathing fair held on the full 
moon in November every year attracts thousands of pilgrims. 
Picturesque front facing the river, adorned by ghats or bathing 
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steps, temples and handsome residences The principal ghat, 
known as, Brahmaghat, was bult by Raja Tikait Rai, Minister 
of Ghias-ud-Din, Nawab of Oudh, with an imposing Saracenic 
arcade on its upper platform, and a bathing fair 1s held there 
on the full moon nm November, and 1s attended by hordes of 
pignms Bay: Rao, the last of the Peshwas, was banished to this 
town and had extensive palaces there His adopted son, Nana 
Sahib, was the instigator of the massacre at Cawnpore in 1857 

There 1s a bungalow close to, and two dharmsalas within 5 
and 10 minutes’ walk of, the railway station Pandas or priests 
also have houses to accommodate pilgnms® 

Bithur 1s 16 miles from Cawnpore, 654 miles from Howrah, 
278 mules from Delhi ws¢é Hathras Junction, and 860 miles from 
Bombay orf Cawnpore and Itars: Third class fare Re 0-2-9, 
Rs. 6-5-0, Rs 3-2-0, and Rs 9-15-0, respectively 


BITRAGUNTA. 


Is 8 miles from the sea There 1s a temple of Vishnu on a hill 
23 mules from the railway station in which an annual festival 
is held It 18 said to be the Gretna Green of the Madras Ptesi- 
dency, where love, and not lucre, brings together couples from 
far and near to be joined 1n wedlock who would otherwise have 
to remain single, barred from matrimony by the heavy expenditure 
which caste customs impose on marmiage ceremonies conducted 
athome The Brahmotchavam festival of Sree Venkata Chalapata 
or Venkateswarulu 1s celebrated here towards the end of February 
every year 

There are three chufframs near the hill, where only meals 
are served during the festival and pilgmms have to take shelter 
under topes No travellers’ bungalow 


Manufactures and trade nil 
Bullock carts can be had at the railway station for the hull

Bitragunta 1s a station of the Madras Railway, 13] miles from

BODHAN 


Village and place of pilgrimage nm the Mandvi Sub-Division, 
Surat District, Bombay Presdency. A fair 1s held when the 
planet Jupiter enters the constellation of the Lion, an event whieh 
happens every 12 years; about 2,000 people attend, the majonty 
being from Surat, Broach, and Ahmadabad Districts, and from 
Baroja and Rajpipla terntory. The temple contams the unage of 


Gautameshwar Mahadeo, in whose honour the fair 1s held The 
temple holds lands free of rent ~ 

Kim Station on the Bombav, Baroda and Central India Railway 
is 13 miles from Bodhan and 182 miles from Bombay (Colaba) 
Third class fare from Bombay to Kim Rs 2-6-0 Bullock carts 
are generally available at Kim for Bodhan at the rate of Rs 1-8-0 
per cart 

There 1s only one dharmsala at Bodhan and the pignms 
generally have to put up at their priests ’ 


BOMBAY 


Is the chief seaport of Western India and the capital and seat 
of Government of the Bombay Presidency It 1s a very prominent 
town and 1s the natural centre of the cotton mdustry in India, 
which has been rayidly growing 

In 1661 the town was ceded by the Portuguese to Charles II, 
as part of the dowry of lus queen, Cathenne of Braganza The 
King, however, appears to have found his distant acquisition 
unprofitable, and in 1668 he transferred 1t to the East India Company 
on payment of an annual rent of £10 in gold In 1773 Bumbay 
was subjected to the control of the Governor General, and from 
that time ita history merges into that of the Presidency After 
the first Mahratta war in 1774-1782, and after many vicissitudes, 
the English had permanent occupation of 1t 

The town of Bombay 1s built on a cluster of islands now form- 
ing a peninsula lying nearly due north and due south, and termi- 
nating 1n a narrow point of land at the extremity of Colaba In 
the beauty of its scenery, as well as in the commercial advantagcs 
of its position, Bombay 18 unsurpassed by any of the cities mn the 
East The harbour, stretching along the eastern face of the town, 
studded with numerous native craft, 13 magnificent and affords a 
secure shelter to steamers and merchantmen This part of the 
town 1s most thickly populated 

Among the sights to be seen im the neighbourhood of Bombay 
the most celebrated are the Caves of Elephanta, about an hour’s 
sail from the Mazagon or the Apollo Bunder or from the Ballard 
Pier, near the Mint Bassem 1s worth visiting for the runs of 
the old Portuguese fortifications The sail ap the nver from Thana 
to Bassein 1s very enjoyable The route may be varied in re- 
turning by taking the train at Bassen Road on the Bombay, Baroda 
and Central India Railway hne to Bombay The Kennery Caves, 
some three mules to the north of the Tulsi Lake, are most uter- 
esting and are easy of access Vehar and Tulsi lakes’ which 
partly supply Bombay with water, are picturesquely situated 
air foot of the Salsette Hills, about two hours’ drive from 

y.

Bombay 18 the terminus of all the great railway lines in India. 
The chief station of the Great Indian Pemnsula Railway 18 the 
Victona Terminus at Bom Bunder The Byculla Station 1s nearer 
to Malabar and Cumballa Hills 


There are a good many hotels for Europeans and Indians 
and dharmsalas in Bombay and conveyances can be obtained 
at any time

BORIAVI. 


Is about one and a half mile from Vurtal, where there 1s a 
monastery and a temple dedicated to Kmshna It was founded 
m 1810 by a Brahmin named Sahajanand Swami, who hved the 
life of an ascetic, and strongly denounced immorahty, especially 
amongst the pnesthood, and was on this account subjected to 
much persecution, which, however, by engendering enthusiasm 
amongst his followers, added to his power. 


Two large fairs are held here annually, the first, m honour of 
the founder of the monastery, on Chaitra Sud 15th (April), and 
the second, m honour of his father, on Kartik Sud 15th (Novem- 
ber). 

Bonavi 18 a station on the Bombay, Rgroda and Central India

BORIVLI (DYSUR) 


Is a station on the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, 
and 1s near the caves of Montpezir and the ruins of a Jesuit monas- 
tery, built in the 16th century, to which large numbers of Roman 
Catholics periodically repair The famous Kennery Caves, supposed 
to be the work of Buddhists after their expulsion from Karlee, 
are within 4 mules of this station There are in all above one 
hundred of these caves cut out of the hillsides, and their excavation 
1s said to date back to the 9th or 10th century The great temple 
1s 884 feet long by 38} feet broad, with a vaulted nave 49 feet 
high, resting on 34 octagonal pillars The Durbar cave 96} 
feet by 42} feet, but only 9 feet high Traces of painting and plas- 
ter are suli observable 1n nearly all the caves Remaims of masonry 
terraces and gardens are still to be seen on different parts of the 
hill, There are also a number of stone cisterns supphed by water 
which percolates through the hillude From the top of the hill 
a most extensive view 1s obtained, Bombay city and harbour 
being visible to the south, Bassein to the north, and the Indian 
Ocean to the west. 


There 1s a waiting room at the station and a dharmsala near 
it. Bullock carts can be had at Borvh for conveyance of passengers 
to Kennery Caves at a charge of Rs 2 for return journey 


Bonivh 1s 24} miles from Bombay , third class fare Re 0-4-9. 


BOWRINGPET. 


On the Bangalore Branch of the Madras Railway, 176 miles 
from Madras. Third class fare Rs 1-14-0 Is the station for 
Kolar, the head-quasters of the district and about 12 miles to the 
north, and also the junction for the line to the Gold Mines, 
which ase to the east. Close to the station 1s the town of Bownng- 
pet, named after Mr. Bowmng, late Chief Commussioner of Mysore 
What was a few years ago a desert waste has been transformed 
into a populous and thriving industrial centre. There 1s a weekly 
far held at Bowrngpet every Fnmday and at Kolar every 
Thursday. 

A good chultram or rest-house 1s situated near the station 
The population of the Kolar District 1s 519,030. 


BROACH 


Is a station on the Mombay, Baroda and Central India Railway 
and is a place of gteat commercial unportance, being the 
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principal station for cotton export in Guzerat, possessing some of 
the most prosperous mills in the Bombay Presidency Sailing 
vessels trade as far as the Customs Bunder, and a large coasting 
trade 13 carried on, but the heavv exchange formerly existing 
with Bombay by sea ].as been much reduced since the opening 
of the ralway 


The attractions of Broach itself are very few, but it 1s a place of 
considerable importance to Hindus, and one to which they repair 
in large numbers Sakaltirth (signifying “purifying spot”) 15 
about 10 miles above Broach on tho Nerbudda, where a large 
fair 1s held every year in the month of November, lasting five days 

Near Sakaltirth, on an island, 1s the famous Banian tree (Kabir 
Wad), so large that it 1s said to cover 10,000 men under 1t The 
legend 1s that 1t g.ew out of the tooth-pick of Kabir, whose name 
it bears 


There are good waiting rooms at the station, and at a short 
distance from it 1s a good dharmsala with quarters for Europeans, 


Conveyances can be had at the station 


Broach 1s 204 mules from Bombay (Colaba) ; third class fare 
Rs 2-6-0. 


BUGGA SHER 


A village in Muzaffargarh Tahsil, Punjab, 4 miles from 
Muzaffargarh town and 3} mules from the railway station. 
Tumtums are available at the railway station to carry passengers 
to Bugga Sher A large fair, usually attended by about 3,000 
zamindars from the surrounding villages, 1s held here on Mondays 
in July every year in memory of a Mohammadan Saint who gives 
the fair its name 


There are no serats at Bugga Sher and the people have to stop 
in the open 


Muzaffargarh is 336 miles from Lala Musa Junction on the 
North-Western Railway, third class fare Rs 3-15-0, 


BUKERA. 


A village in Alahyar-jo-Tando Taluk, Hyderabad District, Sind, 
18 mules east from Hyderabad. 


There are four tombs here held in reverence by Musalmans, 
one of them, of Shaikh Banapotra, 13 said to be 500 years old , and 
another, Pir Fa7al Shah’s, 400 years oid A fag is held at these 
tombs twice a year and 1s attended by thousands of Musalmans 


Hyderabad 1s 674 mules from Lahore and 1]! mules from 
Karach: ; third class fare Rs. 7-14-6 and Rs. 1-4-9, respectively. 
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BUKKUR 


Fortified island 1n the river Indus, lymg between Sukkur and 
Rohn in the Shikarpur Distnct A httle to the north of 1¢ 1s the 
small isle of Khwaja Khizr (or Jind Pr) contaiming a shnne of 
much sanctity , while to the south 1s another islet known as Sad 
Bela, possessing some sacred shrines Chet: Chand, Besakhi, and 
Pohi Chand fairs are held m these islets m March, Apml, and 
December, respectively , attendance about 18,000, 9,000, and 3,000. 

The whole of this island 1s occupied by a fort whose walls are 
double and which presents a very fine appearance from the mver 
and has a show of great strength 

During the Mohammadan reign this island was considered a 
stronghold of some importance 

Sukkur on the North-Western Railway 1s the nearest railway 
station for theee islands Distance from Lahore 490 mules; 
third class fare Rs 65-12-0. Hackney coaches available at the 
station. 

There are several serats and dharmsalas at Sukkur and a dak 
bungalow near the station, but none im the islands 


BULRI 


A village in Goon Taluk, Hyderabad District, Sind, 20 mules 
from Tando Mohammad Khan Station on the Badin-Hyderabad- 
Kotri Section of the North-Western Railway 


The village contains the shrine of a Mohammadan Saint, Shah 
Karim, who 1s said to be a descendant of Imam Husain A large 
fair, lasting for ten days and attended by about 10,000 persons 
from distant places, 1s held here every January in his memory. 
The village derives its name from Buln, a fisherman’s wife, who 
was a devoted follower of the Shah There are several serats where 
pilgrims can stop 

Tando Mohammad Khan is 22 miles from Hyderabad Junction , 
third class fare annas 4 Camels and bullock carts procurable at 
Tando Mohammad Khan. 


BURHANPUR. 


A walled town mn the Central Provinces about 3 miles from the 
Burhanpur Railway Station on the Great Indian Peninsula Rail- 
way It was founded m AD 400 by Nasr Khan, the first inde- 
pendent prince of the Taruk dynasty of Khandesh, and has seen a 
great many historical changes The city was plentafully supplied 
with pure water by a system of water-works exhibiting considerable 
shill m construction. There are eight aqueducts stall to be traced 
in the neighbourhood. 
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It contains two fine masjids, the minarets of which may be 
seen from the railway peeping above the trees, and among the 
ruins of the Padesha Killa is a well preserved specimen of the 
Turkish bath of the zenana of the palace, with domed honeycombed 
roofs and marble floors, and from the platform some 80 feet above 
the river a fine view 1s obtained of the Tapti, which flows under 
the walls ot the palace, and Aseergarh in the background Lal 
Bagh, which was oné of the principal pleasure grounds of the Nawab 
of Burhanpur, 18 within 5 minutes’ walk of the station From 
January to Apml and August to October fairs and festivals are held 
at the tombs of the several Muhammadan Saints, the most import- 
ant of these bemg Hurgutshah Bicaree, visited by from five to 
ten thousand people 


The principal manufacture 1s that of gold and silver wire draw- 
ing and the working of the nch kymkhwab and brocaded alk and 
of coarser cloth and matenials 


Waiting room: at, and a seras near, the station. Close to the 
railway station are cotton presses and a ginning factory, also 
ginning factones in the town 


Burhanpur is 310 miles from Bombay and 647 mules from

BYCULLA 


Passengers for Malabar and Cumballa Hills, Breach Candy, 
Mahalaxmi and Mazagon should alght at this station The 
Victoria Gardens, which are situated a few hundred yards from 
the railway station, are worth a visit, they contain the Albert 
Rtatue, a good museum and a collection of wild animals, eto A 
Military Band occasionally plays im the gardens near the museum 
The Victona Technical Institute 1s also situated near the station

CALCUTTA 


Is the winter head-quarters of the Government of India and 
several railways meet here. The name 1s taken to be denwd 
from Kalighat, the shrine of the celebrated goddess “Kah,” wife 
of Shiva, which hes to the south of the aty. The neghbounng 
country was known, in very remote times, as Kali-Kshetra or the 
field of Kal The present temple 1s about 300 years old, and has 
no pretensions to beauty or grandeur. 


Kah 18 often simply called Devi or Mahadev: She 1s also 
called Durga, Kah, Chandika and Bhairavi She 1s represented 
with four arms In one hand she has a sword, in another the head 
of the giant she has slain, and with the two others she 1s encouraging 
her worshippers For ear-nngs she has two dead bodies , she wears 
a necklace of skulls, her only clothing 1s a girdle made of dead men’s 
hands, and her tongue protrudes from her mouth She stands 
with one foot on the thigh and the other on the breast of her 
husband After her victory over the giant she danced for joy 80 
furiously that the earth trembled beneath her weight At the 
request of the gods, Siva asked her to stop, but as, owing to her 
excitement, she did not notice him, he lay down among the slain 
She continued her dance until she caught sight of her husband 
under her feet, upon which she thrust out her tongue 

According to Kahka Purana the offerings of the flesh of the 
antelope, rhinoceros and the sacrifice of three men are most pleas- 

“ing to the Devi and the blood drawn from the offerer’s own body 
1s looked upon as a proper oblation to the goddess Chandika 

With regard to the orgin of the temple 1t 1s said that Parvati 
destroyed herself at the shght shown to her husband by her father, 
Daksha, who had not invited him to the sacrifice Siva was in- 
consolable at her loss, and throwing her corpse over his shoulders 
wandered through the earth, causing the greatest consternation 
and trouble Vishnu appealed to by mankind in their distress let 
his discus fly through the air, by which Parvati’s body was cut 
into fifty parts, and wherever any part touched the ground 4 
temple rose It 1s said that at Kalghat the second toe of her 
left foot 1s preserved 

To this temple at Kahghat pilgrmms come every day in the 
year, but on the days of any festival connected with the worship 
of Siva or Durga immense crowds assemble Parents desirous 
of sons, and families in any great sorrow, vow to Kali that if a son 
be given, or the trouble that oppresses them be removed, 8 kid will 
be sacrificed to her 

Badri Das’s Jain temple 1s also worth seeing 

The city of Calcutta extends for miles along the east bank of 
the nver Hooghly and 1s 80 miles from the sea coast The town 
of Howrah with an outline of mills and factones, the Sibpur Gov- 
ernment College of Engineering, and the Botanical Gardens face the 
city on the opposite bank of the nver 

The first mention of Kahkata 1s found m 1596 im the time of 
the Moghul Emperor Akbar, and a century later the British estab- 
lished factories and the East India Company made 1t their head- 
quarters 

The o'd Fort Wilham was constructed in 1700 under the presi- 
deney of Madras The existing Fort Wilham was commenced 
by Chive m 1757 and completed in 1773 at a cost of £2,000,000. 
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In 1756 Siraj-ud-Dowlah, Nawab of Bengal, surpnsed and took 
the settlement and ummured 146 Bnitish officials in a room, which 
1s tragically known in history as the “Black Hole” of Calcutta, of 
whom only 23 survived In 1757 Chive put the Nawab to flight 
and took Calcutta and laid the foundation of the Bntish Empire 
in the East 


Calcutta 1s a beautiful town. It possesses many magnificent 
buildings of European and Indian merchants and well-to-do people 
in Chowranghee and other parts of the town for which it has justly 
been called “The City of Palaces” Other places of interest are the 
Royal Mint in Strand Road, Botanical Gardens at Sibpur, in 
which still stands the great Banyan tree said to be 138 years old 
and 1s said to have once sheltered an army, Zoological Gardens at 
Alpur, Eden Gardens and Ochterlony Monument, 165 feet high, 
on the Maidan, Indian Museum and Asiatio Institution in 
Chowranghee 


About 3 miles towards the Khiter Bazar 1s another temple 
called Bhu: Kailas, contaming Siva Linga. On the occasion of 
the Sheoratri festival a fair 1s held here, which 1s attended by 


thousands of pilgrms 
There are several dharmsalas and serase for different sects 
as follows — i 


(1) Close to Howrah Railway Station owned by Raja Sew Bux 
Bagla, where food and refreshments are available. 


(2) Bara Bazar, Calcutta, No 9, Shama Bye’s Lane, owned by 
Babu Motichand Nakhat for Hindu and Jain travellers 


—lodging free 
(3) Nos 3, 4 and 5, Mullick Street, built by Raja Soorajma] 
Bahadur—accommodation free, 


(4) Musafirkhana owned by Hay: Shaikh Buksh Ellahi, Nos. 
50 and 51, Tara Chand Dutt’s Strect near the mosque 
popularly known as Nakod: Masjid, mtended for the 
free use of Mohammadan visitors to Calcutta 


(5) Another magnificent musajirkhana has lately been built 
near the Nakoda Musyid 


Hackney carriages are available at the station and in the city 
at all times of the day and mght An electric tramway rnns in 
all the main bazars and streets from morning to midnight. 


Calcutta 1s 1,213 miles from Lahore by East Indian and North- 
Western Railways; 1,349 miles from Bombay by Great Indian 
Peninsula and East Indian Railways vid Jubbulpore,and 1,032 miles 
from Madras (Rayapuram); third class fare Rs. 11-15-0 Rs. 13-3-0, 
and Ra. 13-7-0, respectively, 
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CAUVERY. 


A great river of Southern India, famous alike for its traditional 
sanctity, its picturesque scenery, and its utility It 1s known to 
devout Hindus as Dakshin Ganga, or the Ganges of the South, 
and the whole of ite course 1s holy ground According to the 
legend preserved in the Agneya and Skanda Puranas, there was once 
born upon earth a girl named Vishnumaya or Lopamudra, the 
daughter of Brahma, but her divine father permitted her to be 
regarded as the child of a mortal, called Kavera-Mum In order 
to obtain beatitude for her adoptive father she resolved to become 
@ river whose waters should punfy from ali sins Hence it 1s that 
even the holy Ganga resorts underground, once in the year, to the 
source of the Cauvery, to purge herself from the pollution contracted 
from the crowds of sinners who have bathed in her waters At 
Tala Kaven, where the mver mses, and at Bhagamandala, stand 
ancient temples annually frequented by crowds of pilgrims in the 
month of Tulamasa (October-November) 


In its course through Mysore State the Cauvery forms two 
islands of Serngapatam and Sivasamudram, which wie in sanctity 
with the island of Smrangam lower down in Tnchmopoly Distnct 


Encloang the wland of Sivasamudram are the celebrated 
Cauvery falls, unrivalled for romantic beauty. The nver here 
branches into two channels, each of which makes a descent of about 
200 feet in a succession of rapids and broken cascades. The scene 
has been rendered accessible to visitors by the munuificence 
oi a native of Mysore, who has constructed two stone bridges of rude 
but sold workmanship to connect the island with either bank

Rrirangam, the most sacred place on the Cauvery, is about 2: 
miles from Tnchinopoly 


CAWNPORE,. 


Is a large civil and mihtary station on the south bank of the 
Ganges in the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh, and 1s the junc- 
tion of Oudh and Rohikhand, Bombay, Baroda and Central India, 
East Indian, Indian Midland, and Bengal and North-Western Rail- 
ways. Cawnpore 1s 8 place of great interest to travellers as being 
the scene of the most termble episode of the mutiny There is a 
handsome Memonal Church (having a peal of bells) built near the 
scene of General Wheeler’s entrenchment The place of massacre 
8 pointed out near fte nver, and the well into which the victims 
were thrown 1s covered by a beautiful marble figure representing 
an angel, whose appearance in the spint of Christiamty breathes 
forgiveness and peace Around the monument 1s ore of the best 
kept gardens in India, 


There are two hotels, one, the Civil and Military, in cantonments 
about 5 minutes’ drive from the Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway 
Station, and the other, “The Empress,” under European manage- 
ment, conveniently situated for both cantonments and civil lines, 
about 10 minutes’ drive from the railway station , also waiting and 
refreshment rooms at the railway station 


The cantonment and civil station he along the nght bank of 
the Ganges, while the native city stretches inland towards the 
south-west and also fills up space between the Military and Civil 
portions of the European quarter Starting from the east on the 
Allahabad Road, the racecourse first mects the cye of the visitors. 
The native cavalry lines succeed to the westward, after which comes 
the bngade parade-ground North-east of the latter he the 
European Infantry Barracks, while the intervemmng ground between 
these cantonments and the river bank 1s occupied by the Memonal 
Church, the Club, the Artillery Lines and the various military offices. 
The Mall, locally known as “ Thand: Sarak,” leads from the Canton- 
ments to Civil lines past the St Catherine’s Hospital, Messrs. Murray 
& Co’s Agency, the Cawnpore Supply Association, the Commercial 
Buildings, and other principal native and Parsi shops On the 
nght hes the Queen’s Park with a colossal statue of Queen Victona 
in bronze, across are the Memorial Gardens enclosing the famous 
well Still further to the west stands the civil station, with the 
Bank of Bengal, Christ Church, the Theatre, the General Post 
Office, the Alliance Bank of Simla, the Allahabad Bank and the 
Chamber of Commerce Buildings and other European buildings. 


Commercial Cawnpore extends towards the west and 1s bounded 
on the north by the Ganges. 


The principal factories include the Mur Mills, the Cawnpore 
Woollen Mills, Elgin Mills, Cawnpore Cotton Mills, Victoria Mills, 
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Empire Engineermg Works, Cawnpore Brush Factory, the North- 
Western Provinces Tannery, Cawnpore Sugar Works, beside 
several flour and ginning mulls 

The Society for the Propagation of the Gospel have a large 
work at Cawnpore and have established beades High Schools,a 
Hospital, an Industnal Home, and Pnnting Works. 

The American Methodist body also have a Mission here with 
European High Schools for girls 

Old Cawnpore hes 3 mules further along the nver side, separated 
from the present city by fields and gardens 

The modern origin of Cawnpore deprives it of architectural 
attractions, and it cannot boast of such ancient palaces or hand- 
some edifices as adorn Agra, Benares, and other histone capitals. 

Cawnpore 1s the fourth city m size and importance of the 
WWnited Provinces of Agra and Oudh , 1t covers an area of 6,079 acres. 

There are three large serats in Cawnpore two of them are in 
Sadar Bazar about half a mile from the Oudh and Rollkhand 
Railway Stataon and'the third about a mile and a half from that 
station The accommodation im all of these sera 1s for about 
150 to 200 persons 

Cawnpore is 633 miles from Calcutta and 839 miles from 
Bombay , third class fare Rs 5-15-9 and Rs 9-10-0, respectively. 
Third class fare from Bombay to Cawnpore by mail Rs 13-2-0 


CHAMPA 


On Bengal-Nagpur Railway 1s the chief town of the Champa 
State on the mver Hasdeo 

About 2 miles to the north-west of Champa hes the village 
of Pittanpur, near which 1s the temple of Sheo Pittiaeshwar. On 
the Holi festival profuse offerings are made to the god Mahadeo, 
who 1s beheved to cure all diseases of the body imstantancously. 
A fair was started some 12 years ago, which has since then grown 
to considerable importance 

The village of Korba, where a large coal-field 1s known to 
exist, hes near Champa 

There 1s a seras near the Champa Railway Station and a Pubhe 
Works Department bungalow not far from it, but there are no 
rest-houses at Pittanpur village either for Europeans or Indians 
and the people have to make their own arrangements. 

Bullock carts are generally available at Champa for Pittanpur 
village. 

Champa ie 412 milesfrom Caloutta ; third class fare Rs, 4-8-0, 
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CHANAR,. 


Fortress and ancient town in Mirzapur District, Umted Provin- 
ces, distance trom Benares 26 miles and from Mirzapur 20 miles. 
The fort has passed through many histoncal changes, but it 18 now 
used as a place of confinement for State pmsoners 


A hittle to the east hes the tomb of a Mohammadan Sat, 
whore piety was clearly established, when he was carried a prisoner 
to Delln, by his fetters dropping off each evemng at time of prayer 
The last act of the dying man was to shoot an arrow from the fort 
into the jungle to fix the site of his tomb His mausoleum hes at 
a rather long bow-shot from the fortress , other Musalman mauso- 
leums have grown up around it, and a cemetery in a beautiful 
garden It 1s visited each year by crowds of devotees, both Hindus 
and Musalmans, but especially the former, who present offerings 
of rice and tie a knot on a lon; string which hangs down 1n the 
sanctuary, breathing at the same time a wish ora vow The town 
of Chanar 1s the seat of a flourishing native literary society 


There 1s a dak bungalow and a sera: at Chanar 


Chanar 1s a station on the East Indian Railway, situated at 
a distance of 439 miles from Calcutta § Third class fare from 
Chanar to Calcutta Rs 4-7-6 


CHANDOD. 


Village and place of Hindu pilgrimage in Guzerat within the 
terntory of Gaekwar, situated 10 miles south of Dabho: on the 
nght bank of Nerbudda Chandod 1s considered one of the moat. 
holy places in Western India The chief fairs held here and at 
the village Karnah in the months of Kartik (October-November) 
and Chaitra (March-April) are visited by from 20,000 to 25,000 
persons There are two dharmealas at this village 

Chandod 1s 302 miles from Bombay by Bombay, Baroda and 
Central India and Gaekwar Dabho: Railways, third class fare 
Ra, 4-8-3 


CHHAPAR. 


A village in Ludhiana tahail and district, Punjab, and a railway 
station on the Ludhiana-Dhun-—Jakhal Branch of the North- 
Western Railway. It 1s 17 miles from Ludhiana Junction and 64 
miles from Jakhal Junction; third class fare Re 0-3-3 and 
Re. 0-12-0, respectavely. Ludhiana 1s 9 miles from Phillour; third 
class fare Re. 0-1-9. 

A large fair is held here in September, date uncertain, in honour 
of god Goga (Serpent), which laste for three days and 1s attended by 
about 75,000 persons from the nesghbournng villages and Native 
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States. The popular local behef is that the children of the people 
who do not offer worship to Goga die of serpent bites. In the 
temple, which 1s of no architectural beauty, there 1s a hole through 
which cool air comes in, and the priests in charge of the temple tell 
the people that 1t comes from Goga’s breathing 


The village 1s about two and a half miles from the railway 
station, and as there are no metalled roads or conveyances, the 
visitors have to walk toit No seras or dharmeala in the village. 


CHHIPIA. 


Small village m Gonda District, Oudh, of no commercial :mport- 
ance and only noticeable for 1ts handsome temple erected in honour 
of a celebrated Vishnuvite religious reformer in Western India, 
named Sahajanand, who was born in this village about a century 
ago, and ultimately succeeded to the headship of the great Vishnu- 
vite monastery at Jungarh His followers clam for him divine 
honours as an incarnation of Knshna, and worship him under the 
tatle of Swam: Narayan His descendants are still at the head 
of the sect About 50 years ago the sect which he had founded 
in Gujarat erected a temple at his birthplace The fane iteelf 1s 
entirely of stone and marble imported from Mirzapur and Jeypore 
Behind the temple 1s a large bazar, and two square brick houses 
with turrets at each corner for the accommodation of the spiritual 
chiefs of the order Two large fairs are held here annually, one on 
the occasion of Ram-Naumi festival, and the other at full moon of 
Kartak. Throughout the year pilgnms of all classes of society, and 
from the most distant parts of India, visit the birthplace of their 
deified leader 


CHIDAMBARAM. 


Or more correctly Chittambalam, “ The atmosphere of wisdom,” 
is the chief town of Chidambaram Tahsil in South Arcot District 
and a station on the South Indian Railway It 1s 154 miles from 
Madras Beach Junction ‘Third class fare Rs 1-12-0 It ws 
chiefly noted for its temples The principal temple called Sabha- 
maniken Kovil or Kanak Sabha (Golden Shmne) 1s sacred to Siva 
and Parvati It is said that the earhest portions of this vast 
structure were built by Hiranya Varna Chakrasta, the golden 
colour king, who was cured of leprosy by bathmg m a tank at 
this place, This splendid group of buildings measures 600 yards by 
500 yards, covering 39 acres Two walls, each 30 feet high, sur- 
round it; and at each of the four corners stands a gopura, 122 feet 
high, faced with granite blocks 40 feet long and 5 feet thick, covered 
with copper The temple of Ganesa is said to contain the largest 
image of the god in India. The Vedic Sages Patanyli, Vyagraha pad 
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Upamanya, and other Rishis (saints) are considered to reside here 
but are invisible to mortal eyes 


Beades a Sansknt School, two Enghsh Schools and Girls’ School 
there are several Pathshalas where instruction 1s imparted in Vedas 
There are also several choulfrves or chuttrams, of which eight are 
very spacious and comfortable The most important among them 1s 
the Nattukota: chuétram, where Bairagis (waondenng mendicants) 
are supplied with nce, ete , and regular meals are given to Brahmins 
every day 4 

Two grand festivals are held at Chidambaram, one in June 
and the other n December, when from thirty to forty thousand 
piigmms assemble To the west of Chidambaram are Vnudda- 
chalam, Mannargud: and Snmushnam, which are also famous places 
of pilgrimage 

Silk cloth for women and Kails (a kind of cloth used specially 
by the Mohammadans of South India) are the chief manufactures 
of Chidambaram 

At the station jutkas (a small single-horse carnage) and swngle- 
bullock carts are always available. In the town, which is within 
a _— of a mile from the station, double-bullock carts are also 
av e 


CHINCHAVAD 


A village and station on Bombay-Raichur Section of the Great 
Indian Peninsula Railway, situated at a distance of 109 mules 
from Bombay. Third class fare by ordinary trams Rs 1-2-0 
There are two celebrated Hindu temples at Chinchavad , one, called 
Moraya Gosawi’s temple, 1s in the village, and the other, known 
as 8n Ganpati’s temple, stands on the bank of the mver Powna 
Moraya Gosawi 1s said to have been one of the great Saints in 
the 17th century Arannual fairis held m his honour in the month 
of December, which continues for three days and attracts about 
10,000 pilgrims 

There 18 a dharmsala near Sn Ganpati’s temple on the Powna 
bout a mile and a half from the railway station 


CHINGLEPET (THE “ BRICK TOWN”). 


Chief town of Chnglepet Distnct, Madras Presidency, and 
junction for Arkonam Branch, South Indian Railway Dhistance 
from Madras Beach Junction 37 miles Thurd class fare by boat mail 
Re 0-8-0 and by ordinary trams Re 0-7-3 There are refreshment 
rooms both for Europeans and Indians and waiting rooms for 
Ist and 2nd class passengers at the station Horses and bullock 
carts are available. The “Seven Pagodas” (or Mahavellipore) 
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are conveniently reached off Chinglepet The Siva temple 
of Tirukalukundram “ Patchitheertham,” 9 mules south-east of 
Chinglepet, 1s visited throughout the year by pilgrims, for whose 
accommodation there are six chuttrame (rest-houses) m the town. 
Tirupporur, 16 miles north-east of Chinglepet, 1s a seek age a dedicated 
to Subramania Swamy and draws large crowds of pilgrims at 
the feast of Kirthkay 


District Court, Jail, Reformatory School, Hospital, and other 
public buildings at Chinglepet 
The old fort 1s partially m ruins 


CHINIOT 


Town in Jhang District and head-quarters of the Chimot Tahsi? 
situated 2 miles south of the present bed of the Chenab Nearest 
railway station Chiniot Road onthe Wazrabad-Khanewal Section 
of the North-Western Railway 1s 16 miles from Chimottown This 
town was founded pnor to the Mohammadan conquest of Upper 
India It suffered much from the Durrani mroads dumng the last 
half of the 18th century and also dunng the troubles of 1848, bemg 
the scene of constant sanguimary struggles between the leaders of 
local factions Chimiot 1s a thnving town, most of the houses- 
bemng of excellent bnckwork, lofty and commodious, especially 
those of the Khoja traders, who have large business dealings with 
Amritsar, Calcutta, Bombay and Karachi Handsome mosque 
built by Nawab Sadulla Khan Tahim, Governor of the town in 
the reign of Shah Jahan, also a shrine dedicated to Shah Burhan, 
a Mohammadan Samt, revered by Hindus and Mohammadans 
ahke. Chimiot 1s celebrated for 1ts wood carving and masonry, 
and many of 1ts masons are said to have been employed in building 
the Taj Mahal at Agra The architect of the Golden Temple at 
Amritear was also a Chimot man Manufacture of coarse cloth, 
exports of cotton, wood, ghi, bones, horns and hides Theres a 
beautiful garden well stocked with fruit trees The country 1s well 
wooded and the surrounding scenery 1s attractave Ekkas are 
available at station for tranmt of passengers to Chimot town 
generally at the rate of Re 0-12-0 per passenger 

There 1s a seras and several dharmsalas in the town for the 
accommodation of travellers. 

Chinot Road 1s 146 miles from Lahore wd Wasrabad; third 
class fare Ra. 1-11-6. 


CHINTPURNL. 


Mountain range m Hoshiarpur District, Punjal, 28 miles from 
the encamping ground of Bharwain on the Dharmsala Road. 
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Height 3,896 feet above the sea Chintpurni is famous for the 
temple of headless Dev: Thousands of pilgrims resort to ths 
temple from all parts of the country about the month of March. 


Ekkas are always available at Hoshiarpur for Chintpurni at 
Rs. 1-2-0 per parao (a march of 10 or 12 miles), but on the occa- 
sion of the fair the rates become very igh and uncertain 


Nearest railway station for Chintpurm 1s Jullundur City on 
the North-Western Railway 81 miles from Lahore Third class 
fare from Jullundur to Lahore Re. 0-15-3. 


CHITRAKOT. 


The celebrated hull of this name 1s 3} miles from the station and 
1s & place of pilgrimage It 1s probably frequented by devout 
Hindus more than any other place in Bundelkhand It 1s said to: 
have atvained 1ts great sanctity when Ramchandra visited it dunng 
his wanderings It1s also mentioned m Ramayan, the great Hindu 
epic Footprints of Rama, Sita, and Lachhman are still shown at 
a temple called Charanpadika on the Pankrama. 


Round the base of the hull 1s a terrace upon which pilgrims 
perform the ceremony of circumambulation (“P ”) Thies 
terrace was erected by Ramachandra Kunwar, Raja of Panna, 
about a century anda half ago There are 33 places of worsh 
dedicated to various deities, situated on the low surrounding hulle 
on the banks of the Paisum and in the valley and plas at the 
foot of the hull, all of which are connected with the ceremonies 
performed at Chitrakot Of these places, seven, named Kot- 
Tirth, Diwanganga, Hanuman Dhara, Phataksla, Answiya, Gupt 
Godawan and Bharat-Kup, are those most frequented by devout 
Hindus, who go through the ceremomes of bathing and meditation 
at each of them They are within a circuit of 5 kos (10 miles) 
and are collectively known as the “Panch Koshi Tirtha.” 
Most of them are m small Native States in the Baghelkhand Agency 
(head-quarters Sutna) d 

Two large fairs are held m March-April and October-November, 
the former at the “ Ramnaumi” and the latter at “Dewah” festa- 
vals At every new moon and on the occurrence of echpses, a 
small mela 1s held. 


Chitrakot 1s a station on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway’ 
Distance from Jhansi 157 miles , third class fare Rs 2-2-0 


CHITORGARH 


Is the junctaon of the Rayputana-Malwa Railway with the 
Udapur-Chitor Railway and 1s mtuated in the terntory of Hus 
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Highness the Maharaja of Udaipur, 35 miles from Neemuch and 
115 mules from Ajmer. The famous fort of Chitor 1s an isolated 
rock, standing up from the plams of Mewar as a bold nil mass, 
nsing 500 feet above the country at its base, and extending north 
and south some 3} miles 
The hull presents bare and vertaca] scarps, crowned with an 
old line of battlements, which np to the pnncipal gate, Ram Pol 
on the west, 1s some 350 feet above the base To the histonan 
this locality possesses great interest on account of its having been 
the scene of so many stirnng events and fierce Rajput struggles 
for independence In the reign of Lukshm: in 1290 Chitor was 
stormed and sacked by Ala-ud-din On this occasion the awful 
sacrifice of “ Johur” was performed by the Rajput women, several 
thousands of whom are said to have been suffocated in the sub- 
terranean chambers of the fort, the hst being closed by the fair 
"Queen Padmimi, for the possession of whose person Ala-ud-din 
18 said to have besieged the fort There are some old temples, 
tanks and houses still worth seeing on the hill 
Chitorea or httle Chitore hes close at ita southern extremity, 
and though in comparison a mere rounded hillock, 150 feet lower, 
has more than once m history proved a pomt of vantage against 
the great southern bastion of the fort itself 
The hill 1s about 2 miles away from the station, but nding 
camels, village ponies and country carts can be obtained from the 
headman of the village 
There 1s a d&k bungalow close to the station, belonging to 
the Udaipur Raj, but there are no serars or dharmsalas for the 
accommodation of Indian visitors and the people have to put up 
in unoccupied shops m bazar behind the railway station. 
Chitorgarh 1s 526 miles from Bombay and 116 miles from 
Ajmer; third class fare Rs 5-8-0 and Rs. 1-3-0, respectively. 


CHITTUR (“LITTLE TOWN”) 


Is the head-quarters of North Arcot D stnct and of Chittur 
Taluk Its a station on the South Indian Railway, situated at 
a distance of 221 miles from Madras Beach Junction Station. Third 
‘lass fare by boat mail Rs 2-15-0and by other trains Rs, 2-7-0 
There 1s a bungalow quarter of a mile from the station and two 
huttrams (rest-houses) for Indians Granite and bulpum are 
exported from this place 

There are famous Hindu temples dedicated to Sr Varadaraja 
Swamy and Kothandarama Swamy at Indrapun, commonly 
known as “ Yadaman,” 5 miles due south from this station A 
grand festival takes place here for ten days m May and attracts 
people m large numbers from the neghbounng taluks of the dis- 
érict 
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COIMBATORE. 


On the Madras Railway (Population 38,967) Is the pnna- 
pal town of the district of that name and the head-quarters of the 
Collector Messrs Stanes & Co and other firms have large 
coffee-curing establishments here About 3 miles from this 1s 
the noted temple of Parur visited by Malayalam pilgmms and 
others There 1s also a spinning and weaving eatablishment 

There are several chulframs or dharmsalas in Coimbatore 
and Parur Single-bullock carts and pony jutkas can be had at 
station 

Coimbatore 1s 306 miles from Madras Third class fare by 
mail Rs 4-0-0 and by other trains Rs 3-3-0 


CONJEVERAM 


« Or Kanchipuram 1s the head-quarters of Conjeepuram Taluk, 
Chinglepet Distnct, Madras Presdency It was an important 
city of the Chola Kingdom, and in the 14th century the capital 
of Tondamandalam After the fall of the Vijayanagar family in 
1644, 1¢ was subject to the Mohammadan Kings of Golconda, and 
at a later date became part of the Arcot dommons In 1751, 
Chive, returning from Arcot, took the town from the French. 

Conjeeveram 1s one of the seven holy cities of India, ¢ pilgnmage 
to which 1s supposed to confer happiness in heaven It has been 
called the Benares of the South In the 7th century it was a great 
Buddhist centre, but the following century, 1t was Jain, and Jain 
nuns are still to be seen m the district About the 12th century 
the place fell under the Hindu predommance Two of the temples, 
among the largest n South India, were built by Krshna Raya 
about 1509 

The two towns of Great and Little Conjeeveram possess groups 
of temples, choulértes, Agraharame (Brahman resting-houses and 
alms-houses), etc, and are much frequented by pilgrmms 

The huge Siva temple at Great Conjeeveram has some noble 
gopuras, large mandapas—the asual 1,000 pillared hall, and some 
fine tanks, with flights of stone steps The largest gopura has 10 
storeys, its height bemg 188 feet The summit affords a fine bird's. 
eye view of the entare temple and the surrounding country 

The Vishnu temple of Lattle Conjeeveram 1s about 2 miles 
distant from the Great Temple Here 1s a very remarkable hall 
of pillars, 96 in all, carved at the basis into horsemen and animals 
In front of the tank are two columns for flagstafis, and a beautiful 
pavilon with a painted roof resting on four slender pillars The 
treasury of this temple 1s nich in ancient jewels. 

The great annual festaval held in May 1s attended by thousande- 
of pilgnms, many of whom come from long distances. 
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Conjeevaram 1s a station of the South Indian Railway. It 
59 mules from Madras Beach Station. Third class fare Re. 0-11-0. 


CONTAI ROAD STATION. 


Head-quarters of Conta: Sub-Division in Midnapur Dhustrict, 
Bengal, and a station on the Bengal-Nagpur Railway About 10 
mules inland to the west les the town of Kaasiaree, where abound 
well preserved remains of considerable antiquity and interest 
The fort or monastery of Kurumbera has 10 feet high walls of 
laterite still almost mtact and contains complete row of cloisters 
about 8 feet wide Inside 1t 1s a temple of Siva, now m runs, with 
the Mahadec at the bottom of a well, where the god still has many 
worshippers At the west end inside the enclosure there 1s a 
mosque which appears from an Oor1ya insomption on the west inner 
wall to have been erected by Mohammad Taher during the reign 
of Aurangzeb, but 1t fell into disuse when the fort was recaptured 
by Hindus To the north 1s a deep and large tank full of alhgators 
called the Jageswar Kundu 

According to local tradition the monastery was built by the 
Maharaja of Kapileswar of the Deo Ra) family of Oonya Here 
also lived the famous Bagh Raja, when the place was covered with 
jungle His cattle grazed on the fields on the western bank of 
the mver Subarnarekha which then flowed through 1t One day 
the herd in charge of the flock was chastised by the Raja because 
one of the cows gave less milk than usual The herd privately 
watched the cow and following her closely saw her cross the nver and 
after taking an easterly direction make towards a Mahadeo in that 
locality and pour forth her milk on the god’s head Bagh Raya 
hearing of tlus communicated it to Maharaja Kopileswar, who 
caused the Kurumbera to be built and consecrated 1t to the god 

Perhaps the most curious ruins are those of stone pillars of 
Kearchand which are scattered over a large plam and number 
about one thousand They are said to have been devised by a 
Hindu King, Jaber Singh, as a means to intamidate his enemies by 
making them appear as sO many men on watch day and night 
At Una State there 1s a temple beamng an inscnption on a marble 
tablet to the effect that 16 was built by Raja Chohan Singh 

There 1s a Moghul-para which abounds with specimens of 
Moghul architecture most of which date from the reign of 
Aurangzeb. 

The place 1s renowned for its large tussur-mlk manufacture 

Conta: town 1s 35 miles from Contai Road Station. Camel and 
bullock carts are procurable at the station. 

There are no serats and dharmsalas either near the station or 
wn the town, but there are four dik bungalows, one about 50 — 
from the station and others on the way to Conta town. 
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Contai Road Station 1s 94 miles from Caloutta by the Bengal- 
Nagpur Railway , third class fare Rs 1-3-9 


CUDDAPAH 


Is the head-quarters of the distnct of the same name and 18 a 
station on the North-West Line of the Madras Railway Dhistance 
from Madras 162 mies Third class fare Rs 1-11-0 It 1s a town 
of large native trade In the town are four buildings now occu- 
pied by Government offices, but which were formerly palaces of 
the Nawab of Cuddapah These contain some good workmanship 
Scattered in the district are numbers of interesting specimens of 
native architecture, especially at Madanapalle, where there 1s a 
pagoda and a beautifully carved monolith 

The name Cuddapah 1s said to have been derved from 
krepa, ‘ wercy ,’ but others connect it with Gadapa, “ a gate,” se, 
the gate to Tnpat: Dunng the Mohammadan occupation the town 
was called Neknamabad 

There 1s achuttram one furlong from the railway station and 
two chuttrams, one dharmsala and a travellers’ bungalow for 
Eurupeans in Cuddapah town 2} miles from the railway station, 
where pony jutkas are at all tumes available to take passengers to 
the town and back 


DADAR 


Is the junction of Bombay, Baroda and Central India and Great 
Indian Peninsula Railways The Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India Railway Station 1s only a few yards from this station and the 
passengers for the Bombay, Baroda and Central India and the 
connected railways should change here The objects of interest 
are the Pottery Works an’ the two Mahra Wardens There 1s also 
a comfortable dharmsala for Hindus only situated between the 
Bombay, Baroda and Central India and Great Indian Penin- 
sula Railway Stations There are two woollen mills and two 
dyemg factones close to the station 

Dadar 1s 6 miles from Bombay (Victoma Terminus) by 
Great Indian Pemnsula Railway and 8 miles by Bombay, 
Baroda and Central India Railway from Bombay (Colaba), third 
class fare Re. 0-1-3 and Re. 0-1-6, respectively. 


DAKOR 


Distant about 20 miles from Anand, 1s the most celebrated 
place of pilgrimage on the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Line, 
It boasts the largest lake in the Kaira District, but 1ts chief interest 
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1s 1n the temple where the image of Knshna, reported to have been 
brought from Dwarka, 1s enshrined. The building cost one 
lakh of rupees, the idol’s throne of wood 1s beautifully carved 
and His Highness the Gaekwar some time ago spent Rs 1,25,000 
in ornamenting 1t with silver and gold 

Dakor 1s one of the most celebrated places of plgrnmage. Hindus 
of every caste, from the Brahmin to the Dhed, come here, the 
latter, however, are not allowed to enter the temple, but are com- 
pelled to worship at a distance 

The chief gatherings are at the full moon of October (Asso) 
and November (Kartik), when from 50 to 100 thousand pilgnms 
attend, many of them from distant parts of the Deccan and 
Kathiawar, at other full moons the number of pilgmms vanes 
from 5 to 10 thousand 

About 20 imiles north of Dakor 1s the walled town of 
Kapadwanj, a place of considerable trade Soap, glass, and leather 
jars for ghee are manufactured here There 1s a fine reservoir 
in the town, and a good rest-house near the east gate There 
are also ruins of many Mussalman mosques and tombs and a 
Jain temple, built about 25 years ago at a cost of Rs 1,50,000; 
1t 18 richly ornamented with marble pillars and inlaid marble 
pavements Nearly midway between Dakor and Kapadwan 
are the hot springs of Lasundra, the greatest temperature being 
115 degrees They are slightly sulphurous and are believed 
to be efficacious mm skin diseases 

Tongas run between Dakor and Kapadwan] 

There are about 10 dharmsalas or rest-houses 1» Dakor town 
and several at Kapadwany 

Dakor 1s on the Anand-Godhra Branch of the Bombay, Baroda 
and Central India Railway Dhistance 289 miles from Bombay 
(Colaba) , third class fare Rs 3-13-6, 

The town 1s about 1} miles from the,railway station Gharries. 
can be had at the station 


DALMAU. 


A town in the Rai Bareli District, Oudh, on the river Ganges, 
60 miles from Lucknow and 48 miles from Cawnpore. It stands 
on a chff of considerable haght above the mver and 1 of great 
antiquity and historical and archmological imterest; climate 1s 
very healthy except in rains. 

The largest fair m the district, called Katki fair, is held here 
on the last day of Kartik and lasts for three days. Ths far 
1s greatly mcreasing im populanty and about 300,000 pilgrnms 
assemble here to bathe in the mver, some of whom come from 
a very long distance. 
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It 1s 19 mules from the nearest railway station—Ra: Bareli—~ 
on the Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway, but has a good metalled 
road and conveyances are available 


Considerable trade in hides to Cawnpore, oil seeds and poppy seeds 
18 carried on here 


There 1s a seras in the town Conveyances available at Ra 
Bareh on the Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway 


Ra: Bareh 1s 149 miles from Moghal Sera: and 568 miles from 
Calcutta, third class fare Rs 1-13-0 and Rs 6-2-0, respectively 


DAMRAON . 


It 18 about 10 miles from the Buxar Station on the East Indian 
Railway The temple here 1s said to contain the images of Ram 
Chandra and Ahha Ba: It 1s said that Ahha Bai, who was a wise 
and learned woman, was turned into stone by the curse of her 
husband Gautama Mum When Ram Chandra visited this place 
she again returned to hfe ard was translated to heaven 


There 1s a dak bungalow and a sera at Damraon and a bungalow 
for Government officials 1n Buxar town about amuile from the 
station 


Buxar 1s 411 miles from Calcutta by East Indian Railway , 
third class fare Rs 4-4-0, 


DANTAN 


Chief village in pargana of the same name in Midnapur District, 
Bengal, and a station on the Bengal-Nagpur Railway 104 miles from 
Calcutta The temple of Shamaleshwar, at the entrance of which 
there is astatue of a large ox lying 1n front of Siva, having ite four 
legs cut off according to tradition by that infamous iconoclast 
Kalapahar Bho) Raja 1s said to have erected this temple, but its 
origin is shrouded in obscurity The place 1s considered to have 
derived its name from the fact that Chaitanya on his way to 
Juggernath had brushed his teeth here The place, however, 
appears from Jadunath’s History of Dantan to be much more 
ancient than Chaitanya 

The Bidryadhar and Shashankar tanks here are of histoncal 
origm The former was excavated under the orders of Bidhyadhar, 
Minster of Raja Telinga Mukanda Deb, and the latter was ex- 
cavated by Raja Shashanka Deb on his way to Juggernath 


It 1s sail that there 1s an underground communication between 
the two tanks

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Travellers’ bungalow close to the ratlwav station and serais and

DEBI PATAN. 


Village with temples and large religious fair in Gonda District, 
Qudh. It 1s stated to be probably one of the oldest seats of the 
Sivaite cultus in Northern India The earliest legend connects 
at with Raya Karna, son of Kunti, the mother of the three elder 
Pandavas by the sun-god and hero of the impenetrable currass, 
who, abandoned 1n his cradle on the Ganges, was adopted by Adirath, 
the childless King of Anga Brought up at the court of Hastinapur, 
Karna was refused by Drona the arms of Brahma, which, however, 
he eventually obtained from Parasuram by faithful service at his 
retreat on the Mohendra mountain In after-life he attended 
Durjodhana to the Swayamvara described in the Mahabharata, and 
having taken a prominent part in the great war, was finally granted 
the city of Malini by Jarasindhu, the Sivaite King of Magadha 
A large religious-trading fair, lasting for about ten days, and 
attended by about 100,000 persons, is held here each year 
The principal articles of commerce are—hill pomies, cloth, tamber, 
mats, ghi, iron, cmnamon, etc During the fair large numbers 
of buffaloes, goats and pigs are daily sacrificed at the temple 


DELHI. 


Is the junction of Bombay, Baroda and Central India, East 
Tndian, North-Western, Oudh and Rohilkhand, and Great Indian 
Peninsula Railways, and 1s situated on the west bank of the nver 
Jumna, 903 mules from Calcutta, 957 miles from Bombay by 
Great Indian Peninsula and 849 miles by Bombay, Baroda 
and Cent®al India Ruilway, and 122 miles from Agra Third 
‘class fare from these places respectively 1s Rs 8-1-6, Rs 9-15-0, 
Rs 8-1-0 and Rs 1-11-0 Although the present city was only built 
‘by the Emperor Shahjahan m AD 18931, the neighbourhood 
‘has been the site of an important city for many centuries, the 
Hindu chroniclers gong back as far as BC 1400 The city 
was in the occupation of the Hindus nearly up to the 12th 
century, when it fell into the hands-of the Mohammadans, being 
captured by Kutub-ud-Dim, Viceroy of Mohammad of Ghor and 
founder of the slave dynasty, m A D 1192 whoin AD 1206 became 
King and was crowned at Lahore The celebrated minaret called 
the Kutub Minar was commenced in his reign and completed in 
that of his successor, and was built to commemorate the capture 
of Delhi, The city remained under Musalman rule until A.D. 1399, 
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when the King was defeated by Tamerlane (or Timoor the 
Tartar), who 1s said by Fershta to have put to death 100,000 
prisoners, taken in previous encounters, a few days before 
the battle which established his rule After the action, 
Timoor hed himself proclaimed Emperor of India, and 
having appointed the Viceroy of Lahore as his deputy he started 
on his homeward journey Huis authority, however, extended 
only to aftw distncts outside the city, the several Vic roys 
in other parts of India contunwng independent From AD 
1450 to AD 1526 Delhi was ruled by the Afghan dynasty of 
Lodhi, but in the latter year Babar, a descendant of the renowned 
Tamerlane, advanced upon the city, and in a bloody battle on the 
plain of Pampat the last King of the Lodhi dynasty was killed, and 
Dell again became subject to the Moghuls, Babar entering the 
city on May 10th, 1526, and being prolaimed Emperor of 
India He only hved unt AD 1530, but 1n less than four years, 
against enormous odds, he recovered most of the ancient possessions 
of Delhi It remained under the Moghuls with shght interruptions 
up toA D 1760, from which date to A 1D) 1857 the city was subyjec 
to many vicissitudes, but in the latter year, the year of the great 
Mutiny, 1t was captured by the Bntish from the rebel troops, and 
since their occupation the city has advanced rapidly in prosperity 


The Kutub Minar mentioned above 1s eleven mules south of 
Delhi It 1s a tapering shaft ornamented at intervals by hands and 
balcomes Itisthe highest pillar in India, being 238 feet high 
The summit 1s reached by 379 stone stepe, from which a magnificent 
view 1, obtained 


In the Kutub square there 1s a pillar, composed of a mixture 
of tron, copper and zinc, supposed to have been placed there by the 
Hindus m AD 319 It 1s cne of the most cunous monuments 
in India, being in one solid piece, its total height from the top 
of the capitui td the bottom of its base 1s 23 feet 8 inches The base 
of the pillar 18 an regular knob in shape, resting on several little 
pieces like bits of bar-iron let mto the stone underneath, and 
secured with lead. Jts weight 1s estimated at more than 17 tons 
It 1s called ‘‘ Feroz Shah’s Lath ’’ 


The fort or palace 1s enclosed by walls, the circuit of which 1s 
14 mules, and although much of its splendour has disappeared 
since the Mutiny, it 1s well worthavisit In it 18 the Diwan-1-Khas, 
or Hal) of Audience for the nobility, a beautiful building of white 
marble ornamented with nch mosaics; in this hal] was the famous 
peacock throne which was carried off by the Persiansin AD 1739, 
it has been variously valued at £2 000,000 to 6,000,000 Near ths 
Diwan-1 Khas 1s the Mota or Pearl Mosque, small but most exquisitely 
finished 

The Jumma Musyd, the most famous mosque in India, 1s 
situated between the Kashmir and Delhi Gates on a rocky 
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eminence called the Jujolapahar The mosque is 200 feet long 
and 120 feet broad, covered by three splendid cupolas of white 
marble From the top of the mmarets, which are 130 feet high, 
most extensive views of the city and surrounding country are 
obtained a 

The public gardens near the railway station and the museum 
attached thereto will well repay a visit 


The tomb of the Emperor Humayun, who, after being driven 
from his lingdom, returned and succeeded in re-establishing 
the Moghul dynasty on the throne of Delhi, 1s about 2 miles 
to the south of the city, it 1s a noble building of red stone inlaid 
with marble and surmounted by a dome of marble 


Other places in or near Del that are worth visiting are 
the Ridge, on which 1s erected a monument to General Nicholson 
and others who fought and fell at the Siege of Delly in 1857 
just within the city wall opposite the Great Indian Penmeula 
Railway Company’s station (Del: Sadar), Sufdar Jang’s tomb, 
the Royal Baths, the Kala Musjd or Black Mosque, so called 
from the dark hue given to it by tame, which 1s supposed to have 
been built by one of the early Afghan sovereigns, the tomb of the 
poet Khusro (author of the Bagh-o-Bahar), the Nicholson Gardens, 
and the cemetery 

The city walls are 54 miles round, and there are 10 gates therein. 
The city 1s supphed with water by a canal from the Jumna, commenc- 
ing 120 miles above Delhi, and the water from the mver near the 
wells in Delhi being almost unfit for use 

Chandn Chowk 1s the main street of Delhi, and the vaned 
nationalities and costumes met therem cannot escape notice 

A grand fair 18 held at Mahrolie on the site of old Delhi, 
11 miles from the present city, in the rainy season Enormous 
numbers of spectators flock to 1t from Delhi and other places 

There are several spinning mulls, factones, brewenes, ctc 

Delhi 1s famous for its art wares of gold and silver embroidery 

There are several good serais near the station There 1s a 
dharmsala bult by L Chhunna Mal about a quarter mile from the 
station, where food can be procured at moderate rates and accom- 
modation 1s free 


DEOBAND. 


‘Town and municipality in the Saharanpur District on the 
North-Western Railway, 154 miles north of Muzaffarnagar Half 
a mile from the town 18 a small lake called Devi Kund, whose 

ks are covered with temples, ghats, and sats monuments. 
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much frequented by devout pilgrims It 1s an ancient town, 
and was originally called Deoban or the Sacred Grove. A 
religious assembly still takes place in a neighbounng wood, which 
ccntains a temple of Devi The Pandavas passed their first exile 
within its precincts About 5,000 people attend the fair by rail. 
Deoband has a famous Mohammadan theological schovl 

Export trade in grain, refined sugar and oil, manufacture 
of fine cloth 

There 1s a rest house for Indian visitors in the town, which 15

Is the head-quarters of the Deogarh Sub-Division, Sonthal 
Parganas, and 1s 4 miles east of the chord line of the East 
Indian Railway The principal object of interest 1s the group 
of 22 temples dedicated to Siva, to which pilgnmmages are m: de 
by Hindus from al] parts of India The oldest temple 1s called 
Baidy anath, and 1s said to contain one of the 12 oldest ‘‘ Lingams ”’ 
of Siva im India It has a population of 8,838 Three large 
fairs are held here every year. The Bhadra Purnima fair takis 
place m September and lasts for a fortmght, the far of Sm Pancho 
w celebrated for a month m December and January, and the 
Sivaratn festival comes off in February From thurty to forty 
thousand visitors attend on each occasion 

Besides two dharmsalas, which are at a distance of half 
a mile from the railway station, and Pandas’ or presta’ houses, 
temporary sheds are erected by Government for the accom-

Town 1n Batala tahsil, Gurdaspur District, Punjab, hes on the 
bank of the nver Ravi, 13 miles north-west of Batala Baba Nanak, 
the first Sikh Guru, settled and died at the village of Pakhoke, 
opposite the modern town, and hus descendants, the Bedis, con- 
tinued to reside upon the same spot until the encroaching river 
swept away thei village They then crossed the stream and built a 
new town, which they called after the name of their holy ancester. 
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The majority of the inhabitants still conmsts of Bedis Hand- 
some Sikh temple dedicated to Baba Nanak A second temple, 
known as the Tal Sahib from a large Tal or Shisham tree which

A very ancient Musalman town im the Nawab Gange tahail 
of the Bara Bank Distnct m Oudh, lying at a distance of 8 miles 
north of the distnct head-quarters A large fair 1s held here 
on the 17th of the Musalman month of Shaban in honour of Hazrat 
Shah Hisam Hayyaj: of Baghdad, which attracts about 25,000 
pilgrims Manufactures of the town are pottery and glass bangles 
A metalled road leads from Nawab Gange to Dewa Camel carts 
and ekkas are available at Nawab Gange as well as at Bara 
Banlu, the rates of hire beng annas 2 and 4 per seat, respectively, 
but during the fair the rates mse very high There 1s a small seras 
at Dewa, but the people aitending the fair generally get accom- 
modation in pnvate houses Bara Bank 1s 661 mules from 
Calcutta by East Indian and Oudh and Rohikhand Railways 
and 18 miles from Jucknow, third class fare Rs 6-15-0 and 
Re 0-3 9, respectively. 


DEWALWARA 


Small village in Arvi tahsl, Wardha Distnct, on the mver 
Wardha, 6 miles west of Arvi Noted for the large fair held every 
November, for over a century past, mm the bed of the nver close 
by The fair lasts for 20 to 25 days, during which tame pilgrims 
and merchants from Nagpur, Poona, Nak, Jubbulpur, etc , flock 
to the fine temple of the goddess Rukmin, besides transacting a 
large business , Immediately opposite Dewalwara stood Kundinapur 
described im the 10th chapter of the sacred book Bhagbat 
as extending from the river Vidarbha (Wardha) to Amraoti, where 
King Bhimak reigned over the Vidharbha country and gave his 
daughter in marriage to the god Krishna 

Nearest railway station Arvi Road, on the Southern Mahratta 
Railway, 18 97 miles from Poona Third class fare from Poona 
to Arvi Road Rs. 1 4-6 
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Bullock carts available at Ary: No sera? or dharmaata; 
piignms stay in temple or in the open on the bank of Wardha 
river 


DHAMANGAON 


Waiting room at station Dhamangaon 1s gradually ning 
into commercial importance and owns cotton presses and ginmng 
factones It 1s also the railway station for Yeotmal, the (vil 
station of the Woon District, 29 miles from Dhamangaon, the seat 
of a Deputy Commusmoner Yeotmal has also two steam and 
one hand presses and two gins Palegaon, 8 mies beyond, has one 
gin and Anjonising, 7 miles further, has one gin A fair 1s held 
annually about March in honour of a Hindu ascetic, Bagajee 
Bua, at the village of Warood, about 12 miles from tbe 
railway station, and lasts for 15 days The far 15 also of a 
commercial nature There is a regular mal tonga employed by 
the Postal Department in which provision 1s made to carry 
passengers 

There are three dharmsalas for the accommodation of Indian 
visitors and a dah bungalow for Europeans very close to the 
railway station

A village in Wazirabad tahsil, Gujranwala District, Punjab, 
about 3 mules from Warsirabad town Sakh: Sarwar fair 
held here every Thursday and Sunday during the month of June, 
when about 10,000 people assemble There 1s no serat at Dhaun- 
kal Ekkas available for Dhaunkal at Wamrabad 


Wazirabad 1s 62 miles from Lahore , third class fare Re 0-11-6. 


DHOLPUR 


Is the capital of the State of same names and situated on the 
banks of the Chumbal mver The residences of the Maharana 
and of a Political Agent are here. 


Among the plares of interest 1s a mosque built by Shah Jahan 
ip 1636, whichis surrounded by a mausoleum in which are the 
remains of a Sayyad mussionary 


The original town 1s supposed to have been built by Raya 
Dholandeo in the beginning of the 11th century The Emperor 
Babar mentions Dholpur as having surrendered to him in 1526, 
and his son Humayun 1s said to have moved the site further to 
the north to avoid the encroachments of the Chumbal nver 
An enclosed, and to some extent fortified, seras was built in the 
teign of Akbar The new portion of the town and the palace of 
the Rana were built by Rana Kirat Singh, the great-grandfather 
of the present Chief A fair called Sarad Purra 1s held here for 15 
days in the latter part of October, when a large traffic m mer- 
chandise, cattle, and horses 1s carned on About 2 mules from 
Dholpur 1s the sacred lake of Machoondeo, attnbuted to the god 
Knishna 

There are good waiting rooms at the station and a daék bunga- 
low close by 

Dholpur 1s 804 miles from Bombay by the Great Indian Penin- 
sula Railway and 154 miles from Delhi Third class fare by ordin- 
ary passenger trai Rs 9-3-0 and Rs 2-0-0 and by mail Rs, 10-6-0 
and Rs. 2-3-0, respectively. 


DHULIA = 


Is the head-quarters of the Collectorate of Khandesh and a 
principal trade centre on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway 
An annual fair 1s held at Dhulia every year on the banks of the 
river Panjra The ruins of Sultanpore, contammg a fort, are 24 
miles beyond Dhulia Two miles beyond 1s a fine well, the archi- 
tecture of which, with its staircase and domes, 1s striking 
Pimpalner, 44 miles beyond Dhulia, also affords several objects 
of interest to the visitor, the best of which are the ancient 
temples of Palsane, and some caves with large carvings in stone, 
the carved figures being remarkably perfect. The Bhamar caves, 
35 mules from Dhuha, are also objects of interest 


Dhuha 1s 239 miles from Bombay vié Chalsgaon, third class 
fare Rs, 2-9-0 


DINDIGUL (“THE ROCK OF DINDU,’’ AN ASURA OR 
DEMON) 

Town mn Dindsgul taluk, Madura District, Madras Presidency, 
and a station on the South Indian Railway. Dustance from 
Madras Beach Station 309 miles , third class fare by boat mail 
Rs 4-1-0 and by ordinary trams Rs 3-7-0. The place 1s famous 
for 1ts tobacco manufactones. As the town stands about 900 feet 
above sea-level, the nights for a considerable portaon of the year 
are not sultry or oppressive. The hills on the left hand facing 
the south are named the Sirumalays, those on the mght are 
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called the Lower Pulneys The old fort of Dindigul 1s built on 
a rock 280 feet above the level of the surrounding country and has 
been the scene of many sieges In 1783 it was tahen by the 
English from Tippu Sahib, and was formally ceded by him in 
1792 There 1s a refreshment room at the station Messrs 
Spencer & Co have their cigar factory in the town A fair is 
held every Monday 


On the Pulney Hills, 36 miles from Dindigul, stands the famous 
dedicated to ‘‘ Pulney Andavar’’ Pilgrims journey hither 
from almost all parts of Southern India Festivals are held in 
the months of January and March Amencan and Lutheran 
Missions have their churches here not far from the railway 
station Cotton, castor seeds, onions, ground-nuts, cigars, dressed 
skins, bamboo, firewood, timber and dry crops are the chief exports 
of ths place Tanning bark, wet skins and salt are the chief 
imports This town 18 noted for iron and bronze works, and there 
are about 10 tannenes 
There are two chutirame at Dindigul for Indian visitors, where 
meals can be procured at moderate rates There 1s also a 
travellers’ bungalow about a mile from the railway station, which 
can be occupied by Europeans on payment of Re 1 per diem 
Meals can be ordered from Messrs Spencer & Co’s refreshment 
room at the station There are three chuttrams and several 
rest-houses for Europeans at Pulney 


Horse and double-bullock carnages are always available at 
Dindigul for Pulney, the former at a charge of Rs 5-0-0 and the 
latter at Rs 3-0-0 Tongas and mding horses can be had at 
Pulney to go uphill 

Passengers for Pulney Hills should alight at Ammayanaya- 
kanur, where there 1s a rest-house at station and refreshments 
can be obtained Bullock carts are available here

DOD-KURUGOD 


Near to this village on the Southern Mahratta Railway on the 
bank of the river 1s a very ancient fig tree, called the Vidurasva- 
tham, said to have been planted by Vidura about 4,000 years 
ago. It has a great reputation for curing the most serious com- 
plata of pilgrims to its shrine, which 1s well endowed Viduras- 
vatham consequently 1s a famous place of pilgmmage for Hindus. 
There 1s a travellers’ bungalow close to the railway station and 
two chuttrams at a distance of about one mile 
; ie 18 402 miles from Bezwada, third class fare

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DWARKA (THE CITY OF THE GATES) 


Sea port and a most mmportant place of Hindu pilgrimage, 
situated at the western extremity of the Kathawar Penmsula 
in Bombay Presidency The Vishnu Purana says that the 
Yadavas, the tnbe to which Krishna belonged, having been very 
much weakened, Knshna built the city of Dwarka, defended by 
high ramparts and beautified with gardens and reservoirs of 
water, crowded with houses and buildings, and splendid as 
Amaravati, the capital of India Thither Janardana conducted the 
inhabitants of Muthra 


On the day that Knshna died :t 1s said that the ocean rose 
and submerged the whole of Dwarka except alone the dwelling 
of the deity of the race of Yadavas The sea has not yet been 
able to wash that temple away, and there Kesava constantly 
abides even to the present day Whoever visits that holy shrine, 
ri place where Knshna pursued his sports, 1s hberated from 
all sins 


The Hindfs believe that the temple was raised in one night 
by supernatural agency It consists of a shmne, a spacious hall 
of audience, the roof of whichis supported by 60 granite and sand- 
stone pillars, and a conical spire 170 feet in height The body 
of the temple has five storeys, its height bemg 100 feet About 
10,000 pilgrims visit this temple every year 


Dwarka 1s reached by steamer from Bedi Bandar, which 1s 
4 miles from Jamnagar Station on the Bhavnagar-Gondal- 
Junagarh Porbandar Railway Distance from Bhavnagar to 
Jamnagar 203 miles, third class fare Rs 3-0-0 


EDAKKOLAM 


A station on Madras Railway, 382 miles from Madras ; third 
class fare Rs 4-0-0 

About half a mule distant 1s situated a famous Vishno 
Temple of ‘‘ Thirunavoi’’ built on the bank of the nver ‘‘ Baratha 
Puzhai’’ Dumng the new moon feasts in January, February, 
July, and October a larg2 number of pilgmms from Tellicherry, 
Cannanore, Calicut, Shoranur, etc ,resort to thistemple In Apml 
an important feast lasting for about ten days 1s held, to which a. 
large concourse of devotees 18 attracted 

There 1s a dharmsala about a mile from the station, whefe- 
only Brahmans are allowed to stop No other dharmsala 


ELEPHANTA 


Is an island m Bombay harbour, about 6 mules from the 
city Its nearly 5 miles in circumference and consists of two- 
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long hills, separated by a narrowvalley It was named Elephanta 
by the Portuguese, from alarge stone elephant which stood near 
the old landing place on the south side of the island 


The island is noted for its caves Of these wonderful exca- 
vations four are complete or nearly so, a fifth is alarge cave 
now much filled up The most mmportant of these 1s the Great 
Cave situated in the western or larger of the two hulls of the island. 
The entrance 1s reached by a winding path about three-quarters of 
a mile from the landing place The cave 1s entirely hewn out of 
hard rock From the front entrance to the back 1 measures 
about 130 feet, and its length from the east to the west entrance 
is the same Three massive columns cut out of the rock divide 
the entrance and support a huge overhanging cliff, covered with 
verdure and flowenng creepers 


The body of the caves may be considered a square of about 
91 feet each way, supported by six rows of columns The most 
stnhing of the sculptures 1s the famous colossal 7rimurfs at the 
back of the cave This is a representation of Brahma, Vishnu, 
and Siva, as the creative, destructive, and preservative principles 
Brahma 1s the embodiment of Rajas, passion, desire, by which the 
world was called into being, Sattva, goodn ss, by which the 
world 1s preserved, and Jamas, darkness or anger, by which 
the world is annihilated The hnga chapel, on the nght hand 
side of the temple on entering, contains several dwarapalas, or 
door-keepers, and other figures, and two compartments on either 
side of the Trimurts are also ornamented with numerous sculp- 
tured groups 


The compartment to the east of the Trimurt: contains gigan- 
tic figures, grouped about a gigantic Ardhanart or Siva represented 
as a half male, half female divinity The figure 1» nearly 
17 feet nm height In the compartments to the west are two figures 
of Siva and Parvati In another compartment 1s represented 
the marriage of Siva and Parvati, in which she stands at his nght 
hand In a compartment in the west end of the cave there 1s 
a figure of Siva as Kapalabhrut Thereis a skull in the head- 
tralia rosary of skulls hangs m front Thisis Siva as 

airava 


There are several other temples 


The Great Temple 1s still used on Sivite testivals, especially 
ee A me’a 1s held here on the occasion of the Sivaratn 
v:

Village 1n Nizam’s Dominions, Hyderabad, Deccan Distance 
from Aurangabad 13 mules and from Daulatabad 7 miles The 
village 1s partly walled and contams a Mohammadan shnne famed 
throughout the Deccan for its marvellous healing powers 

Ellora 1s famous for 1ts rock caves and temples These contain, 
besides Symbols of Sanscrit Mythology and Statues of the Hindu 
deities, several Jain and Buddhist objects of worship. 

These caves are divided into three distinct senes, the Buddhist, 
the Brahminical, and the Jain. The Buddhist series contams 12, 
the Brahminical 17, and the Jain 5 caves The chief building 
called the Kailas 1s, Mr Fergusson says, the most wonderful and 
interesting monument of architectural artin India Its beauty and 
singulanty always excited the astonishment of travellers This 
wonderful structure measures 138 feet m front, the mterior 1s 
247 feet in length by 150 feet in breadth, the height in some places 
being 100 feet Ths temple as well as the others 1s said 
to have been bult about the 8th century by Raja Edu 
of Elichpur, by whom the town of Ellora was founded, as a thanke- 
offering for a cure effected by the waters of a spring near the place. 
This temple 1s dedicated to Siva, but it 1s surrounded also with 
figures of Vishnu and the whole Puranic pantheon 

The temple stands in a great court averaging 154 feet wide 
by 276 feet long at the level of the base, entirely cut out of the 
sohd rock In front of this court a curtain has been left, carved 
on the outside with the forms of Siva and Vishnu and their con- 
geners, It 1s pierced im the centre by an entrance passage with 
rooms on each side Passing this the visitor 1s met by a large 
sculpture of Lakshmi over the lotuses, with her attendant 
elephants In front of the great court occupied by the temple 1s 
a Mandapa for the Nand: and on each side of this Mandap stands 
a pillar or doajadand 45 feet high, or, with what remains of the 
tresula of Siva on the top, a total height of about 49 feet 

Daulatabad 1s a station on His Highness the Nizam’s Guaran- 
ea State Railway, 336 miles from Secunderabad Third class fare

Tongas can be had at Rs 10-0-0 each for the caves by giving

There 1s a rest-house near the statzon, where a fee of one rupee

EMINABAD 


Town in Gujranwala tabml of the Gujranwala Distnct, Punjab. 
Now a town of small importance, but perhaps the most ancient 


in the district , particulars, however, of 1ts early history are not 
recorded It figures in the Ain-1-Akbar: as the head quarters 
of a large Mahal or fiscal division and contains some fine ruined 
specamens of Mohammadan architetture dating from imperial 
times It1s the residence of a leading Kshatrya family It 1s a'so 
associated with the stay of the Sikh Guru Nanak and contains 
a temple called Room Sahib 


A considerable fair 1s held m Apnil on the occasion of the 
Bassakhs festival m Apni, which lasts for two days and attracts 
about 20,000 persons Cattle and horse show pnizes are distn- 
buted on this occasion 


The town 1s about 3 mules from the station of the same 
name on the North-Western Railway Distance from Lahore 
34 miles and third class fare Re 0-6-3 Ekkas and tumtums are 
available at train times 


There are both serass or inns and dharmealas for the accom 
modation of Indian visitors in the town 


ERANDOL 


Is a station on the Jalgaon-Amalner Branch of the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway about 7 miles from Erandol town in the Sub- 
Division of the same name in Khandesh Distnet, Bombay Presi- 
dency About 25 miles from Erandol Road are the hot springs 
of ‘‘ Unabedev’’ They he about 3 mules north of Adawad, 
under the Satpura Hills Hot water issues from an oblong hole 
from what appears to be a solid block forming the base of an 
old Hindu temple There 1s a remarkable passage to a small 
shrine in the block of masonry but over the spmngs 


Chief trade mn cotton and cotton seed 


Bullock carts can be had atthe station for E:andol town, where 
there 1s a dharmsala for the accommodation of Indian visitors, 


Erandol Road 1s 311 miles from Bombay, tlurd class fare by 
passenger train Rs 3-5-0 


; ERODE 


Town in Coumbatore District, Madras Presidency Is the junc- 
tion with the South Indian Railway, 243 mules from ; 
third class fare Rs 2-9-0 Al] passengera for Tnchinopoly, Tanjore 
and other places on that lime change here About 2 miles fiom the 
station is the famou Cauvery mver, which 1s held sacred and 1s 
much resorted to by Hindus for bathing purposes 


Seven miles from Erode 1s Bhavam, at the junction of ¥the 
Kauvery and the Bhavam rivers, which 1s considered a sacred place, 
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Erode .s the head-quariers of a Deputy Collector, Tahsildar, 
Sub-Magistrate and District Munsiff Cotton and plantains are 
cultivated in the district A fair held every Thursday 


Close to the station are several refreshment rooms for Indian 
passengers There 1s also a large choulfry near the station where 
Indian travellers are allowed to stay for three days free of charge 


ETAKKOT. 


On Madras Railway, 462 miles from Madras; third class fare 
Rs 4-15-0 Thereisa temple here named ‘‘ Urbasakkavu’’ dedicated 
to a deity named ‘‘ Devattar Vettakkuru,’’ to which devotees from 
Mahe, Calicut, Quilandi, Tikkatts, Badagara, Tellicherry and 
Cannanore resort throughout the year Some of the buildings sur- 
rounding the temple have copper roofs and others are tiled ones 


There are no rest-houses for Europeans or Indians here 


ETAWAH 


A Hindu town formerly the seat of a Mohammadan Governor 
under the Moghal Empire and now the civil bead-quarters of the 
Etawah Distnct, in the Agra Division, United Provinces of Agra 
and Oudh The native town 1s situated about half a mile from 
and east of the Jumna mver, and a mile from the railway station 
It 1s 720 miles from Calcutta by East Indian Railway, with an 
elevation of 512 feet above sea-level and a population of 42,570 
Third class fare from Calcutta Rs 6-10-9 Onginally peopled by 
predatory tribes, who raided alike on fnend and foe, and by the 
Meos, who have not inaptly been termed ‘‘ the Ishmaelites of the 
Upper Doab ’’ Etawah District was in the early part of the 11th 
century overrun by Mohammadans under Mahmud of Ghazm, who 
plundered the aty, and m 1486 1t was again sacked by Muhammad 
of Ghor The Great Baber, the founder of the Moghul Empzre, 
annexed the district and city in 1528, and hus illustrious grandson, 
Akbar, included them im the Sirkar of Agra A remarkable feature 
connected with Etawah 1s that although for so many years under 

- the control of the Moghal Government ther Mohammadan conquerors 
have never been able to obtain much terntonal possession in the 
District, the zemindars or landowners being generally descendants 
of the Kanaujya Brahmans The principal places of interest are 
the old fort, now m rums, but bearmg traces of having been of 
great strength ; the Jama Musjid or large mosque, the Athala, a 
Hindu temple,,and the modern buildings of Humegany, a spacious 
square in the centre of the city, which contains the principal cotton, 
grain and other marts, the Magistrates’ courts, police station, 
Mission-house and dispensary, adjoining which are the Hume High 
School, which, with Humeganj, are named after Mr A O Hume, 
who was for many years Collector of Etawah, and a commo- 
dious seras for Indian travellers The town 1s connected with 
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‘Gwalior, Farrukhabad, Agra, and Mampun by splendid roads, 
which intersect each other in the pmncipal bazar The cvil 
station 1s north-west of the town, close to the ranway staticn, 
and is laid out with fine roads and avenues of trees In 1857 
numbers of mutineers and rebels repeatedly marched through the 
district, andon the 17th June of that year the civil authonties 
were forced to retire to Agra, but the people and nearly all the 
Indian officials remaimed loyal to the last The trade of Etawah in 
cotton ghi, grain,, mdigo, oil-seeds, and other agricultural pro- 
duce 1s considerable, and it 1s well served by 63 miles of Ist class 
and 596 mules of 2nd and 3rd class roads, by] the East Indian 
Railway, which runs through the distnct, by the Jumna and 
Chambal nvers, and by the Lower Ganges Canal There 1s a 
small dak bungalow in the civil station Three small bathing 
fairs are held on the banks of the Jumna 


There 1s a dik bungalow about } ofa mile from the railway 
station and a good many serats and dharmsalas in the town, 
one dharmsala, which 1s under construction and will be ready 
shortly, 1s about 5 minutes’ walk from the station

FATEHPUR SIKRI 


Town in Agra District, United Provinces, and a former capital 
of the Mughal Empire _It 18 situated 23 miles west of Agra town. 
It was founded by the Emperor Akbar about 1570 with a viw to 
make it the permanent seat of the Moghal Empire, and was 
enriched by magnificent architectural works in tLe time of Akbar 
and Jahangir, but was afterwards abandoned in favour of Dell 
The principal building here 1s the great mosque, which 1s said by 
Fergusson to be hardly surpassed by any in India In its court- 
yard stand twotombs One 1s of Shaikh Sahm Chishti, a Musal- 
man Saint, through whose intercession Akbar obtained an heir in 
‘the person of Prince Salm, afterwards known as the Emperor 
Jahangir The tomb consists of an elaborately carved shrine in 
white marble and 1s worth sceing Bemdes this numerous other 
splendid buildings and architectural remains, such as Diwan-1- 
Khas, Diwan-1-Am, Elephant Gate, Hiran Minar, etc, will well 
repay a visit 


There 1s a dik bungalow and a splendid seras here. Chief 
manufacture cotton carpets. 

Achnera on the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway 
is the nearest station for Fatehpur Sikn, but it would be better 
for visitors to book to Agra, where ekkas are available 

Agra 1s 122 miles from Della by the Great Indian Peninsula 
‘Railway, and 792 mies from Calcutta by the East Indian Railway , 
third class fare Rs. 1-9-0 and Rs 7-3-9, respectively 


FATWA 


Town in Patna Distnct, Bengal, and a station on the East Indian 
Railway, 8 mules from Patna City and 324 miles from Calcutta 
It 1s situated at the junction of the Poonpoon with the Ganges. 
Fatwa was descnbed by Dr Buchanan Hamilton im 1812 as 
a large country town, which might contami 2,000 houses and 
12,000 people with a considerable trade and manufacture of cloth 
Its position on the railway and on the Ganges naturally gives 
1t commercial smportance Fatwa 1s also a place of consderable 
sanctity Five festivals are held here annually, when large 
numbers of pilgrms bathe in the sacred mver At the Barn) 
Dwad-hi festival, commemorating an incarnation of Vishnu in 
the form of a dwarf, 10,000 to 12,000 persons bathe at the junc- 
tion of the Poonpoon with the Ganges 


Third class fare from Calcutta to Fatwa Rs 3-9-3. 


FRENCH ROCKS 


So called from the French troops in the service of Haidar 
and Tipu having been quartered there The name given by the 
Indians to the town 1s Hirod: Roads branch off to vanous 
places of interest 


North-west the road leads by Chinkurali, where there 1s a con- 
spicuous monument to Mr Webb, a former British Resident. It 
18 now known as the Rama-Khamba, or war pillar, from a slar- 
mish which took place there between the Mysore troops and the 
mutinous British force marching to Semngapatam Chinkv- 
ral: was also the scene of a great battle, in which Haidar w 
severely defeated by the Mahrattas 7 


Continuing north the Jain village of Sravana Belagola 1s of 
special interest It contains the colossal image of Gomatesvara, 
on a high hill, one of the most remarkable monuments m Indis 
and numcrous Jam temples Here, according to the ancient 
rock inscnptions, Bhadra Bahu, one of the onginal promoters 
of the Jain faith, died, also his disciple Chandra Gupta, the 
Sandrakoptos of the Greek histonans North-east the road leads 
to Melukote, a sacred place of the Snvishnavas where Ramanuja, 
the reformer of the sect, had huis residence and where there are 
many temples, that of Chellapulli-Raya bemgenchly endowed 
On the way to Melukote is Tennur, which was the capital of the 
Hoysala Kings, when dnmven out of Dorasamudra by the 
Mohammadans Close to 1t 14 a fine sheet of water, knownas the 
Motitalah, whose construction 1s attmbuted to the reformer Ram-. 
anujacharya Its present name was given toit by Nasr Jang, 
son of the Subadar of the Deccan, who amused himself there 
while awaiting the payment of tnbute from Senngapatam. 
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Distance from French Rocks to Melukote is 18 miles and 
15 miles from Hirod: At Hirodi plenty of carts are avulable, 
cost of conveyance ranging from Re 1-0-0 to Rs 2-0-0 ‘Thoro 
is a travellers bungalow, but visitors should make ther own 
arrangements for catering 


French Rocks 1s a station on the Southern Mahratta Railway 
(Poona-Nanjangad Branch) Distance from Poona 700 miles , third

FYZABAD 


One hundred and thirty miles from Moghal Sera: Junction, 
80 miles from Lucknow, 402 miles from Saharanpur Junction, and 
599 miles from Calcutta Third class fare Rs 1-9-9, Rs 1-0-9, 
Rs 4-9-9, and Rs 6-5-0, respectively Fyzabad Division 1s admin- 
istered by a Commissioner 


Railway, metalled roads to Sultanpur, Partabgarh, Allahabad, 
Luchnow and other principal towns, and unmetalled roads cross- 
ing the country in every direction are the means of communi a- 
tion besides the water highway along the Gogra 


There are numerous markets 1m the town and trade 3s very active 
The imports are sugar, tobacco, spices, salt, cattle, and English 
piece-goods The exports are wheat and other food grains, 
hides, tamber, country cloth, opi im, ete 


Fyzabad 1s comparatively a modern place, although there are 
several ancient Mobammadan buildings in its vicinity 


In 1030 AD Sayyad Salar Masaud, the son of Salar Sahu, 
one of the Generals of Sultan Mahmud, invaded Oudh, and passed 
through Fyzabad It 1s not certain whether any great battle was 
fought here, but a portion of the highroad 1s still pointed out 
along which the country people will not pass afterdark They 
say that at might the road 1s thronged with headless horsemen 
of Sayyad Salar’s army Sayyad Salar, after a series of victones, 
was slain and his troops completely defeated at Bahraich by the 
confederate Rajput princes 


The city has fallen nto decay since the death of the celebrated 
Bahu Begam, Dowager-Begam of Shuja-ud-Din in 1816, who had 
held it rent-free since 1798, and who lived and died here Her 
mausoleum 1s descnbed as the finest building of the kind in Oudh 


The Dilhbush: palace adjoining the dome was the residence 
of this lady Several other Mohammadan buildings, mosques, 
gardens, ctc., all more or less out of repairs, are situated in the town 
There 1s a tomb at a mile distance from the grave of Bahu Begam, 
Gulabban, where her husband was interred. 
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Shuja-ud-Din was the first of the Oudh Viceroys who made 
Fyzabad his permanent residence n 1756 After lus death m 1780 
the capital was removed to Lucknow 

The military strength consists of a battery of Royal Artillery, 
one European and one Native Infantry Regiment, anda Native 
Cavalry Regiment 

There 18 a charitable dispensary in the town and a refresh- 
ment room at the railway station 

There are three seraes at Fyzabad—two about a mile and the 
third about 3 miles from the railway station Both ekkas 
and gharrs can be had for conveyance m the town and at the 
station The dék bungalow here 1s about three quarters of a 
‘mile from the railway station 


GANGOH. 


Town 1n Saharanpur District, Umted Provinces Nearest rail- 
Way station, Sarsawa on the North-Western Railway, 1s about 20 
miles from here Gangoh consists ofan old and new quarter, the 
former founded by the legendary hero Raja Gang, from whom the 
town derives its name, and the latter by the Mohammadan Saint 
Shaikh Abdul Kaddus, who gives his title tothe western suburb, 
where his tomb still stands in the midst of many other sacred 
shrines The Shaikh performed several miracles in his hife-time 
and his tomb 1s au object of great reverence A far called Pir 
Ala Bakhsh Shah Walayat Sahib 1s held at Gangoh im August, 
which lasts for four days and 1s attended by about 5,000 Hindus 
and Mohammadans Gangoh was threatened by the rebel Guyars 
during the Mutiny, but they were utterly defeated by Mr H D. 
Robertson and Lieutenant Boisragon towards the end of June 
1857 

Lattle trade 


There are two serats or inns and one dharmsa’a at Gangoh 
Ekkas and bullock carts can be had at Sarsawa for conveyance 
of passengers to Gangoh.

GANGOTRI. 


Mountain temple in Garhwal State, United Provinces , stands 
on the nght bank of the Bhagirath: or Ganges 

The mouth of the Ganges at Ganga Sagar, and its source at 
Gangotn, mn the Garhwal State, are considered pecuharly sacred 
There 18 a temple, 8 miles from the source of the mver, which con- 
tams the umages of Ganga, Bhagirathi, etc The pilgrims regard 
it as the hmuit of their journey, and as there are no houses in the 
neighbourhood they soon leave, taking a flask of water from the 
river, 


GARBETTA., 


A station on the Midnapore-Jhernah Extension of the Bengal- 
Nagpur Railway The temples of Sarba Mangila and Kanges- 
war Siva are old spacious and lofty buildings, but it 13 not knowa 
when or by whom they were bult At Roycote are the ruins 
of the magnificent palace constructed by Rajya Te) Chandra, which 
serves also as a fort 


There are seven large tanks, excavated in the 16th or 17th oen- 
tury, ineach of which there 1s a stone temple in the centre The 
temple of Siva 1s the loftiest The expenses of worship at these 
temples are defrayed by the Nyagram family 


There 1s a travellers’ bungalow about 3 miles from the railway 
station, where a charge of Re 1 per day 1s made for occupying 1t 


Garbetta 1s 111 mules from Calcutta ; third class fare Rs 1-7 


GARHDIWALA 


Town and third class municipality in Hoshiarpur tahsil and 
district in the Punjab A considerable entrepat of the sugar trade 
and scene of an important fair held in March and September in 
honour of the goddess Devi Average attendance about 20,000 


Has a dharmsala Ekkas and ponies obtainable at Hoshiarpur 
and Jullundur 


Nearest convenient station for QGarhdiwala 13 Jullundur

GARHMUKHTESAR 


On the Delhi Branch of the Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway. Is 
an ancient town in the Meerut District, United Provinces, 26 mules 
from Meerut town and stands on the nght bank of the Ganges 
Originally a ward (mohalla) in the mythical city of Hastinapur, 
celebrated in the Bhagavata Puran and in the Mahabharata 
Derives its name from the great temple of Mukhteswara Mahadec, 
dedicated to the goddess Ganga, consisting of four separate 
shrines, two on the cliff and two below it Close by stand 80 
Sats pillars A great fair at the full moon of Kartik (November) 
attracts 200,000 pilgrims from all parts of th country Inhbab:- 
tants chiefly Brahmans 


Little trade except in timber and bamboo refted down the 
Ganges from the Dun and Garhwal 


There 1s a dik bungalow about half a mile from the railway 
station and a serat close to the station A dharmeala 1s being 
built by a Seth of Delhi near the station. 
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Garhmuktesar 1s 54 mules from Delhi; third class fare 
Re 0-12-0, 


GAUHATI. 


Is the Junction of Assam-Bengal, Bengal Central and Hastern 
Bengal State Railways 


Chief town of Kamrup Distnct, Assam, situated on both 
banks of the Brahmaputra, but principally on the left or south 
bank Gauhati: 1s, with the exception of Barpeta in the same 
district, the most populous town in the Brahmaputra Valley and 
spreads over an area of two square miles According to local 
tradition, 1t 18 identified with the city of Prayagajotishapura, 
the capital of King Naraka and bis son Bhagadatta, monarchs 
mentioned m the Mahabharata Of its former glories, whether 
as the capital of a Hindu King or of an Aham Viceroy, the relics 
which exist are the mounds and extensive lines of brick fortafica- 
tion which he scattered along the banks of the Brahmaputra 


In the immediate neighbourhood of the town 1s a frequented 
place of Hindu pilgrimage, the temple of Kamakhya (a name of 
Durga) Three large gatherings take place at this temple in Janu- 
ary, August, and September A picturesque temple to Siva, 
under the title of Umananda, situated on a rocky island in the 
mid-channel of the Brahmaputra, immediately opposite the 
centre of the town, 1s also an object of veneration. 

Gauhati was formerly a military station, but the cantonments 
have now been abandoned This town 1s an important centre 
of river trade, and one of the largest seats of commerce in Assam 

There 1s a dak bungalow close to the railway station and 
a dharmsala about a mile and a half towards Kamakhya hull 
There 1s also a Bengalee Hindu hotel about a quarter of a mile 
from the station The pilgrims, however, generally stop in Pandas’ 
(priests’) houses on the hill T'scca gharries at the rate of Re 1 
for the first hour and annas § for each succeeding hour are avail- 
able 

Gauhati is 480 miles from Chittagong ; third class fare Rs 7-8-0

GHOMAN PINDORI. 


Village near Batala Railway Station on the North-Western 
Railway An important fair called Namdeo 1s held here every 
year,in January It lasts for three days and attracts about 20,000 
p2tsons, a large number of whom travel by rail 

Batala 1s 24 miles from Amnitear; third class fare Re. 0-4-6. 
Ekkas available at Batala. 
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GIRAR. 


Town in Wardha Dastnct, Central Provinces, 37 mules 
south-east of Wardha town The shrine of the Musalman Saint 
Shakh Khwaja Fand crowns the summit of a neighbouring 
hill and attracts a continual flow of devotees, both Hindus and 
Mohammadans This holy man was born in Hindustan and after 
wandenng 30 years as a fanir he settled on the Girar Hill ahout 
1244 Two travelling traders once mocked the Saint, on which 
he turned their stock of cocoanuts to stone , then, moved by their 
supphiations, he created a fresh stock from dry leaves The traders 
were so struck by these wonders that they attached themsel\es 
to the Saint’s service, and their graves can yet be seen on the hil! 

The shrine denves revenue from five villages 

Hinganghat on the Wardha-Warora Branch of the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway 1s the nearest railway station for Girar It 
18 21 miles from Wardha Junction and 493 miles from Bombay 
Third class fare Re 0-4-0 and Rs 4-15-0, respectively 


No seras or dik bungalow at Girar Conveyances available 
by previous arrangement with the Tahsildar of Hinganghat 

Travellers’ bungalow close to Hinganghat Railway Station , 
also spinning and weaving mulls, presses, and gins. 


GIRNAR. 


Sacred hill in Kathiawar, Bombay Preadency, situated about 10 
mules east of Junagadh town on the Bhavnagar-Gondal-Junagadh- 
Porbandar Railway The lll mses to about 3,500 feet above 
sea-level, and forms one of the sacred seats of Jainism, only second 
in importance to Pahtana A rok at the foot of the hill outside 
the town 1s covered with Asoka’s inscriptions, 250 B C 


There are six parabs or rest-houses on the ascent to the temple 
of Nemmath The temple of Ambamata, which crowns the first 
peak of the hull, 1s much resorted to by newly married couples of 
the different sub-divisions of the Brahmin caste. The bnde 
and bridegroom have their clothes tied together, and, attended 
by thew male and female relatives, present cocoanuts and other 
offerings to the goddess, whose favour 1s sought to secure a con- 
tanuance of wedded felicity 

The principal group of temples at Girnar, some sixteen in num- 
ber, 1g situated on a ledge about 600 feet from the summit. The 
largest and possibly the oldest of them 1s that of Nemmnath An 
mseription upon it records that 1t was repaired in A D. 1278 
The temple stands in a courtyard measuring 195 feet by 130 feet 
over all, Around the courtyard are arranged 70 cells, witha 
covered and enclosed passage in front of them, each of which con- 
tains « cross-legged seated figure of the Tirthankar Neminath, aud 
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generally with a picture representing some event in his hfe %Jm- 
mediately behind the temple of Neminath 1s a tmple one, erected 
by the brothers Teypala and Vastupala, who also erected one of 
the principal temples on Abu Doolies, tongas and bullock carts 
are available at Junagadh Station to visit this hull. 


There 1s a travellers’ bungalow at Junagadh and waiting rooms 
at the station.

GAROT. 
In Khushab tahml, Shahpur District, Punjab

on the Lala-Musa-Sher Shah Branch of the North-Western Raul- 
way Hadal 1s 196 miles from Lahore and Khushab 187 mules, 
third class fare Rs 2-4-9 and Rs 2-3-0, respectively. 

In the month of April a large fair 1s held here every year on the 
occasion of the Batsakhs festaval, which 1s attended by about 4,000 
persons The fair lasts for one day. 

Garot 1s 14 miles from Hadah, where camels can be obtained 
for conveyance 

There are two dharmsalas for the accommodation of Hindus 
and one dara and some mosques for Mohammadans at this village 

Another Mohammadan fair, called Muhammad Jamal fair, 1s also 
held here on the 20th of Ramzan every year, which attracts large 
nambers of visitors from Khushab, Shahpur, Sahiwal, and from 
the surrounding villages 


7 GODAVARI 


A great nver of Central India, which runs across the Deccan 
from the Western to the Eastern Ghats , for sanctity, picturesque 
scenery, and utility to man surpassed only by the Ganges and 
the Indus , total length 898 miles The traditional source of this 
river 18 on the aide of a hill behind the village of Tumbak, n Nank 
District, Bombay Presidency, about 50 mules from the shore of 
the Indian Ocean At this spot 1s an artafimal reservoir, reached 
by a flight of 690 steps, nto which the water trickles drop by drop 
from the lips of a carven image, shrouded by a canopy ofstone In 
the Central Provinces the Godavan growsinto an imposing stream, 
with a channel varying from 1 mile to more than 2 miles in breadth, 
occasionally broken by long alluvial islands On the opposite 
ede several flourishing towns are to beseen, and the plain stretching 
away southwards, which included the capital of the ancient 
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Knadom of Telingana 1s thickly dotted with tanks for irngation 
Blow the junction of the Saban the scenery assumes the character 
which has earned for the Godavan the name of the Indian Rhine 


The peculiar sacredness of the Godavan 18 said to have been 
revealed by Rama himself to the resht Gautama The nver 1s 
sometimes called Goda, and the sacred character especially attach- 
es to the Gautam: mouth According to popular legend it 
proceeds from the same source as the Ganges by an underground 
passage, and tlus identity 1s preserved in the famblar name of 
Vnidhaganga But every part of its course 1s holy ground, and to 
bathe in 1ts waters will wash away the blackest sin Once in every 
12 years a great bathing fair and festival, called Push Karam, 1s held 
on the banks of the Godavan, alternately with the other eleven 
sacred nvers of India The spots most frequented by the pugnms 
are—the source at Tnmbak, the town of Bhadrachalam on the 
left bank about 100 miles above Rajahmundry, where stands 
an ancient temple of Ramachandradu, surrounded by 24 smaller 
pagodas , Rajahmundzy itself , and the village of Kotivalh, on the 
left bank of the eastern mouth 


GOKARN (COW’S EAR) 


Town in North Kanara District, Bombay Presidency Gokarn 
1s @ place of pilgmmage frequented by Hinda devotees from all 
parts of India, especially by wandering pilgrims and ascetics, who 
go round the principal shrines of the country The Mahableshwar 
temple here 1s built in the Dravidian style, and 13 famed as con- 
taining a fragment of the onginal Langa given to Ravan by Siva 
Upwards of a hundred lamps are kept perpetually alight from 
funds supphed by devotees A fair is annually held in February, 
at which from 2,000 to 8,000 people assemble Gokarn 1s mention- 
ed both in the Ramayan and Mahabharata 


The pilgrims to Gokarmm should book to Mormugao station on 
the West India Portuguese Railway and thence go to Tadn 
Port by steamer which leaves Mormugao for Tadri Port twice a 
week dunng the fair season. Bullock carts are procurable at 
Tadrt Port for Gokarn by previous arrangement at 6 to 8 annas 
per cart. Bullock carts are also availiable at Mormugao and 
Haver stations on the Southern Mahratta Railway at two annas 
a mile excluding toll and ferry charges. 


There 1s a Local Fund bungalow at Gokarn, which travellers 
can occupy on payment of rupee one per diem. There 1s also a 
dharmsala, but pilgrims generally put up with Brahmins. 


Mormugao 1s 364 mules from Poona; third class fare 
Re. 4-11-3. 
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GOLA GOKARNATH. 


Town in Kheri Distnct, Oudh, on the road from Lakhimpur 
to Shahjahanpur Picturesquely mtuated at the base of a semi- 
circle of small hills covered for the most part with sdi forests with 
a lake to the south The Gosain community has a monastic 
establishment here and numerous tombs have been built in honour 
of its principal men Seat of an important Hindu fair, held twice 
every year in the months of Phalgun and Chaitra, m honour 
of Gokarnath Mahadeo These fairs last for 15 days each and 
@re attended by from 75,000 to 100,000 persons, traders as well 
as pilgrims 

Seat of considerable sugar manufacture 


There are five dharmsalas for the accommodation of Indian 
visitors close to the railway station, but no d&k bungalow 


“Gola 1s a station on the Lucknow-Bareilly Section of the Rolul- 
khand-Kumaon Railway Distance from Lucknow 104} miles 
Third class fare from Lucknow to Gola Gokarnath Rs 1-1-6 


GOREGAON 


This station on the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway 
is within a mile of the famous Hindu cave temple of Jogeshwani, 
which 1s 120 feet square inside There 1s a dharmeala near the 
station. 


Goregaon 1s 18 miles from Bombay (Colaba), third class fare 
Re 0-3-9. 


GUDIYATTAM, MADRAS RAILWAY. 


On the Madras Railway, 96 miles from Madras town; third class 
fare Re 1. This 18 an Indian town of importance, about 3 
miles north of the station. There 1s an annual festaval held in 
the town known as ‘‘Gangammal Jathrai,”’ It generally takes 
ve in May and large numbers visit it Jutkas and bullock 
andies are always available for passengers There is a large 
temple at Palhconda about 2 mules south-east of the station 
A fair or ‘‘ Shandy ”’ forsale of provisions, cattle, etc ,1s held weekly 
on Tuesdays 


GUJRAT. 


Chief town and administrative head-quarters of Gujrat Dis- 
trict, Punjab, on the North-Western Railway The existing town 
was founded either by Shahjahan or by Akbar. During the reign 
of Shahjahan 1t became the residence of a famous Mohammadan 
Saint, Pir Shah Daula, who adorned the city with numerous buildings 
from the offermgs of his visitors These buildings were washed 
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away by floods, and most of them have been rebuilt Chuildless 
devotees vow at this shrine that if children are given them the 
first offspring will be offered to the Pir The children thus offered 
are called chuhas or rats of the Prr, and cunously enough their heads 
are of remarkably small ize and they are vod of common 
sense The town wasrendered memorable during the Second Sthh 
war, which decided the fate of the campaign, bringing the whole 
Punjab under British rule 


An annual fair called Urs Shah Jahangir Sahib 13 held hero 
in the month of Har (June) in honour of the Mohammadan Saunt, 
which lasts for a day and attracts about 6,000 people, who assemble 
from the town and the neighbouring villages 


The pmncipal buildings of antiquanan or architectural inter- 
est are the Impenal bath-house or hkammam, a large Impenal 
well with steps leading down to the water, and the shrine of Shah 
Daula Pir Gujrat contains 69 Mohammadan mosques, 52 [findu 
temples, and 11 Sikh dharmsalas The streets of the town, though 
sea are well paved and the sanitary arrangements are very 
6 

Gujrat 1s the great commercial centre of the district It 1 
also an entrepdt for piece-goods, raw iron, and other European 
goods A large traffic of dned fruits from Kashmur passes through 
this town 


Chief local manufactures —Cotton cloth, pashmina weaving, 
brass vessels, swords, saddlery and inlaid work of gold, ctc 


Conveyances are available 


Gujrat is also famous as the birthplace of Sohn, the heroine 
of the love story of ‘‘Sohni Mahiwal ”’ 


Gujrat 1s 71 miles from Lahore, third class fare Re 0-13-3. 


There 1s a serat near the town, which 1s about 14 miles from 
the railway station Conveyances available at the station. There 
1s also a dak bungalow about 2 miles from the railway station. 


GULBARGA 


The onginal capital of the Deccan and head-quarters of the 
Southern Division of His Highness the Nizam’s Dommuons and a 
station on the Poona-Raichur Branch of the Great Indian Pemnsula 
Railway There are a number of Mohammadan tombs, which are 
maintained by the Nizam’s Government 


An Urus 1s held here annually, beginning from the early part of 
January and lasting for a week People from all parts of His 
Highness’s Dominions, numbenng from about 30,000 to 50,000, 
assemble at this great fair It 1s celebrated m commemoration 
of a famous Mohammadan Saint, whose shrine people come in 
large numbers to visit. This Banda Nawaz or Gisu Daras, as 
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the Saint 1s called, came to Gulbarga during the reign of Firoz Shah 
in 1413 When the King heard that the Saint had arnved near 
Gu'barga he went from Firozabad to meet him He was treated 
with much consideration, and the King’s brother, afterwards 
Ahmad Shah Wali Bahamm, bwilt a palace for him, and was 
@ regular attendant at the Saint’s lectures, A few years after hus 
arrival the King sent to ask the blessing of the Sait for his 
son whom he had selected as his successor, but the holy man said 
that as the crown was decreed to descend to his brother by the 
will of Providence 1t was mn vain for him to bestow it on another. 
The King was much alarmed and ordered the Saint to quit the 
city, pretending that his Dargah was too near the palace and that 
the crowds of his disciples and students were dangerous to the 
peace of the capital The Saint obeyed and retired to the spot 
where his tomb now stands When the King’s brother was com- 
pelled to fly from Gulbarga he, accompamed by his son, visited 
the Saint before leaving and asked his advice and blessing Gisu 
Daraz taking the turban off his son’s head divided 1t into two 
parts, one of which he bound round the father’s head and the 
other round the son’s and predicted sovereignty to both After his 
succession to the throne in 1422 Ahmad Shah Wah made many 
valuable presents to the Saint and gave him large jagers and built 
him a magnificent college close to the city Some of his 
descendants still resideathistomb The shrine 1s much venerated 
by Mohammadans of that part of India The walls are decorated 
with Koranic texts in gilt letters, and there 1s also a Persian couplet 
laudatory of the Saint’s virtues 


Fine and coarse carpets and tents of vanous descriptions 
are manufactured m the Central Jail 


A large mill has recently been opened a short distance from 
the station, which turns out cotton cloth and yarn 


Waiting room at station and a large two-storeyed serat in the 
heart of the town, which 1s maintamed by His Highness’s Govern- 
ment 


Gulbarga 1s 353 miles from Bombay ; third class fare by mat 
Rs 5-8-0 and by other trains Rs 3-11-0 


GYA or BUDH-GYA 


The head-quarters of the Gya District and 1s the terminus of the 
Patna-Gya Branch of the East Indian Railway It 1s also 
connected with Luckeesara: and Moghul Sera: by the South Behar 
and Moghal Serai-Gya Railways, which are worked by the East 
Indian Railway It 1s 292 mules from Calcutta and 1s of great 
historical and religious interest as being the head-quarters of ancient 
Buddhism, of which religion the great temple of Budh-Gya, 7 
miles from the railway station, 1s now one of the chief remnants. 
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Buddhists are now allowed to remain permanently at Budh-Gya, 
where there are at present Buddhist monks, and where a 
remarkably beautiful image of Budh, brought from Japan, 18 
located in the Burmese monastery The shmnes at Gya are now 
in the hands of Brahmans and are largely resorted to by pilgrims 
for shradhs or funeral ceremonies, in consequence of a belief that 
by performing shradhs at Gya the souls of departed relations 
are at once transported direct to Vaikuntha, or the Heaven of 
Vishnu 

There are two dak bungalows at Gya about 1} mules from the 
railway station

GWALIOR. 


Capital of Gwahor State and tbe residence of Maharaja Scindia 

Gwalior city has threefold interest—first, 19 a very ancient 
seat of Jain worship , second, for its example of palace ar lutecture 
of the best Hindu pernod (1486 —-1516) , third, asthe fortress capi 
tal of one of the greatest and most enhghtened Pmnces of 
India §=The fort of (iwahor, which was restored to Scindia in ex 
change for Jhansi im 1885, stands on an isolated ruck of ochreous 
sandstone formation The face of the fort 1s perpendicular, 
and where the rock 13 naturally precipitous it has been searped, 
and in some portions the upper part overhanging the lower 
The greatest length of the fort from north-east to south-weat 1s 8 
mile and a half, and the greatest breadth 300 yards A rampart, 
accessible by a steep road and further up by huge steps cut 
out of the rock, <urrounds the fort This vast staircase, the prin- 
cipal entrance of which 1s known as the “‘ Elephant’s Gate ’’ from 
the figure of that ammmal being sculptured above it, 1s protected 
on the outer side by a massive stone wall The citadel stands 
on the north-eastern corner of the enclosure and presente a very 
picturesque appearance 

The old town of Gwalhor, which 1s of considerable suze, les at 
the eastern base of the rock It contains the tomb of Muhammad 
Ghaus, which was erected during the early part of Akbar's 
reign 

There are two remarkable Hindu temples in Gwahor The 
one, called Sas Bahu, 1s a Jain erection and 1s said to be dedicated 
to Padamnath, the sixth Tirthankara It 1s now dreadfully 
ruined, but 1s still a mot picturesque fragment What remains 
standing 1s a cruciform porch, measuring 100 feet from front to 
rear, and 63 feet across the arms of the porch; of the remaining 
building only the foundation remains The porch, which 1s three 
storeys high, however, is in a fair state of preservation, but the 
roof 18 much shattered The surface 1s covered with vanous 


sculptures, 
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The most stniang Jain work at Gwalior 1s a series of rock-cut 
sculptures, excavated all round in the rock, about 100 1n all, vary- 
ing in size from 57 feet to ordinary life size, most of them are 
representations of Adinath, the first Tirthankara, whose symbol is 
a bull A seated figure of Nemmath, the 22nd Tirthankara, 1s 
30 feet high, his symbol being a shell All these were excavated 
during the 33 years from AD 1441 to 1474 


Another temple in the fortress of Gwahor 1s called the Tels- 
ka-Mandir or “ Oilman’s Temple” It1s 60 feet square with a 
portico on the east projecting 11 feet 


The palace built by Man Singh (A D 1486—1516) forms the most 
interesting example of early Hindu work in India It 18 300 
feet by 160 feet externally, but on the east side 1t 1s 100 feet high, 
having two underground storeys looking over the country. 


The Kateshwar fair 1s held in the latter part of November 
up to middle of December Merchants and traders come from 
all parts It 1s also a large mart for horses and cattle 


There 1s a museum in the palace garden, which 1s worth a visit 


The Maharaja has built a house for respectable visitors, oppo- 
site the station, to which a limited number of persons are admitted 
under certain restrictions, which can be ascertained by a reference 
to the Supermtendent of Guest House, Gwahor Residency, to 
whom all applications for the use of the house must be made 
Travellers are advised that a reply to thew applications should 
be awaited before they reach Gwalor There are refreshment 
rooms at the station and a serat near by Another seras 1s in the 
city about two miles from the station Ekkas and tongas are 
available at train time to carry passengers to the city 


Gwahor 1s the junction for the Gwahor-Sipn and Gwalor- 
Bhind Sectaons of the Gwalior Light Railway 


Gwahor 1s 763 miles from Bombav and 195 mies from Delhi by 
the Great Indian Peninsula Railway , third class fare by ordinary 
trains Rs 8-11-0 and Rs 2-9-0 and by mail Rs_ 10-6-0 and 
Ra 2-13-0, respectively. 


HALA. 


Town in the Hala Sub-Division, Hyderabad District, Sind, 
Bombay Prenmdency, formerly known as Murtizabad This town, 
called New Hala, was built about 1800 in consequence of Hala 
Old, 3 miles distant, being threatened by the nver Indus Among 
the antiquities round which the new town has grown up are the 
tomb and mosque of a mr, who died im the 16th century and in 
whose honour a great fair attended by about 5,000 Mohammadans, 
from all parts of the province, 1s held every year in the month 
of January. 
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Hala has long been famous for glazed pottery and tiles made 
from a fine clay obtamed from the Indus, mxed with powdered 
fint The ornamentation 1s bnihant and tasteful This place 
1s also celebrated for susts, 8 hind of cloth worn by native women 
The local trade consists chiefly of grain, piece-goods, gli, 
cotton and sugar 


Hala contains a Subordinate Judge’s and Muhhtarkar’s 
court, a dispensary and a seras. 


Nearest railway station, Oderolal on the North-Western 
Railway, 1s 650 miles from Lahore, third class fare Rs. 7-10-0 


HARDA 


A station on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Some 10 
miles from this station 1s the village Namawar, which contains sacred 
Hindu temples The journey from Bombay to this place may be of 
interest togeologista isthe residence of an Assistant Commissioner 
and has a Civil Hospital for natives A fine bwiding constructed by 
the Great Indian Peniusula Railway Company for Library, Reading 
and Billard Rooms, standing in tastefully lad out grounds, can 
be seen from trains when uear the station Tarda 1s a large 
mart for the export of grain and seed. 


Harda 1s 417 miles from Bombay and 541 miles from Dellu, 
third class fare by mail Rs 6-8-0 and Rs 8-1-0 and by other trains

HARDWAR.,. 


This sacred town 18 of great antiquity and has borne many names 
The name of ‘‘ Hardwar,’’ or “ Har: Dwar,’’ literally “ Vishnu Gate,” 
seems to be of comparatively modern origin Its earlier names 
Mayura or Mayapur connect it with Shivaite worship, rather 
than with any form of Vishnu Abul Fazal in the time of Akbar 
says of Maya ‘‘ Handwara” on the Ganges being sacred ground 
for 36 miles in Jength In the next reign Tom Coryat visited the 
place and described it as ‘‘ Hara-dwara,’’ the capital of Shiva 
A dispute exists to this day between the followers of Shiva and 
Vishnu as to which of these deities gave birth to the Ganges. 
Both guote ‘* Vishnu-Purana,’’ which ascribes the Ganges to Vishnu 
and the Alakananda, the eastern branch of the Ganges, to Shiva 
The Shi aites argue that the proper uame 1s ‘“‘Hara-dwara,” “Shiva’s 
gate.” The Vishnuites maintain that it was “Han-dwara ” “Vishnu’s 
gate.” It was, huwever,a scene of sacred mte long before 
either Shivaism or Vishnuism developed m their present forms. 
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As the spot where the Ganges issues forth on its fertilizing career, 
Hardwar obtained the veneration of each of the religions of Inda 
and preserves the memonals ahke of Buddhism, Shivaism, and 
Vishnuism, and of mtes perhaps earler than any of them 
It was also known as Kapila or Gupila from the sage Kapila, 
who passed his hfe in rehgious austenties at the spot stall pointed 
out as Kapila Sthan Hheun Thsang, the Chinese Buddlust 
pilgrim, in the seventh century visited a city which he calls 
**Mo-yu-lo’’ and the remains of which stall exist at ‘“‘ Mayapur,’’ 
a httle to the south of the modern town. 
The temples generally visited by pilgrmms are— 
(a) Chandi-pahar on the left bank of the Ganges 
(b) The temple of Mayadevi 
(c) The modern temple of Saravanath 
The great object of attraction at the present day 1s the ‘‘Han- 
ke-Charan’? or ‘‘Har-la-pan’’ Ghat Ths 1s the pmncipal 
bathing ghat with the adjommng t+mple of ‘‘Gangadwara’’ 
The ‘‘ Charan’’ or footmark of Vishnu 1s imprinted on a stone 
let into the upper wall of the ghat and forms an object of special 
reverence The great assemblage of pilgmms takes place on the 
first day of the month of Baisakh, the commencement of the Hindu 
Solar year (March-Apmil) and the anmversary of the day upon 
which the Ganges first« appeared upon the earth Every 12th 
year, the planet Jupiter being then in Aquanus, a feast of peculiar 
sanctity occurs, known as Kumbha Mela, which 1s attended by an 
enormous concourse of people Holi Dakhants, Dasehra Jeth, 
and Ikathi Puno fairs are held about a mule from Hardwar in 
March, Apn! and June and November Attendance 6,000, 80,000, 
8,000, and 5,000 
Many pilgrims go to see Kankhal, situated about 2 mules 
south-east of Hardwar, where there are a good many temples The 
following are the chief Raja Daksha Prajapati’s temple, the Satee 
Kunda, Raja Landhaura’s temple, and Daksha Sthan, where Raja 
Daksha performed his nites or yajna, but Shiva, husband of Satee, 
the Raja’s daughter, was not invited at this celebrated yajnc, 
morcover, the Raja abused Shiva On heanng her husband thus 
abused without any cause Satee was sorely troubled and died at 
a spot still known as Satee Kunda Hardwar 1s 921 miles from 
Calcutta and from Saharanpore 49 miles, third class fare Rs 8-14-0 
and Re. 0-11-83, respectively 
Numerous dharmsalas at Hardwar for the accommodation of 
plignms , also a dik bungalow about two furlongs from the railway 
station. 


HASTINAPUR 


A village about the site of the famous city of ancient times 
mentioned in the Mahabharata as having been founded by Hast, 
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@ descendant of Bharata, the mighty King of the whole earth, and 
was the scene of the bloody battle between the Pandavas and Kaura- 
vas, The old city has disappeared, and this 1s only to be expected 
as the whole of Hastinapur was washed away by the Ganges The 
present village 1s 22 miles from Meerut and 1s held sacred by Hindus 


A fair 1s held here at the time of the full moonof Kartahk 
an honour of Jan sages and devotees who lived here in the past. 
About 20,000 persons assemble on this occasion, most of whom are 


The two Jain temples here have some buildings attached to 
them, where pilgrims generally put up 


Bullock carts, bahkites and ehhas are available at Meerut to 
carry pilgnms to Hastmapur The charges for bullock carts and 
bahlies are generally Rs 12 and Rs 8, respectively, for the return 
journey Ehhas can go only as far as Mawana, the remaiming 6 
miles of road being unmetalled 


Mecrut city 1s 41 miles from Delhi by North-We tern Railway , 
third class fare Re 0-7-9 


HINDAUN 


Town in Jaipur State Rayputana, situated on the old route 
from Agra to Mhow, 71 milcs south-west of the former, 344 mules 
north-east of the latter, and 14 nules due north of the town of Karaulh, 
the capital of the Karauh State indaun 1s also connected with 
the Hindaun Road Station on the Rayputana Malwa Railway by a 
metalled road, 35 miles in length It was once an extensive city, 
but now, owing chiefly to Mahratta devastations, has much decayed 
The Mahabir fair held here annually on Chait Sud: Poonima (March) 
18 attended by as many as 100,000 pilgrims. 


Hindaun 1s a station on the Rayputana-Majwa Railway, 74 
mules from Agra Fort Junction, third class fare Re 0-12-3, 


Ekkas can be had at the station for Hindaun town, where 
there 1s good accommodation for pilgnms There w also a dak 
bungalow 


HOSHANGABAD 


Wanting room at station. This is the head-quarters of a Com- 
missioner and Deputy Commussioner, with Assistants, and it 18 also a 
Mission station. The mver Nerbudda flows past Hoshangabad, 
dividing the Bhopal State and the British possessions. It 1s now 
bridged by a fine viaduct constructed by the Bhopal State Railway. 
A large religious fair 1s held annually in the Hindu munth of Sud 
Kartik (corresponding to November) in the bed of the Nerbudda 
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where that river joins the Bara Tawa river at a spot called’ 
Bindrabhan, near which 1s a shrine dedicated to Mahadeo 


There 1s a dak bunga'ow about a mile from the railway station 
opposite the church on the road leading to District offices 


There are several dhormsalas here, out of which about half a 
dozen are attached to temples in the city, one on the bank of the 
Nerbudda, and one called Ramjee Baba’s dharmsala 13 just outaide 
the railway fencing opposite the station. ° 


Stone slabs are exported from here 


Hoshangabad 1s 476 miles from Bombay and 482 miles from 
Delln by the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Third class fare by 
mail Rs 7-7-0 and Rs 7-5-0 and by other trains Rs 4-15-9 and 
Rs 6-3-0, respectively 


HOSPET 


A town with a Tahsildar’s and Sub-Magistrate’s court, 1s the 
head quarters of the Head Avxsistant Collector About 7 mules 
from the station 1s the ruined city of Hampi, on the bank of the 
river Tungabhadra, the ancient capital of the Viyanagr Kings 
finally overwhelmed by the Kings of Buyapur and Golconda. 
Dunng the reign of the Rajas of Vipanagr the city of Hamp: was 
extended and beautified with palaces and temples In the travels 
of Casar Frednch the palace is thus spoken of ‘‘] have seen many 
Kimgs’ courts, yet have never seen anything to compare with the 
Royal Palace of Vijanagr, which has 9 gates’? Among the ruins 
still to be seen are the Vittova temple, the palace, elephants’ 
stable, ladies’ bath and many more or less interesting structures 
There 1s a great annual festival here in March or Apnl which 1s 
attended by a very large number of pilgnms from all places 
Refreshment room at station There is a comfortable and 
healthy travellers’ bungalow at Kamalpur (8 miles from Hospet 
Railway Station within half a mile of the runs) Excursions to all 
the principal ruins should be made from it as a base, as the village 
of Hampi hes on the bank of the Tungabhadra and 1* fevensh during 
the nights during the tame when the river 1s full Intending visitors 
to Hamp: shou'd give at least a weel’s notice to the Tahsildar, 
Hospet, for procuring bullock coaches Country carts are always 
obtainable at short notice. Although provisions are available at 
Kamalpur and there 1s a maty at the travellers’ bungalow, it 1s 
advisable for visitors to bring their own food Visitors should make 
their own arrangements for catering as the servant in charge of 
the bungalow 1s not a khansama Tinned food und bread can be 
purchased at the railway station refreshment room. 


Hospet is 423 miles from Poona by the Southern Mahratta

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HOTGI 


Is the junction with the East Deccan Section of the Southern 
Mahratta Railway Passengers for Byapur change at this station 
Biapur the head-quarters of the district of that name, 1s 58} 
miles from Hotg: on the Southern Mahratta Railway. The citadel 
of Byapur was founded by a Mohammadan King in the beginning 
of the 16th century; after passing through manv vicissitudes 
Biyapur was taken by Aurangzeb in 1686, and passed into the 
hands of the Bntish Government in 1818 The citadel contains 
interesting memorials of departed Mohammadan greatness in the 
shape of mosques and handsome mausoleums, and will amply repay 
a visit 


Good waiting and refreshment rooms at station There 
1s also a seras and Hindu hotel about 100 yards from the railway 
station, but they are for the humbler class of people Ilotgiwa 
station on the Poona and Raichur Branch of the Groat Indian 
Peninsula Railway Distance from Bombay 292 miles and third 
class fare by mail Rs 4-9-0 and by other trains Rs 3-1-0 


IGATPURI. 


Waiting and refreshment rooms at the station; also a 
good dik bungalow a short distance from the station Igatpun 
18 & Sanitarium situated at the top of the Thull Ghaut, 
nearly two thousand feet above the level of the sea, and 15 
frequented by European visitors dunmng the hot seavon, the 
air being cool and imvigorating The Railway Company have 
Locomotive Works at Igatpun, in which they employ a large 
number of Eurcpeans and natives There are Methodist and Roman 
Catholic ( hurches and schools and an Anglican ( hurch, a Masonic 
lodge, and a co-operative store open to the public A picturesque 
lake which supphes the town, also Kasara (ten miles distant), with 
good pure water, hes half a mile from the station The annual 
Sardardine fair held at Pimpn about three miles from the station, 
in September, 1s attended by about 3,000 Hindus. 


There are three dharmsalas at Igatpun for the accommodation 
of Indian visitors Bullock carts generally and tongas sometimes are 
available Igatpun 1s 85 miles from Bombay by the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway , third class fare by ordinary trains Re 0-14-0 
and by mail Rs 1-5-0. 


IMLOTA. 


A village in Dadn Tabsil, Jhind State, about 4 miles from 
Charkh: Dadri Station on the Rewan-Bhatinda-Fanlka Pranch 
of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway. 
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A cattle far is held at Imlota about the second week of 
September every year, which lasts for 14 days It ws attended 
by about 2,000 persons and about 15,000 cattle are brought to 1t 
Another fair of similar character 1s held twice a year at 
Bhadwana, 11 miles from Charkh: Dadri Station, where cattle of 
the good Hanana breed are brought for sale 


There are no serats or dharmealas at Imlota, but temporary 
sheds are erected during the fair At Bhadwana there 1s a serat 
as well as a dharmsala 


Charkhi Dadn Station 1s 35 miles from Rewan and 87 miles 
from Delhi, third class fare Re 0-5-9 and Re 0-14-6, respectively 


INDARPUR BHAWAN 


A village in Saharanpur Tahsil and District, United Pro- 
vinces It 1s situated at a distance of 28 miles from Saharanpur 
town 


A great fair 1s held here in the early part of October m honour 
of Shakumbur Dev, which lasts for six days and attracts about 500 
persons by rail and a large number by road 


Carnages can go only as far as Kalsia, the road beyond Kalsia 
being kucha, but bullock carts can be tahen from Saharanpur 
to Indarpur There are no serats or dharmsalas at Indarpur 


Saharanpur 1s 112 mules from Delhi, third class fare 
Rs 1-5-0 


INDORE 


Is the chief town of Indore State and capital of Holkar’s 
territories, situated on the left bank of the Kan nver Jt 1s the resi- 
dence of the Maharaja and the Resident or Governor General’s 
Agent for Central India It 1s a city of modern date, bult by 
Ahalya Bai, and stands on an elevated and healthy site nearly 
2,000 feet above the level of the sea The spacious pa'ace 
with its lofty many-storeyed gateway 18 conspicuous from every 
point The other chief objects of interest are the Lal Bagh or 
Garden, with its pleasant summer palace, and interesting collection 
of animals, the mint, market place, large cotton mills, etc The 
railway stition is about a mile from the palace The Residency 
is 8 handsome and substantial stone house situated in a beautiful 
park, through which the mver flows The Rajkumar College, 
where th> young chiefs of Malwa are educated, 1s situated within 
the jurisdiction of the British Residency 


Indore 1s 307 miles from Ajmer, 542 miles from Delhi, and 
922 mules from Bombay; third class fare Rs. 3-3-0, 5-10-0, and 
9-10-0, respectavely. 
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There are two dharmsalas, one about 500 yards at the back 
of the railway station and the other in the city about a quarter of 
amuile from the railway station An excellent third dharmsala

JAHAZGARH. 


Fortress in Rohtak District, Punjab, near the town of Jhajhar 
it 1s said to have been built by the miltary adventurer George 
Thomas, at the close of the 18th century, and called after his own 
name, but corrupted by the people into the existing form. 


A cattle fairis held here in March and September, which lasts 
for a fortnight About 30,000 persons and 50,000 cattle come to 
this fair 


Nearest station, Sampla on the Lahore-Ferozepore-Bhatinda 
and Rohtak to Delhi line of the North-Western Railway, 1s 18 mules 
from Jahazgarh Bullock cartscan be had at the former place for 
the conveyance of passengers to the latter At Rohtak, which 
17} miles from here, ekkas are available for Jahazgarh No serass or 
dharmsalas at Jahazgarh , people have to stop in the open 
There 1s a daék bungalow for Europeans

JAIPUR 


Is the capital of the territory of Jaipur or Amber, and 1s one 
of the most beautiful and interesting cities in India It 1s about 
two miles in length from east to west.and one mile tn breadth and 
1s entirely surrounded by a wall of masonry with lofty towers and 
well-protected gateways The main street, which 1s 40 yards 
in breadth, runs along the whole length of the city It 1s intersected 
by several streets of about the same breadth, and at cach point of 
intersection 18 a8 market square 


The palace 1s near the centre of the city, and its premises 
and gardens are about half a mile in length The front of the pnn- 
cipal royal residence 1s extremely high, having seven storeys 
Near the main street 1s a lofty tower surmounted by a cupola of 
stone The garden, which 1s surrounded by a high embattled wall, 
1s very beautiful, being full of fountains, cypresses, palms and 
flo vering shrubs, with a succession of terraces and alcoves exwremely 
rich and stnking 


The moet remarkable apartments in the palace are the Dewan- 
1-Khas, or hall of audience, for the nobles, the Dewan-1-Am, the 
pubhs hall of audience, and the Sukhnewas, which has recently been 
beautifully dscorated. 
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Among the improvements introduced by the late Maharaja 
the most striking are the public gardens They are over seventy 
acres in extent and were laid out from designs by Dr DeFabeck 
at a cost of nearly four lakhs of rupees They are probably, and 
as the Maharaja intended they should be, the finest gardens in 
India In them are situated the Mayo Hosmtal and the Albert 
Hall, a fine building designed by Colonel Jacob CIE , which con- 
tas the collection of the Jaipur Museum Here every form of 
Indian art 1s well illustrated, and there 1s a large section which 
1s devoted to educational models A hand-book to the museum 
and its contents can be obtained at the entrance to the building 

Besides the palace, the gardens, and the city itself, there are 
many other places of interest in Jaipur, among which are the 
School of Art, the Observatory—now, however, almost disused— 
the Mint, and the Hawah Mahal (‘‘The Palace of the Winds”), a 
magnificent building of the Saracenic order of architecture 
But by far the most interesting place to visit is Amber, the ancient 
capital of the State, situated about seven mules from the betels 
on the margin of a small lake in a valley surrounded by hulls, :ts 
temples, houses, and streets being scattered among numerous 
1avines furrowing the slopes of the surrounding hills and opening 
on the lake, on the slope of the lull msing west from the margin 
of the lake stands the magnificent palace of Amber Higher up 
on the slope of the hill 1s the zenana, gloomy in exterior, but 
crowned with four elegant kiosks , higher up still isa huge gloomy 
castle with high towers and bat‘lements and many loop-holes, and 
rendered more striking by one tall minaret msing above the whole 
cluster 

Here 1s a small temple, where a goat is daily offered to Kah 
as a substitute (according to local tradition) for the human being 
sacrificed every morning in bygone ages To visit Amber the 
permission of the Political Agent 1s requisite but that 1s eamly 
obtained on the visitor mtimating his wish to that officer 

Th re are two excellent hotels—‘‘ The Kaiser-1-Hind’’ and 
**Rustom Hotel” or dak bungalow, and very fair conveyances 
sre to be had at reasonable rates 


Places for which permission to vist 1s required. 


Amber —The old capital. Appbcation should, 1f possible, 
be made on the previous day The morning 1s the best tame for 
a visit There 1s a hotel for the supply of refreshments to tounsts 
at Amber 

Javpur Palace, including stables and old observatory.

JAJPUR. 


Town and head-quarters of Jajpur Sub-Division, Cuttack 
Distnet, Bengal , on the mght bank of the Baitaram river It was 
the chief town of the Province under the Kesan dynasty until 
the 11th century, when 1t was superseded by Cuttack, the modern 
capital Jajpur 1s celebrated for its settlemont of Brahman 
Sivaite priests, and as the head-quarters of one of the four regions 
of pilenmage into which Orissais divided, wz, that saorcd to 
Parvati, the wife of the All-D stroyer In Jaypur are numerous 
ruins of Sivaite temples, sculptures, etc It ranks fifth 1m the 
towns of Orissa and derives much wealth from its yearly fair m 
honour of Barun, Queen of the Waters, on which occasion crowds 
of pilgrims flock to bathe in the holy Baitarani, the Styx of Hindu 
mythology 

Jajpur is a station on the Bengal-Nagpur Railway (Kharagpur- 
Waltair Section). Distance from Howrah 202 mules, third class 
fare Rs 2-10-3. es 


JAKHLAUN. 


The extensive and archexologically interesting remains at 
Deoghar are within eight miles of this station by an unmetalled 
road, visitors making their own arrangem:nts for food, service, 
and carnage The ruins comprise a remarkable temple of 
the Gupta period, and a large cluster of very ornate Jain temples 
in deep jungles on a fortified hill, approached by rock-cut stair- 
ways from the Betwa below At Juhajpur, two miles south of the 
station, 18 another group of temples, both Jain and Hindu, of 
some antiquity 
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Jakhlaun is a station of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway. 
It is 636 miles from Bombay and 322 miles from Delhi , third clacs

JALALPUR 


* Village in Hafizabad Tahsil, Gujranwala Di:stnct, Punjab, 
16 miles from Hafizabad town Urs fair 1s held at the shnne 
of a Mohammadan Saint here for two days in February, when 
about 4,000 persons from adjacent villages aseemble 


There ws a seras and dharmsala at Jalalpur Ekkas available 
at Hafizabad station 


Hafizahad station 1s on the Khanewal-Wazirabad Branch 
of the North-Western Railway Distance from Multan 195 mules ;

JALGAON. 


Is the junction for the branch line from Jalgaon to Amalner, 
where this branch of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway joins 
the Tapt: Valley Railway which runs from Amalner to Surat The 
town 1s about a mile from the station Small waiting rooms at 
station also travellers’ bungalow and sera: for Indians in close 
proxmity. The Girna mver flows to the west of the town and 1s 
crossed by a viaduct about 34 mules fromthe station An excellent 
market held weekly, where produce from all parts of Khandesh 1s 
offered for sale About two miles from the station there 1s a 
large lake (the Mchrum) Jalgaon isthe most impéttant centre of 
trade of Khandesh, and possesses several cotton presses, large 
cottun spinning and weaving factories, and exports considerable 
quantities of cotton and manufactured goods 


The caves of Ajunta, which are 38 miles from the ralway 
station, are easily accessible from this station by a good road 
Pony chhakras without springs and bullock carts may be obtained 
by writing beforehand to the Mamlatdar of Jalgaon The Ajunta 
caves contain celebrated fresco paintings, supposed to be two 
thousand years old The copies prepared by the late Major 
Gull, at the cost of the Madras Government, were destroyed by the 
fire at the south wing at the Crystal Palace, but others were 
executed by Mr John Griffiths and a staff of Art students of the 
Bombay School of Art These are now depomted m the Indian

Forty-mx miles from Moghal Sara: and 164 miles from 
Lucknow , third class fare Re 0-9-6 and Rs 1-15-6, respectively 


Jaunpur 1s a very ancient city, where vast temples of the 
Hindus and monastenes of the Buddhists stood at one time by the 
side of the Gomti, some portions of their architecture survived to 
the Mohammadan invasion In later days this place became 
the capital of a considerable Mohammadan Kingdom The fort 
of Firoz, built about 1360 A D, an irregular quadrangular buld- 
ing, overlouhing the north of the Gomt, consista of a stone wali, 
built round an artificial carthen mound The hammam or baths 
of Ibrahim which commemorate the name of the great Jaunpur 
Sultan were also constructed about 1420 A D The Atala Masjid, 
also built by Ibrahim in 1418, has now nothing left but a nch screen 
flanked by rugged pinnacles The Danba Mosque, built by two 
of Ibrabim’s governors, hasa domed hall and two wings marked 
by a low facade of the peculiar Jaunpur type A quarter of a mile 
from the city «ome large piers, upholding a screen of great beauty, 
mark the site of another of Ibrahim’s mosques, the Jama Masjid 
The Lal Darwaza, erected by Bibi Raji, the Queen of Mahmud, 
about 1480, 1s stillin good preservation with the handsome cloisters 
and gates The Jama Masjid or great Mosque of Hussan, com- 
pleted after his fal] in 1478, occupies the west side of a terrace, 
while domed gateways on the three other sides give access toa 
large quadrangle 70 yards square surrounded by a colonnade mn two 
storeys 

The town still possesses a considerable trade and 1s celebrated 
for its manufacture of perfumes. The paper-making industry 
has now almost become extinct in consequence of competition 
of machine-made pnper The district 1s almost entirely devoted 
to agriculture and its trade 1s confined to raw food stuffs A 
considerable manufacture of mdigo 1s carried out under European 
management 

There 1s a dak bungalow about three miles from the railway 
station and three se ats 1p Jaunpur town, which 1s about a mile from 
the station Ekkes and hackney carriages avaiable at train times 
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JAWALA MUKHI. 


An ancient town in Dehra Tahsl, Kangra District. It 
was once a considerable town as solid ruins testify to its former 
prospenty It contams a very holy shrine of Devi, popu- 
larly called Latanwal Devi, surpassing 1n reputation even that 
of Kangra The temple 1s built over a spot where a perpetual 
flame issues from the earth According to an ancient account 
the flame proceeds from the mouth of the Daitya King or demon 
Julandhara A great festival 1s held here in September, when over 
50,000 pilgrims attend from all parts of India Six hot springs 
ocenr in the neighbourhood. 


There are 8 dharmealas for the accommodation of pilgrims 
in tho town and one serat built by the Maharaja of Patiala. 


Nearest raiuway station for Jawala Mukh is Pathankot 
onthe Amntsar-Pathankot Branch of the North-Western Railway. 
Distance of Pathankot from Amnitear 67 miles, third class fare 
Re. 0-12-6

JEJURI 


A village on the Southern Mahratta Railway about 32 mules 
from Poona, third class fare from Poona to Jejun by mail 
Re 0 6-9 and by other trains Re 05-3 Is the chief seat of 
the worship of Khandoba, one of the most popular gods in 
Western India He 1s said to have been a Raja who was 
regarnled as an incarnation of Siva He 1s sometimes represented 
with lus wife on horseback attended by a dog Children are 
dedicated to his service People having no children vow that 
if Khandoba will help them their first child will be his If a boy, 
he grows up “ a dogof Khandoba’’ and wanders about asa vagrant. 
Ifa girl, after undergoing ceremonial ‘‘ punfication’’ she 1s branded 
with a heated stamp and 1s marned to the god with great pomp 


JHANGI MAHT SHAH, 


A small village in Dasuya Tahal of the Hosharpur Dhstrict, 
Punjab, situated about 5 miles to the west of Dasuya town. 
Nearest railway station, Jullundur on the North-Western Railway, 
is about 43 miles from this place 

In the beginning of Jaith a great fair is held here annvally in 
honour of a Mohammadan Saint, Baba Mahim Shah, after whom 
this village takes 1ts name The fair lasts for about a week and 
oo by thousands of Mohammadan pilgnms from great 

lutances 
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Produce —Rice of the best quality Conveyances (ekka, pony) 
are available from the Jullundur Railway Station to this place 
Jullundur city 1s 81 mules from Lahore , third class fare Re 0-15-3 


JUBBULPORE 


Is the junction of the Great Indian Peninsula and tho East 
Indian Railways There are waiting rooms for Europeans and 
Indians at the station and a sera: near by The town 1s about 
a mile from the station and 1s divided from the cantonment 
bv the railway. Conveyances such as shigrams, tongas and ekkas 
may be had at the station Commuasioner, Deputy Commissioner, 
Assistant Commissioners, Superintending Engineer, Telegraph 
officials have courts and offices here There are Protestant and 
Roman Catholic Churches, two schools and a college To the latter 
many of the Chicfs in Central India send their sons Jubbulpore 
is the head-quarters of the Bngadier-General Commanding 
Nerbudda District, and the garrison generally consists of a European 
and a Native Infantry Regiment, a battery of Artillery and a 
squadron of Native Cavalry There are several objects of interest 
tn and about Jubbulpore, amongst others the Thuggee Jail, and 
School of Industry, where excellent tents, carpets, coarse cloth, etc , 
made by the prisoners are on sale, Conveyances can be obtained 
here for vinting the Marble Rocks, distant eleven miles, taking 1n 
Madan Mahal an ancient keep of the Gond dynasty Messrs. 
MacKinnon & (Co’s Brewery, Burn & Co’s Pottery Works, 
Goku) Das Spmning and Weaving Mulls, and a large reservoir supply- 
ing the city and cantonment with water 

Jubbulpore 1s 616 miles from Bombay and 784 mules from 
Calcutta, third class fare from Bombay Rs 6 by ordinary and

JULLUNDUR 


Admunstrative head-quarters of Jullundur District and 
Division, and ts 8 railway station on the North-Western Railway, 
81 miles from Lahore 


Jullundur lays claim to considerable antiquity, having been 
the original capital of the Rajput Kingdom of Katoch, which 
dates back to the pemod anterior to Alexander’s invasion, and 
ts referred to in the mythical epoch of the Mahabharata An 
ancient tank called “ Dev: Talab ” now alone attests to the existence 
of the prmuitive Aryan city 


A large fair 1s held here at the tomb of a Musalman Saunt, 
{mam Nasir-ud-Din, in the month of June every year, which lasts 
for four days and attracts about 4,000 persons. 
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A large competitive concert, called Harballab Concert, also 
takes place on the ancient tank about the end of X’mas vacation 
in memory of a Hindu Sadhu who was considered to be the Singer 
Laureate of India Singers come from all parts of India and are 
entertained by public subscriptions, to which the Kapurthala State 
largely contributes The concert Jasts for four days and 1s attended 
by crowds of people 

There are three good serais in the town, one of which 1s only 
a few yards from the station Conveyances are available at all 
times of the day and night 


The cantonment 1s about 4 miles from the city Third class 
fare from Jullundur to Lahore 1s Re 0-15-3 


A cattle fair 1s also held here during the Dusahra festival, 
which 1s largely attended. 


KADIRI 


Town in Cuddapah Distnct, Madras Presidency, and the head- 
quarters of the Kadin taluk There 1s Vishnu temple of Narasummab- 
swam, at which a festival is held towards the end of February, when 
crowds of pilgmms visit the temple There is a large chuttram 
(rest-house) and a travellers’ bungalow, taluk cucherry, Sub- 
Magistrate’s office, Sub-Registrar’s office, Local Fund dispensary, 
police station, and schoo] Chief products are wheat, gram, cholam, 
cumboo, castor seeds, tamarind, and tanning bark A fair 1s held 
every Sunday 

Kadin 1s a station on the South Indian Railway Dhstance 
from Madras Beach Station 399 miles, third class fare by boat 
mail Rs. 5-4-0 and by other trains Rs 4-7-0 


KAITLAS 


A sacred mountain of the Hindus in the inner Himalayas near 
the source of the Indus and Sutlej, beyond British territory. 
Height 20,226 feet It 1s famous mm Sanslurt literature as Siva’s 

Ite distance, however, prevents 1t from being largely 
resorted to by pilgrims, although 1¢ 18 still a favounte retreat of 
Hindu hermits, who hke to end their days on Kailas 


To the south-west hes the sacred lake of Manasarowar which 1s 
aid to be one of the four lakes of which the gods drmk 


KAITHAL 


Ancient town and municipality m Karnal District, Punjab, 
38 mules distant from Karnal town. Kaithal ws picturesquely 
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situated on the brink of an extensive artificial lake which partly 
surrounds it with numerous bathing places and flights of steps. 
It 1s said to have been founded by the mythical hero Yudhisthira, 
and to have been connected with Hanuman It bears a Sanscrit 
name of Kapisthala, or the abode of monkeys—a name which still 
applies The town was renovated and a fort built, under Akbar. 
In 1767 it fell to the hands of the Sikh chieftain Bha: Desu Singh, 
whose deecendants, the Bhais of Kaithal, ranked among the most 
important and powerful Cis-Sutley chiefs Their terntones lapsed 
to the British Government in 1843 


The town carries on a small trade m gram, hive-stock and blan- 
kets Manufacture of lac ornaments and toys Station of an 
Extra Assstant Commussioner, Tahsil, Police Station, Dispensary, 
School, and there 1s a serat. 


Kaithal 1s a raslway station on the Southern Punjab Railway. 
Distance from Delhi 124 miles, third class fare Re 1-8-3 


KAKORA 


Small village in Budaun Tahsil, Budaun District, United Pro- 
vinces , situated near the bank of the Ganges, 12 miles from Bu- 
daun town It 1s noted for its large annual religious and trading fair 
held at the full moon of the month of Kartik (October-November), 
which lasts for more than a week and 1s attended by about four or 
five lakhs of persons from Cawnpore, Delli, Farukhabad, and 
various parts of Robilkhand After performing their religious 
ablutions in the sacred mver the pilgnms turn their attention to 
trade The pnncipal articles bought and sold are household fur- 
niture, confectionery and fruit, cooking utensils, shoes, cloth and 
other fabrics, to each of which a separate bazar 1s assigned Ekkas, 
twcca gharries, country bullock carts are available at Budaun, but 
pilgrims generally alhght at Sheakhpur, the next station to Budaun, 
to avoid crossing a small nver, and the majonty of them go to the 
fair on foot 4 


There are no serais or dharmsalas at Kakora and the pilgrims 
make their own arrangements 


Sheakhpur station on the Rohilkkhand and Kumaon Railway 
1s 229 miles from Lucknow , third class fare Re 2-0-0. 


KALAHASTI 


A station on the South Indian Railway and a town in North 
Arcot Distnct, Madras Presidency, on the mght bank of the 
Suvarnamuhhi nver, 185 males from Villupuram Junction and 
38 miles from Gudur Junction Third class fare Rs 2-1-0 and 
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Re, 0-7-6, respectavely Kalahasta us the residence of the Kala- 
hasta zammdar and of a Sub-Magistrate, has large bazars 
and is one of the most sacred places of pilgrimage. It ws some- 
tames called Sn Kalahasta A magnificent festaval called Siva- 
ratr: 18 held m March and contanues for ten days It 1s 
attended by from 15,000 to 20,000 pilgrims Thereis a great temple 
containing a five-headed image of Mahadev. The centre of the 
town 18 occupied by a square filled with houses around which 
four broad streets run, meeting one another at nght angles. 
The temple dedicated to Siva, from which the chief importance 
of the town 1s denved, stands at the base of the southern hill and 
near the south-west angle of the central square Strange 1t 1s 
that, although there 1s no opening for the wind to go into the 
temple, the lamp hanging over the image 1s always trembling 
The people consider this place as sacred as Benares itself 

In 1ta suburbs a good deal of cloth 1s woven Grain, bangles, 
etc, are the chef articles of trade 

The town 1s about a mile and a half from the railway station 
Single bullock carts are available at train times at annas 2 to 3 
each to carry passengers to the town 

There are three choultrves and four or five hotels, where meals 
can be had at 23 annas 


KALANAUR 


‘Town m Gurdaspur Distnct of the Punjab, situated on the 
Kirran stream, 17 miles west of Gurdaspur town It was a place 
of considerable importance in the 14th, 15th and 16th centuries 
It 1s historically interesting as the spot where Akbar received the 
news of his father’s death and ascended the Impenal throne 

On the occasion of the Sivaratn festival, a fair 1s held here in 
the month of March, which lasts for two days and 1s attended by 
about 5,000 persons 

It 18 ten miles from Batala Railway Station on the North- 
Western Railway, where ekkas can be had for conveyance, 


Batala 1s 24 miles from Amnitsar ; third class fare Re 0-4-6. 


There 1s a seras in Kalanaur town for the accommodation of 
{ndian visitors. 


KALINJAR 


Town and celebrated hill fort m Badausa Tahml, Banda 
District, United Provinces, 33 miles south of Banda town. 
Kalinjar 1s one of the very ancient forts of Bundelkhand It us 
mentioned in the Mahabharata and Sheo Purans as one of the nine 
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Utkals, from which will burst forth the waters that are to finally 
destroy the world The Mahabharata mentions it as already 
a famous city, and states that whoever bathes in the lake of the 
gods, the local place of pilgmmage, 1s as mentorious as he who | e- 
stows in charity one thousand cons The mnhalntants of Kahnjar 
are pmncipally Brahmins, but on occasions of festivals and fairs 
pugrims come from distant parts of India 


The town has seven gates Beyond the main gate there 1s a 
dip in the rampart leading to the Sita Sey, also called Rama Siyja, 
a stone couch mm a small chamber hewn out of the rok It 1s 
said to be the resting place of Sita on her return from Lanka 


Kot Tirath (properly Karor Tirath), Mngdhara, the temple 
of Nil Kantha which contains a large linga called Nil Kantha 
Mahadeo besides other hngas, and some caves are places to bo visit- 
ed Mngdhara 1s a celebrated place here on account of the seven 
deer cut in the rock, which gives ititsname There are also two roch 
cut chambers and a basin of water here Pilgrms make offerings to 
the rishis whom these figures commemorate It 1s said that these 
were seven disciples who offended their religious instructor and 
were cursed by him and born in their next life as Bhehas 
or hunters in the Dasharan forest, in their next stage as deer 
at Kahnjar, then as Brahmin: ducks in Ceylon, subsequently 
as geese at Manasarowar lake , and, finally, as Brahmins in Kuruh- 
shetra In this last hfe they attamed deliverance from transmi- 
gration 


The famous fair of Katki 1s held at Kalinjar dumng the month 
of Kartik (November) It attracts more than one thousand 


pilgrims 


There are many Mohammadan tombs at Kalinjar and at the 
base of the hull 


The chmate of Kalmjar is remarkably salubrious and the 
scenery highly picturesque 


Kahmyar 1s 18 miles from Badausa Station on the Jhansi-Manik- 
pur Section of the Great Indian Penmsula Railway Ponies and 
bullock carts can be procured for the carnage of passengers to 
Kahnjar by previous arrangement The usual charge for a cart 
is Re. 0-2-0 per mile and that for s pony Re 0-1-0 per mule. 
There 1s an old serat or inn and one dhkarmsala for pilgrims and 
Indian visitors, and a Government rest-house for Europeans, which 
can be occupied with the permission of the District authorities 


Badaussa 1s 145 miles from Jhansi Junction and 847 miles from 
Bombay Third class fare from Jhanm Rs 2-0-0 and from 
Bombay Rs 13-0-0 by mail tram and Rs 9-15-0 by ordinary 
trains. 
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KALYAN 


Is the junction of the North East and the South-East Lines 
of the Great Indian P-ninsula Railway There are waiting and 
refreshment rooms at the station ; also a dharmsala for Indians 
near the station Head-quarters of Mamlatdar of Taluka of the 
same name, also Sub-Judge’s Court. Fine creeks suitable for 
bo:ting , good fishing A Mohammadan far called “ Bunder Fair” 
1s held annually in May about a mile from the station Bnck and 
tile lalns, also large stone quarnes m close proximity Amber 
Nath, a celebrated Hindu temple, distance four miles Rukmunibai 
Hospital, in charge of a Government officer, 1s situated close to 
the station. Kalyan is a very ancient port. 


Pony tongas and bullock carts available at station Kalyan 
is 34 miles from Bombay, third class fare by ordinary trains 
Re. 0-7-0, 


KAMAKHYA, 


Hill n Kamrup Distnct, Assam, about two miles west of 
Gauhats, overlooking the Brahmaputra nver On the summit 
is a celebrated and mchly endowed temple of Kamakhya, a local 
name of Durga, which has given ite name to the hill The pnnc- 
pal gatherings at this shrine are the Purushdvana mn January, 
to commemorate the marnage of the goddess with the god 
Kameswar, the Mansa Puja in August and the Saradiya Puja 
in September All these festivals are attended by large crowds of 
people 

There 1s a dik bungalow near Gauhati Station and a dharmsala 
about a mile and a half from the station There 1s also a Bengalee 
Hindu hotel Pilgrims, however, generally stop in the Pandas’ 
(priests’) houses on the hill J 'scca gharnes at the rate of Re 1 for 
the first hour and annas 8 for each succeeding hour are available 
at the station. 


Gauhata 1s 480 miles from Chittagong, third class fare

Is the head-quarters of second class Magistrate and Police In-

Pushpagin, about 5 mules north-east, is noted for its Hindu 
temple, 
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KAMPIL., 


Village in Kaimgan) Tahal, Farukhabad Distnct, United Pro- 
vinces, situated on the bold chiff of the Ganges, 28 miles north-west 
of Fatehgarh town This villigeis celebrated in the Mahabharata 
as being the capital of Southern Panchala and of King Draupada. 
Here his daughter Draupadi married the five Pandava brethren 
The villagers stil) show the mounds where the Raja's castle stood, 
and pomt with pnde to a small hollow called the Kund of 
Draupad: They aver that the ancient city was formed by a 
hermit named Kampila Rikh and that before the days of Drau- 
pada it was ruled by a King named Brahmadatta Two yearly 
fairs are held here in October-November and March-Apnl Police 
Station, Post Office, School 


There are no rest-houses of any kind at Kampil, but the Jains 
put up in houses attached toa Jaintemple They are, how- 
ever, now building a dharmsala 


At Kaimgany there 1s an inspection bungalow about 3 furlongs

KANAUJ 


An ancient city in Farukhabad District, United Provinces, situ 
ated on the west bank of the Kali Nadi five miles above the 
junction with the Ganges The sacred river, which once flowed 
c'ose beneath the city, has now receded some four miles north-east- 
ward It was m early times the capital of a great Aryan King- 
dom and has seen great histoncal events Most interesting runs 
of ancient buildings extend over the land of five villages and 
occupy a semicircle nearly 5 mies in diameter The shrine of 
Raja Ajaipal 1s first m mterest, the Jama Masjid comes next 
Coins and other antiquities are still plentzfully found mm the 
vicinity This town once was the great traditional centre of 
Aryan civilization.

Town and municipality m Kangra Distnct, Punjab, formerly 
the capital of a considerable Katoch State It was anciently 
known as Nagirkot The older portion covers the southern 
dechvity of a lnll while the suburbs of Bhawan and the famous 
temple of Devi he on the northern slope The fort to which alone 
in strictn s¢the name of Kangra belongs, crowns a precipitous 
rock, nsing sheer above Banganga, and dominating the whole 
surrounding valley, of which from time ummemonial it has formed 
the key 

The Katoch pnnces ruled the Kangra valley from prehistonc 
times till the advent of the British Durng the Mcghal period 
the town possessed a far larger population than at the present 
day Thetemple of Devi ranks among the oldest and most wealthy 
shrines of Indi:, but it has been much‘myured by the earthquake 
of Apnl 1905 which caused great loss of hfe and property im the 
district The district head-quarters were removed to Dharmsala in 
1855, since when Kangra has sunk into insignificance 

Kangra 1s noted for its jewellery work and its excellent blue 
enamel There 1s a serat and a bungalow 

The fort 1s garnsoned by a detachment of a Gurkha regiment, 
stationed at Dharmsala Kangra w a station of the Church-

G The temple of Daksheswar, a synonvm of Siva, stands 
to the south of the town and marks the spot where, according 
to the Puranas, Mahadeo spoilt the sacrifice of Daksha, and Sata, 
daughter of Daksha and wife of Siva, immolated herself in the fire 
Kankhal 1s considered one of the most sacred places by the Hindus, 
and it 1s beheved that to bathe in the Ganges at this place washes 
away al] sins and ensures paradise (swurg) after death There 
is also a kund, called Sita Kund On a hill not far off us 
Mahadeo’s tndent. It cannot, however, be traced by whom and 
when 1t was placed there and what st 1s made of 

Many of the houses here are very substantially built, and have 
their walls fantastically pamted Thenver bank 1s lined with shady 
and tastefully laid out gardens, which give the town a picturesque 
appearance 

Pilgnms generally return to Hardwar the same day, where 
there are numerous dharmealas for thar accommodation.

Village un Khulna District, Bengal, mtuated on the bank of the 
Kabadak nver, 5 or 6 miles below Tala It takes 1ts name from 
a Hindu sage (Mun) named Kapila, not the great Kapila who, 
according to Hindu mythology, destroved the sons of King 
Sagar, but a celebrated devotee who established his abode here in 
ancient times, and set up the idol of Kapileswan, which 1s stull 
worshipped A grand fair 1s annually held here in honour of the 
goddess in March, on the dav of the Barum bathing festival 
According to local belief the Kabadak at this place acquires for 
that day the sanctifying influences of the Ganges water, a result 
dur to the virtues of Kapilamun

KARAGOLA, 


Village in Purneah District, Bengal , situated on the left bank 
of the Ganges It 1s on the old route from Calcutta to Darjeehng 
This village derives its chief importance from being the site of one 
of the largest fairs in the Lower Provinces of Bengal. It was 
formerly held at Pirpainti in Bhagalpur District on the opposite 
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ban of the Ganges, but early in the 19th century 1t was removed 
to Purneah, and after various shiftings has been regularly held at 
Karagola since 1851. The farr lasts for ten days and dunng this 
time the plain on which 1t 1s held 1s studded with streets of small shops 
constructed of bamboo and matting, in which nearly every article 
for domestic use 1s to be found, and a bmsk trade m cloth of all 
Linds, cooking utensils, blankets, rugs, ete, etc, 18 carned on

KARANJA 


Town in Murtezapur Tabml, Akola District, Berar, 33 mules 
from Amraot: Station on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway It 
is said to take its name from an old Hindu Saint, Kann) Rishi, 
who, being afflicted with a gnevous disease, invoked the aid of the 
goddess Amba, who created for him a tank opposite the temple 
of the goddess in which he bathed and became clean Hindus 
therefore consider this place of great sanctity There are several 
ancient temples, the carved woodwork of which 1s greatly admired. 


There 1s a well-furmshed dik bungalow at Karanja, half of 
which belongs to the Public Works Department and 1s reserved for 
officers, but the other half, belonging tothe Municipal Committee, 
can be occupied by travellers on payment of Re 1 per day 
A khansama 1s attached to this bungalow There 1s also a good 
and commodious dharmsala in the town for Indian visitors

KARANABASH 


Town in Anupshahr Tahal, Bulandshahr Distnct of the Umted 
Provinces, about 8 mules from Anupshahr. It 1s stuated on 
the nght bank of the Ganges and contains a very ancient temple 
sacred to Seetla, the goddess of small-pox, but it 1s not known by 
whom and when this temple was built. On the occasion of the 
Dusahra festival a great fair is held here, which 1s attended by thou- 
sands of people The temple 1s visited by numerous women every 
Monday The Dusahra fair 1s usually held m June and lasts for 
three days

Gentlemen’s and ladies’ general waiting rooms A commodious 
dak bungalow near the station, also a sera; for Indians At 
the village of Birman, on the banks of the Nerbudda, distant 
nine miles from Karel: on the Saugor Road, an annual commercial 
and religious fair (Birman Mela) 1s held dunng November and 
December, or months corresponding to the Hindu month Kartk 
Sudh Ponao, and lasts for about fifteen days.

They were excavated at a time 
when the style was in its greatest purty. In them all the archi- 
tectaral defects of the previous examples were removed  Thescreen 
1s ornamented and the style had reached a perfection never 
afterwards surpassed. Behind the station and within a few minutes’ 
walk 1s situated the Ravi Varma Fine Art Lithographic Press, 
which has been established by the renowned artist of Travancore 
(whose name it bears) with a view to awaken a taste for Fine 
Art amongst his countrymen This institution turns out works 
of art of very superior quality and finish, comprising pictures from 
‘‘ Hindu Mythology, ’’ etc A mile to the south of the ‘‘ Ravi 
Varma Preas’’ are the Bhoja caves containmg some most ancient 
carvings Two ancient Mahratta forts, the ‘‘ Lohogad’’ and 
**'Vizapur,’’ rise majestically over the caves and are well worth a 
visit.

KARNAL 


An ancient town on the Delhi-Umbella-Kalka Railway, 979 
mules from Calcutta, 76 miles from Delhi, and 47 miles from Umballa 
Cantonment Is the Civil head-quarters of the Karnal Distnct, and 
1s said to have been founded by Raja Karna, the champion of the 
Kauravas in their great war with the Pandavas on the battlefield 
of Kurukshetra, which forms the stirring theme of the Mahabharata. 
Tt was at Karnal that the Perman Nadir Shah defeated the Moghul 
Emperor Mohammad Shah im 1759, and subsequently the 
district was occupied successively by the Raja of Jhind and the 
Mahrattas, who were disposseased by Raja Gurdit Singh of Ladwa, 
from whom it was taken by the Bnitash 1n 1805 and confiscated. 
A large fort, which was occupied for many years as a British Can- 
tonment, but abandoned in 1841, was for some years used as 
District School The celebrated Dost Mohammad Khan, Amir of 
Kabul, in 1840, was detained in Karnal asa_ state pnsoner for 
six months on his way to Calcutta 


The population of Karnal in 1901 was 14,909 Hindus, 8,367 

, and 283 Chnstians and others. There 15 a 

reviving and good trade in the produce of the district, which 1s 
served by the Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway and the Jumna Canal. 
The manufacture of country cloth, blankets, and boots formed 
for a long time the chief industries of Karnal, but they have beem

KARTARPUR. 


Town in the Jullundur Distnct, 9 miles north of the head-quar- 
ters, and a station on the North-Western Railway , hereditary resi- 
dence of the Sikh Guru, and therefore a place of great sanctity 
It was founded in 1588 by Guru Arjan, whose father, Ram Daz, 
obtained the site from the Emperor Jahangir When Arjan came 
to the place and desired to build his hut, a demon who inhabited 
the trunk of a tree would not permit any wood to be cut until 
the Guru promised that he should not be disturbed, but should 
receive worship at the shrine 


A fatr, called the Baisakhi fair, 1s held here about the middle 
of April, which attracts large numbers of people 


There 1s a seraz just in front of Police Station outside the town 
and a dharmsala in the town Conveyances are available at all 
times of the day

KASARA. 


Waiting room at the stataon ; also a dharmeala wn the village 
for Indians The ascent of the Thal Ghaut incline, which commences 
at Vasind (177 feet above sea-level), assumes a more decided char- 
acter after passing Kasara At Kasara the level is about 930 feet 
above the sea Between Kasara and Igatpun a further ascent 
of about 1,050 is made im a distance of about ten miles The aver- 
age gradient 1s consequently 1 in 56, but the steepest gradient 
1s 1 in 37, Three tunnels are passed, and after a run of about 43 
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mules the Reversing Stationisreached This station was construct- 
ed to obtaim a more favourable line for the railway and to avoid 
severe curves The position of the tram is reversed, the engine 
being transferred from the rear to the front The most severe 
gradient in the incline, 1 in 37 for nearly five miles, commences 
upon leaving the Reveramg Station Nine tunnels are passed, 
and the most important viaduct, the Ehegdon, from the top of 
which travellers look down a drop of 190 feet into the valley below 

Thus 1s believed to be the most lofty viaduct in India The Thul 
Ghaut inclne was commenced in 1859, and was finally opened 
for traffic in January 1865 Itcomprises 12 tunnels of an aggregate 
length of 2,652 yards There are 6 viaducts of an aggregate length 
of 741 yards, and of vanous heights up to about 190 feet There 
are 15 bridges of spans varying from 7 to 30 feet and 62 culverts 

It was surveyed, designed, and partially constructed under the 
direction of the Company’s Engineer, the late Mr James Berkley, 
MICE, who did not, however, live to see his work completed 

Kasara 1s a station of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway and

Is the junction station of the Bombay, Baroda and (Central 
India Railway for Soron, which 1s a place of great antiquity 
and chiefly important for 1ts religious associations Soron 1s much 
frequented by Hindu pilgmms, who come to bathe in the Burh- 
ganga, which forms a considerable pool lined with handsome temples 
and ghats

(8) Basant fair held at the Shnne of Sadrdiwan about the 
middle of February Nearly 5,000 persons attend. 

(4) Hoh fear held at Chittianwal in the third week of March ; 
attracts nearly 7,000 persons. 
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(5) Chaitar Chandar fair takes place at Man in the third week 
of March and 1s attended by about 3,000 people. 


(6) Shershah fair held at Gharyala m Apmil attracts about 
5,000 people 

(7) Khangah Shah Shams fair 1s held at Khem Karn in 
August Nearly 7,000 persons attend 

(8) Shah Thamman fair takes place about 4 miles from 
Raokhanwala in Apn! It 1s the most important of 
all the above fairs and attracts about 9,000 visitors 


All these fairs last for a day and are attended by both Hindus 
and Mohammadans 


There are no dharmsalas at any of the places where these fairs 
are held except at Shah Thamman and Kasur 


Ehkas are alwavs available at Kasur for conveyance of passen- 
gers to the fairs 


KATAKRAJ 


Twelve miles from the Khewra Station on the North-Western 
Railway The temple here contams an image of Devi On_ the 
first day of Chet (March-April) a great fair 1s held here, which 1s 
attended by thousands of pilgmms

KATAS 


Holy fountain in Pind Dadan Khan Tahsil of Jhelum District, 
Punjab, 113 miles from the Khewra Railway Station on the North- 
Western Railway, and after Jawala Mukhi and Kurukshetra 
the most frequented place of pilgrmmage in the Province 


Siva, being inconsolably gneved for the loss of his wife Sata, 
the daughter of Daksha, rained tears from his eyes, and so produced 
the two sacred pools of Pushkara near Ajmer, and Kataksha 
or Katas, in the Sind Sagar Doab Katas lies on the north side of 
the Salt Range, 16 miles from Pind Dadan Khan and 18 miles from 
Chakwal. Walls, towers, and bnck ruins crown the surrounding 
heights Below these remains an enclosure contains the rmmed 
Sat Ghara or seven temples The origin of these temples 1s 
assigned to the Pandava brethren, who are said to have hved at 
Katas during a portion of their ]2 years’ wanderngs A large fair 
is held here in Apmil, at which about 80,000 pilgrims assemble 

Ponies and mules can be had for conveyance at Khewra 
village by special arrangement At Pind Dadan Khan ekkas 
and tumfums are generally available 
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There are several rest-houses for the accommodataon of pilgrims 
at Katas No trade or manufacture worth mention 


Khewra 1s 142 miles from Lahore , third class fare Rs 1-10-6. 


KATHORGIRI 


Is a mountain between Aronachal and Tnchmopoly m the 
Madras Presidency It has a famous temple, which attracts pil- 
grims from all parts of the country 


KATPADI. 


Eighty-one miles from‘ Madras and 393 miles from Azhikkal; 
third class fare Re 0-14-0 and Rs 4-5-0, respectively 


It 1s the junction of the Madras Railway with the South Indian 
Railway , 57 miles south on the South Indian Railway hes Tiru- 
vannamalai, famous for its large temple Passengers can obtain 
tickets at stations on the Madras Railway through to Tiruvanna- 
malai Two miles from Katpad: Station Palar 1s crossed by a 
masonry bridge about halfa mile in length Near the station a fair 
or “shandy ” 13 held each Saturday Vellore 1s about 4 miles from 
the station tothesouth Itisalarge Indian town of considerable 
trade and a detachment of Native Infantry from Madras was for- 
merly quartered there, but the head-quarters of the District offices 
are at Chittoor, 18 mules distant to the north At Vellore 1s an 
old fort, and in 1t there 1s a temple contammmg exquisite specimens 
of stone carving in the Dravidian style This temple has been lately 
very successfully restor.d by the Government 


The Central Jail 1s noted for the manufacture of different kinds 
of cloth 


There are two dharmsalas at Katpadi and several at Tiruvan- 
namala. Horse jutkas and bullock carts are available at both 
places Trade of Katpadi in gram 


KAZIPARA. 


Village mm Barasat Sub-Division, District of the Twenty-four 
Parganas, Bengal, situated about 1} miles from Barasat town on the 
Bengal Central Railway and included within the Barasat munici- 
pahty. The mte of a large annual fair held m December or 
January, n honour of a Mohammadan Saint, Par Ekdel Sahib, who 
performed several miracles The fair is attended by Hindus as well 
as Mohammadans About 300 acres of land are held by 
Mohammadan pnests for the maintenance of the mosque and 
<iue performance of rehgious services 


Barasat 1s 14 miles from Calcutta; third class fare Re 0-3-0. 
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KEDARNATH 


Is the name of a snowy peak of the Himalayas about 22,853 feet 
m height in Garhwal Dastrct, United Provinces, and also of a 
famous temple on its side It 1s said to mark the spot where an 
incarnation of Siva, after fighting his numerous battles, attempted 
to dive mto the earth to escape ns pursuers, the Pandavas He 
left his lower hmb above the surface in the shape of a holy rock— 
the remaining portions of his body being distmbuted clsewhere 
Close to the temple mses a precipice known as Bhairab Jhamp, 
where devotees formerly committed suicide by flinging themselves 
from the summut to obtain salvation, but the practice was suppress- 
ed by the British Government 


There are four other temples m the neighbourhood of Kedar- 
nath, and the whole forms the Panch Kedar, a famous round of 
pilgrimage containing the scattered portions of Siva’s body 
One of the great hngams 1s said to be at Kedarnath 


The best route to reach Kedarnath 1s wd Hardwar Railway 
Station on the Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway, where yhampans 
and ponies are available 


Hardwar 1s 49 miles from Saharanpur and 921 milesfrom Cal- 
cutta; third class fare Re 0-11-3 and Rs 8-14-0, respectively 


KENDULI 


Village in Birbhum Distnct, Bengal, on the north bank of 
the Ajai Birthplace of Jayadeva, a disciple of the Vishnuvite 
reformer Chaitanaya and Sansknit poet, the author of the celebrated 
Govinda Gita, a Sanskrit poem in praise of Kmshna An annual 
fair in honour of Jayadeva 1s held m the village on the last day 
of Magh (the commencement of February), and 1s attended by 
upwards of 50,000 persons 


KHATRABAD 


Chief town of Sitapur District, Oudh, situated 5 miles south- 
east of Sitapur, the Civil Station and Cantonment of the District, 
Is a station on the Rohilkhand Kumaon Railway The town 
1s said to have been founded by one Khaira, a Pasi, in the first 
year of the llth century, and to have been subsequently taken 
possession of by a Kayasth family. Khairabad is the seventh 
largest town m Oudh. It contaims 40 mosques and 30 Hindu 
temples, besides a handsome set of holy Mohammadan buildings. 
These consist of a Kadam Rasul (Prophet’s footprint), an Imam- 
bara and ang ray with intervening courtyards, all surrounded by a 
wall; a large fair is held in January, which lasts for ten days and 
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attracts about 60,000 persons. A second fair 1s held at the Dashara 
festival, attended by about 15,000 persons 


There 1s a seras or nn at Khairabad about a mile from the 
railway station No dharmsala or bungalow 


Khairabad 1s 51 miles from Lucknow by the Rohilkhand and 
Kumaon Railway , third class fare Re 0-8-6 


KHANDWA 


On the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, 353 miles from Bombay 
and 604 miles from Delhi Third class fare Rs 3-11-0 and Rs 6-4-0, 
respectively Is the Civil Station of the Nimar District and the 
junction with the Rajputana-Malwa Railway Waiuting room at the 
station and a large seras within view of the station Thuis station 1s 
suitable as a resting station for passengers travelling long 
distances. 


“Toolja Bovam ” far 1s held annually dunng January and 
February at a distance of 4 miles from the station and 1s usually 
attended by about ten thousand people Visitors to the Oonkar 
Mandhata temple, distance about 40 miles from Khandwa, should 
book to the Sanawad Station on the Rajputana-Malwa Railway, 
from which place ccuntry carts can be obtamed The sacred 
island 1s in the middle of the Nerbudda river and covers about a 
square mile The numerous temples are considered of great 
antiquity and sanctity, and are consecrated to the worship of the 
god “Siva ” Some of these are of considerable architectural 
and historical importance 


Tke late Sir Richard Temple thus describes this place .— 
“Emerging from the hornd wilds, the Nerbudda again becomes 
beautiful, crashing in grand turmoil over dark trap rock, then 
eflowing quietly down the shadow of the wall-hke mdges, and then 
surrounding the sacred island un Oonkar Mandhata, the heights 
of which are covered with temples and pnestly buildings Here 
again the river forms itself into deep pools of still water, im which 
are imaged all the forms of rocks and structures Here also at 
stated times are held religious gatherings, which greatly add to the 
beauty of the place In former days devotees used to precipitate 
themeelves from the rocky peaks to earn immortahty by penshing 
an the Nerbudda ” 


Khandwa 1s an unportant trade centre and owns cotton presses 
and ginning factores At Moghat, 4 mules from the station, 
there are waterworks supplying water to the town. 
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{ KHATAULI. 


In Jansath Tahsil, Muzaffarnagar District, United Provinces It 
contains the shrine of Jabar Pir, at which Chhanon-ka-mela 1s held 
for a week mn August The fair attracts about 5,000 people from 
places between Del and Saharanpur. 


Two dharmsalas and four serats not far from the railway 
station Trade in molasses 


Khataul 1s 62 miles from Delhi, third class fare Re 0-11-9. 


KHATMANDU 


Is the capital of the Nepal State and 1s situated in a valley 
about 4,500 feet above the sea The name 1s said to have been 
denved from an ancient building which stands in the heart of the 
city near the royal palace In the square in front of the palace 
are numerous handsome temples, many of which aro several storeys 
in height and profusely ornamented with carvings, pamtaings, and 
gilding 
Machchhindranatha 1s considered the guardian deity of Nepal 
It 1s said that Nepal had suffered from a drought 12 years, which 
threatened to be the run of the country Narendra Das, 
a Nepal Rata, therefore went to Assam about 347 A D to invite 
an eminent Buddhist Saint To do him honour, Brama swept the 
road, reciting the Vedas as he did so, Vishnu blew the Sankha, 
Mahadeo sprinkled water on the road, Indra held an umbrella, 
Yama hghted the incense , Kuvera scattered nches , Agni displayed 
hght , Vayu held the flag , and Ishan scared away demons Copious 
rain fell on the arrival of the Saint, and the country was saved 
from famine 


In memory of this visit Narendra Das built a temple, and called 
it after Machchhindranatha, as the saviour of the country He 
also instituted an annual fair, which 1s still celebrated as the great- 
est of all the national festavals On the last day the blanket of 
Machchhindranatha 1s shaken before the people to show that 
he carries nothing away from them, and that, though m poverty, 
he 1s contented 


KHUSHAB. 


Town in Shahpur Distnct, Punjab, and head-quarters of Khushab 
Tahal , situated on the nght bank of the nver Jhelum, about 8 
miles from Shahpur town Exports of grain, cotton, wool, ghi 
and country cloth , umports of English piece-goods, metal, dried 
fruits, sugar, and molasses. The town 1s also the chief mart for the 
trade of the Salt Range. 
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Khushab contams the shrine of Nazar Dewan Hafiz, who is 
said to have performed several miracles during his hfe-time. A 
fair 1s held m his memory m the month of March, which lasts for 
two days and attracts about 2,000 visitors 

There are two serats or inns at Khushab, one, built by the Distnct 
Board, 18 just outside the city and the other, built by Lala Ratan 
Chand, 18 near the railway station. 

Khushab us a railway station on the North-Western Railway, 
187 mules from Lahore , third class fare Rs 2-3-0 


* KYLA KADATYAM. 


On the South Indian Railway. It 1s 478 miles from Madras 
Beach Station. Third class fare Rs 5-4-0 A fair 1s held here 
every Monday about three-yuarters of a mule from the station, 
which 18 largely attended 

There 1s a choulfry close to the station and a travellers’ bungalow 
some hittle distance away, but it 1s not at present in good repair. 
At Pattalpudur, a largo village conmsting chiefly of Lubbais, 2 miles 
from the station, 1s a famous Mohammadan mosque, visited largely 
during the Kandir festaval held in July Jaggery 1s the chief 
produce 


KISHORIGANJ 


Town, municipality, and head-quarters of Kishorigany Sub- 
Division, Mymensingh Distnct, Eastern Bengal and Assam, 
situated on the Kundah Khal, 13 miles east of Brahmaputra and 
17 miles from the Gafargaon Railway Station on the Dacca Section 
of the Eastern Bengal State Railway A fair 1s held here dunng 
the Jhulan Jaira festival in honour of the birth of 
lastang for a month from the middle of July to the middle of August 
Chief manufacture a kind of fine cloth called Tawah. 

There are no dharmealas at Kishonganj, but during the fair 
temporary sheds are erected for the accommodation of pilgrims. 

Dung the dry season toca gharnes and palanquins are available 
at Gafargaon at Rs 7 and Rs 2, but during the rams people have 
to go 7 miles by boat and 10 miles by road Charge for a boat s 
Rs. 1-4-0 

Gafargaon 1s 317 mules from Caloutta , third class fare Rs. 4-1-0. 


KODUMADL 


On the South Indian Railway. Distance from Madras Beach 
Station 815 miles ; third class fare Rs. 3-8-0, 
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A fair 1s held here every Monday On the banks of the Cauvery 
1s an ancient and well sculptured Siva temple, at which a car festival 
is held durimg Chetrai (Apmil and May) 


There 1s a travellers’ bungalow and a chuttram ata distance 
of about two and one furlong, respectively 


KOLAGHAT. 


A station on the Bengal-Nagpur Railway, 34 miles from Howrah. 
Third class fare Re 0-7-3 


About 10 miles south on the Calcutta Steam Navigation 
Company’s Ferry stands Tumlook or Tamralipti, the earliest mention 
of which 1s found in the description left by the famous Chinese 
traveller Hiuen Tsiang, who visited this ancient Buddhist settlement 
maritime harbour in the middle of the 7th century of the Chnstian 
era Atthat time Tumlook was a great port, and the Buddlusts who 
had settled there in the beginning of the 5th century had founded 
ten monastenes, which sheltered one thousand monks An Asoka 
pillar, 200 feet high, also proclaimed 1¢ as a centre of Buddhist 
faith The earliest Kings of Tumlook were Kshetriyas and belonged 
to the Peacock dynasty 


The most famous among the temples of Tumlook are those con- 
secrated to Bargabhima and Knushnarjan The former, on 
elevated ground, 1s of most curious shape and construction The 
architecture 1s of Buddhist style The latter 1s ascribed to Raja 
Tamordhaja and contains the statues of Knshna and Aran 
Tradition says that when Maharaja Yudhustira, with the object of 
solemnizing the Ashwamedh Yajna, had set the consecrated steed 
at large under the protection of Knshna and Arjan, the anmmal 
wandered to Tlumlook, then the capital of the powerful Raja 
Tamordhaja The Raja’s sons seized the steed, whereupon a severe 
fight between them and Arjan ensued, which lasted long and proved 
hopeless to Arjan Arjan asked Knskna the cause of his failure 
Krishna said that the man with whose sous he fought was under the 
blessing of Vishnu and invincible in war, so he must tey to attain his 
object by stratagem Then Arjan and Knshna transformed them- 
selves into the shape of Brahmans and went to the Raja's palace, 
but there seeming many indications of the Raja’s unsullied piety they 
felt ashamed to deceive such a God-fearmy man, and presented 
themselves before him The Raja was 60 gratafied that in his fervour 
of devotion he prayed that he might daily enjoy the felicity of seeing 
Krishna, the Lord of the Universe, and Arjan in his palace and, this 
prayer being granted, caused stone statues of Krishaa and Arjan 
to be made and enshrined 1n a temple which he specially made for 
the purpose. There 1s a railway company’s musafarkhana at the 
station and several hotels in the town where Indian visitors can take 
food and rest for a short time. 
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KOLHAPUR. 


* Chief town of the State of that name It has long been held mn 
high esteem for the antiquity of its sacred shrines contains a great 
temple dedicated to the goddess Mahalakshm The cloisters which 
formerly surrounded the temple he burned many feet under the 
surface of the earth, which app-ars to have undergone at no 
distant period a severe convulsion A crystal rehe casket was 
found 1n a large stupa about 1880, bearing on its lid an inscription 
in Asoka characters of the 3rd century B C Small temples are 
frequently brought to light by excavation 


On a small hill about 5 miles from Kolhapur a fair 1s held mn the 
month of Chaitra (March) every year in honour of the god Jatiba or 
Kedarling, who 1s the family god of His Highness the Maharaja 
Scindia of Gwalior and .s believed to be an incarnation of Shiva 
Other places worth seeing at Kolhapur are—(1) The Provincial 
College organised in 1880 (2) Albert Edward Hospital, (3) Maharaja's 
new Palace, (4) Town Hall, (5) Technical School, (6) Rankala, and 
(7) Kalamba Tanks 


Manufactures —Pottery, hardware, coarse cotton and woollen 
cloth, felt paper, perfumes, liquor and glass and lac ornaments 

Thcre are several dharmealas in the town and one at Shahupur 
vear the station There 1s also a hotel in front of the station and 
a dik bungalow about three-quarters of a nule from it Con- 
Vvoyanwes are available at all tames 


Kolhapur 1s 189 miles from Poona by the Southern Mahratta Rail- 
way, tlurd class fare Re 1-15-9 


KONARAK, THE BLACK PAGODA. 


Is situated on the coast 19 miles north-west of Purr About the 
erection of the temple it 1s said that a young man called Samba 
was suspected by the sage Narada to be too famihar with the 16,000 
wives of Knshna, eo he cursed him and he became a leper By wor- 
shippng the sun daily, crying out “O Surya, O Surya!” he was cured 
When bathing next day m the nver he found an mage thrown 
there by Visvakarma, and carved out of a portion of the sun’s body 
Samba built a temple for the rmage in which the sun was to be wor- 
shfpped as the curer of diseazes The whole temple is covered with 
sculptures of vanous kids In January or February a bathing 
fair 18 held here, when about 20,000 persons assemble There are no 
dharmsulas at Konaraz, bat some huts once erected by Government 
are used by pilymms 


Palanquins and bullock carts are available at Pum for Konarak. 
Puri is 311 mulcs from Calcutta by the Bengal-Nagpur Railway

Hill in Dhenkanal State, Onssa Height from sea-level 2,098 
feet The hull takes its name from a temple situated near its sum- 
mut, which m July of every year ts visited by about 10,000 pilgnms 
on the occasion of Shivaratri fair, considerable trade 13 carned on 
dunng the fair 

This sacred hill 13 sbout 30 miles from the Kopilus Road 
Station on the Bengal-Nagpur Railway Country carts and palan- 
quins can be had at the station to reach the hill

A village in Pasrur Tals! District Sialkote, Punjab, situated at a

About the third week of September a large cattle fair, called 
Gullu Shah fair, 1s held here, which 18 attended by about 80,000 
persons from all parts of the Province The fair lasts for a week, 
There 18 a rest-house

KORNALI 


A sinall village in Gujar Khan Tahsil of the Rawalpind: Distnct, 
Punjab It 1s situated ata distance of about six miles from the 
Gujar Khan Railway Station on the North-Western Railway.

The village contains a temple dedicated to a Hindu /aki, Baba 
Mohan Das, which 1s held in great veneration by all classes of people

Hill, village, and celebrated shrine in Narsaraopet Taluk, Guntur 
District, Madras Presidency The hill 1s 8 miles south of Narsarao- 
pet, with a temple to Siva, about 600 feet above the plain, approached 
by awinding flight ofstonesteps A festival, attended by about 60,000 
persons and lasting for two days, 1s held here at the new moon 
in the month of Magh (January-February) There 1s a considerable 
trade in timber at the festival and fair All sorts of wood, from 
bamboo switches to logs and beams, 1s carted and sold there 


There 18 only one dharmsala over the hull, which 1s used by the 
propnetor himself to feed Brahmins during the fair , other people 
stop in the open

A village n Fateh Jang Tahsil of Attock District, situated 5 mules

On the occasion of the Baisakhi festivalin Apml a fair 1s held at 
Kot Fateh Khan, which 1s attended by four or five thousand persons 
from Rawalpindi, Pind: Gheb, Fateh Jang and Pcshawar and Jhelum 
Districts The fair lasts for two days 


Hindus can stop at Dehn: Than Singh and Sirdars have some 
houses for the accommodation of Mohammadans_ §nrdars have also

KOTTAPALLE 


Village m Ramachandurpur Taluk, Godavan District, Madras 
Presidency, and a station on the north-east line of the Madras 
Railway Distance from Rayapuram—Madras 415 miles , third class 
fare Rs. 5-7-0. It 1s considered by Hindus a very sacred place ; 
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every twelfth year the village is crowded with devotees, while 
near the pagoda the nver 18 looked upon as peculiarly sanctifying 
At Annavaram, which is about 1} miles from Kottapalle, a festival 
1s held every May in honour of Sree Veera Verikata Slyanarayana 
Swamy, which 1s visited by about 5,000 people 


No rest-house for Europeans and Indians at Kottapalle, but

KOVVUR 


This 1s the head-quarters of the Tahmidar in Kistna District, 
Madras Presidency, and a place of Hindu pilgmmage on the 
Madras Railway 


According to Hindu mythology Gautama Rishi, while performing 
penance here accidentally killed a cow, and thus madvertently 
brought upon himself one of the greatest sins He prayed to the 
god Siva, and at last succeeded in bringing down the nver Godavari, 
which flowed over the spot where the cow was killed and relieved 
Gautama of his sin Thus place 1s, therefore, much frequented by 
Hindu pilgmms in the belief that bathing in the Godavan at this 
place cleanses from all sms Kovvur 1s also the base of operations 
for the building of the Godavan bridge 24 


There 13 only one small dharmsala at Kovvur for people of low 
classes. = Other pilgrims and visitors have to make ther own 
arrangements

KRAIMADAI 


Is a town in Commbatore Sub-Division of Coimbatore District, 
Madras Presidency, and a station on the south-west line of the

There 1s a pagoda of Vishnuites here, dedicated to the deity 
Sn Raganathaswam, which 1s held in the greatest reverence by the 
people of this part of the Presidency In the month of March a large

A cowherd used to graze the cattle of the Raja of this place in 
the jungle, but one of the cows named Karampasvan one day 
etole away to a spot in the jungle and poured her milk over the head 
of an image of Mahadeo, The Raja was enraged at finding the cow 
milked and punished the cowherd, thinking him to be the author of 
the gult Next day the boy watched the cow and followed her 
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closely,when she took a certain direction into the jungle, and saw her 
pouring her milk over a certain spot The boy was very angry at 
this and gave the spot a sharp blow with his hatchet It struck on 
the head of the deity and blood gushed out from the wound caused by 
the blow, and the water of the pond became red The boy was fnaht- 
ened and fell senseless on the ground The Rajacame to the spot 
tn search of the cowherd, when the god appeared before him, and 
the Raja caused a temple to be erected there Theres also another 
temple dedicated to the god Siva, which contains four elephants 
of red stone and 1s of some architectural beauty 


There are six chuttrams for different classes of Hindus The 
place of fair 1s about two furlongs from the railway stauon aud 
bullock carts can be had for conveyance at Kraimada 


KRISHNA 


Is situated on the Poona to Raichur Branch of the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway on the banks of the nver of the same name 
Hindu travellers frequently break journey at this station in order to 
bathe in the nver, which 1s considered sacred The nver is spaun d 
by one of the most extensive viaducts on the Great Indian Penmsula 
Railway The total length of the bndge is 3,854 feet 


Waiting rooms at station and a good dharmsala near by 


Knishna 1s 427 miles from Bombay , third class fare by mail 
Rs 6-11-0 and by other trains Rs 4-7-0 


KRISHNARAJAPURAM 


Is astation onthe Madras Railway There 1s a chuttram or 
rest-house a few yards from the station About three miles scuth- 
west 18 the town of Ulsoor with a very old Hindu temple standing 
atthe head of the Ulsoor Lake, which attracts alarge number of 
pilgmms annually Near the temple also there 1s a chuttram.

KULITALAI. . 


On the South Indian Railway Dhstance from Madras Beach 
Station 274 miles and third class fare Rs 3-1-0 Kulita'ai is the 
headquarters of the taluk of the same name 1a Tnchinopoly 
District, Madras Prendency. The most important festival held 
here is the “ Pushyam”’ m January annually <5 
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KUMRAKONAM (THE WATER-JAR MOUTH) 


Is mtuated in the Tanjore Distnct, Madras Presidency. about 
190 miles south-west of Madras = It was formerls one of the capitals 
of the Chola Kingdom and 1s one of the most ancient and sacred 
towns in the Presidency, and so celebrated for its learning asto have 
been called the ‘“‘ Oxford of Southern India ” = The geperaof the ‘ar- 
gest temple 1s in 12 storeys, and 1s fully 160 feet ngh The temple 
of Siva is approached by a cunous arched passage, 350 feet long, 
hned with shops on either sde The Mahamaham tanh ha. its 
banks studded with temples, flights of steps, and a serv largo 
temple of nd bnck There ~a large number of huge idol care, 
which at the annual festival are dragged by thousand of people 
Every 12 years the waters of the Ganges are said to flow into 
this tank, when vast numbers bathe in it 


There are chu’trams or dha:msalat mn town about a mile from 
the railway station, where pilgnms and visitors can stop for a day of 
two free of charge

miles distant There is a good road from Kurla to Vehar and hose 
conveyanc® is obtainable Kurlais .0 miles from Bombay , thud 
class fare Re 0-2-3 


KURRACHEE. 


Seaport, chief town, cantonment in Karachi Distnct, Sind, Bor- 
hay Presidency Karachi cantonment 13 782 miles by the North- 
Western Railway from Lahore and the ‘ity 784 miles, third cla-a 
fare Rs 9-2-9 and Rs 9-3-0, respectively British India Stiam 
Navigation Company’s and Steam Naviga'ion Company's steamers 
leave Bombay for Kurrach>e three times a week Theo mail 
steamer reaches Kurrachee in 38 hours. 


Kurrachee is a great commercial town , its trade having been 
enormously increased uf late years, the dock and herbour acccm- 
modation has consequently been greatly extended The climate 
of Kurrechee is very salubrious the town and the cantonments being 
well open to the sea breeze. The maximum temperature of the place 
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in April and May 1s 90° and the mimmmum 50° in December and 
January Average annual rainfall 7 inches The chief buildings of 
Kurrachee, all of which are of modern type, are Frere Hall, contain - 
ing General Library and Museum, Napier Barracks, Holy Trimtp 
Church, Sind Club, Freemasons’ Hall, Government Treasury, Post 
Office, Telegraph Departments, McLeod Railway Station, Empress 
Market, Civil Hospital, Boulton Market, Max Denso Hall, the 
Merewether Clock Tower, Sadar Court, Bank of Bombay, and a 
very large Roman Catholic Chapel The waterworks opened m 
1882 are 9 miles distant 


There 1s a dak bungalow a mule distant from the railway station. 
Hackney carnages are available at all times. 


KUTNI 


It forms a junction for the East Indian, Great Indian Penimsula, 
and Bengal-Nagpur Railways, ands the great hmecentre By the 
Bengal-Nagpur Railway it 1s 643 mules from Calcutta , third class 
fare Rs 5-6-0, and by the East Indian Railway 676 mules and fare 
Rs 6-53 From Bombay it 1s 673 miles , third class fare by 
ordinary tram Rs 7-3-0 The Great Indian Peninsula Railway, 
formerly Indian Midland Railway, 1s a direct route for Northern 
India and the Punjab, and passes through country of great histoncal 
interest, both in ancient and modern times The principal towns 
on this route are Saugor, Bhopal, Gwalior, Udaipur and Jhansi 
This route over the Bengal-Nagpur Railway will shortly be the nearest 
from Calcutta to Kurrachee 

There 1s a small Ist and 2nd class waiting room at the station, 
and a commodious seras for Indian passengers in the town. 


Kutni 1s a grain-collecting centre of some importance, and a 
red paint, manufactured from oxide of ron ore, 1s also prepared for 
export 


KUTTALAM. 


Village in Tenkas: Taluk, Tinnevelly District, Madras Presidency, 
and the sanitarum of the distnct from June to October The 
scenery of this place 1s greatly admured, and though 1t 1s only 450 feet 
above sea-level, the climate and flora are of a much higher elevation 
The smallest cascade 1s 100 feet gh and below it 1s a beautiful 
bathing place and a pagoda 

In the neighbourhood of Kuttalam are temples, which are much 
resorted to by pilgnms. A little to the north of the station the river 
Cauvery, considerably diminished in breadth, flows in an easterly 
direction under the hne. Cloths for natave women are man’ 
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at Kuttalam Paddy and cocoanuis are the chief exports 
There are two rest-houses and three refreshment houses for Indians 
in the village 


Kuttalam is 182 miles” from Madras Beach Station , third class

LAHORE 


Is the capital of the Punjab, and 1s one of the most ancient 
and famous cities mn India ‘It 18 situated about a mile from the 
left bank of the mver Ravi The nver once flowed by the city, 
and in 1662 made such encroachments that a massive bnck em- 
bankment 4 miles in length was constructed at a great cot, 
but the river soon afterwards left its bed and turned to the north 
and has never since resumed its old channel The city of Lahore 
was formerl, much Jarger, and its history 18 connected with every 
Mohammadan dynasty of Northern India, some time as tho scat 
of government, but always as an important place, and it has, 
for many eentunies, enjoyed a great reputation The city was 
surrounded by a wall 15 feet hgh which has recently been demo- 
lished, 1t had 13 gateways On the northern side 3s the citadel 


The ongin of Lahore 1s to be found in the Rajput race, the 
city was probably the capital of one of the earhest of the Rajput 
States established in the west of India, for at the time of the Musal- 
man invasion Lahore was the capital of an important Hindu 
principality exercising a kind of feudal supenonty over other 
States The city was founded about the end of the first or 
beginning of the second century of the Christian era 


All that 1s architecturally beautiful now in Lahore dates from 
the time of the Moghul Emperors From AD 1767 the Sikhs 
kept possession of Lahore, but with the rest of the Punjab it 
was, after the battles of Aliwal, Moodki, Ferozshah and Sobraon, 
annexed to Bnitish terntones in 1846 


The Central Museum was constructed for the Punjab Exhibi- 
taon held in Lahore in 1864 e 


At Anarkah, opposite the Central Museum, 1s the celebrated 
gun Zamzamah, a huge piece made in India in AD 1761, 
used by Ahmed Shah in the battle of Panipat, and left behind 
at Lahore, being too unwieldy to take back to Kabul This gun had, 
tall Ranjit Singh got possession of it m 1802, been kept by the 
most powerful of the Sikh Musls, the Bhangs of Amritsar, and 
called by them the Bhangian wah Tope, 1t was regarded as 
the talisman of the Sikh empire and its capture added greatly to 
the prestige of Ranpt Singh 
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The following places are worth seeing in Lahore :-— 


(1) The General Post Office, (2) The Punjab Chief Court, 
(3) Government Telegraph Office, (4) Government 
Offices, (5) St James’s Church, once Anarkah’s tomb, 
(6G) University Senate Hall, containing Onental College, 
(7, Government Colleg>, (8) Mission College, containing 
Law (Col ege, (9) Punjab Pubhc Library, (10) Art 
and Engineennz College attached to the Central 
Mu eum, (11) Distmet Court, (12) Central Traimng 
Colege ll of these are on the Anarkah side Law- 
rence Garrlens, containing Montgomery and Lawrence 
Halls, Zoological Garden:, and Queen’s Statue on the 
MI 


The title Anarkali was given t> Nadiva Begam, a favounte 
slave girl of t':e Emp-ror Akbar, who, being suspected of return- 
ing a smile f on his son Jahangir, was buned alive 


Government House faces the Lawrence Gardens on the left 
of the Mall on the road to Mian Mir It was orginally the tomb 
of Mohammad Kasim Khan a cou.in of the Emperor Akbar, 
who was a great patron of wrestlers 


The ratlway station and workshops are the next objects of inter- 
est The station 1s the junction for the Punjab Northern Section 
of the North-Western Railway The station buildings were designed 
with a view of being used in tame of need as a fortification 
The station plot of ground encloses a mosque hnown as the mosque 
of Dai Angah, the nure of the Emperor Shah Jehan, by whom 
it was erected in AD 1621 The Railway Workshops are very 
extensive, covering over 126 acres Over 2,000 men are employed 
The Railway has provided substantial houses for its employés, 
with a good swimming bath, hbrary, bilhard room, theatre and 
recreation ground ‘he church attached was formely a Musalman 
tomb, and seats £0 persons 


Although Lahore 1s regarded as a healthy place, the heat 
very great during the hot season, but m the month of December 
1ce 38 collected 


Numerous fairs are held at Lahore, but the most popular of 
these are the Charaghan fair, which takes place in the last week 
of March and attracts about 90,000 persons from all parts of the 
Punjab , Shah Abulmal: in February, attendance 50,000; Kadmon- 
ka mela in February, attendance about 40,000, etc, etc Convey- 
ances are available at all times of the day and night. 


Thre are many shrines of Mohammadan Saints of great local 
repute in and about Lahore, but the most popular of them are those 
of Data Gan} Bakhsh, Madho Lal Husain, Shah Mohamad 
Ghaus, Mian Mir, etc. Annual fairs are held at thes: shrines, 
which draw large numbers of pilgrims 
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There are numerous hotels for Europeans at Tahore and 
several good serats and numerous dharmsalas for Indians in 
the city, one of the serazs called Mian Sultan's seraz, 13 the largest 
and is only a few minutes’ walk from the railway station There 
are also good refre-hment room, for Hindus Mohammadans, and 
Europeans at the station A hand-ome seraz has lately been built 
by Mian Chiragh Din close to the railway station 


Lahore 1s 349 miles from Delhi, 1213 mules from Calcutta, and 
1306 miles from Bombay (by the Great Indian Pemmnsula Rail- 
way) Third class fare Rs 3-8-0, 11-15-0, and 13-9-0, respectively 


LAL UDERO 


Five miles from QOderolal Railway Station on the Karacht- 
Lahore hne of the North Western Railway Distance of Qderola- 
from Karadi 134 mules and from Lahore 650 mies Third 
‘lass fare Ra 1-93 and Rs 7-10-0 respectively 


The place 18 celebrated for the shnne of a Mahatma (holy 
man), which is venerated alihe by Hindus and Mohammadans 
A great fair, lasting for s ven days and attended by about 30,000 
persons, a number of whom come from beyond the Province, 18 
held at this shrine in the month of March every year 


There 1s a sera: as wellas a dharmasala at Lal Udero for the 
accommodation of pilgmms Camels, ponies, and gharrees are 
procurable at the railway station 


LUCKNOW 


The camtal of Oudh ranks fourth in size among Indian cities, 
being only surpassed by Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay It ss 
a very large cantonment with British Cavalry, Infantry, and Artal- 
lery Regiments, as also Native Cavalry and Infantry Sa’adat Khan, 
founder of the Oudh Kingdom, became Governor of Oudh in 
1732, and fixed his re-idence at Lucknow The grandeur of the 
capital dates from Asaf-ud-Daula, the fourth Nawab In 1798 the 
Nawab of Lucknow gave up half his dominion to the English, 
and in return obtained the protection of their troops By the 
Treaty of 1801 Oudh came under the special guardianship of the 
Bnitish Power, and owing to the ill-government of the Nawab 1t was 
annexed in 1856 The pmncipal places of interest are the Residency 
and the Bailie Guard Gate, the Machhi Bawan (Fish Palace), 
the Imambara, and Husamabad (Palace of Lights), as also 
the Martimére College founded by Mayjor-Ceneral Claude Martin, 
who died in 1800 and was buned in a vault under the college 
baldings The Wingfield Park 1 most beautifully laid out in 
beds of flowers and rare plants The Museam, the Observatory, 
the Iron Bridge are well worth a visit, Among other important 
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places of historical interest are the Alambagh, where Havelock 
is buried, and the Dilkusha, where he died The Kaisarbagh Palace 
and Chhatar Manz are to the Lucknow tounst also important 


This 18 the head-quarters of the Lucknow Commussioner- 
ship There are hotels and serazs and conveyances are always 
available 


Lucknow 1s 619 miles from Calcutta by the East Indian and 
Qudh and Rohilkhand Railways and 885 miles from Bombay by

LUDHIANA 


Administrative head-quarters of Ludhiana Distnict, 1s a junc- 
tion on the North-We.tern Railway, 233 miles from Delhi third 
class fare Rs 2-7-0 


Ludhiana was founded in 1480 by Yusaf and Nihang, Princes 
of the Lodhi Family, then reigning at Delhi After passing into 
several hands it came into the possession of the Bntish Govern- 
ment 1n 1834 The Mohammadan element preponderates in the 
city owing to the large number of Kashmin and Pathan settlers, 
the latter being followers of the exiled royal family of Kabul. 


There 18a shrine of a Mohammadan Saint, Shaikh Abdul Qadir 
Jilam, which 1s held in great reverence by Musalmans A large 
fair, called Roshni Pir Sahib, 1s held here annually in June, which 
lasts for four days and attracts about 60,000 persons from long 
distances Chait Chaudas fair 1s also held at Ludhiana in April, 
when people from neighbouring villages come to bathe in the Buddha 
mver It lasts for a few hours only, but the cattle fair held on this 
occasion lasts for one week Attendance about 55,000 people 
Cattle 9,000 


Ludhiana isa great central gram mart Its noted for pashk 
mina shawls, cotton cloth, scarves, turbans, etc 


There are several serats'a few minutes’ walk from the railway 
station Conveyances are available at all timesof the day and 
night 


MADRAS 


Capital of Madras Presidency, 1s the third largest city in India 
and is the head-quarters of the Eastern Division of the Madras 
Army Has the High Court of Judicature of the Presdency and 
contaans many Miltary and Civil Departments The climate 1s on 
the whole favourable It 1s histoncally very mmterestang 
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‘Ine principal objects worth seemg are—The School ot 
Art, Museum, the Gun Carnage Fact:ry, the Scotch Kurk, the 
People’s Park, the Victoria Public Hall, the Statues of Lords Munro 
and Cornwalhs and General Neill, the Napier Park, the High 
Court and Law College, Fort St George, which contains the 
Arsenal and where the guns taken from Tippoo Sultan are kept, 
the Palace of the Nawab of the Carnatic, which 1s a few minutes’ 
drive from the Fort, the Observatory, and Government Touse 


The Madras Railway and the South Indian Railway have six 
stations each in Madras There are several rest-houses for Indians 
in Madras,one of which, Raja Sir Ramswamy Moodalhar’s choultry for 
Eurasians and Indians of all classes, 1s situated near the Central 
Station on the Madras Railway and Park Station on the South 
Indian Railway, Hackney carriages are available at all stations 
in Madras 

Madras 1s 794 miles from Bombay by the Great Indian Peninsula 
and Madras Railways and 1,032 miles from Calcutta by the Bengal- 
Nagpur Railway , third class fare Rs 11-8-0(by mal) and Rs 13-7-0, 
respectively 


MADURA 


Chief town of Madura District, Madras Presidency, 1s situated 
on the south bank of the river Vaigal, on the South Indian 
Railwav It 1s one of the most ancient and celebrated cities in 
India . 

Madura was anciently famous for its college and has been called 
‘The Athens of Southern India” Siva, 1¢ 18 said, gave the 
professors a diamond bench which extended itself to rceive all 
worthy of a place and pushed off all mere pretenders § Thiruval- 
luvar, a Pansh priest, author of the best ethical pv m in any 
Indian language, appeared as a candidate for a seat, but the 
Brahman professors would not give him a place When the 
poem was laid on the bench 1t so expanded as to throw all the 
occupants off The professors were so scnsible of their disgrace 
that they drowned themselves in a neighbouring tank, and so 
the college came to an end 


The great temple, dedicated to Sundareswara and his wife 
Minakshi, 1s 282 yards long and 248 yards board, with 9 gopuras, 
one of which 1s 152 feet high The thousand-pillared hall was 
built by Arya Nayak about 1550 The tank 1s surrounded by 
arcades and 1s very beautiful The whole interior of the temple 
13 one mass of carving, the sculptures of Madura being the finest 
in India 

Tirumala’s choultry 1s a pillared hall with 4 ranges of columns, 
120 im all, each of which differs from the other, but all most 
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eiaborately sculptured The front1s adorned with groups of warnors 
on rearmg horses, slaying men or tigers, etc It was built by 
Tirumala as a guest house for Siva, who consented to pay the King 
an annual visit of ten days on condition that a hall worthy of lus 
dignity was built for lus reception 


The Teppakulam, a large tank about 13 mules east of the city, 
1s also at igned to Tirumala It 1s a square each side ‘The banks 
ure surrounded with a handsome parapet of granite In the centre 
rises a square island with a lofty domed temple in the middle 
and a small shrine at each corner Once a year in January the 
banks of the tank are illuminated with a lakh of lamps, while the 
idols from the pagoda are drawn round in a teppam, or raft, from 
which the tank takes its name 


Pilgrims for Rameswaram should change at this station Messrs. 
Spencer & Co have a refreshment room near the station , also there 
18 a refreshment room for Indians 


There are two stations, Madura and Madura East The former 
15 347 miles from Madras Beach and the latter 350 miles Third 
cla-s fare by boat mail Rs 4-9-0 and by ordinary trams Rs 3-13-0 
und Rs 4-9-0 and Rs 3-14-0, respectively 


MAHABALEPUR or ‘‘SEVEN PAGODAS” 


Village in Chingleput District, Madras This1is one of the most 
interesting and to archeologists one of the most important spots 
in Southern India The antiquities of the place may be divided 
ito three groups—(1) the five raths to the south of the village 
on the seashore, which form one of the most interesting groups 
of monuments, (2) the 14 or 15 Rishi Cave temples, monolithic 
figures, carvings, and sculptures, west of the village (these contain 
sone marvellous reliefs, ranking with those of Ellora and 
Elephanta) , (3) the temples of Vishnu and Siva 


Mr Crole wntes— 


“ The best of its class 1s the pastoral] group in the Knshna Man- 
tapam It represents Indra, the god of the sky, supporting the 
clouds with his left hand, to protect the cattle of Bala Raja from 
the fury of the Maruts or tempest demons Near him the cattle 
ure being tended and milked To the nght a young bull 1s seen, 
with head shghtly turned and fore-foot extended, as if suddenly 
startled This 1s one of the most spinted and hfe-hke pieces 
of sculpture to be seen anywhere A little to the north of this 1s 
‘Arjun’s Penance’ It covers a mass of rock 96 feet in length 
und 43 feet in height, and 1s described by Mr Fergusson, the high 
authority on architecture, as the most remarkable thing of 1ts class 
in India ” 
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The other antiquities at Mahabalepur, though very interesting 
in themselves, are not nearly so important as the five raths 

By the side of the road 1s a stone chouliry 

Chingleput, a station on the Arkonam-Chingleput Branch 
of the South Indian Railway, 1s 18 miles from here and 37 miles 
from Madras, third class fare from Madias Beach Junction 
Re 0-7-3 Juthas or single-horse carmages are available at 
Chingleput to carry passengers to Mahabalepuram = ‘The rates of 
charges for a jutha are from Rs 4-00 to Rs 5-00 provided the 
visitors return to Chingleput the same day but if they stay at 
Mahabalepuram for the mght an additional charge of Re 0-8-0 1s 
made per carnage 

There are two chuttrams or dharmsalas and a travellers’ bun- 
galow at Mahabalepuram At Chingleput there 1s a dharmsala 
about two furlongs and a travellers’ bungalow about four fur- 
longs from the railway station 


M.AHASTHANGARH 


Ancient shrine and scene of a fair in Bogra Distnct, Eastern 
Bengal and Assam, 7 mules north of Bogra town on the Brahma. 
putra-Sultanpur Branch of the Eastern Bengal State Railway 
The traditional capital of a monarch, Parsuram, who ruled over 22 
feudatory princes, and who 1s identified by the Brahmans with the 
sixth incarnation of Vishnu The common people assign a much 
later date to this Parsuram, and say that he was destroyed by a 
Mohammadan Saint named Shah Sultan Hazrat Aulya The place 
accordingly forms a nucleus around which many legends of both 
Hindu and Musalman origin have gathered. Numerous remains 
connected with the two religions mark its site, and 1t was for long 
a Mohammadan shrine of great sanctity 

An ancient grant of about 650 acres from the Delhi Emperor, 
subsequently confirmed by the Mughal Governor of Dacca in 1606, 
still supports a fraternity of fakirs A fair held in April yields about 
Rs 900totheshrne The place affords 4 promusing site for arche- 
ological excavations 

No serat, dharmsala or dak bungalow at Mshasthangarh 
There 1s a dak. bungalow at Bogra, where bullock carts and hackney 
carnages are available, the charge for a cart being Re 4 for the 
journey 

Bogra 1s 209 miles from Calcutta (Sealdah), third class fare 
Rs, 2-11-6. 


MAHEJI. 


The celebrated Mahey: fair 1s held about 4% miles from the 
tation from J5th January and laste for the six following weeks 
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A large brass image ( Mahey1) 1s exhibited in the temple at this 
village 

Mahey: 1s 241 mules from Bombay by the Great Indian Penn-

MAHESH. 


_ Village suburb of Serampore, Hughh District, Bengal Famous 
for the two great festivals of Jagannath, the Snan Jatra or “Bathing 
of the god” in May and the Rath Jatra or “‘Car Procession ” ax 
days later At the latter the god is dragged m a car to 
Ballabpur, a mile distant, and brought back after an eight days’ visit 
tothe temple of Radhaballab An .mportant fairs held at Mahesh 
dunng the «ght days, with an attendance of about 8,000 people 
daily, and 100,000 people on the first and eighth day, when the 
procession and return journey take place 

There 1s a dharmsala close to railway station at Serampore, 
owned by Babu Khettra Mohan Shaw, where accommodation 
and refreshments are provided free

MAHOBA 


The name Mahoba 1s locally said to be derived from the great 
sacrifice (Mahotsana) performed by its founder, Chandra Varma, 
as @ purificatory ceremony on account of his mother’s frailty 
about 800 AD Mahoba is in a favourable position for trade 


It stands on the side of the Madan Sagar Lake, constructed 
by the Chandel Rajas and consists of three distinct portions one, 
north of the central hill, known as the old fort, one, on the top 
of the hill, known as the inner fort , and one to the south, known 
as Danba Architectural antiquities of the Chandel period abound 
throughout the neighbourhood The Kamham marhs the place 
where Chandra Varma, founder of the dynasty, died, and the 
tank is beheved to be a reservoir into which the umted waters 
of all holy streams pour themselves The fort, now entirely 
in ruins, commands a beautiful wew over the hills and lakes. 
The temple of Muma Devi, partially renovated, has in front of 
its entrance a stone pillar inscmbed to Madna Varma Of the 
lakes confined by magnificent masonry dams two have been greatly 
alted up, but the Kirat and Madan Sagar, works of the llth 
and 12th century, stall remain deep and clear shevts of water 
The shores of the lakes and the islands im theiz uudst are thickly 
covered with ruined temples, large figures carved out of the sold 
rock, pillars, broken sculpture, and other early remains . 
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The numerous arms of the lakes embrace rocky tongues 
of land surmounted by picturesque temples, while on the hills 
above stand summer-houses where the ancient Rajas enjoyed the 
cool breezes from the water Where the town runs along the 
northern bank of the Madan Sagar, on the artificial dam which 
hems it in, flights of carved granite steps lead down the bank, 
while shrines overhang the edge Relies of Jain temples and 
Buddhist inseriptious also aecur The exsting monuments of 
Mohammadan date include the tomb of Jalhan Khan and a 
mosque 

Mahoba 1s the head-quarters of a Joint Magistrate (Hanurpurt 
Distnet), and the modern town contains a tahsil, police station. 
post office, schvol, dispensary, ete 

Tlere is a dah bungalow and a «rar im the town about 2 or 
3 miks from the ralway stition, where tongas and chhas meet 
all passenger trains ‘The rates for these conves ances are not fixed , 
they are mutually arringed —Betel leaves are exported in large

Pargana in Akbarpur tahal, Fvzabad District, Oudh = It 
is locally called “ Dohthi,” or the confluence of two streams, Marha 
and Biswa and 1s considered a place of great sanctity It 15 said 
that here Raja Dasrath killed Sarwan Rishi, son of Andha Mum, 
or ‘ Blind Hermit” mistaking him for o deer when he came to 
tahe water for his thirsty parent The Blind Hermit cursed 
Raja Dasrath, and it 13 believed that Rama’s subsequent exile 
was the result of this curse Annual fairs held at Dohthi in April, 
November, and December, which ate attended by about 5,000 or 
6,000 persons

The palace occupies the central space in the city Its front, 
which faces the east, contains the Great Hall of Audience, 260 
feet long, elaborately carved and gilded, erected on a terrace

The most celebrated pagoda in Burma 1s the great “ Arakan 
Pagoda’’ of Mandalay It contains a brass image of Buddha, 
represented sitting, which 1t 18 said was brought over from Akyab 
in the year 1784 AD The shnne in which it stands 1s 
one of the most splendid in the country The image itself is 
covered with a great seven-roofed canopy, with goodly pillars, the 
ce.ling gorgeous with mosaics Long colonnades, supported on 
452 massive pillars, all mchly carved and gilt, lead up to 1t 
All day long circles of constantly renewed worshippers chant 
aloid the prairies of Buddha Thousands of mcense sticks are 
Lept ht and thousands of candles burn 
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There are two hotels and several refreshment rooms near the 
principal market

MANDHATA 


Seven miles bv 8 good road from Mortakka Railway Station on

Mandhata 1s an island in the Nerbudda river, attached to the 
Nimar District, Central Provinces It 1s famous for its numerous 
sacred temples, chiefly the great shrines of Omkar in the island 
and of Amreswar on the southern bank of the nver most of which 
are dedicated to Siva According to the Narmada Khand, which 
professes to be a portion of the Shanda Purana, the island 
was orginally called Baidurya Mant Parvat, but its name 
was changed to Mandhata as a boon from Omkar to the Raja 
Mandhatn, seventeenth of the Solar race, who performed a great 
sacnfice to the god There are several other temples dedicated 
to Vishnu and a whole group of Jain temples 

The great fair of Omkarp, held on the 1th of Kartak (end of 
October), 1s attended by over 15,000 pilgrims from all parts 
of the country 

The devotees of Nerbudda place its sanctity above that of 
any other, and say that, whilst it requires three days’ bathing 
in the Saraswat: (at Siddhpur), seven days in the Jumna, and 
one day in the Ganges to ensure freedom from sin, the mere sight 
of the Nerbudda suffices to make men pure It ws further be- 
lieved that the sanctity of the Ganges ceased in 1895, when 5,000 
vears of Kaliyuga expired, but that of the Nerbudda will endure 
for ever, and whilst the punfying power of the Ganges 1s confined 
to the northern bank, that of the Nerbudda extends 30 mules 
northward and 18 mules southward of the respective banks An 
oath on the water of the Nerbudda 1s particularly binding

Colon] Sleeman says “ Misnkh 1s celebrated as the residence of 
a very holy sage named Dadhich Ina great battle between 
the deotas and the giants, the deotas were defeated They went 
to implore the aid of Brahma upon his snowy mountamn- 
top He told them to go to Misnkh and arm themselvcs with the 
bones of the old sage Dadhich They found the sage alive and m 
excellent health , but they thought it their duty to explain to him 
their orders He told them that he should be proud to have his 
bones used as arms in s0 holy a cause, but he had unfortunately 
vowed to bathe at all the sacred shrines in India before he died, 
and must perform his vow (inevously perplexed the deotas 
submitted their case to the god Indra Indra consulted hus chap- 
lam, Bnspate, who told lim that angels of all the holy shrines in 
India had becn established at and around Nimsar by Brahma 
himself and the deotas had only to take water from all the sacred 
places over which they presided and pour it over the old sage to 
get both him and themselves out of the dilemma They did go and 
the old sage, expreseng himself satisfied, gave up lus hfe The 
deotas armed themselves with his bones, attacked the giants, and 
gained an easy and complete victory ” 

The tank abovementioned 18 of very ancient construction. 

The Mahratta princes repaired the ghats about 125 years ago, 
and it 18 now a fine specimen of a Hindu tanh On its bank 
stands an old temple sacred to Raja Dadhuch, who 1s also considered 
1 Rishi A large fairis held near the tank on the occasion of the 
Hoh festival, at which a bnsk trade 1s carned on

place where in ins infancy Krshna wis brought by hus nurse 
and exchanged with the newly-born daughter of Jasoda, wife 
of Nunda, to save him from death which had _ been decreed 
by Knshni’s uncle, the giant Kans In Nanda’s palace are 
the churn in which the foster-mother made butt r and a place 
in the wall where the sportive milhmaids hid Knshna’s flite The 
hall in the palace where the child-god grew up 1s a place of worship 
for Hindu mothers for their purification after child-birth, whence 
it 18 called Chhatht Palna, or six days’ worship Five miles 
north of Muthra in a peninsula formed by a bend in the mver stands 
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the holy city of Brindaban, containing numerous temples, of which 
the most famous are those of Gov ind-Deva, Gopmath and the temple 
of Seths Bnndaban 1s the most important place of pilgnmage 
and ranks with the great shrines at Pun, Thaneswar, and Hardwar 
The village of Gokal, about a mile from Mahaban on the left bank 
of the mver,1s noted as the place where Vishnu first visited the 
earth in the form of Knshna All these places are resorted to by 
thousands of pilgrims all the year round 

Muttra 1s also a place of great Instorical interest It was 
attacked by Mahmud of Ghazm in 1017 and by Sikandar Lodi in 
1500, and great harm was done to the shrines and temples 


Muttra used to be a great centre of the Buddhist faith about 
400A D and a few relics of Buddhist buildings can still be traced 


There are two cotton mills and one flour mill at Muttra and

public gardens, and several tanks and lakes in the neighbourhood 
provide the city with an unlimited water-supply It has cotton 
presses and ginning factones The civil station of Nagpur 1s called 
Seetaburdee, and the hill fort of that name commands the 
city It was on this hill, now covered by the fort, that the Resident 
of Nagpur was attacked by the reigning Raja, Apa Saheb Bhonslay, 
in 1817 Colonel Gohan with a handful of men drove off the Raja, 
and a few days after receiving reinforcements Mr Jenkins demanded 
and obtamed the unconditional surrender of the Raja The 
Seetaburdee fort was builtm 1818 It possesses many antique 
specimens of arms and 1s worth a visit There are many places of 
interest in Nagpur, including the museum, contaimmg many rare 
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specimens, and a good library , the four public gardens, the Maha- 
raja’s Bagh, Toolabagh in the city, Paldi Karadi at Sonagaon, an 
Tellenkerr: in the suburbs Nagpur has two colleges for higher 
education, ttz , Hislop and Morris There are also several schools 
Nagpur 1s celebrated for its dehcious oranges, which are exported 
m large quantitzes to Bombay, Hyderabad (Deccan), Calcutta, 
Delhi and other places, and are well known all over India A 
magnificent Town Hall has recently been built in the city and has 
been named after Sir Antony Patnck MacDonnell, G@ CST, late

Kartik Vodya 11th (November) 


Jirdhan hill, about a mile and a half from the station, 1s con- 
sidered sacred There are ruins of fortifications, containing some 
very old caves said to be the work of the Pandavas Dunng the fair 
people, especially barren women, go to these caves and make 
offerings to a deity who 1s believed to have disappeared through a 
niche in one of the caves at the touch of a Mahar 


The Toonghar hill, close to the station, 1s also considered sacred. 
T¢ has four temples on it, which were built by the sursubedar of 
Bassem This hill serves as a sanitanum for poor families who 
cannot afford to go to the more expensive place called Matheran 
Wild animals such as tiger, bear, sambhar and wild hog are found 
on this hill 

Besides the above the ancient Buddhist Stupa, near Sopara, 
locally known as Burud Raja ha Kot, 1s most interestng It was 
discovered by Sir James Campbell and Pandit Bhagwant Lal in 
1882 

There are three or four dharmsalas at Nirmal and visitors can 
find plenty of accommodation at the town of Sopara

Nasik 1s said to be the place where Rama passed his long penod 
of bamshment The temple called Panchavati (five banyans) 1s 
c.lebrated throughout all Western India It stands under five 
banyan trecs on the eastern bank of the nver about half a mule out- 
sde the town This temple 1s claimed to be Nask, because 
Lakshman cut off Surpanakha’s nose here There are also Siva’s 
temple—the oldest temple in the town—and Bala Ram’s temple, 
which is the handsomest 


The Kund at Panchavat. is called Rama’s Kund, where, it 1s said, 
Le was wont to bathe 


Natik produrcs fine vegetables and excellent grapes It 1s also 
noted for an extensive trade in copper and brass 


Nasik 1s 117 miles from Bombay by the Bombay-Delhi line of

NATHDWARA 


Town in Udarpar State, situated 22 miles north-north-east of 
Udaipur City, on the mght bank of the Banas + Nathdwara 1s one of 
the most famous Vishnuite shrines in India, possessing the onginal 
image of Knshna which was worshipped at Muttra About 1671 
Rana Ray Singh of Udaipur brought the renowned idol with great 
pomp to Meywur by the route of Kotah and Rampura, but on enter- 
ing the territory of Udaipur the chanot wheels of the god stuck 
fast in a place called Siarh, in the fief of Dilwara The Rao of 
Dilwara, one of the sixteen great nobles of Meywar, declared that by 
this omen Knshna had intimated his wish that this should be his 
residence, and immediately conferred on Nath: all the lands of the 
village , and the pious gift was subsequently confirmed by the Rana 
A temple was erected here for the reception of Nathj: and a great 
town sprang up around it, and was called Nathdwara, “The Portal 
of Knshna ” The precincts of the god have always been a sanctuary 
within which no blood can be shed, no arrest made, and the cnmunal 
1s free from purswt Rich offerings are sent here from every 
corner of India, and crowds of pilgnms fiock to the sacred shrine.

NAWABGANJ 


Town in Unao District, Oudh, situated 12 miles north east of 
Unao town on the Lucknow road Formerly the head-quarters of a 
tahsl and pohce circle, but these having been removed the place 
hasdevayed A large fair 1s held every year at the end of the month 
of Chetra (March-April) in honour of the goddess Durga and 
Kasabri, which attracts a large gathering from Lucknow and 
Cawnpore besides the people of the neighbourhood 


Unao 1s 13 miles from Cawnpore by the Katihar-Cawnpore 
Branch of the Bengal and North-Western Railway Third class 
fare Re 0-3-0 Conveyances available at Unao for Nawabganj 


NEGAPATAM. 


Lattle more than a hundred years ago this busy and thriving sea- 
port in South India was in possession of the Dutch, and the 
principal thoroughfare 1s still called Holland Street St. Peter’s 
Church (now used by a Church of England congregation) and a 
cemetery with quaint and bulky tombs are memonals of the 
Dutch occupation The South Indian Railway Company has here 
ita principal Locomotive Workshop and General Stores Depét, 
employing several thousands of Indians, etc, The Wesleyan College 
is an important institution Passengers for Rangoon, Penang, and 
Ceylon embark here, and coasting steamers frequently call There 
a refreshment room at the station, and sleeping accommodation 
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for Europeans 1s also provided. There 1s another railway station 
in this town—Velippalaiyam.

NEKMARD 


Fair held annually at Bhawanandpur village in Salban Parganas» 
Dinajpur Dastnct, Eastern Bengal and Assam, in honour of a 
Mohammadan Saint known as Sayyed Nekmardan, meaning 
“religious martyr” The fair was held first in the reign of Shah 
Jahan It commences on the first day of the Bengal year, te, Ist 
Baisakh (about the middle of Apnl) The popular story about the 
origin of this fair 1s that this gr had a quarrel with a Hindu Raja 
of the place by name Peet Raj or Pnthwi Raj over some religious 
matters and was killed at the place where the fair is held The 
fair lasts for a week and 1s frequented by about 150,000 persons. 
Bhawanandpur has no trade of its own, but elephants, dried fruits, 
embroidered saddlery, blankets, walnuts, yak tails, brass pots, 
hookahs, etc , are brought for sale during the fair 


There are no serats or inns where the fairis held There 1s an 
inspection bungalow with accommodation for two persons, but 
visitors have to make their own arrangements for catenng

Nidvanda 1s 597 miles from Poona by the Southern Mahratta 
Railway; third class fare Rs 7-12-6 Bullock carts and jutkas or

There are two dharmsalas on the hill besides several mantapams 
for the accommodation of pilgnms. 
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NIZAM-UD-DIN 


Thus station takes its name from the Dargah or shnne of Shaikh 
Nizam-ud-Din Aula, one of the pmncipal places of Mohammadan 
reverence in the whole of India It may be mentioned that another 
such place 1s the Dargah of Khwaja Kutab-ud-Din Bakhtiar Kak: 
close by the Kutab Minar, also easily reached from this station. 
From Nizam-ud-Din the plain 1s dotted with ruined forts, palaces, 
and tombs The railway as it nears Delhi passes for a distance of 
11 mules m the near neighbourhood of ground which for thousands 
of years has served for the sites of successive chiefs of Dela In fact 
the traveller passes two ancient Delhis which are easily discermble to 
the east of the railway lime The first 1s Indraprasta, the site of that 
ancient Delhi of the Hindus where now stand the walls of the fort 
of Humayun and Sher Shah, which was constructed upon the site 
of the more ancient city The second 1s Ferozabad just outside the 
Delhi Gate of the city, distingwshed by ts “lath,” which stands out 
boldly from the platform on which 1t iserected This “lath” 1s one 
of the stone pillars of Asoka removed from the Umballa District by 
Ferozshah since 1360 One of the best known monuments 18 
Humayun’s tomb, whose great marble dpme1s a conspicuous object 
for miles round I¢ 18 in an excellent state of preservation The 
Dargah or shnne of Shaikh Nizam-ud-Din Aula 1s one of the pnncipal 
places of Mohammadan reverenceinallIndia It contains a tank, a 
fine mosque, the tomb of the Shaikh and the graves of many persons of 
note, some of royal blood Many of the buildings are of great beauty 
About 2 miles to the west of the station 1s the fine tomb of Safdar 
Jang, which gan be reached by a convement road, which after 
passing Safdar Jang’s tomb goes on to the Kutab Minar But it 
would be difficult to enumerate the many objects of interest un the 
near neighbourhood, most of which would well repay a visit, but 
many of which are neglected from want of knowledge of their 
locale No pleasanter day’s outing can be planned than a visit by 
rail to Nizam-ud-Dim m the morning, a day spent in visiting Huma 
yun’s tomb, the adjacent ruins, the Dargah, the Khairpur build 
ings and the tomb of Safdar Jang, and return by train in the 
evening to Dells

NOYAL 


Is situated in the Commbatore District, 15 mules from Karur 
About 100 yards from the station 1s a temple named “‘ Sellandiam- 
mankoil, ” where a feast 1s held every year n the month of March 
and a fair 1s held every Saturday near the temple. 
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Noyal 1s 312 miles from Madras Beach Junction by Erode Branch 
of the South Indsan Railway Third class fare Rs 3-70 

There 1s a rest-house for Indians near the station and a bungalow 
for Europeans about half a mile from the station 


NUR MAHAL 


Town in Philiour Taheil, Jullundur Distnect, Punjab, 16 miles 
south of Jullundur town An extensive seraz, bult dunng the 
reign of Jahangir, from whose Empress, Nur Jahan, the town derives 
its name, 18 the chief object of interest There 1s a shrine of a 
Mohammadan Saint, Shah Fateh Ah, where a great fair 1s held every 
year 


A considerable trade 1s carried on in wheat and sugar 


Ekkas are available at Jullundur Jullundur 1s 81 miles from 
Lahore , third class fare Re 0-15-3 - 


OKHLA 


This station of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway 1s about 
9 miles from Delhi and takes its name from the nver and village 
at the head of the Agra-Delhi Canal, which takes out of the 
Jumna about 2 miles away from the station The Jumna at this 
point 1s dammed right across the stream and in the hot weather all 
the water of the Jumna 1s turned down the canal The grounds 
at the headworks are laid out like a small park Close to Okhla 
station are the temples of Kalkajee, which large numbers of 
pignms visit dumngthe year The Kutab Minar can be seen from 
the ralway at this point Round this Minar are scattered the 
remains of palaces and tombs, forming the most interesting group 
of ruins which exist in India or perhaps in any part of the world 


There are dharmsalas for pilgmms to the temples

ONKARJEE OR ONKARNATH 


Is a place of great sanctity in Nimar Tahsil, Khandwa District, 
Bombay Presidency, 7 miles from Mortakka Railway Station on the 
Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway Mortakka 1s 356 
miles from Ajmer Third class fare Rs 3-5-0 


There 1s a very old temple dedicated to Onkarjee, which 18 situated 
on a hull on the bank of the Nerbudda nver The largest fair of the 
district 1s held at this temple in Kartak, Poornumashi, and attracts 
about 10,000 pilgrims to bathe 1n the holy mver The place 1s also 
resorted to by pilgnms throughout the year, manv of whom pass 
the whole month of Shrawan there 
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Bullock carts are procurable for Onkarjee at the Mortahh» 
Railway Station 


There 1s a dharmsala at Onharjee, but it 1s seldom used as the 
pandas or pnests accommodate the pilgnms in their own houses 


OORCHA 


An ancient town, 7 mules distant from Jhansi and 5 +. 1les 
from the station, by a country track traversable with difficulty by 
wheeled vehicles, and about 2 miles south of the ralway bndge 
over the Betwa on the Mamkpur Section The town, which 13 about 
3 miles in circuit, 1s surrounded by a massive wall of unhewn 
stones piled one upon the other without cement, with three lofty 
gateways Founded in 1531 by Rudra Partap, Raja of Oorcha, 
who moved lus capital here from the fortress of Karar The 
palaces and cenotaphs of Rajas, which are built on the river 
bank, give a very picturesque appearance to the place There 15 a 
very large temple called the Chatrabhu) temple, which 1s visited 
by pilgrims The fortis connected by a bndge with the remainder 
of the town, which 1s walled and gated A fine palace, still stand- 
ing, was erected by Raja Bir Singh Deo for the accommodation 
of the Emperor Jahangir, who visited him here The Maharaja of 
Oorcha clams the highest rank among tho feudatory princes of 
Bundelkhand His present capital 1s at Tikamgarh, some 40 
miles from Qorcha, which 1s now almost deserted A largely 
attended bathing fair 1s held here in the month of August 


There are no scrats or dharmsalas for the accommodation of 
pilgmms, so they have to stop in the temple or must make their 
own arrangements Third class fare from Jhansi: Re 0-1-9 and 
distance 7 miles 


ORISSA CAVES, 


These are situated in a picturesque group of hills that rise out of 
the level plains of the delta of the Mahanadi There 1s one of Asoka’s 
inscriptions not far distant and the Tooth Relic was brought to the 
neighbourhood immediately after the cremation of Buddha’s body 
There are about 16 excavations of importance in the Udayagir: hill, 
besides numerous rock-cut cells The excavation known popularly 
as the Rani-ka-Nur or the Queen’s Palace 1s the finest It has two 
storeys and occupies three sides nf a square courtyard The walls 
gre ornamented with sculptures 


OTTANKADU 


Is a village in South India about 2 furlongs from the station 
of that name Thiruchittambalam, a village 2} miles west of the 
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station, 1s a place of pilgnmage, where a floating festival takes place 
i February and a car festival in June, when a large number of 
people attend A weekly fair at Randampul, a village 5 mules 
east of the station, 1s held on Thursdays, and another in a village 
2} mules west of the station on Fridays There 1s a chuttram at 
this place, where accommodation only may be had Country carta 
procurable at two annas per mile.

PAGAN 


A town in Burma, 1s situated on the Irrawaddi about 160 miles 
north of Prome and about 70 miles below Amarapura, the former 
capital of Burma There were two cities called old and new Pagan 
The site of the old Pagan is now covered with the remains of 
brick buildings and dagabas 

The city though deserted still contains the remains of about a 
hundred buildings, some of them stupendous and in a wonderful 
state of preservation after sx centuries 

Pagan, bemdes pagodas, contains numerous temples with Jarge 
holes devoted to mages and image worship Some are in good 
preservatian with superb carved and gilded ceilmg, others are m 
ruin 

Nearest railway station for Pagan ys Myingyan on the Mu 
Valley ine of the Burma Railway Thus station 1s 377 miles from 
Rangoon Third class fare Rs 5-14-3 


PAKPATTAN 


Town and municipality m Montgomery District, Punjab, 29 
miles south of Montgomery town. It was anciently known as 


hi 
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Ayndhan The two great western roads from Dera Gham Khan 
and Dera Ismail Khan meet here The Musalman conquerors, 
Mahmud of Ghagzm and Timur, and the traveller Ibn Batuta crossed 
the nver Sutle; at this pomt The modern name of Pakpattan 
(‘‘ Ferry of the Pure”) 1s derived from the Saint Fand-ud-Din, one 
of the most famous devotees of Northern India, who was instrumental 
in the conversion of the whole Southern Punjab to the faith of Islam 
Pilgrims from all parts of India, and even from Afghamstan end 
Central Asia, flock to this shrine, and dumng the great festival 
of Moharram as many as 60,000 persons have been estimated On 
the afternoon of the last day the charactenstic ceremony of the 
festival takes place A wall adjoimng the shmine 1s pierced by a 
narrow opening, known as the Gate of Paradise, and whoever can 
force his way through this aperture dumng the prescmbed hours 1s 
assured of a free entrance into heaven The lineal descendants of 
the Saint enjoy the revenue of the shrine and possess a bith 
reputation for sanctity 

The town 1s of considerable commercial importance and 15 
picturesquely situated 

There are a seras and a dak bungalow at Pakpattan Ekkas 
are always available at Montgomery at Rs 3 Chief manufactures 
of Pakpattan are wooden boxes, vases, etc, Exports —Wheat, 
grain, ropes, seed, etc Imports —Sugar and ghee 

Montgomery on the North-Western Railway is the nearest 
railway station for Pakpattan It 1s 104 mules from Lahore 
Third class fare Rs 1-3-6 Camels are generally available at 
Montgomery for carnage of passengers to Pakpattan 


PALITANA 


Chief town of Palitana State, 1s situated on the east of the 
Kathiawar Penmsula It hes at the eastern base of the Satranjaya 
Hilly considered the hohest of the five Jam sacred mountains 


The entire summit of the hill 1s covered with temples, among 
which the most famous are those of Adinath, Kuma: Pal, Vimal 
asah, Sampnti Raja,and Charymukh The last 1s the most lofty 
and can be clearly distangushed at a distance of 25 mules 
Satranjaya is the most sacred of the five sacred hills of the Jains 
Mr Kinloch Forbes in the Ras Mala describes 1t as ‘“ The first of 
all places of pilgrimage, the bridal hall of those who would win 
everlasting rest There w hardly a city mn India that has not 
at one time or another contributed to erect the edifices which 
crown the hill ”’ 


At the foot of the ascent there are many hittle cells, with a 
marble slab carved into the representation of the soles of two feet 
(charan) Jains unable to afford the expense of a complete temple 
of Hanuman build these cells.

The pilgnms must return when they have performed their 
devotion They must not eat or at least must not cook food on 
the sacred hill, and they must not sleep there It 1s a city of the 
gods and meant for them only

from the railway station, on a good road, 1s the celebrated 
temple of Ruganathaswamy, which attracts large crowds at the 
annual festiva] held in May There 1s a good local train service 
to and from Madras Waiting accommodation 1s provided for 
Ist and 2nd class passengers The Indian Store Company have 
an Agency here

antiquity and Pandits identify 1t with the Apelava of the Maha- 
bharata, part of the Pandava Kingdom of Indraprastha It 1s 
said to have been one of the cities restored by Vikramaditya, 57 B C 

The modern town of Palwal 1s the second largest mn Gurgaon 
District Its pmncipal streets are paved with stone or buck and 
are well drained. An elegant domed tomb of red sandstone, 
just outside the town e Muttra road, 18 said to have been built 
by a falar, who levied an impost for this purpose of one slab of 
every cartload of stone which passed trom Agra to Delhi for the 
building of the fort of Salmgarh The tahsl, thana and post 
office are in one building There are several serass, a town hall, 
two cotton ginning and cleanmg factones and two presses, The 
produce generally 1s cotton, sugarcane, and wheat. 
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A fair known as ‘‘ Baldeo Chhat ’’ fair 1s annually held, at which 
from eight to ten thousand people assemble for three days 


There 1s a District Board dispensary, a school, and Zenana 
Mismon dispensary About a mile from the town a Chnstian 
village has lately been founded by the missionaries under the name 
Salamatpur There 1s a httle mand: for trading purposes 


A large village named Sohna about 24 mules distant has four 
natural hot water springs, which many people from the surrounding 
country visit Gurgaon 13 44 mules distant from Palwal and 
a metalled road 1s in contemplation as far as Sohna, the central 
point between Palwal and Gurgaon 


Palwal is 37 miles from Delhi by the Great Indian Peninsula

PAMBAN BEACH 


This 1s the point from which passengers from Rameswaram 
cross the Pamban channel by means of a steam lau cl 
runs between Mandapam and Pamban Beach 1n connection 
with trains arnving at, and departing from, Mandapam There 18 
a Local Fund choultry adjoming the station Bhairava and 
Kap: Theerthams, situated half a mile north of the station, are 
considered sacred by Hindu pilgrims

PANDHARPUR 


Is in Sholapur District, south-east of Bombay It contams 
a celebrated temple, now dedicated to Vithoba It 1s said that 
a pious Brahmin had 8 most undutiful son, named Pundahk, who 
vexed his parents in all possible ways He reformed, however, 
and became as noted for hus devotion to them One day Knshna 
came to Pandharpur in search of his wife, Rukmin, who, justly 
offended at his unfaithfulness, had forsaken her husband, and 
fled to this place Krishna heanng of Pundahk’s love of his 
parents paid him a visit, and found him washing his father’s feet, 
which employment he continued notwithstanding the presence 
of the god He, still intent upon serving hus father, merely re- 
quested the god to remain where he was, and there he 1s to this 
day standing upon the brick with which Pundahk had been rubbing 
his father’s feet, and which, on recognising the god, he had thrown 
down for him to ait upon He 1s represented with his hands 
sfall resting on his joins, just as when weaned with his long search 
for Rukmm: he appeared to Pundahk. 
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The temple, 350 feet long and 170 in breadth, is near the centre 
of the part of the town which 1s conmdered holy and 1s called 
Pandankshetra, the holy field of Pandhari Vithoba 1s sometimes 
called Pandharinath, or the Lord of Pandharpur 


Pandharpur 1s 264 miles from Bombay vd Barsi Road Junction ;

PAPANASAM 


In March and Apmi annually the ‘‘ Brahamautsavam ”” festival 
is celebrated in the Vishnu temple An old Siva temple contains

ain of killing the Rakshases There is a Roman Cathohe Church 
here 

Papanasam 18 on the main line of the South Indian Railway,

PARAMAKKUDI 


A famous temple called Nainarkoil 1s situated to the north 
midway between Pandikanmoi and Paramakkudi, where the Chittrar 
feast 1s held in May There are Distnct Munsiffs and Sub- 
Magistrate’s Courts The products are of general merchandise, 
and there 1s a weekly fair on Thursdays close to the station 
There isa refreshment room at this station There 1s a travellers’ 
bungalow for Europeans, distant half a mule from the station, 
and there 1s also a Local Fund dispensary about a quarter 
of a mile distant 

This station 13 on the Mandapam to Madura Branch of the 
South Indian Railway OD,stance from Madras Beach Station

About 200 mules north-west from Calcutta and about 18 miles 
from Garidih Station on the East Indian Railway 1s the sacred 
Jain mountam in Bengal The summit, called by the Jams Asmd 
Sskhar, ‘‘ The Peak of Bhiss,’’ 1scomposed of a small tableland, 
flanked by twenty small Jam temples on the craggy peak. 

The Jams assert that 10 of ther 24 Tirthankaras attamed 
merwana on this sacred mountam, which 1s called after Parswa, 
the 23rd Tirthankara Nineteen Tirthankaras are said to be 
buried here Some of the temples are very beautiful, especially 
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a little shrine of white marble, which cost Rs 1,20,000 Pilgnms 
to the number of 10,000 flock to this spot from distant parts 
of India every year 

The building formerly used as officers’ quarters at Parasnath 
1s now utilized as a dik bungalow Parasnath was formerly used 
as a sanitanum for European troops 

Pushpash raths and bullock carts are available at Gindih 
at a charge of Rs. 6 and Re 1 to Rs. 6, respectively. 

There are three dharmsalas at the foot of the hill, but none 
near the temples. There 1s a dik bungalow on the hull.

: PARIAR, 


Town in Unao Tahal, Unao Distnct, Oudh, and head-quarters 
of Panar pargana, situated 12 miles west of Unao town. The 
town 1s considered sacred by the Hindus on account of its associa- 
tion with the events of the Ramayan A great fair held on the 
occasion of the Kartik Puranmashi 1s attended by about 100,000 
persons 

Conveyances available at Unao Unao 1s 34 miles from Luck- 
now on the Cawnpore Branch of the Oudh and Rohilkhand Rail- 
way. Third class fare from Lucknow to Unao Re 0-7-0 


PASCHAMVAHINI, SOUTHERN MAHRATTA RAILWAY. 


Meamng ‘‘Western Stream,’’ and therefore sacred, is a 
byanch of the nver Kaven, on which the royal bathing g’ats 
are situated airs held when sun or moon eclipse occurs. 

The road west from here is the way to Coorg, leading through 
Palhalh, where there 1s a large factory formerly used for making 
sugar, Yelwal, contaimung a fine residency bungalow, and Hunsur, 
where, in addition to coffee curing works, 1s the depét for the 
famous Amnt Mahal cattle, specially bred for the Army.

Chnef town of the Patan Sub-Divisiun Baroda Sta’e, on the 
small nver Saraswati,a tnbutary of the Banas and a station on the 
Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway (His Highness the 
Gaekwar’s Mehsana Railway). About one-eighth part of the 
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population are Jains, who have no fewer than 108 temples. 
There are also extensive Jain libranes in the city consisting 
mostly of palm-leaf manuscripts, which are very jealously 
guarded, Many remains of considerable architectural beauty are 
still to be seen outside the city It 1s one of the oldest and most 
renowned towns of Guzerat It was the capital of succeasive 
dynasties of Rajput Kings from 746 to 1194 AD, and during 
the whole time of Musalman supremacy 14 maintained a position 
of some importance Swords and spears are manufactured in 
the city and some pottery and mlk and cotton weaving 1s carried 
on There 1s a dharmsala for Jams in the town, which 18 half 
a mile from the railway station Ekkas and bullock carts are 
available at the station to carry passengers to the town and ice 
versd at the rate of 4 annas per cart orekka The rate for an 
ekka to Redhanpur, a town about 30 mules from the railway 
station, is Rs 10

PATNA CITY (known atso as AZIMABAD). 


Chief city of Patna District, Bengal, on the nght or south bank 
of the Ganges and a station on the East Indian Railway, 332 
mules from Calcutta 


Patna 1s a very ancient city and has been identified with 
Pataliputra, which undoubtedly seems to be the same town as 
Pahbothra, mentioned by the Greek hustonan Megasthenes, who 
came as ambassador from Seleukos Nuikator to the Court of 
Sandracottus or Chander Gupta at Pataliputra, about the year 
300 BC According to the Vaya Purana the city of Patahputra, 
or Kusumapura, was founded by Raja Udayaswa, the grandson 
of Ajata Satru. This Ajate Satru was the contemporary of 
Gautama, the founder of the Buddhist religion, who died about 543 
BC. Megasthenes says that the length of the city of Pataliputra was 
80 stadia, the breadth 15; thatit was surrounded by a ditch 30 
cubits deep ; and that the walls were adorned with 570 towers and 
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64 gates. According tothisaccount the circumference of the city 
would be 190 stadia or 24 miles Patna has also been mentioned 
by Hiuen Tsang, the Chinese pilgrim Underthe Musalmans this 
city received the name of Ammabad after the name of Azim, grand- 
gon of Aurangzeb, who was made Governor of it 


The chief Mohammadan place of worship 1s the Monument of 
Shah Arzan about the middle of the western suburb He died 
here in the year of the Hiyiera 1032 and his shrine 13 frequonted 
both by Mohammadans and Hindus 


In the month of Zikad there 1s an annual fair held on the spot, 
which lasts for three days and attracts about 5,000 votanes 
Adjacent to the tomb 1s the Karbala, where about 100,000 people 
attend during the Muharram festival Close by 13 a tank dug by 
the Saint, where crowds of peoplo assemble once a year. Other 
buildings of interest are Sher Shah's Mosque, probably the oldest 
building in Patna, and Madrasa of Saif Khan, which 1s the hand- 
somes 


The Sikhs also have a place of worship called Har Mandir here, 
which owes its celebrity to its having been the birthplace of Govind 
Singh, the last great teacher of the sect 


The pnncipal imports are cotton goods, oil-seeds, salt, sujji, sugar, 
wheat, pulses, gram, mce, paddy and other cereals Considerable 
export in tobacco, cocoanuts, spices, onl-seeds, cotton, ete 


There are three dharmsalas one at the station built by Lala 
Gurmukh Rai Saraoyi, another near ‘‘ Mangles Tank ’’ about half a 
mule from the station, built by the late Lala Anant Lall Agarwalla, 
a third at the Chowk about a mule from the station built by the 
Marwan community of Patna 


Patna 1s 332 mules from Calcutta , third class fare Rs 3-10 3. 


PATTUKKOTTAI. 


This 18 a taluk of the Tanjore District n Madras Presidency 
The town 1s about half a mile north-west of the station and 
anges some temples and public offices. Theres also a travellers’

The Panguni festival, which takes place in the month of March 
every year, 15 largely attended.

PEHOA (OR PIHEWA) 


An ancient town and place of piigmmage m Karnal Distnct 
Punjab, on the sacred nver Saraswati, 13 miles west of Thaneswar 
Pehoa was anciently known as Pnthindaka or Broad-Water in 
allusion to the fact that when the Saraswati 1s 1m flood the low 
lands surrounding the town are covered with water The place 
stands withm the boundary of Kurukshetra and ranks second in 
sanctity to Thaneswar alone, There are some very curious re- 
mains of old pillars, and one curious doorway profusely covered 
with male and female figures sculptured mm high relief, and the 
remains of a much larger gateway in the same style. A large 
annual fair for bathmg m the Saraswati ordmmarily attracts from 
20,000 to 25,000 pilgrims ; sometimes as many as 100,000. 

There 1s a bungalow, a seras, and several dharmsalas at Pihewa.

The Maika]l Mountains bordering on the Amarkantak afford a 
beautiful view of the whole plateau and the plains beyond The 
Kapiladbara, the Mandwa and the palace of Gul Bakawh and the 
temples of Mokandiya are the principal resorts of pilgmms. A 
fair 1s held here m Magh The most sacred days for bathing are 
said to be those of the solar and lunar echpse, when thousands 
of pilgrims travel to the Nerbudda to perform the cere:nony 


Forsyth in his “ Highlands of Central India ” says the sanctity of 
the Nerbudda 1s supenor to all other mvers, though the gods ‘are 
said to have given preference to the Ganges for the first 5,000 years 
of the Kals Yug This pend expired in 1899 and the local Brah- 
mans fully expect the Nerbudda now to surpass all other nvers 
as a place of pilgrimage 

A metal road has been constructed to Amarkantak and al 
possible help 1s afforded to those who desire to make the journey 


There are several diarmsalas at Amarkantak Pendra Road

PENNERU. 


A station on the North-West Line of the Madras Railway, 236 
miles from Madras. Third class fare from Madras Rs 2-8-0 
About 2 mules south of this station 1s a small temple called 
Asuvuthnarayan on the bank of the Penner mver largely vimted 
by people 

About the origin of this temple it 1s said that one Suigam 
Butloo performed his devotions here and God appeared to him in 


person and his supphcations were accepted In honour of this 
man the temple was erected 


Bullock carts can be had at the station %nd in the surrounding 
hamlets 

No dharmsalas, but there 1s a large tope under which pilgrims 
take shelter 

Chief manufacture cloth. Trade m cotton, indigo, and grain. 
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the embankment of the Siddheshwar Tank usually in January 
and lasts for a month, large quantities of grain, cloth, brass and 
copperware, glassware, etc., are sold. The fort, bult by the 
kings of Byapur some four hundred years since, stands near to 
the station Iti surrounded by a moat. The Municipal Gardens 
are close by. There are spinning and weaving mulls for various 
Kinds of cloth, carpets, etc. Ekruk Tank or Hiparge Lake, 
about 3 miles from the station, is some 7 miles in circum- 
ference and has a considerable depth of water There is a 
first class metalled road to this tank from the city and a Gov- 
ernment bungalow. It was constructed as an Irngation work, 
and its canals protect a large area 
There 1s a dharmeala near the station.

SIALKOT 


Town, municipality, cantonment and administrative head-quar- 
ters of Sialkot District, Punjab, on the Wazirabad-Jammu Branch of 
the North-Western Railway. Distance from Lahore 89 miles 
and from Delhi 438 miles. Third class fare Re 1-0-6 and Rs. 
4-8-6, respectively This town was founded by Raja Sal or Shal 
mentioned in the Mahabharata as an uncle of the Pandva Princes. 
Mestored about 65 or 70 A.D. by Salwan or Salevahana, other- 
wise called Vikramuditya, father of the great Punjab hero, Rasalu, 
whose capital Sialkot is said to have been, and whose exploits 
form the subject of countless Punjab legends. Towards the 
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end of his reign, Rasalu became involved in wars with Raja Hudi, 
popularly stated to be a Ghakkar Chieftain. Being worsted in 
a battle, Rasalu, as a price of peace, was forced to give hs daughter 
im marnage to his conqueror, who on Rasalu’s death without 
@ male issue succeeded to the rule of Sialkot. 

The town is very extensive, fairly handsome, well built and clean 
Ita main streets are wide and open, and either paved or metalled 
with good dramage on both sides The pnncipal buildings, shrines, 
etc , withm the town are the rmned and dismantled fort, the 
temple erected by Raja Te) Singh, the shnne of Baba Nanak, which 3s 
the scene of a famous annual fair largely attended by Sikhs from 
all parts of the distnct, the darbar Baoh Salub, a covered well 
erected by a Rajput disciple of Baba Nanak, also ranks igh 1n 
religious consideration among the Sikhs, and the shnne of Imam 
Ah-ul-hak, a handsome building of ancient construction. 


The cantonment 1s about a mile north of the town = It.1s 
exceedingly well laid out, and occupies an area of several miles 
in length. There are recreation grounds, racquet courta and 
a well-kept public garden covering 27 acres in extent provided with 
tenms courts, station hbrary and reading room 


Centre of local trade and has several wealthy Bhabra_ mer- 
chants, manufacture of paper, etc, and there are factories of 
boots, cricket gear and steel trunks ‘There are three serays, 
also a dak bungalow in the cantonment, about 2} miles from the 
railway station Conveyances are available at all times 


SIDDESWAR 

Village at the foot of the Saraspur range, which forms the 
boundary betwe2n the distncts of Cachar, Sylhet, and Assam, 
on the south or left bank of the Barah mver There 18 a celebrated 
Hindu temple here,and in the month of March an annual fair 
is held attended by about three thousand persons. At the same 
time a religious gathering for bathing takes place on the opposite 
bank of nver The place 1s traditionally stated to have been the 
abode of the famous Rishi Kapila Muni, a fellow worker of 
Patanjh, the founder of one of the six systems of Hindu philo- 
sophy.

SIDDHPUR. 


Sixty-four miles north of Ahmedabad, 1s situated on the north 
bank of the sacred river Saraswati, in Kadi Distnct of Baroda 
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State, and here was built the famous Rudra Mala, a temple dedi- 
cated to Siva, of which Dr. Burgess writes :—‘“The gigantic 
fragments that still remain impiess the beholder with admuration 
at the scale and grandeur of the conception.’’ Siddhpur is s 
famous place of pilgrimage, and Hindus of every caste vist it, 
not only to worship at the Rudra Mala but to bathe in the river, 
which 1s here accredited with peculiar sanctity. 


There a large building forming ao sacred college or 
monastery for the Kevalpur: Gosavis-Atits of the Shiva per- 
suamon, About 15 miles north of Siddhpur w the ancient town 
of Pattan, the capital of the Balhara Kings, which 18 supposed 
to have been built about AD 745, and rose to be one of 
the most splendid and populous cities of the East. About 
AD 1000 at was raid to be 18 miles mm circumference, “ within 
which were many temples and colleges,’’ and its commercial im- 
portance must have been verv considerable, as the daily customs 
duties amounted to Rs 5,000 It remained the capital of the 
Governors of Guzerat to the end of the 14th century, when the 
(apital was transferred to Ahmedabad, and Pattan was partly 
domolished to embellish the new city, but there are still a great 
number of temples, Jarge and small, that well deserve a visit. 
The pepulation 18 about 40,000, of whom an eighth part are Jains, 
whose libraries are amongst the cunositirs uf Pattan—one collec- 
lion consisting entirely of palm-lcaf manuscripts. 


There 1s a dharmeala near the station for the accommodaticn 
of Indian visitors There 18 also a rest-house for Europeans which 
can be cecupied with permission cf the State authorities Siddh- 
pur 18 a station on the Bombay, Baroda and Contra] India Rail-

Vallage in Phulpur tahsil, Allahabad Distnct, Umied Provin- 
ces About a mile north-west of the village 1s the’ tomb of 
Mahmud of Ghazni's famous General Sayyed Salar Masud, at 
which a fair 1s held every May attended by about 50,000 Moham- 
madan piigrims

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SIMLA. 


The Summer Capital of the Viceroy and Government of India 
and administrative head-quarters of the Simla District It 1s 
situated at a mean elevation of 7,084 feet above sea-level. 


The first house in Simla was built of wood by Lieutenant Ross, 
the Political Agent, in 1819, and the avttlement founded by him 
increased in extent and favour so rapidly, that Lord Amherst, the 
Governor-General, spent the summer of 1827 at the new sanitanum. 
The scenery of Simla is much admred and ita magmificent Mail 
commands a splendid view of the surrounding Hill States and the 
plains with the Sutle} and other mvers. Most of the European 
firms of Calcutta, Umballa and Lahore have branches at Simla 
The United Service Club, the Grand, Metropole, Cecil and Lowrie’s 
hotels are on the Mall, and the Longwood (Lowne’s) and Elysium 
hotels on a northern spur are about a mile from the Post Office, 
which, from its picturesyue position and being beautifully wooded, 
1s called Elys1um There 1s a good seras for Indians just near the 
old ekka stand where a room can be occupied on payment of 
ani a3 eight for 24 hours.

SINGAPERUMALKOIL 


Named so from a Vishnu Temple (Kovil) on a little rock, 
Singaperumal being the genius locs The village is the serno 
of a yearly festival held in May Abouta furlong from the ralway 
station 18 a large substantial choult-y bmlt in 1900 through the 
munificence of M R Ry C Ethirajulu Chetty Garu, one of the 
partners of Messrs Moses & Co, Madras, for the accommodation 
of the people visiting this temple 


This station 1s situated on the Madras to Tuticorin Line of the 
South Indian Railway at a distance of 32 miles from Madras Beach 
Station; third class fare from Madras Beach by boat mail

SINGARAYAKONDA 


Is a small village with a population of 1,098 It 1s situated 
4 miles west from the sea and 8 miles east of Kandukar, the taluk 
head-quarters There are two temples dedicated to Narasimha- 
swamy and Varuhaswamy _ A festival is held in April in honour 
of the latter There 1s a choultry about a furlong from the rail- 
way station, also a travellers’ bungalow about a mile from the 
station. 


Singarayakonda, on the Madras Railway, is 165 miles from 
Rayapuram, Madras; third class fare Rs, 2-2-0.

SIPIL. 


A village in a petty hull State, Koti, in the Punjab. The Chuef, 
a Rajput, received the title of Rana for services rendered during 
the Mutiny in 1857. His family originally came from Patna 
in Bengal. Mashobra, a suburb of Simla, is in Koti terntory 
In a deep valley, east of Mashobra, 1s the little hamlet of Sipi, 
where an annual fair 1s held every May, which 1s attended by the 
people of the neighbouring hills m large numbers, and 18 also 
a popular resort of holiday-makers from Simla Naldera, also 
10 Koti territory, 1s a httle village situated on a beautiful plateau 
cverlooking the Sutlej, bordering a fine deodar forest often occupied 
by the tents of European visitors from Simla 


Rickshaws and horses can be had at Simla 


Distance of Sip: village from Simla about 7 miles and that of 
Naldera about 12 mules 


SIRHIND 


An ancient and huistoncally imteresting town in the Punjab 
and a station on the North-Western Railway, 195 mules from 
Delhi, third class fare Rs 2-4-6 


The town contains the shrines of two Mohammadan Saints, 
Imamerabani and Bandgi Sahib, at which fairs are held every 
April and December Large numbers of Mohammadans attend these 
fairs from great distances The former Saint hved in Jahangir’s 
time and claimed to be the Imam or spiritual leader of Moham- 
madans. Numerous stories are current about the muracles he 
wrought during his life-trme and his shrine 1s highly revered by 
Mohammadans and the Afghan Royal family. Am-Khas gardens 
and Gurdwara Sahib are other places worth visiting. 


There are both serats and dharmsalas 1n the town. Ekkas 
are available at the station. 


SITAKUND. 


Highest peak in Sitakund range, Chittagong Distnct, Eastern 
Bengal and Assam. Also a sacred spring on that mountain, sad 
to have been bituminous, but now no longer in exstence, having 
either dried up or filled up The site 1s however a revered place 
of pilgrimage for Hindus from all parts of India Tradition states 
that Sitakund was vimted by both Rama and Siva, and 1t 1s be- 
heved to be one of the favourite earthly residences of the latter 
deity. The principal gathering 1s the Siva Chaturdas: festival 
on the 14th day of the moon sacred to Siva (usually in February) ; 
it lasts about ten days, and is attended by from 10,000 to 20,000 
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devotees. The pilgrims hve in lodging houses kept for the pur- 
pose by Brahmans, called Adiukans, each of whom 1s said to realise 
from Rs 45,000 to 60,000 dumng this festival The ascent to 
Sitakund or Chandranath Hill 1s said to redeem the pilgrim from 
the misery of a future birth A meeting of Buddhists, chiefly hill- 
men, takes place on the last day of the Bengaleo year at a spot 
on the Chandranath Hill, where the body of Gautama 19 locally 
reported to have been burnt after death Bones of deceased 
relatives are brought here and deposited in a pit sacred to Gautama 
Several other minor gatherings take place at Sitahund in or near 
the months of March and November and on the ocvasion of every 
eclipse of the sun and moon 


Sitakund 1s a railway station on the Assam-Bengal Railway. 
It 18 23 miles from Chittagong, third class fare Re 0-5-9. 


SITAMARHI 


Town, municipality and head-quarters of Sitamarlu Sub-Division, 
Muzaffarpur Distnct, Bengal, situated on the west bank of the 
Lakhandai Large fair held in the month of Chetra, the principal 
day being the 9th of the Sukla Paksha, or Ramanami, the day 
on which Rama 1s said to have been born Tluis fair lasts a 
fortnight and 1s attended by people from very great distances. 
Tradition relates that the lovely Janaki or Sita, whose life is 
descnbed in the Ramayana, here sprang to life out of an earthen 
pot into which Raja Janak had driven Ins ploughshare, There

SOMNATH 


Ancient town in Junagarh State, Katluawar, Bombay Presi- 
dency near the port of Verawal It 1s historically and religiously 
interestang It 1s the head-quarters of a revenue division with the 
Courts of a Revenue and Judicial officer. 


On the edge of the sea stands a large and conspicuous temple 
dedicated to Siva A few hundred yards behind the temple 
% the reservoir called Bhat Kund, the traditional srene of 
the death of 8m Kmshna The country near Somnath 1s full 
of memorials of Knshna, the principal centre of interest being 
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a spot to the east of the city, where near the union of the three 
beautiful streams the body of the hero is said to have been burnt 
There are numerous other Hindu shrines and monuments, and to 
the east the plain 1s covered with Musalman tombs. The place 
attracts many pilgrims. 


In the 8th century this part of Kathiawar was in the hands 
of the Rajput Princes, but in AD 1024—26 Mahmud of Ghazni 
invaded and captured it and left a Mohammadan Governor 
Subsequently 1t passed into the hands of several Hindu and Mcoham- 
madan rulers. 


Somnath is especially famous for the manufacture of door- 
locks made of wood and iron

wal Pattan or Pattan Somnath 


Veraval, on the Bhavnagar-Gondal-Junagadh-Porbandar Raul-

SONAGIR., 


On the Great Indian Peninsula Railway. The chief features 
of this place are the large numbers of shrines ona hill near 
the railway station, which are visited by devotees from all parts 
of India It 18 called the “Hull of Contemplations” The place 
can be seen from the railway It 1s held in high repute by 
the Jains The numerous temples with which the hill 1s crowned 
are of a vanety of styles, Roman, Saracen, Gothic and modern, 
Jain being most noticeable There 1s a waiting room at the 
station 

Sonagir 1s 725 miles from Bombay and 233 mules from 
Delhi, third class fare by mail Rs 11-5-0 and Rs 3-7-0 and by 
other trains Rs 8-4-0 and Rs 3-2-0, respectively. 


SONGAD. 


On the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway (Bhavnagar- 
Gondal-Junagadh-Porbandar Railway) Is 15 miles from Palitana, 
with which 1t 1s connected by a good road There 1s a comfort- 
able dharmsala here and arrangements for a conveyance to 
Pahtana can be made by applying to the Deputy Assistant 
Political Agent in charge, Gohilwad, who 1s stationed at Songad. 


In Palitana are the most famous and extensive Jain temples 
in India, covering the summit of the Shetrunjee hulls. There 
are several dharmealas and doohies can be obtained The charge 
varies from 6 annas to Rs 2.

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SONEPUR. 


Village in Saran Distnct, Bengal It 1s perhaps the most 
widely known placein the distnet It 1s situated at the confluence 
of the Gandak and the Ganges The village 1s famous for its 
great fair, held for ten days dumng the full moon of Kartik This 
1a probably one of the oldest melas in India, its ongin being said 
to be contemporaneous with Ram and Sita It was at Sonepur 
that Vishnu rescued an elephant, that had gone to drink, from 
the clutches of a crocodile <A temple was subsequently erected 
here by Rama, when on his way to Janekpur to fight for Sita 
Sonepur 1s considered a place of exceptional holiness — The farr, 
attended by great numbers of persons, Jasts a fortmght , but 16 
is at its height two days before and two days after the bathing 
in the Ganges 


The cluef articles of trade are elephants, horses and picce- 
goods 
Annual races are alyo held here 


No seras or dharmsala at Sonepur, but there 13 one serait at 
Hajeepur about one mile from the railway station 


Sonepur Junction on the Bengal and North-Western Railway 
is 170 miles from Katihar Junction, third class fare Rs 1-6-0, 


SORON. 


Town in Kasgun tahsil, Etah Distmet, Umited Provinces, 
situated on the Burhganga or the anaent bed of the nver Ganges 
Distant from EKtah town 27 miles north-east on the Bareidly-Iath- 
ras Road = Soron 1s a place of great antiquity, orginally known 
as Uhala Kshetra, but after the destruction of the demon Hiranya- 
Kasivapa by Vishnuin his bear avtar, the name was changed 
to Sukara Kshetra The town 1s chiefly important for its 
religious associations, and as the scene of frequent pilgrimage 
fazs Devout Hindus after visiting Muttra come on to Soron 
to bathe in the Burhganga, which 15 lined with handsome temples 
and ghdéts Half the Hindu population consists of Brahmans, 
distinguished hy wearing a scarlet pagree They derive a large 
income from donations sent from remote parts of India, and also 
from annual tours among their pilgrim clients, as well as from 
numerous festivals Pipal trees surround the temples, which 
number 60 in all * 


The largest fair of Soron takes place on Ikadash: in the month 
of November every year in celebration of the birth of Bhagwan 
(Vishnu) at Pushkar, a sacred place in Ajmer The fair lasts 
for a fortmght and 1s attended by thousands of pilgmms 
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About 2 miles from Soron on the bank of a small stream 1s 
Gupha (hut) of Rishi Bhagirath, who remained there in supplication 
and worship for thousands of years and ultimately succeeded in 
bringing down Ganga or the Ganges from heaven to redeem the 
souls of Rajya Sagar’s sons, who were destroyed by the curse of 
Rush Kapilmum (For full account see under Bhagirath: ) 


There 18 a serat and «1x dharmsalas for pilgrims, exquisitely 
carved in Agra stone But pilgmms generally put up at their 
fanuly pnests’ called pandas Considerable trade in grain. 


Soron on the Rohilkund-Kumaon Railway 1s 55 miles from 
Bareilly, 162 miles from Cawnpore and 102 miles from Agra Fort , 
third class fare Re 0-9-3, Rs. 1-2-0 and Rs. 1-1-0, respectively 


SRINAGAR 


Camtal of Kashimr State m Northern India  Picturesquely 
situated in the “ Happy Valley” of Kashmir about midway between 
ita two ends on the banks of the nver Jhelum The city extends 
for about 2 miles along the banhs of the mver, which divides 1t 
into two nearly equal portions, connected by seven bndges 
There are several fine ghdts or landing stairs, and the city 18 aleo 
intersected by several canals There are several bazars or market 
places in diflerent parts of the city, one of which is called Maharaj- 
ganj, im which all the manufactures peculiar to Kashmir can be 
readily obtained 


The Dal, or city Lake of Kashmir, which has been sung by 
Moore in “ Lalla Roohh,” hes on the north-eastern side of the city 
It 1s about 5 miles long and 2} mules broad Its surface in many 
parts 3s covered with the famous Kashmmnan “ floating gardens ’ 
These very pecuhar gardens are common on the city lake, 
where they yield abundant crops of cucumbers and melons 


Shalimar Bagh, a beautiful pleasure ground laid out by Jehangir , 
the Nasim Bagh or the “Garden of Bliss,” another picturesque 
pleasure ground, said to have been planned by Akbar; Nishat 
Bagh and several others in the environs of the city are worth 
pecing 


The pnncipal buildings are—Baradars, the fort, palace, 
Sankra Acharya temple on the Takht-1-Sulaiman or the “ Throne 
of Solomon” overlooking the city. 

The Gulmarg, the sanitanum of Kashmir, with its lovelv scenery, 
1s about 28 miles from here, but this can only be reached on ponies 
by a bridle path 

There 1s a famous poplar avenue, which 1s the “ Rotten Row ” 
of Smnagar 

In fact the beauties of this valley are so numerous that it 
18 impossible to recount them in the short space available here. 
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There are five routes from the Punjab into Kashmir The 
Murree route however 1s the easiest though the Pir Pinjal route 
18 the most picturesque Ekkas and tongas are available both 
at Rawalpind: and Murree 


There 1s a seras near the seventh bndge for Indian visitors, 
etc Nedou’s hotel opens at Guimarg during the season 


Tonga hire per seat from Rawalpindi to Murree Rs 45, but the 
ekka hire vanes from Rs, 22 to30.

Sacred village in Kadur Distnet, Mysore, situated on the 
left bank of the Tunga mver According to local tradition the 
spot where Vibhandaha Rishi performed penance, and whore 
Rishya Sringa, a celebrated character of Ramayan, was born 
In the 8th century the famous Sivaite reformer Sankar Acharya 
settled here, bringing, it 15 said, from Kashmir the image of Sarad 
Amma or Saraswati The spiritual throne which he founded 
has been handed down in unbroken succesuon to the present 
dav The claims to sanctity of Snngen Swami, named Naranha 
Achar, the Jagat Guru of the Smarta Brahmans, and a man 
of great learning, have been admitted by all votanes of Siva 
The Magan of Snnger, compnsing a fertile tract in the upper 
vallev of the Tunga, forms an ancient endowment. of the Math 
or conventional establishment over which the Guru presides, 
and a monthly grant of £100 15 allowed in addition by the Mysore 
State The village consists of a single long street with a loop 
on one side encircling the small hill of Snnga-gin, on which 
atands the temple of Sarad-Amma, the tutelary deity of the 
place Several large festivals are held during the year, each 
attended by from 3,000 to 10,000 people. On these orcamons all 
classes are fed at the expense of the Math cloths and bodices are 
distributed to the women, and pieces of money to the men 


The village is about 55 miles from Kadur, from where a metal. 
led road goes to Smngeri. Conveyance available at Kadur

Its present 
height 1s under 200 feet ; 1f 1t had been finished, it would have 
risen to a height of 300 feet 

The enclosure next to the central enclosure is magnificent 
It includes the hall of columns, which measures some 450 feet 
by 130 feet The pillars are cach of a single block of granite 
and more or less elahurately carved At a distance the 14 or 
15 great towers have an imposing effect There are several 
beautiful tanks and gardens The whole of the buildings belong 
to the 17th and 18th centunes The entire fabric 1s supposed 
to be a terrestrial cgunterpart of Vaikuntha, Vishnu’s heaven 

Snrangam 13 celebrated as the residence of Ramanuya, the 
founder of the Vasistadwaita plulosophy He 1s said to have 
lived for 120 years Qne of the temple courts contains a shnne 
of Ramanua

SRIVILLIPUTUR, 

Chef town of taluk of the same name in the Tinnevelly 
District, Madras Presdeney = It contains about 20,000 inbabit- 
ants The annual car festival held herein the Tami! month of 
Adi, corresponding to July-August, continues for nine days and 1s 
attended by about 10,000 persons

TAMLUEK 


Head-quarters of the Sub-Division of the same name in Midna- 
pore District, Bengal, on the Rupnaravan mver In ancient 
times 1t was a famous city and 1s mentioned mm the sacred writings 
of the Hindus as a kingdom of great antiquity. 


The principal object of interest at Tamluk is a temple sacred 
to the goddess Barga-Bhima or Kali, situated on the bank of the 
Rupnarayan Some say it was built by Viswakarma, the 
engineer of the gods, but it 18 generally assigned to a King of the 
ancient Peacock Dynasty, although the present royal family assert 
that it was built by the founder of the dynasty The skull and 
ingenuity displayed in the construction of this temple still attract 
admiration 


The dread of the goddess 1s great Even the mver Rupnarayan 
1s said to still its waters as 1t flows by, while a short distance above 
and below the shrine the waves are turbulent. The mver has on 
several occasions encroached near the temple and once reached to 
within five yards of the walls Although even the pnests deserted 
the edifice from fear that 1t would be washed away, the stream was 
only allowed to approach within a certain distance; whenever it 

the lne, the waters were forced back by the divine will, 
and the temple escaped without injury. There 1s also a Vishnuite 
temple, called Jishnuhan, which in shape and construction resem- 
bles that of Barga-Bhima. 
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A tradition says that Tamluk takes its name from the fact that 
Vishnu in the form of Kalki, having got very hot in destroying the 


demons, dropped perspiration at this spot, which gave sanctity and 
name to this place ; 


Tamluk 1s about 10 miles from Kolaghat Railway Station on 
the Rengal-Nagpur Railway and 1s reached by the Calcutta Steam 
Navigation Company’s Ferry The steamer leaves Kolaghat every 
morning ard arrives at Tamluk between 9 and 10 Country boats 
are also available 


There are no serats or dharmsalas at Tamluk and the people 
have to make their own arrangements Food however 18 given at 
the temples

TANDO MOHAMMAD KHAN 


Clief town and head-quarters of the Tando Mohammad Khan 
Sub-Division, Hyderabad Distnct, Sind, situated on the nght 
bank of the Gum Canal, about 22 miles from Hyderabad City 
It 1s said to have been founded by Mir Mohammad Khan Talpur 
Shahwan Trade in mice, silk, metals, tobacco, dyes, ete Manu- 
factures —Shoes and articles of wood 


Tando Mohammad Khan contains the shine of Nazar Moham- 
mad, a Mohammadan Saunt of considerable local repute ‘The 
Saint was very popular among shepherds, for when a goat or sheep 
was missing he could give the nght trace of 1t It 1s also believed 
that he could cure blindness and other infirmities A fair lasting 
for eight days 1s held at this shrinein the month of September every 
year About 5,000 persons attend the fair Thcre 13 also the 
temple of Dodo Vocher Dodo Vocher, it 1s said, could tell the 
secret of any man and performed other ouracles “ He w famous 
throughout the Hyderabad District 


There 1s a seras at Tando Mohammad Khan for ordinary 
people and a Public Works Department bungulow for officers 
Camels and gharries can be had at the station for conveyance of 
passengers to town 

Tando Mohammad Khan 1s 28 miles from Kotn Junction 
on the Kotn-Hyderabad-Badin fection of the North-Western 
Railway; third class fare from Kotn Re 0-5-3 


TANJORE. 


Heaa-quarters of Tanjore District, Madras Premdency, and a 
station on the South Indian Railway. It 1s situated in what is 
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called the Garden of South India. It 1s nm the delta of Kaveri and 
surrounded by a network of irngation canals 


Tanjore was the last capital of the Chola dynasty, and was 
afterwards ruled by a Naik Governor from Vijianagar Between 
1656 and 1675 it fell into the hands of the Mahrattas. The depen- 
dent terntory was acquired by the British in 1779, and m 1859 the 
capital lapsed to Government on the death“of Raja Sivay: In all 
ages Tanjore has been one of the chief political, literary and reli- 
gious centres of the south. Its monuments of Hindu art and 
early civilisation are of first importance Its great temple 1s 
known throughout the world It consists of two courtyards, the 
outer 250 feet square and the inner about 500 feet by 250 feet, 
in which the temple itself stands The central tower of the temple 
ig the finest of its land in India _Its base 1s a square of 96 feet and 
height 208 feet The huge circular dome at the top 1s formed of 
one mass of gramte Tradition says that an inclined plane of 5 
miles in length was built, up which this enormous stone was rolled 
to the top of the tower by forced labour 


The gateway tower 1s one of the oldest portions of the temple 
It 1s dedicated to Siva It was built about 1330 A D by one of the 
Kings of Conjeveram Half way between the entrance gate and 
the great temple 1s the famous Nand: The bull ts 16 feet long and 
12 feet high, sculptured out of a solid block of rock, said to have 
been brought a distance of 400 miles, It 1s daily anointed with oul, 
which makes it shine hke the finest bronze 

A peculiarity of the temple 1s that all the sculptures on the 
gopuras belong to Vishnu while everything in the courtyard 1s 
dedicated to Siva 

On the north side of the great tower 1s a temple dedicated to 
Subrahmanya, a son of Siva_ It 1s an exquisite mece of decorative 
architecture Against one of its outer walls 1s placed a water 
spout The water which flows from it 1s poured over the idols 
inside and 1s drunk by worshippers as a mentorious and punfying 
act 

There are two other temples of which Barhistwar temple 1s 
worthy of notice 


Tanjore 1s famous for its artistic manufactures, including sulk, 
carpets, jewellery, copperware and curious models in pith and 
other materials 

There are 9 chuttrams and 50 hotels for Indians at Tanjore 
There 1s a re reshment room atthe station and sleeping accom- 
moodation for Europeansis also provided A refreshment room for 
Indians 1s maintained at the station under Brahman management 
Conveyauces available. 

Tanjore 1s 220 miles from Madras Beach Junction by the South 
Indban Railway ; third class fare Rs 2-7-0. 
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TARAKESWAR. 


Village and railway station in Hughh Distnot, Bengal Famous 
for its large shrine dedicated to Siva resorted to by crowds of 
pigrims all the year round This temple 1s really endowed with 
money and lands, supplemented by the offerings of wealthy devo- 
tees It 1s under the management of a Mahant, who enjoys its 
revenues for hfe 


Two large religious festivals are held annually at Taraheswar 
The first of these, the Sivratn, takes place in February, and the 
ceremonies enjoined on this day are considered by the followers 
of Siva to be the most sacred of all their observances The three 
essential rites of the Sivratn are fasting dumng the day and holding 
a vigil and worshipping Siva as the marvellous and interminable 
Iinga during the mght About 20,000 peopfe visit the shnne 
on the occasion of this festival, which occupies only one day, but 
the mela held at the same time continues for three days The second 
great festival 1s the Chaitra Sankrati, falling within Apmil, on the 
last day of the Hindu month of Chaitra, which 1s also the day of 
the swinging festival The temple 1s then visited by persons who 
come for purposes of penance or to lead a temporary ascetic life 
in fulfilment of vows made to Siva in the crisis of thar lives 
The swinging festival of the present day 1s a very harmless affair 
compared w'th what it used to be in olden times, the votaries now 
bemg merely suspended by a belt instead of by means of hooks 
pierced through the fleshy muscles on both sides of thespine The 
fair on this occasion lasts six days and 1s attended by about 15,000 
people 

There are two dharmsalas named “ Tarkessur” and 
‘“‘Baidyapur”’ owned by Mahant Satwh Chandra Giri and Babu 
Bipin Behan Sen, respectively, where alms are distmbuted to 
the poor 


Tarakeswar 1s 36 miles from Calcutta by the East Indian and 
the Bengal Provincial Railways, third class fare Ke 0-8-6 


TARN TARAN 


Head-quarters of Tarn Taran tahsd, Amritsar District, Punjab 
The town was founded by Guru Arjun, son and successor of 
Guru Ram Das, the builder of Amntsar Guru Arjun constructed 
m the town a magnificent tank, and erected by its side a Sikb 
temple This tank has the reputation of possesaing miraculous 
powers on all persons afflicted with leprosy who can swim across it 
whence the town derives its name Maharaja Ranjit Singh greatly; 
revered the temple at Tarn Taran, and overlaid it with plates of 
copper gilt besides mchly ornamenting 1t. 

B2 
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Chait Chaudas fair 1s held here m the month of Apnl It 
lasts for a day and attracts about 100,000 persons from Amritsar 
City and all neighbouring villages; also from Lahore, Ferozepore, 
Jullundur, and Gurdaspur Distmcts Somawate Amawas and 
Bhadn Amawas fairs attended by about 60,000—100,000 persons 
are also held at Tarn Taran in March and August, respectively. 

Tarn Taran has court-house, police station, dispensary, post 
office, school and a seras Leper Asylum outside the town 

Tarn Taran 1s 15 mules from Amntsar by the Amnitsar-Patti 
Branch of the North-Western Railway , third class fare Re 0-2-9. 


TENKASI 


The head-quarters of the Tahsildar and Sub-Magistrate Is 
a large town situated on the Chittar mver and domg an 
important trade This 1s the first town of importance on the 
Travancore boundary and 1s the railway station for Courtallam, 
a delightfully cool resort with fine scenery and waterfalls, much 
patronised There 1s excellent bathing here Courtallam 1s 3 
miles to the south-west of the station It 1s also noted for its fine 
Siva temple built in the 15th century, which 1s worth a visit The

A 
weekly fair 1s held every Wednesday at Maravakadu, about a mile 
and a half from the station There is a temple 3 miles west of the 
station at a place called Manjavayal, where the Chitra Pournma 
Utsavam 1s held annually for ten days and attracts many pilgnms 
There are two refreshment houses for Indians in the village, 
There 1s a temple in the village of Puthavadayarcoil, 23 mules 
north-west of the railway station, where the Siva Pooja to Mathi- 
yasthampunsuraswamy 1s held at 24 o’clock midnight every 
Monday The festivals on Karthiga: Somavaram during November 
and December attract many pilgnms 

Bullock bandies are available at this village for Puthavadayar- 
coil, the charge bemg from Re. 0-8-0 to Re 0-12-0

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THANA 


A town on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, 21 miles from 
Bombay. Third class fare by mail Re 0-5-0 and by other trains 
Re. 0-4-0, The Kennery Caves, formerly a Buddhist monastery, ate 
about 6 miles from the railway station An annual far ‘ Shree 
Guntali’s Fair.” held in the month of March, a mile and a half fram 
the station, 1s largely frequented by Hindus The Thana creek 
separates the island of Salsette from the mainland. and after 
leaving Thana the hmne passes through two tunnels, with the bold 
headland of Persik on one side and fine scenery on the other. 
The creek 1s navigable for small craft A bone-crushing factory 
1s established close to-the station The Lunatic Asylum of Bombay 
is about a mile from the station The Poohoorni Lake, which 
supplies the town of Thana with water 15 about 4 mules from

THANESAR-KURUKSIETRA 


A town on the Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway, 1,000 miles from 
Calcutta, 96 miles north of Delhi, inthe Umballa District, Punjab — It 
was formerly the capital of a kingdom said to have been 1,167 miles 
in extent, but now fast falling into decay It 15 a celebrated place 
of pilgrimage, and its sacred shrine or tank 13 considered of great 
sanctity on account of its being the place where the Indian Branch 
of the Aryans formed their first settlement in India, and introduced 
their religion This sacred piece of the country 18 considered the 
Holy Land of the Hindus and the birthplace of Hinduism in India, 
and 1s about 70 miles by 20 miles in extent, within which limited 
area there are 352 shrines or places of pilgrimage, of which the most 
umportant are those at Thanesar and Peihwa, which 18 about 20 
miles south of Thanesar The sacred tank of Thanesar 1s about 
a mile from the railway station and 1s an irregular oblo .g in shape, 
about a mule in length and a quarter of a mile in breadth, the north- 
east and south sides are covered with bathing ghats surmounted 
by large well-built temples of vanmous dates of architecture , 
and on the west bank are some very ancient ruins buried in jungle 
In the middle of the tank 1s a temple approached by a causeway, 
which 1s held in great reverence and 1s evidently of much earher 
date of construction than the temples on the north and east banks 
Kurukshetra 1s described in Sanskut literature as being between 
the Saraswati and Dnshadvati nvers and was named Brabmva- 
rita or HolyLand,“ the fashioned of God and « hosen by theCreator,’’

At all times Thanesar and Peihwa have been visited by large 
numbers of pilgrims, sometimes, it 18 said, as many as a million. 
At the great gathering on the 6th Apml 1894 upon the occasion of 
the sun echpse, which was the first large assemblage since the 
opening of the railway to Thanesar, there were, 1t is estimated, no 
less than 750,000 pilgrims present The immense meeting how- 
ever passed off most successfully without any outbreak of cholera 
or other disease, accident or disturbance 


There 1s a dik bungalow close to the railway station 


Thanesar 1s 1,000 miles from Calcutta and 26 miles from Umballa;

THANGACHIMADAM. 


Is in Madura Distnct, South India. 

Port Ampthill 1s situated 1} miles south of this station Vel- 
lorim Theertham, a mile and a half north of the station, 1s held to 
be the place where Rama obtained fresh drinking water, and 1s 
i consequence often visited by pilgnms

Festi- 
vals are held in the Vishnu temple m January, July, September 
und October About 30 years ago large-sized idols of Rama, 
Cutehmanan, Seetay, Hanuman and Natesan, made of a mixture 
of metals m which gold predominates, were unearthed.

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TILOTHU 


Village in Shahabad District, Bengal, situated 5 miles cast of 
the gorge by which the Tutrali, a branch of the Kudra nver, 
leaves the lulls This spot is sacred to the goddess Totala The 
gorge itself is half a mule long, terminating in a sheer horse-shoe 
precipice from 180 to 250 feet high, down which the nver falls 
The object of interest is an image, bearing the date of Samvat 1389 
or 1332 A D, which 1s said to have been placed here by the Cheras 
about eighteen centuriesago It represents many-armed female 
lniling a man springing from the neck of a buffalo A fair 19 held 
here every year on the last day of Kartik, which 1s attended by 
about 10,000 persons, many from distant places 


Nearest railway station for Tilothu 1s Dehn on the East 
Indian Railway situated at a distance of 345 miles from Howrah, 
third class fare Rs 3-11-9 Ekkas and cauntry bullock cartscan be 
procured at Dehn

Timmanacherla 1s on the Madras Railway, distant 271 mules 
from Madras town ; third class fare by mail Rs 3-9-0 and by other 
trains Rs 2-14-0. 


TINNEVELLY BRIDGE 


Head-quarters of the district and has a population of 25,0 
inhabitants The Church Missionary College and many other 
smaller schools mimster to the educational wants of the town and 
neighbourhood One and a half miles to the cast is the town cf 
Palamcottah, with a population of 18,000 inhabitants, and until 
recently a cantonment for troops At Papanasam, 24 miles tw 
the west, there 1s a large cotton spinning mill, nearest station 
Ambasamudram ODhistant 36 miles from Tinnevelly 1s Court 
allam, a delightful resort for Europeans owing to its cool tem- 
perature, fine scenery and some magnificent waterfalls The 
nearest station is Tenkasi, 4 mules distant from the falls. 
Courtallam is much visited by Hindu pilgrims Palmyra fibre 
and jaggery are the pmncipal exports Two sugar refineries are 
situated near the station.

A temple named Nelliyappan Kauthimathyammankovil is 
situated in the centre of the town Another temple called 
Subramaniaswamikoil 1s situated in the bed of the nver Tambra- 
purni at a distance of ? mile from the station.

TIRTHABALLI. 


Village and municipality in Shimoga District on the left bank 
of the Tunga river, 30 miles south-west of Shimoga town Derives 
its name from the number of Tsrthas or sacred bathing places 
in the Tunga. One of the hollows scooped out by the rushing water 
is ascmbed to the axe of Parasuma, and at the Ramaswara fes- 
tival held for three days in the month of Margashira or Agrahayan 
thousands of persons bathe in this hole There are two Maths or 
religious cstablishments which lay claim to antiquity and are 
frequented by the members of various special castes 


Bnsk trade 1s carmed on on the occasion of the bathing 
gathering 


Jutka service has been organized between Shimoga and Thirtha- 
balli and seats are always available at Rs 1-8-0, but 24 hours’ 
notice should be given to the Postmaster, Shimoga

Tunga, 18 miles from Shimoga, and one at Thbirthaball where 
Brahmins get food free

TIRUKOILUR 


Town in South Arcot District, situated on the south bank of 
the Pennar mver. Is a place of some importance Great feasts 
in a large Hindu temple dedicated to Thiroovikrama Gopalamoorthy 
are held in Apml and December every year There are two other 
temples at Kaloor and Ancandanallur, adjacent vilages, at the 
former of which a Car festival takes place m March The chief 
produce 18 paddy, sugarcane and ground-nuts_ A fair 1s held every 
Wednesday. The river runs between the station ani the town and 
has to be crossed by boats when in flood The Lutherans have 
admission here, where fine lace is manufactured Stoneis exported 
in large quantities for temples 
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Tirukoilur 1s @ station on the Villupuram and Gudur Section 
of the South Indian’Railway It 1s 12] mules from Madras Beach 
Junction ; third class fare by boat mail Re 1-10-0 and by other 
trains Rs 1-6-0 


TIRUPARANKUNDRAM 


The rocky hill near this station 18 called Seckanthamalai, at the 
foot of which 1s anancient Hindu temple A “ Kirthiga:” festival 
is held monthly, and annually in Apni the “ Panguni” Utsavam 
is celebrated in the Siva temple Thero is also a Mohammadan 
mosque at the top of the hill 


This station is 352 miles from Madras Beach Junction , third 
class fare by boat mail Rs 4-10-0 and by other trains Rs 3-15-0 


There are three chuttrams or rest-houses fur the acc ommoda- 
tion of Indian visitors here, but none for Europeans 


TIRUPATI 


It 1s about 90 mules north-west of Madras The town at the 
foot of the hill 1s known as Lower Tirupati, and the temple on the 
hills as Upper Tirupati Near one of the seven peaks of the moun- 
tain, named Seshachillam, stands the temple The hills are said 
to have originally formed part of Mount Meru This change in 
locality 1s said to have arisen from a dispute between Adi-Shesha, 
the thousand-headed serpent, and Vayu, the god of the winds, 
as to which was the more powerful To show hus strength Adi- 
Shesha lifted one of the peaks of Mount Meru upon one of his heads, 
but Vayu raised so terrible a tempest with his breath that the peak 
was blown away, and falling to the earth formed the Tirupati hills. 


The chief temple 1s 6 miles distant from Lower Tirupati, but 
the outer entrances begin about a mile from the town There are 
31 tartams or pools of water all more or less sacred The Swami- 
pushkarani 1s a large tank about 100 yards by 50 yards, surrounded 
with cut stone steps, and situated close to the temple. Every 
pilgrim bathes in it Once a year the waters of all the sacred 
Iivers and tanks of Indsa are asserted to unite together, and on 
that day Swamupushkaran: 1s said to be much swollen Bathing 
in 1t at this time 1s held to be a sure mode of punfication from all 
sin. 

The temple contains the idol, a standing representation of 
Vishnu in stone,7 feet inheight It hasfour arms One on the 
nght hand holds the mace, and one on the left the chank, the other 
nght hand points to the earth to draw attention to the miraculous 
origin of the holy mountain, while a lotus 1s grasped in the 
remaining left 
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Sickness and the desire for male offspring are the chief causes 
which induce persous to make a vow to the Tirupati idol A 
very common offering of the women 1s the hair of their heads, 
and there 1s a spot not far from the large porch where barbers 
shave these votaries 


Brahma Ootchavam feast 1s held in the month of September 
every year, when crowds of pilgrims assemble 


Pilgrims from the north sometimes call the idol Balayj after 
a Brahman supposed to be an incagpation of Vishnu 


Tirupati 1s a station on the Vellupuram and Gudur Section of 
the South Indian Railway Tirupati West 265 miles and Tirupati 
266 miles from Madras Beach Junction Third class fare by boat 
mail Rs 3-8-0 and by other trains Rs 3-0-0 


There are rest-houses for Europeans and Indians Convey- 
ances available. Exports jaggery and bangles 


TIRUPATTUR 


The town 18 close to the station There are two temples, one 
in the town called Bramaswaram and the other at Koratti, 5 miles 
south of the station, called Easwaram These are visited by a 
large number of pilgrms A weekly fair or “shandy” 1s held on 
Mondays 


Tirupattur 1s on the Madras Railway and 1s situated at a 
distance of 137 miles from Madras town , third class fare by mail 
Rs 1-13 Qand by other trains Rs 1-7-0 

Jutkas and bullock carts are available here for Koratti, the 
charge for the former being Re 1 and for the latter Re. 0-12-0 


There are two choulirres, one at a distance of three-quarters of 
a mile and the other about one mile from the station 


TIRUPPUR 


On the Madras Railway There 1s a cotton press near the 
station owned by Messrs. Binny and Co. Avenashy, situated about 
5 miles from Tiruppur, 1s a large and thriving place contaming a 
Hindu temple which attracts devotees from all parts of the d:strict 


Tiruppur 1s 275 miles from Madras; third class fare by mal 
Rs, 3-9-0 and by other trains Rs 2-14-0 


TIRUPPUVANAM. 


Is a taluk and place of pilgrimage in Sivaganga Zamindan in 
South India 
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There 1s a Siva temple about 3 furlongs north-west of the 
station and a Car festaval 1s held in the months of June and July. 
The temple 1s also visited by Hindu pilgrims on their way back 
from Rameswaram. Thereis also a police station and a Sub- 
Registrar's office close by. The products are paddy, cocoanuts, 
betels and plantains A fair 1s held on Tuesdays 

Tiruppuvanam 1; a station on the South Indian Railway and 1s 
361 miles from Madras Beach Junction, third class fare by boat 
mail Rs 4-12-0 and by other trains Rs 4-1-0 

There 1s a chuttram here where pilgrims are lodged and fed , 
there 1s also a bungalow about a furlong from the station where 
Europeans can put up when not occupied by the officials of the 
Zamuindani. 


TIRUR 


This 1s the nearest pomt on the railway to the military station 
of Mallapuram, where a detachment from the regiment a Welhng- 
ton 1s stationed There 1s a fair road, but countrv carts are the only 
conveyances A celebrated Cock Feast 1s held at Kodungalur, 
which 1s reached from Tirur by boat,in March, when about 10 to 12 
thousand Malayam pilgrims visit Tirur 

There are some hotels for Indians at Tirur, also a dharmsala close 
to the station, which 1s maintained by the second Raja of Zemindars 
family at Calicut 

Tirur is 388 mules from Madras, third class fare by mail 
Rs 6-1-0 and by other trains Rs 4-1-0 


TIRUTTANI 


On a hill, about a mule west of the railway station, 15 the famous 
temple of “Coomaraswamy,” at which a monthly festival is held and 
largely attended by Hindus The two grand festivals of the year, 
called “ Audy Kirthecai” and “Tai Kirthecai,” are held in August 
and January and attract great numbers of pilgrims from a distance. 
There are about three hundred choulérses and chuttrams, as also five 
Brahmin hotels, and, at the Jatter, meals can be had at short notice. 


Tiruttani 18 situated on the Madras Railway at a distance of 51 
mules from Madras town ; third class fare by mail Re 0-11-0 and 
by other trains Re 0-9-0 


TIRUVADAMARUDUR 


Here there are three chutframs and three refreshment houses for 
Indians. The temple 1s dedicated to Mahalingaswamy. ‘Two 
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festavals take place annually during the months of December or 
January and during April or May to which a large number of people 
resort The feast on each occasion lasts for one week. After the close 
of the second festival the floating festival takes place. Cloths for 
men and women are manufactured here There is a Sub-Magis- 
trate’s office, a Sub-Registrar’s office, a police station, and a Local 
Fund dispensary, also a palace in which one of the descendants of 
the Tanjore Royal Family resides 


Tiruvadamarudur 1s 19] miles from Madras Beach, third class 
fare by boat mail Rs 2-8-0 and by other trains Rs 2-2-0 


TIRUVALANGADU 


A celebrated temple 1s situated at Tiruvalangadu, near the 
station Tiruvalangadu 1s a station on the Madras Railway and 
18 36 miles from Madras town , third class fare Re. 0-6-0 


TIRUVALLUR 


Is the junction of the Tanjore District Board Railway and Nagore 
Branch of the South Indian Railway It is 254 miles from Madras 
Beach and 24 miles from Mayavaram; third class fare from 
Madras Beach and Mayavaram Rs 2-14-0 and Re 0-4-9, respect- 
ively 


The Siva temple here 1s of great extent and 1s ornamented by a 
tank The place 1s very interesting on account of its temples A 
fair 1s held every Thursday and a large festival called Ruthra- 
patham at the Siva temple in March and Apmil annually for ten 
days which attracts thousands of pilgmms Light refreshments 
such as tea, coffee, mrated waters, etc, are obtamable at this 
station 


There are two chuitrams, one belonging to Pachiappa Mudaliar 
is intended for all Indian visitors, and at the other of Vadapathi- 
manglam Mudahar one hundred Brahmans are fed daily. There 1s 
also a bungalow for Europeans where Re 0-8-0 is charged 
daily. 


TIRUVANNAMALAI, SOUTH INDIAN RAILWAY. 


The large temple of Tiruvannamalai 1s resorted to by crowds of 
pilgrims, for whose accommodation there are no less than forty 
chuttrams in the town. Two festivals every year are particularly 
umportant, namely, Kirthigai and Chitra Vasunthum. It 1s estimated 
that on these occasions about 100,000 people attend A fair held 
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every Tuesday The chief exports are bamboos, jungle wood, 
grain and stone The principal imports are cotton cloth Light 
refreshments such as tea, coffee, erated waters, etc , are obtainable 
at this station Good shooting can be found m the reserved forests. 


Tiruvannamalai 1s 143 mules from Madras Beach Junction by 
the South Indian Railway , third class fare by boat mail Rs 1-14-0 
and by other trams Ra 1-9-0 


TIRUVOTTIYUR 


On the North-East Line of the Madras Railway Here 1s the 
Hindu temple of “Sn Tyagaraja Swami” at which on Fridays a feast 
takes place, attended by many pilgnms from Madras In the month 
of February or March the Brahma Ootchavam 1s celebrated ending 
with the famous “ Molugadu Serva: ” at which about 50,000 mlgmms 
attend In April follows another Brahma Ootchavam of “* Vattabah 
Nachiyar” lasting 15 days and also largely attended About two 
furlongs to the south of Tiruvottayur 1s Kaladipet with the Vishnu 
temple of “Sn Varadaraja” The Brahma Qotchavam of this 
temple takes place in May There are good choultrtes (reat houses) 
near the station 


Tiruvottiyur 18 7 miles from Rayapuram, Madras, third class 
fare Re 0-1-3 


TRIBENI 


Tnbeni means “The three streams” It 1s a village in Hughh 
Distnct, Bengal, about 5 mules from Hughli town It 18 80 called 
from being situated at the junction of the Ganges or Hughli, the 
Saraswati.and the Jumna_ North of the Saraswati 1s the broad and 
high Tnben: ghat, a magnificent fight of steps, attnbuted to Mukand 
Dass, the last sovereign of the Gayapati dynasty of Orissa, who was 
reigning in the 16th century South of Saraswati 15 the village of 
Tmben1 itself, which 1s considered to possess great sanctity. Formerly 
it was famous for Hindu learning, there bting over 30 Sansknit 
schools here The pnncipal Hindu festivals held here are (1) Makara 
Sankrant: or Uttarayan, the day on which the sun enters Capncorn, 
takes place in January on the last day of the Hindu month of Paush 
and the first day of the succeeding month of Magh The obser- 
vances consist of offerings to progenitors either general or special , 
to the domestac genii, the guardians of the dwelling; and to the um- 
versal gods. The ceremonies are performed within the abode of the 
householde1, and are conducted by the family pnest The great 
bathing festival on Sagar Island 1s held at the tame of Makara 
Sankranti and a melaat Tnbem which w attended by about 8,000 
persons ; (2) Bisuva Sankranti, held in honour of the sun at the time 
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of the Vernal equinox, falling in February; (3) Baruns, the great 
bathing festival of Bengal, in honour of Baruna, the god of the water, 
held in February or March , (4) Dasahra held in June, m commemo- 
ration of the descent of the goddess Ganga from heaven to save the 
souls of the 60,000 sons of King Sagar who were reduced to ashes for 
the crime of assaulting a Brahman sage, (5) Karttk m honour of 
Kartikeya, son of the goddess Durga 


There are no dharmsalas at Tnbem and the pilgrims stop m 
serats and private shops Steamers, boats and gharries can be had 
at Hughhi for Tnbem 

Hughli 1s 24 miles from Calcutta by the East Indian Railway , 
third class fare Re 0-5-0 


TRICHINOPOLY (7IRUSVIAPPALLI, “THE CITY OF THE 
THREE-HEADED RAKSHAS ”’) 


Chief town of the district of the same name in Madras Presidency, 
1s situated on the mght bank of the Cauvery Tnchinopoly 1s a 
place of much histone interest, having been the scene of many well- 
known sieges, etc 

The city consists of the fort, situated about a mile south of the 
river, the military cantonment and some villages and hamlets which 
are included in the municipal hmits 

The walls of the fort have been removed, but the town, which 
was inside them, 18 still called the Fort to distingwsh this part of 
Tnchinopoly from the Cantonment. Towardsthe north side of the 
town mses the Tnchimopoly rock, a conspicuous mass of gneiss, 
the top of which stands 260 feet above the main street Upon this 
rock 1s a Siva temple and at the top a small temple dedicated to 
Pillaiyar (Ganpati) In August every year a festival at this temple 
attracts a crowd of pilgmms. The top affords a magnificent pros- 
pect embracing the mver Cauvery and the island of Snmrangam on 
which the gopurams of the celebrated temple of Smrangam may be 
seen nsaing above dense foliage At the base of the rock are two 
important educational institutions, the Jesuit College of St Joseph 
and the S P QG College West of the railway station is Woriore, 
now a village, but once the capital of the Chola Kings The city 
contains a population of 90,000 people and stands second to Madras 
in importance in the Presidency It 1s famous for its cigars and 
Swami. worked jewellery. 

A few steps from Tnchinopoly Junction Station or Cantonment 
Station 1s the Church of St John, in which are interred the remains 
of Heber, the Protestant Bishop of Calcutta, who died here m 1826 
The head-quarters of the Collector and District Magistrate and of the 
South Indian Railway Management are in Cantonments On a 
large plain to the south are two masses of granite, called respectively 
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the Golden (or Sugar Loaf) Rock and the Fakirs Rock. At the 
time when Clive and Lawrence were fighting 1n this part of India, 
the latter rock was the scene of an engagement between the French 
and the Enghsh forces. Sleeping accommodation 1s provided at 
this station There are also refreshment rooms for Europeans and 
Indians at this station The former maintained by Messrs Spencer 
& Co and the latter under Brahman management There 1s also 
a furmshed dak bungalow about three-quarters of a mile from the 
—— maintained by the Municipahty A butler 1s provided 
ere. 


Trchinopoly City 1s 23 miles from here 


Tnchinopoly Junction 18 215 miles from Madras Beach Junction 
and Tnchinopoly Fort 254 miles, third class fare Rs 2-13-0 and 
2-14-0, respectivels 


TRICHUR 


On Madras Railway 1s the old capital of Cochin and a town of 
great antiquity and sanctity It 1s said to have been founded by 
Parasu Rama, the sixth incarnation of Vishnu In the centre of 
the town 1s a large temple with entrances from North,/South, Kast 
and West dedicated to Vadakunnathan and resorted to by many 
thousands of people at the annual Puram Festival in the month of 
Medom There 1s also a sacred college where Namboorne Brahmins 
intended for the pnesthood meditate for years in silence and soli- 
tude 

In addition to the Bntish Residency and His Highness the 
Raja’s Palace, there are a number of public buildings including the 
offices of the District Magistrate, Chief Engineer, Superintendent of 
Revenue Survey, Educational Superintendent, and Police Superin- 
tendent There are also a Civil Hospital and, near to the station, 
a travellers’ bungalow 

The Kokala Canal connects the dock 1n the station yard with the 
back waters, and from June to March provides a means of com- 
munication between Trichur and Coast towns Cabin boats are 
available but must be previously arranged for There 1s a chuttram 
for the accommodation of visitors at Tnchur about half a mile from 
the temple 

Tnchur 1s a station on the South-West line of the Madras Rail- 
way Dzustance from Madras 381 miles, third class fare by ordinary 
trains Rs 4 and by mail Re, 4-15-0 


TRIMBAK or morE cornrectLy TRYAMBAK, “THE THREE 
EYED” (4 name or ManapeEo) 
Town and Municipality in Nasik District, Bombay Presidency, 
20 mules south-east of Nask town It 1s a place of Hindu 
pugrimage. 
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Three important fairs are held here every year —(1) Kartik 
Purnima in November, (2) Nwritha in January, and (3)Mahasivaratri 
in February It 18 also visited by the pilgrims who go to Nasik. 
The largest fair at Tmmbak, however, 1s held every twelve years in 
honour of Trmbakeswat Mahadeo when the planet Jupiter enters 
the sign Leo The next gathering takes place in 1908 and may last 
for a year. 


There are about 12 dharmsalas at Trimbak built by Bhatyas, 
etc., of Bombay, but are reserved for their own caste people only. 
Other pz!grims put up at their family priests’ and elsewhere 


The nearest railway station for this place is Asvali on the 
Great Indian Peninsula Railway, but pilgrims generally alight at 
Nasik, where bullock carts and tongas are available for conveyance. 


Nasik Road is 117 miles from Bombay, third class fare by 
ordinary trains Rs. 1-4-0 and by mail Rs 1-13-0 


TRIVELLORE. ° 


There are some famous Hindu temples here and also at Sriperam- 
buthoor about 10 miles south-east, which are well worth a visit. A 
feast is held here monthly at each new moon, largely attended by 
pilgrims from Madras and other places There are chuftrams in the 
village for the accommodation of Indian travellers The “ Brahma 
Ootchavam” feast, which falls about April each year, and which 
lasts ten days, 1s very largely attended The old fort of Tnpasor, 
built by the East India Company, is about 4 miles from Tnivellore 
and 3s connected with 1t by a good road 


Tnivellore is a station of the Madras Railway and 1s 26 miles from 
Madras town; third class fare by mail Re 05-0 and by other 
trains Rs 0-4-6 R 


TUGHLAKABAD, AGRA-DELHI CHORD RAILWAY 


The station of thisname 1s only 2or3 miles from the grand 
ruins of Tughlakabad from which it 1s named, and which form a 
conspicuous object, 2 or 3 miles to west of the railway, the 
Kutab Minar nsing further away stall to the west. The city and 
fort were built by Ghias-ud-Din Tughlak Shah between the years 
1321 and 1323, The tomb of Tughlak Shah 1s one of the most 
picturesque buildings outside modern Delhi. Five mules to the west 
of Tughlakabad are the ruins of Old Delhi, the city of Prithvi Ra} 
or Rai Pithora, the last of the Chauhan Raj puts, who built or forti- 
fied the ty now called by his name and probably about 1180 A.D. 
constructed the Lal Kot as a defence agamst the Mohammadan 
invaders under the famous Mohammad-bin-Sam or Shahab-ud-Din 
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Ghori. About 1193 General Kutab-ud-Din Aibak captured Delhi 
and founded the Mohammadan aty After the death of his master, 
Mohammad-bin-Sam, Kutab-ud-Din declared himself ruler of India 
in 1206, and so founded the Muizz: Dynasty generally known as the 
Dynasty of the Slave Kings The Kutab Mosquo, the Kutab Minar, 
the famous iron pillar, the Ala Darwara, th: tomb of Khwaja 
Kutab-ud-Din Bakhtiar Kaki are among the objects of interest 


Tughlakabad w 945 miles from Bombay and 12 miles from 
Delhi on the Agra-Delhi Chord of the Great Indian Peninsula Rail- 
way, third class fare by mail Re 11-0-0, Re 0-3 0, and by other 
trains Rs 9-7-0 and Re 0-2-9, respectively 


TUNGABHADRA 


A river and a station on Madras Railuay Is close to the nver 
ot the same name = Pilgrims to and from Benares genera'}v halt at 
the station to bathe in the sacred nver = There isa large local fund 
choultry very close to the station to accommodate people of all 
castes About 9 miles cast is the celebrated Ragavendraswamy 
temple at Manchalla (otherwise called Mantralaya n) at which ao 
Hindu annual festival is held for nine Javs in August = Thuis place 
is also situated on the banks of the Tungabhadra and has a puble 
road leading to the place from the raslway station 


Country carts are available 


Tungabhadra Station is 334 miles from Madras, third class 
fare by mail Rs 4-6-0 and by other trains Rs, ‘4 8-0. 


UCH 


Ancient town in Ahmadpur tuhsil, Bahawalpur State, Punjab, 
situated on the eastern bank of the Panjynad nver, 70 miles from 
Multan Nearest railway stations for Uch are Ahmadpur and 
Chanigot on the North-Western Railway General Cunningham 
has identified Uch with the city which Alexander the Cireat built 
near the meeting of the Punjab nvers He believes that it 18 also the 
town mentioned by Rashid-ud-Din as the capital of one of the four 
principalities of Sind under Kayand, son of Kafand Uch was 
captured by Mahmud of Ghazn and by Mohammad Ghor, and was 
the chief city of Upper Sind under Nasr-ud-Din Kubachah. After 
passing through several vicissitudes 1t was permanently annexed 
to the Moghul Empire under Akbar The high respect in which 
the site 1s held by the Mohummadans bears witness alike to the 
antiquity of the town and to the great names with which 1t 1s 
associated in Musalman bistory. 


A great fair is held here in the second week of April in honour of 
Pir Said Jalal, which 1s attended by about 80,000 persons 
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Ahmadpur and Chanigot Stations on the North-Western Railway 
are 14 and 10 miles from Uch. Ponies and camels are available 
at both the places. 


There 18 no serat at Uch and the people stop in rented houses, 
the rent for each house for the fair days being from Rs 6 to 
Rs. 7. 


Ahmadpur is 301 miles from Lahore and Chamgot 316 miles ; 
third class fare Rs. 3-8-6 and Rs 3-11-3, respectively. 


UCHIPPULI. 


There 1s a famous Mohammadan mosque here about 1} mules 
north of the station, where a festival called ‘“‘ Nagore Khadersah ” 18 
held annually in the first week of the Mohammadan month of 
Jamadi us Sani in honour of a Mohammadan Saint which attracts 
thousands of devotees. The village 1s close to the station. The sea 
18 about 14 mules north of the station The produce 1s chiefly 
tamarind, cocoanuts and tobacco, 


Uchippuli 18 427 miles from Madras Beach Junction by the 
South Indian Railway ; third class fare by boat mail Rs 5-9-0 and by 
other traine Rs 4-2-0. 


There 1s a dak bungalow and a choultry. 


UDAIPUR. 


Is the capita] of the Native State of Mewar or Udaipur in Ra)j- 
putana The site of the city, with its palace placed on a low mdge 
overlooking a romantic lake facing wooded hulls, 18 one of the most 
beautiful in India To this place, after the capture of Chittorgarh 
by Akbar in 1568 A D, the Maharana Uda Singh of Mewar repaired 
and built himself a refuge among the mountains, and soon a city 
sprang up, which he called after his own name 


In 1577, 1n the time of the famous Maharana Partab Singh, 
Udaipur was for a time occupied by the Mughal troops of Akbar 
under Mahabat Khan , but Partab Sinzh regained possession of lus 
capital in 1586 In 1769 the city was besieged by the Mabrattas 
under Madhuy: Sindhia ; and was only saved from capture by the 
vigour of the Diwan, Umrachand Barwa, and by the cession of some 
important tracts of territory. 


Udaipur presents an imposing appearance from the east. The 
palace of the Rana and that of the heir-apparent, the great temple of 
Jagannath and the houses of the nobles, with ther turrets and 
cupolas, rising in airy clegance, afford a pleasing contrast to the 
heavy wall and pierced battlements of the city beneath. 3 
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Twelve mules north of Udaipur, situated in a narrow defile, 1s a 
shrine, called Eklngy, sacred to Mahadeo, or Iswara, who 1s wor- 
shipped here under the epithet of Eklinga, or as Iswara Chaumuhl, 
the divimty represented by a bust with four faces. Fronting the 
four-faced divinity 1s the brazen bull Nanda of the natural suze = The 
lake near Eklinga 1s very picturesque with a collection of temples 
beautifully situated on the dam, and surrounded by hills The 
town and shrine are situated some 300 or 400 yards from the lake. 


Udaipur is a station on the Udaipur-Chittorgarh Branch of the 
Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway Distance from Chittor- 
garh 69 uules and from Ajmer 185 miles , third class fare Re 0-11 6 
and Rs 1-14-6, respectively 

There are comfortable serais and dharmyalas close to Udaipur 
city which 1s about 2 miles from the railway station  Tongas 
and bullock carts are generally available both at the railway atation 
and in the town 


UDVADA 


The village 13 about 4 miles from the station The populat‘on 
consists almost entirely of Parsees, and there 1s a famous fire-temple 
here, said to be the oldest in India, to which crowds of Parsees 
repair during the months of Adar (May June) and Ardibehest 
(October-November) 


There are exght large bungalows for Parsee pilgrims, where arcoin- 
modation 1s free, also a dharmsaia in the village 


Tongas and shiwrams are available at the station to convey 
passengers to the village 


Udvada 18 115 miles from Bombay by the Bombay, Baroda 
and Central India Railway , third class fare Rs 1 8-0 


UJJAIN. 


Is the terminus of the Bhopal-Ujjain Railway and the junction 
between the broad and metre gauge systems worked by the Bombay, 
Baroda and Central India Railway and the (ireat Indian Peninsula 
Railway It 1s a town in Gwalior State, being the head-quarters 
of the Malwa Division, and 1s situated on the bank of the river Sipra 


Ujjain was in ancient times the famous capital of Malwa, one 
of the seven sacred cities of the Hindus and the spot which marked 
the first Meridian of Hindu geographers The kingdom of Malwa 
with its capital fel) into the hands of the Mohammadan Kings of 
Delhi in the tame of Ala-ud-Din (1295—1317). The Mohammadan 
Jangdom lasted till 1531, when it was absorbed into that of Guzarat 
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by Behadur Shah. In 1571 this part of India was conquered by 
Akbar and reannexed to the Empire of Delhi. In 1792 Ujjain was 
captured by Holkar, but subsequently fell into the hands of Scindia, 
whose capital 1t was till 1810, when Dawlat Rao Scindia moved his 
residence to Gwalior 

The ruias of the old city destroyed by earthquake are visible to 
the east of the new city. 

The modern city of Ujjain 13 surrounded by a stone wall with 
round towers. The principal bazar 1s a spacious street with houses 
of two storeys Near the southern part of the city 1s the ohservatory 
erecte? by Jai Singh, Maharaja of Jeypur The chief trade of the 
place consists in the export of opium and the umport of European 
goods (principally fabrics) A cotton press has been erected by the 
State and close bv 1s a ginning and weaving mull 

The palace of the Maharaja of Gwahor 1s about 2 miles from 
the station 

Waiting and refreshment rooms at station, a seras and a dak 
bungalow close to it 

Ujjain 18 220 miles from Bombay by the Bombay, Baroda 
and Central India Railway, third class fare Rs. 2-5-0, 


ULAVAPADU 


Is a small village onthe Trunk Road There 1s a temple dedi- 
cated to Vishnu, where a festival takes place every year about the 
month of May There 1s also a choultry, where travellers are fed by 
private charity 

Ulavapadu 1s a station of the Madras Railway, 159 miles from 
Madras town ; third class fare Rs 2-1-0 


UMBALLA. 


A large commercial city with a aulitary cantonment in the 
Umballa Distnct, Punjab The town, which 1s said to have been 
founded by a Rajput, named Amba, in the 14th century, was of 
little importance until the (hniefs of the minor cis-Sutle) Statcs 
applicd in 1808 to the British Government for aid against the exact- 
101.3 of Ranjit Singh, who demanded tnbute from them According 
to the treaty then executed, on the death m 1823 of Daya Kaur, the 
widow of Sardar Gurbakhsh Singh and possessor of Umballa, the 
estate for want of heirs lapsed to the Bntish Government for pro- 
tection [n 1843 a cantonment was established south of the town, 
and 1n 1849, upon the annexation of the Punjab, Umballa was made 
the head-quarters of a district The city consists of an old and a 
new quarter, the latter of which 1s open, well Jad out and bas good 
wide roads. There 1s a considerable trade in cotton, grain, oil-seeds. 
ginger, turmeric, piece-goods, carpets, cloth, ron, weol and silk 
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A fair called Bawan Dwadash: fair is held here towards tho 
close of the Hindu month Bhador (August-September) This 1s 
the largest aod most important fair of the district and 13 attended by 
about 20 or 25 thousand persons, both Hindus and Mohammadans 
It consists of a procession of Thakurs, which goes from the temple of 
Nauhrian in the heart of the city to a tank on the outskirta and 1s 
rowed across in an elegant boat specially made of bambona for the 
occasion and 1s illuminated with numerous lights A brisk trade 
is carried on at this fair 

There are some ginning, pressing, glass-work factories and flour 
mills Fine durnes are made here 

At Umballa Cantonment, which 1s about five niles from the 
City, are a public park with a bandstand, a racecourse and Paget 
Park, which isa favourite public resort There aro comfortable 
waiting and refreshment rooms at the ralway station and a dik 
bungalow about half a mile away 

Close to the station 1s a good pucca serat for travellers Kkhas 
can be had for conveyance at the city railway station and hackney 
carriages at the cantonment station 

Distance from Lahore 182 miles and from Delhi 167 mules ; 
third class fare Rs 2-2-3 and Rs 1-15-3, respectively. 


UNJALUR 


A fair is held every Tuesday About 3 miles west of the station 
1s. a temple of Kotta: Manamman, where a great number of fowls 
are sacrificed every Tucsday, and at the annual festival on the full 
moon of Masi (February-March) a large number of sheep, buffalo 
calves and fowls are sacnficed 

There 1s a chuftram and a travellers’ bungalow. 

Unjalur 1s 319 miles from Madras Beach by the South Indian 
Railway ; third class fare by boat mail Rs, 4-3-0 and by other 
trains Rs 3-0-0 


URULI. 


In Haveli taluk, Poona District, and is a station on the Creat 
indian Peninsula Railway Waiting room at station. A large 
Hindu temple at Talegam (Dhamdera’s), 12 mules distant, us 
attended by Guzerathi worshippers Jejun, a village 12 miles 
distant, contains the temple of Khandoba and ws held sacred by 
Hindus. Faira heldin Apnl, January and February Bullock carts 
obtamable by previous arrangement for Jeyurt at Rs. 2 per cart. 

Uruh is 137 miles from Bombay; third class fare by mail 
Re 2-2-0 and by other trains Rs. 1-7-0 

Irngation Department bungalow about half a mule from the 
station. Indian visitors stop in a temple near the station. 
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VENCATAGIRI. 


A station on the South Indian Railway, 1s 301 mules from 
Madras Beach Junction ; third class fare by boat mal Rs 3-15-0 
and by other trains Rs 3-6-0 

Vencatagiri 18 the chief town of a large zamindan, and there 
1s a palace, in which the Raja resides There 1s a travellers’ 
bungalow belonging to the Raja, and only by his permission can 
visitors occupy 1t Inasmall temple the Eswara Brahma Ootchavam 
feast 1s celebrated annually in the month of June or July The 
Lutherans have a church here Fine lace cloths are manufactured 
Good shooting may be had at times between Vencatagin and 
Yellakaru in the jungles, in which cheetahs, bears and sometimes 
tigers are seen There are two comfortable rest-houses for Indian 
visitors here, one just close to the railway station and the other 
in the town 


VIKRAVANDI 


Is on the South Indian Railwav, 93 miles from Madras Beach 
Junction, third class fare from Madras Beach by boat mail 
Rs 1-4-0 and by other trains Rs 1-1-0 

Two miles south-east of the station 1s an old Siva temple dedi- 
cated to Nethrotharakar, where festivals are held in January and 
Apnl At Rathapuram about 3 mules from the railway station 
a. weekly fair is held, where cattle, grains and hides are the chief 
commodities sold There are two chiuttrams and a travellers’ 
bungalow Country carts available 


VILLIVAKKAM 


On Madras Railway Close tothis station are the temples of 
Damodaraperumal and Agatheswarar, to w hich many pilgrimages are 
made, particularly by Madrassees The red-hills tank 1s near, but 
there 1s no road to it from the station 

There are about 10 choultrres and chuttrams for the accommo- 
dation of pilgrims near the railway station. 

Vilivakham 1s 6 miles from Madras, third class fare by ordinary 
trains R . 0-1-0 


VINUKONDA 


Hill and town in Knebna Distnct An interesting hill fort 
with strange legends. Here it was that Rama first heard of the 
abduction of Seeta. The hill (600 feet above sea-level) is sur- 
rounded by a tnple fortification, within which were formerly 
enclosed the usual reservoirs, grananes, etc. 
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VIRAVANALLUR. 


Is a station on the South Indian Railway It 19 462 mutes 
from Madras Beach Junction , third class fare Rs 5-1-0. 


At a distance of 24 miles north-west of this station 1s a Siva 
temple in a village called ‘‘ Thiruppadamaruthur ™ which sttracts 
a large number of people at the Pusam festival held annually 
in January or February Country carts available for the temple 
at six to eight annas Cloths are cluefly manufactured 


There are three chuttrams, but no bungalow 


VIZAG APATAM 


{ + Population 35,000 Is a sea-port town South of the bach- 
water nses a hill called the Dolphin’s Nose projecting into the bay, 
from which a very fine view 13 obtained 


Is a station on the Madras Railway Distance from Raya- 
puram, Madras, 487 miles and third class fare Rs 6-60 


Through another hill 18 a cuttmy formerly used by the 
East Coast Railway, and upon it stands a Christian church, 
Hindutemples and a Mohainmadan mosque—an unique congeres 
of men and religions—which 1s & happy brotherhood unknown 1n 
any other locality of the same limited area The town 18 of some 
historic importance, having been onginally a Dutch settlement, 
and later on an important stronghold of the Enghsh on the 
Coromandal Coast and there 18 every hope of ita becoming at 
no distant date a sea-port of the first smportance It has the 
makings of a good harbour and only requires capital 


There 18 a chutiram near the station and one about three-quar- 
ters of a mile Bullock carts available at the station and in 
town This town 1s noted for ivory carving 


VONTIMITTA. : 


It has a large and beautiful temple dedicated to Vishnu built 
by Vontadoo and Mittadoo The sculpture of this temple 1s fine 
and the scenery around most picturesque It 1s on the bund of a 
very large tank surrounded by hills The Brahma Ootchavam us 
held annually, when great numbers of pilgrims attend 


Vontumitta 1s a station on the North-West line of the Madras 
Railway Dhstance from Madras town 147 miles, and third class 
fare by ordinary trains Rs. 1-9-0 and by mail Rs. 1-15-0. 
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6 
WADALI GURD. 


A village in Amritsar tahsil and district in the Punjab , situa- 
ted at a distance of about 4 miles from Amnitsar City and about 
1 mile from Chheharta Railway Station on the main hne of the 
North-Western Railway. 


Basant Panchm: fair 1s held here for a day towards the end 
of January, when about 30,000 people assemble. Fairs are also 
held on the occasion of Shukla Panchmi (fifth day after every new 
moon) at a dharmsala near the village Dum Duma Sahib in the 
vicinity of the village 1s also much frequented by the people 
Wadah Guru contains the Janam Asthan (birthplace) of Guru 
Har Gobind, the sixth religious guide of the Sikhs 

Conveyances to carry visitors to Wadah Guru can only be had 
at Amritsar. 


Chheharta 1s 28 miles from Lahore , third class fare Re 0-5-6. 


WALA 


A village m Amnitsar tahsil and distnct, Punjab, situated 
midway between Ammnitsar and Vairka Railway Station on the 
Amnitsar-Pathankot Branch of the North-Western Railway 


The village has the temple of Tegh Bahadur, the ninth Guru or 
religious instructor of the Sikhs, who1s said to have rested here for 
two hours A large fair 1s held here during the month of Febru- 
ary every year It lasts for a day and 1s attended by about 
30,000 persons from Amnitsar City and the surrounding villages 

“There are no serats or dharmealas at Vairka, but there are some 
rooms attached to the temple which can give shelter to about 


200 persons The visitors, however, return to their houses in the 
evening 


Amnitsar 1s 33 miles and Vairka 38 miles from Lahore, third 
class fare Re 0-6-3 and Re 0-7-3, respectavely. 


Conveyances available at Amritsar to carry people to the place 
of fair, but not at Vairka. 


WEST HILL. 


A celebrated new moon feast 1s held annually on the occasion 
of Deepwah festival at the Varakal temple on the north side of 
the station. Thuis feast takes place in the beginning of November 
and attracts from 5,000 to 6,000 persons. There 1s no rest-house. 


West Bill is 57 miles from Azhikkal on the Azhikkal Branch 
of the Madras Railway ; third class fare from Azhikkal Re. 0-12-0. 
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YEVAT 


Is a station on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway. Fairs are 
held annually m Hindu month Shravan at 9 Hindu temple called 
Baleshwar, ona hill of that name, 4 mules distant. Irngation canal 
flows by. Bullock carts obtainable on application 


Yevat is 145 miles from Bombay ; third class fare by mail 
Rs 2-4-0 and by other trains Re 1-8-0 


APPENDIX A 


The following extract from the Indian Ratlwavs Act, No IX of 
1890, 1s published for general information — 


General Rules 


Every iailway administration shall keep at each station on 
its railwav a copy of the general rules for the time bemg in 
force under this section on the railway, and shall allow any 
person to inspect it free of charge at all reasonable times 


Marimum number of passengers for cach compartment 


Every railway admunistration shall frx, subject to the approval 
of the Governor General in Council, the maximum number of 
passengers which may be carned in each compartment of every 
descmption of carnage, and shall exhibit the number so fixed in 
a conspicuous manner inside or outside each compartment in 
English or in one or more of the vernacular Janguages in common 
use in the territory traversed by the railway, or both im Enghsh 
and in one or more of such vernacular languages as the Cover- 
nor (eneral in Counel, after consultation with the railway 
admiunstration may determine 


Reservation of compartment for females 


(1) On and after the Ist day of January 189], every railway 
administration shall, in every train carrying passengers, reserve, for 
the exclusive use of females, one compartment at least of the lowest 
class of carriage forming part of the train 


(2) One such compartment so reserved shall, if the train 1s to 
run fora distance exceeding fifty mules, be provided with a closet 


Exhibition of tame-tables and tables of fares at stations 


Every railway administration shall cause to be posted in a 
conspicuous and accessible place at every station on its railway, in 
English and in a vernacular language in common use im the term- 
tory where the station 1s situate, a copy of the time-table for the 
time being 1n force on the railway, and lists of the fares chargeable 
for travelling from the station where the lists are posted to every 
place for whicu card-tickets are ordinanly issued to passengers at 
that station 


Provision for cases tn which tachets hare been rssued for trains nol 
having room avaslable for additional passengers 
(1) Fares shall be deemed to be accepted and tickets to be 
issued subject to the condition of there being room available in 
the train for which the tickets are issued 
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(2) A person to whom a ticket has been issued and for whom 
there 1s not room available in the train for which the ticket was 
issued, shall, on returning the ticket within three hours after the 
departure of the train, be entitled to have his fare at once refunded. 


(3) A person for whom there 1s not room available in the class 
of carriage for which he has purchased a ticket and who 1s obliged 
to travel in a carnage of a lower class shall be entitled on delivering 
up his ticket to a refund of the difference between the fare paid by 


- and the fare payable for the class of carnage in which he travel- 


Power to refuse to carry persons suffering from wnfectious or contagi- 
ous disorders 


(1) A railway administration may refuse to carry, except in 
accordance with the rule framed by the railway admmustration 
under section 47, sub-section (1), clause (d), for the purpose, 
& person suffering from any infectious or contagious disorder 


(2) A person suffering from such a disorder shall not enter or 
travel upon a railway without the special permission of the station 
master or other railway servant in charge of the place where he 
enters upon the railway. 


(3) A railway servant giving permission as 1s mentioned in 
sub-section (2) must arrange for the separation of the person suffering 


from the disorder from other persons being or travelling upon the 
railway 


Entering compartment reserved or already full or reststing entry snto 
@ compartment not full 


(1) Jf a passenger, having entered a compartment which 1s 
reserved by a railway administration for the use of another pas- 
senger, or which already contains the maximum number of pas- 
sengers exhibited therem or thereon under section 63, refuses 
to leave it when required todoso by any railway servant, he shall 
be punished with a fine which may extend to twenty rupees. 


(2) If a passenger remsts the lawful entry of another passenger 
into a compartment not reserved by the railway administration 
for the use of the passenger remsting or not already containing 
the maximum number of passengers exhibited therem or thereon 
under section 63, he shall be punished with a fine which may extend 
to twenty rupees. 


Smokang. 


(1) If a person, without the consent of his fellow-passengers 
if any, m the same compartment smokes in any compartment 
except the compartment specially provided for the purpose, he shall 
be pumshed with fine which may extend to twenty rupees. 
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(2) If any person persists in so smoking after being warned by 
any railway servant to desist, he may, in addition to incurring the 
habilhty mentioned 1n sub-section (1), be removed by any ralway 
servant from the carnage in which he 1s travelling 


Travelisng without pass or ticket or with insufficient pass or ticket 
beyond authorized distance 


(1) If a passenger travels in a train without having a proper 
pass or a proper ticket with him, or, being in or having alighted 
from a train, fails or refuses to present for examination or to dehver 
up his pass or ticket mmediately on requisition being made there- 
for, he shall be hable to pay, on the demand of any railway servant 
appointed by the railway adnunistration im ths behalf, the 
excess charge hereinafter in tins section mentioned, in addition to 
the ordinary single fare for the distance which he has travelled, 
or, where there 1s any doubt as to the station from which he started, 
the ordinary single fare from the station from which the tran 
originally started or, if the tckets of passengers travelling in the 
train bave been examined sin e the otipinal starting of the train, 
the ordinary single fare from the place where the tickets were 
examined, or, in case of thar having been examined more than 
once, where last examined 


(2) If a passenger travels or attempts to travel in or on a 
carnage, or by a train, of a higher class than that for which he 
has obtained a pass or purchased a tichet, or travels in or on a 
carnage beyond the place authorised by his pass or ticket, he shall 
be lable to pay, on the demand of any railway seryant appointed 
by the railway admunistration in this behalf, the eacess charge 
hereinafter in this section mentioned, 1n addition to any difference 
between any fare paid by him and the fare payable in respect of 
such journey as he has made 


(3) The excess charge referred to in sub-section (1) and sub- 
section (2) shall— 

(2) where the passenger has immediately after incurnng the 
charge and before being detected by a railway servant 
notified to the railway servant on duty with the tram 
the fact of the charge having been incurred, be onc 
rupee, two annas or eight annas, and 


(b) un any other case be six rupees, one rupee or three rupecs, 
according as the passenger 1s travelling or has 
travelled or has attempted to travel in a carnage of the 
highest class or in @ carriage of the lowest clase or in a 
carnage of any other kind 


Yrrovided that such excess charge shall in! no case exceed,— 


(a) where the hability to pay it arises under sub-section (1), 
the amount of the ordimary single fare which the 
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passenger incurring the charge is hable to pay under that 
sub-section, or 

(b) where such hability anses under sub-section (2), the 
amount of the difference between the fare paid by the 
passenger incurring the charge and the fare payable 
in respect of such journey as he has made 


(4) If a passenger hable to pay the excess charge and fare 
mentioned in sub-section (1), or the excess charge and any 
difference of fare mentioned 1n sub-section (2), fails or refuses to pay 
the same on demand being made therefor under one or other of 
those sub-sections, as the case may be, the sum payable by lim 
shall, on apphcation made to any Magistrate by any railway 
servant appointed by the railway administration in this behalf, 
be recovered by the Magistrate from the passenger as if 1t were a 
{ne imposed on the passenger by the Magistrate and shall, as it 
ig recovered, be paid to the railway administration. 


If a person sells or attempts to sell or parts or attempts 
to part w:th the possession of any half of a return ticket in order 
to enable any oth r person to travel therewith, or purchases such 
half of areturn ticket, he shall be pumshed with fine which may 
extend to fifty rupees, and, 1f the purchaser of such half ofa return 
ticket travels or attempts to travel therewith, he shall be punished 
with an additional fine which may extend to the amount of the 
single fare for the journey authonsed by the ticket 


If a male person knowing a carnage, compartment, room, 
or other place to be reserved by a railway admunustration for the 
exclusive use ef females, enters the place without lawful excuse, 
or having entered it remains therein after having been desired by 
any railway servant to leave it, he shall be punished with fine 
which may extend to one hundred rupees in addition to the 
forfeiture of any fare which he may have paid and of any pass or 
ticket which he may have obtained or purchased and may be 
removed irom the railway by any railway servant 


Drunkenness or nursance on a raslway. 


If a person in any railway carnage or upon any part of a rail- 
way— 
(a) 18 in a state of intoxication, or 
(b) commits any nuisance or act of indecency, or uses 
obscene or abusive language, or 
(c) wilfully and without lawful excuse interferes with the 
comfort of any passengef or extingwshes any lamp, 
he shall be pumshed with fine which may extend to fifty rupees, 
im addition to the forfeiture of any fare which he may have paid, 
and of any pass or ticket which he may have obtained or purchased, 
and may be removed from the railway. 
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APPENDIX B. 


GENERAL RULES, 
Passenger changing to a superior class of carriage. 


If any passenger desires to change from an inferior to a supenor 
class of carriage on payment of the difference in fare, the guard 
in charge of the train, or such other railway servant as‘may be ap- 
pointed in this behalf by the authonsed officer, must take the 
necessary steps for effecting such change 


Lady passengers. 
When ladies are travelling alone the guards must pav every 
attention to their comfort, and in placing them in the train, must, 


if go requested, endeavour to select a carnage (according to the 
class of the ladies’ tickets) in which other ladies are travelling 


Passengers suffering from infectious or contagrous disorders 


For the purpose of the Indian Railways Act, 1X of 1890, the 
following shall be deemed to be infectious or contagious disorders, 
namely — 


(1) Bubonic fever, (2) cholera, (3) diphtheria, (4) leprosy, (5) 
measles, (6) scarlet fever, (7) small-pox (8) typhus fever, (9) 
typhoid fever, and (19) whooping cough 


Condatrons on which passengers suffering from snfectious or contag- 
ous dssorders may be ca 


No passenger suffering from an infectious or contagious dis- 
order shall be carried in any train unless— 


(a) he has engaged a reserved compartment for himself and 
his attendants, 


(6) all necessary arrangements have been made in pursuam ¢ 
of section 71 (see Appendix A) of the Indian Railways 
Act, IX of 1890, for the separation of the passenger and 
lus attendants during the whole time that they may 
remain upon the railway from other persons being or 
travelling upon the railway, and 


(c) any other special precautions which the railway servant 
giving the permission mentioned inthe said section may 
consider necessary, have been taken to prevent infection 
or contagion being communicated to other persons 
being or travelling upon the railway. 

° Breaking journey, 

On all Indian railways holders of local and through single 
and ordinary return tickets are allowed to break journey fora day 
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atany station after every 100 mules provided they get their tickets 
endorsed by the Station Master of every station where they break 
their journey. 


Incivility of railway servants. 


Any incivility, want of attention or ill-treatment on the part 
of railway servants should be reported to railway authorities on 
the spot or to the Distnct Traffic Superintendent of the district. 


Gratusty to ratlway servants. 


Railway servants are strictly prohibited from demanding 
or accepting any gratuity from passengers,
